The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  respectfully  submits 
its  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Report. 

Number  of  Railroad  Corporations. 

Forty-nine  railroad  corporations,  whose  roads  are  located 
wholly  or  in  part  in  this  State,  have  made  the  annual  returns 
required  by  hiw  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1894. 

No  new  railroad  corporation  was  organized  during  the  year. 
The  Newburyport  City  and  the  West  Araesbury  Branch,  having 
been  consolidated  with  the  Boston  &  Maine  under  the  provis- 
ions of  chapter  308  of  the  Acts  of  1891,  disappear  from  the 
list  of  companies,  leaving  the  number  of  Massachusetts  corpo- 
rations two  less  than  in  the  last  report.  No  other  consolida- 
tions, and  no  railroad  leases,  were  made  during  the  last  year. 

Of  the  forty-nine  corporations  making  returns  as  above,  only 
thirteen  were  engaged  in  actual  railroad  operation.  The  roads 
of  thirty-four  corporations  were  leased  to  and  operated  by  other 
companies,  and  the  roads  of  the  two  remaining  corporations  are 
not  yet  built.  Five  of  the  thirteen  operating  companies  —  the 
Boston  &  Albany,  Boston  &  Maine,  Fitchburg,  New  York  & 
New  EngUind,  and  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  —  oper- 
ated over  95  per  cent  of  the  railroad  mileage,  and  did  more 
than  98  per  cent  of  the  entire  passenger  and  freight  business, 
covered  by  this  report. 

Railroad  Construction  and  Mileage. 

No  addition  was  made  during  the  last  year  to  the  length  of 
railroad  line  in  this  State.  There  vvas  an  apparent  shortening 
of  line  to  the  extent  of  1.370  miles,  resulting  from  improved 
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alignment  and  remeasurement  on  several  of  the  roads.  Nor 
was  there  any  mtiterial  change,  by  new  construction,  pur- 
chase, lease  or  otherwise,  in  the  railroad  mileage  owned  or 
operated  by  Massachusetts  corporations  in  other  States. 

There  was,  however,  no  cessation  of  work  and  expenditure 
in  the  improvement  of  existing  lines.  40.250  miles  of  second, 
third  and  fourth  track,  and  33.365  miles  of  side  track,  were 
added  to  the  roads  owned  by  the  Massachusetts  companies, 
60.265  miles  of  which  were  in  this  State  ;  and  the  entire  outlay 
on  these  roads  for  additional  construction  and  equipment,  and  for 
other  permanent  improvements,  amounted  to  $17,806,756.29. 
There  is  practically  no  end  to  the  opportunit}'^  and  demand  for 
the  enlargement  and  perfection  of  railroad  facilities.  A  rail- 
road is  always  unfinished. 

Railroad  Mileage. 
There  are  now  2,118.097  miles  of  railroad  in  this  State. 
This  includes  only  the  length  of  main  line  and  branches.  The 
total  length  of  railroad  track,  including  second,  third  and  fourth 
track,  and  side  track,  is  4,210.195  miles.  The  following  table 
shows  the  length  of  railroad  line  and  track  in  this  State  June 
30,  1894,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  :  —

By  comparing  the  two  tables,  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the 
whole  3,441.102  miles  of  railroad  line  oiuned  by  Massachusetts 
corporations,  2,118.097  miles  are  in,  and  1,323.005  miles  out 
of,  the  State;  and  of  the  whole  6,548.610  miles  of  railroad 
track  owned,  4,210.195  miles  are  in,  and  2,338.415  miles  out 
of,  the  State.  In  other  words,  about  five-eighths  of  the  total 
mileage  owned  is  located  in  Massachusetts  and  three-eighths  in 
other  States. 

In  addition  to  the  3,441.102  miles  of  railroad  oivned  as  above 
stated,  the  railroad  corporations  of  this  State  operate  under 
lease  or  contract  about  888  miles  of  road  located  in  and  owned 
by  corporations  of  other  States  —  making  the  total  length  of 
railroad  line  operated  by  Massachusetts  companies  4,329.191 
miles;  of  which  2,116.471  miles  are  in,  and  2,212.720  miles 
are  out  of,  the  State.  It  appears,  therefore,  that  a  little  more 
than  one-half  of  the  entire  railroad  mileage  operated  by  the 
corporations  whose  business  is  covered  by  this  report,  is  located 
in  other  States.  It  is  estimated  that  at  least  eighty  per  cent 
of  their  whole  traffic  is  conducted  on  the  portions  of  their  lines 
which  are  in  Massachusetts. 

The  length  of  road  operated  by  the  corporations  of  this 
State  is  about  60  per  cent  of  the  total  mileage  operated  by  the 
railroad  corporations  of  all  the  New  England  States. 


Cost  Per  Mile  of  Road. 
All  of  the  railroads  in  question  are  of  the  standard  gauge  of 
four  feet  eight  and  one-half  inches,  with  the  exception  of  five 
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ronds  whoso  gauge  is  three  feet.  The  aggregate  length  of  these 
luirrovv-guugc  roads  is  03.24  miles,  of  which  40.74  miles  are 
located  in  this  Stale. 

The  average  cost  of  construction  of  standard-gauge  roads,  as 
it  now  stands  on  the  books  of  the  companies,  is  $70,210.45  per 
mile  of  road  owned  ;  and  the  average  cost  of  equipment  is 
approximately  |1),888.()8  —  making  the  cost  of  standard-gauge 
road,  including  equipment,  $85,004.53  per  mile.  This  is  an 
incn^aso  of  $3,524.72  for  the  last  year,  indicating  an  average 
expenditure  of  that  amount  in  permanent  additions  and  improve- 
ments for  each  mile  of  standard-gauge  road. 

The.  average  cost  of  construction  of  narrow-gauge  road  as 
returned  is  $33,302.72  per  mile,  with  $7,105.00  additional  for 
equipment  —  making  the  cost  of  narrow-gauge  road,  witli  equip- 
ment, $40,407.72  per  mile,  which  is  an  increase  of  $799.41  per 
mile  Cor  the  last  year. 

TiiAFrio  AND  Revenue  oi^  i ite  LAsr  Year. 
Railroad  corporations  rellei^t  in  the  volume  ot  their  traffic 
and  earnings  the  rise  and  fall  in  the  tide  of  connnercial  pros- 
perity, with  something  of  the  accuracy  with  which  the  barom- 
eter records  the  advancing  and  receding  waves  of  atmospheric 
})rcssure.  The  railroads  of  this  State  have  felt  very  sensibly 
the  ellect  upon  their  revenues  of  the  sudden  and  severe  dei)res- 
sion  which  fell  like  a  blight  upon  the  trade  and  industries  of 
the  country  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  railroad  year ;  but  they 
have  escaped,  with  a  single  exception,  *  the  tinancial  disaster 
which  has  overtaken  so  many  of  the  railroad  corporations,  large 
and  snitvll,  in  other  sections  of  the  United  States.  At  the  close 
of  the  year,  flune  30,  1894,  150  companies,  operating  nearly 
40,000  miles  of  railroad,  representing  a  capitalization  of  more 
than  two  and  a  half  billions,  a  quarter  of  the  entire  railroad 
capital  of  the  country,  had  passed  into  the  hands  of  receivers. 
In  many  cases  the  linancial  panic  w^as  the  occasion  rather  than 
the  cause  of  the  collapse.  The  fatal  inability  to  cope  with  the 
stress  of  the  times  was  mainly  the  result  of  chronic  mismanage- 
ment, exc<isMive  capitalization,  the  nuiltiplication  of  unremuner- 
ative  Hues,  and  ruinous  competition.

the  capital  stock  and  funded  debt  of  the  companies  had  not 
increased  by  $44,000,000,  and  the  interest  and  other  annual 
charges,  including  rentals,  by  $2,400,000. 

The  corporations  have  met  the  contraction  in  their  revenues 
with  courage  as  well  as  prudence,  and  with  an  apparent  con- 
viction that  the  depression  is  destined  to  be  short-lived.  While 
the  gross  income  from  operation  fell  off  9.60  per  cent,  the 
operating  expenses  were  cut  down  10.18  per  cent ;  so  that  the 
ratio  of  expenses  to  gross  earnings  was  reduced  from  69.79  per 
cent  in  1893  to  69.34  per  cent  in  1894.  At  the  same  time,  the 
average  rate  of  dividend  declared  was  the  highest  in  the  last 
nineteen  years,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  was  necessary 
in  order  to  pay  it  to  draw  upon  the  surplus  of  previous  years 
to  the  extent  of  $1,823,561.18.  The  average  percentage  of 
dividend  declared  was  5.84  per  cent,  and  of  dividend  earned 
4.89  per  cent. 

There  was  also  a  reduction  the  last  year  in  the  average 
passenger  fare  and  freight  rate.  Both  reached  the  lowest  point 
ever  known  in  this  State ;  and  the  passenger  fare  was  already 
lower  than  in  any  other  State.  The  average  passenger  fare 
was  reduced  from  1.83  cents  per  mile  in  1893  to  1.80  cents 
in  1894 ;  and  the  average  freight  rate  per  ton  mile  from 
1.39  to  1.33  cents.  A  difference  of  3-10  of  a  mill  per  mile 
on  a  single  passenger,  or  of  6-10  of  a  mill  per  mile  on  a 
single  ton  of  freight,  seems  to  be  of  little  account ;  but  the 
difference  to  the  companies,  and  to  the  public,  on  the  total 
passenger  and  freight  mileage,  amounted  to  $1,799,873.34. 
This  would  have  made  up  within  less  than  $25,000  the  deficit 
for  the  year.  Whatever  the  causes  of  the  prevailing  distress 
may  have  been,  it  certainly  cannot  be  attributed  to  any  failure 
on  the  part  of  the  railroads  to  furnish  abundant  and  cheap 
facilities  for  transportation. 

Quarterly  Income  and  Expenses. 
The  gross  and  net  earnings  from  operation,  the  operating 
expenses,  and  the  net  divisible  income  (after  paying  interest, 
taxes,  rentals,  and  other  charges),  of  the  five  leading  raih'oad 
corporations  of  the  State,  for  each  quarter  of  the  last  two  rail- 
road years,  and  also  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  current  year, 
are  given,  as  returned  by  the  companies,  in  the  following 
table  :  —

Eaileoads  and  Business  Panics. 

In  the  table  on  the  following  page,  the  growth  of  the  business 
of  the  railroad  corporations  of  this  State,  which  is  best  measured 
bj  the  volume  of  their  annual  gross  earnings  from  operation,  is 
shown  for  the  last  forty  years.  Starting  in  1855  at  $10,000,000 
in  round  numbers,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  earnings  reached  the 
amount  of  nearly  $71,000,000  in  1893  —  a  more  than  seven- 
fold increase. 

For  26  out  of  the  40  years,  there  was  an  advance  in  the  rev- 
enue from  operation,  not  only  over  the  year  immediately  pre- 
ceding, but  over  any  previous  year.  The  other  14  years  were 
years  of  decline,  or  of  decline  and  recovery  to  the  highest  point 
previously  reached.  The  ascent  from  10  to  71  millions  was 
therefore  made  in  the  26  prosperous  years.  During  the  other 
14  years,  the  companies  were  passing  through  depressions  or 
valleys  in  the  upward  grade.  It  is  of  the  latter  that  it  is  now 
proposed  to  speak. 
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(h'owth  of  the  Bimness  of  MassncJiusefts    Railroad  Oompanies  for 
Forty   Years,  18i>5-lS9f. 
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There  have  been  lour  of  these  depressions  in  the  revenue 
of  the  companies  within  the  period  in  question,  occurring  at 
intervals  of  about  ten  years.  The  most  recent,  caused  by 
what  will  doubtless  be  remembered  as  the  financial  and  business 
panic  of  1893,  has  already  been  spoken  of.  Its  record  is  still 
incomplete.  The  next  in  order,  going  backward,  was  coinci- 
dent with  the  financial  Hurry  of  1884,  which  artbcted  the  values 
of  the  stock  market  more  than  it  did  the  general  current  of 
trade  and  industry.  It  was  sufficient  to  bring  the  revenue  of 
the  railroad  companies  to  a  virtual  stand-still  for  two  or  three 
years,  but  the  revenue  was  actually  cut  down  below  its  previous 
volume  only  for  the  year  1881,  and  that  by  less  than  one-half 
of  one  per  cent.  This  depression  may  therefore  be  regarded 
as  of  comparatively  slight  importance  from  the  railroad  stand- 
point now  in  contemplation. 

There  were,  however,  still  further  back  within  the  tO  years, 
two  periods  of  severe  and  protracted  depression  in  the  traffic 
and  revenues  of  the  Massachusetts  railroads,  which  it  will  be 
interesting  to  trace  and  study,  even  if  no  useful  light  may  be 
derived  from  them.  Each  period,  including  the  time  of  re- 
covery, was  of  more  than  six  years'  duration.  The  descending 
and  ascending  grades  in  the  volume  of  passenger  traffic  and 
freight  traffic  respectively,  and  in  the  gross  income  from  opera- 
tion, during  each  of  these  periods,  are  shown  in  the  diagrams 
annexed  to  the  following  page. 

The  first  of  these  railroad  depressions  set  in  with  the  severe 
and  disastrous  business  panic  of  1857.  There  were  two  years 
of  sharp  decline  in  the  revenue  of  the  comptmies,  followed  by 
two  years  of  rapid  recovery,  when  the  suspense  and  gloom 
which  preceded  and  attended  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  of 
the  rebellion  in  18G1,  again  turned  the  scale  sharply  downward. 
The  secondary  efiect  of  the  war,  as  is  well  known,  was  to  give 
a  strong  impulse  to  the  industries  of  the  loyal  States  ;  and  in 
18G2  the  traffic  and  revenue  of  the  railroadfe  commenced  again 
rapidly  to  advance,  and  the  next  year  had  surmounted  the 
point  from  which  the  descent  had  begun  in  1857.  The  length 
of  the  depression  in  this  case  was  evidently  the  result  of  two 
successive  panics,  the  one,  so  to  speak,  overlapping  the  other; 
and  that  of  18G1    was  of  a  wholly   exceptional  character.     If 
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the  latter  had  not  supervened,  the  full  recovery  would  have 
been  reached  two  or  three  years  sooner. 

The  other  serious  railroad  depression  commenced  with  the 
financial  collapse  of  1873,  which  was  caused  or  accompanied  by 
a  violent  reaction  from  a  period  of  over-stimulated  activity  and 
speculative  enterprise.  The  revenue  of  the  railroad  companies 
entered  at  that  time  upon  a  long  and  steady  decline,  which 
continued  for  five  years.  The  descent,  as  seen  in  the  diagrams, 
was  much  less  sharp  than  in  the  panics  of  1857  and  1861,  and 
at  no  time  reached  quite  so  low  a  point.  The  recovery  was 
almost  as  rapid,  and  was  again  completed  in  two  years. 

It  is  unsafe  to  lay  down  general  rules  upon  an  induction  from 
a  few  cases  ;  but  several  coincidences  may  be  noted,  referring 
again  to  the  diagrams,  in  the  efiects  of  the  panics  in  question 
upon  railroad  traffic  and  earnings,  which  suggest  the  following 
inferences  :  — 

1.  In  business  panics,  the  freight  traffic  is  the  first  to 
decline ;  but  it  revives  more  quickly  and  much  more  rapidly 
than  the  passenger  traffic.  This  is  clearly  and  surprisingly 
shown  in  the  diagrams,  particularly  in  the  case  of  the  panic  of 
18/73.  The  first  half  of  the  inference  is  also  confirmed  by 
the  panic  of  1893.  As  appears  on  a  previous  page,  the  freight 
tonnage  fell  off  17.02  per  cent,  and  the  number  of  passengers 
8.64  per  cent,  the  last  year. 

2.  The  passenger  traffic  and  the  gross  revenue  decline  and 
revive  on  a  similar  scale  —  that  is  to  say,  they  descend  and 
ascend  in  substantially  parallel  lines  and  not  far  apart. 

3.  The  gross  revenue  falls  off  more  than  either  the  passen- 
ger or  the  freight  traffic,  is  depressed  longer,  and  comes  out 
of  the  panic  on  a  lower  scale  than  either.  This  admits  of  but 
one  explanation,  and  that  is,  — 

4.  In  times  of  business  panic,  there  is  a  tendency  to  a 
reduction  of  rates.  They  fall  more  rapidly  than  the  volume 
of  traffic,  and  do  not  revive  with  the  traffic.  This  is  demon- 
strable by  actual  figures  with  respect  to  the  railroad  depres- 
sion which  set  in  with  the  panic  of  1873.  It  is  shown  in  a 
table  on  a  subsequent  page  that  the  average  freight  rate  in 
1872,  the  year  before  the  depression  began,  was  2,81  cents 
per  ton  mile.  In  1881,  the  year  after  the  depression  was  over, 
the  rate  was  1.71  cents  —  a  reduction  of  nearly  40  per  cent. 


Traffic  and  Revenue  of  Massachusetts  Railroads  as  affected  by  the  Panic  of  1857—  1861 . 
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During  the  same  period,  the  average  passenger  fare  also  fell 
off,  but  much  less  —  from  2.43  to  2.02  cents  per  mile.  Neither 
rate  was  ever  restored.  The  data  are  not  available  for  a  similar 
exact  statement  with  respect  to  the  panics  of  1857  and  1861 ; 
but  it  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  the  earnings  declined  more 
than  the  traffic  and  did  not  recover  equally  with  it,  that  a 
similar  reduction  of  rates  must  have  then  occurred.  The  ten- 
dency to  a  reduction  the  last  year  has  already  been  noted. 

5.  The  sharper  the  decline,  the  quicker  the  recovery.  In 
the  first  year  after  the  panic  of  1857,  the  revenue  fell  off  7.98 
per  cent,  and  after  the  panic  of  1873,  only  1.89  per  cent.  The 
recovery  began  much  more  quickly  and  was  more  rapid  in  the 
former  than  in  the  latter  case.  In  1894,  the  revenue  fell  off 
9.60  per  cent.  How  soon  the  recovery  may  begin,  if  it  has  not 
already  set  in,  or  how  rapid  it  will  be,  no  one  can  certainly 
foretell ;  and  it  is  a  matter  which  the  railroad  corporations  can- 
not of  themselves  control.  It  seems  now  to  depend  largely, 
and  perhaps  wholly,  upon  the  wisdom  and  moderation  of  those 
who  make  the  laws  and  shape  the  financial  policy  of  the 
country.  That  the  recovery  will  be  complete,  and  that  the 
traffic  and  revenue  of  the  Massachusetts  companies  will  in  due 
time  again  mount  upward,  no  one  will  hesitate  confidently  to 
believe.     The  thing  that  hath  been,  it  is  that  which  shall  be. 

Recent  Railroad  Legislation. 

There  were  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature 
nearly  twice  as  many  general  laws  affecting  railroad  and  street 
railway  corporations,  as  had  been  passed  at  any  previous  session 
since  the  enactment  of  the  Public  Statutes  in  1881.  Some  of 
these  laws  are  of  more  than  usual  interest  and  importance. 
Among  them  is  a  series  of  acts*  which  have  the  effect  to  estab- 
lish a  substantially  new  system  of  statutory  regulation  with 
respect  to  the  increase  and  issue  of  capital  stock  and  bonds, 
the  disposition  and  sale  of  new  shares  of  stock,  the  declaration 
of  stock  and  scrip  dividends,  and  the  terms  of  lease,  sale  or 
consolidation,  by  such  corporations.    The  scope  and  provisions 


*  Chapters  350,  462,  472,  476,  502  and  506  of  tUe  Acts  of  1894,  commonly  known  as 
the  "  anii-stock-waterins  "  acts. 
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of  these  statutes  are  too  well  known  to  require  statement  or 
explanation. 

The  laws  of  this  State  have  always  recognized  the  right  of 
the  investor  to  an  ample  and  even  liberal  return  on  the  actual 
investment  in  railroad  securities,  such  return  to  be  made  in 
the  form  of  a  regular  cash  payment  of  interest  to  the  bond- 
holder and  a  regular  cash  dividend  to  the  stockholder.  It  is 
for  the  benefit  of  the  public  as  well  as  the  investor  that  this 
return  be  made  more  rather  than  less  secure.  Any  course  of 
legislation  that  is  calculated  to  reduce  the  revenue  of  the  cor- 
poration to  a  point  which  does  not  admit  of  such  return,  and 
which  does  not  moreover  allow  a  margin  of  profit  sufiicient  for 
the  maintenance  of  a  high  standard  of  construction  and  equip- 
ment, is  not  only  unjust,  but  impolitic,  as  tending  to  discourage 
the  investment  of  capital  in  legitimate  railroad  enterprise,  and  to 
disable  the  corporation  from  rendering  the  best  public  service. 

Since,  on  the  other  hand,  the  revenue  of  the  corporation, 
including  the  return  to  the  holders  of  its  stock  and  bonds,  is 
derived  from  the  public  in  the  form  of  tolls  or  charges  for 
transportation,  it  is  a  matter  of  public  concern  that  the  interest- 
bearing  debt  arid  the  dividend-paying  capital  be  kept  within 
the  smallest  practicable  limits.  The  stockholder  has  also 
learned  by  observation,  if  not  by  bitter  experience,  that  an 
inflation  of  stock  and  bonded  lia])ility  is  even  more  disastrous 
to  him  than  it  is  injurious  to  the  public. 

It  was  the  evident  purpose  of  the  Legislature,  in  the  enact- 
ment of  the  statutes  in  question,  to  guard  against  the  dangers 
and  temptations  of  constructive  and  gratuitous  capitalization, 
and  to  eliminate  as  far  as  possible  the  speculative  element  from 
the  financial  economy  of  railroad  and  other  corporations  created 
for  public  uses.  These  acts  were  passed  after  prolonged  con- 
sideration and  discussion  in  and  out  of  the  Legislature,  and 
must  be  presumed  to  express  the  matured  conviction  and  policy 
of  the  Commonwealth  in  regard  to  the  questions  with  which 
they  deal.  They  impose  upon  the  Board  new  and  responsible 
duties,  which  are  to  be  performed  with  a  careful  regard  to  the 
rights  and  interests  of  the  public  and  of  the  corporations  con- 
cerned. The  efficacy  of  the  legislation  will  be  found  in  the 
publicity  which  it  involves,  rather  than  in  the  wise  discretion  of 
the  Board. 
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It  is  proper  to  refer  in  this  connection  to  a  practical  illustra- 
tion of  the  avoidance  of  unnecessary  capitalization,  in  the  line 
of  the  legislation  above  cited,  which  has  been  furnished  by  one 
of  the  most  successfully  managed  railroad  corporations  of  this 
State.  Under  a  statute  of  1878,  which  was  incorporated  in 
the  Public  Statutes  and  remained  in  force  until  1893,  it  was 
optional  with  a  railroad  company,  upon  an  increase  of  its 
capital  stock,  either  to  apportion  the  new  shares  among  its 
stockholders  at  par,  or,  if  the  shares  commanded  a  premium  in 
the  market,  to  sell  them  at  public  auction  for  the  benefit  of  the 
corporation.  The  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  adopted  in 
1880,  and  has  continued  up  to  the  present  time,  the  latter 
method  of  disposing  of  its  new  issues  of  stock.  The  whole 
number  of  shares  thus  sold  at  public  auction  has  been  52,109, 
and  the  total  net  premium  realized,  $3,193,837.27.  This 
amount,  involving  no  increase  of  capitalization  in  addition  to 
the  par  value  of  the  shares  sold,  has  been  expended  in  per- 
manent improvements  and  enlarged  facilities  for  transportation, 
increasing  the  earning  capacity  of  the  road,  and  at  the  same 
time  enhancing  the  intrinsic  and  market  value  of  all  the  shares. 
The  premium,  which  at  the  first  sale  in  1880  was  less  than 
eight  per  cent,  has  advanced  more  than  ten-fold. 

Railroad  Bridges. 
The  important  work  of  examining  and  supervising  the  rail- 
road bridges  of  the  State  with  reference  to  their  method  of 
construction  and  safety,  which  was  provided  for  by  chapter 
334  of  the  Acts  of  1887,  has  remained  in  the  charge  of  Prof. 
George  F.  Swain,  who  has  rendered  a  service  of  great  value  in 
this  department,  as  bridge  engineer  of  the  Board,  during  the 
seven  years  since  the  passage  of  the  act.  He  submits  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  last  year :  —

Gentlemen  :  —  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  regard- 
ing the  work  that  has  been  done  during  the  past  year  in  repairing 
and  renewing  the  railroad  bridges  in  the  State. 

The  biennial  reports  of  inspection,  which  were  due,  according 
to  statute,  on  the  first  of  November,  1893,  but   all  of  which  had 
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not  been  received  at  the  date  of  my  last  report,  have  now  all  been 
received  and  examined.  The  next  biennial  reports  will  be  due 
November  1,  1895. 

Number  and  Description  of  Railroad  Bridges. 

I  present  herewith,  in  Table  I,  the  usual  statistics  regarding  the 
bridges  of  various  kinds  on  the  different  roads  ;  and  in  Table  II,  the 
figures  regarding  the  number  of  bridges  which  have  been  renewed  or 
strengthened  to  any  considerable  extent  during  the  past  year,  and 
also  since  June,  1887,  at  which  time  the  law  regarding  the  inspection 
of  railroad  bridges  was  enacted.  These  tables  are  supposed  to  be 
accurate,  although  it  is  probable  that  there  may  be  some  slight  errors 
in  them.  They  cannot  be  directly  compared,  except  in  a  general 
way,  with  the  corresponding  tables  in  the  report  of  last  year,  for  the 
reason  that  during  the  present  year  the  bridges  have  been  re-numbered 
on  several  roads,  and  some  small  bridges  which  were  supposed  to  be 
less  than  ten  feet  have  been  found  to  be  over  ten  feet  in  clear  span, 
while  in  other  cases  the  reverse  has  been  found  to  be  true.  The 
result  is  that  the  total  number  of  bridges  is  somewhat  different  from 
that  of  last  year.  On  the  Boston  &  Maine  road,  for  instance,  the 
number  of  stone  arches  was  given  last  year  as  46,  while  this  year  it 
is  found  to  be  56,  although  no  stone  bridges  have  been  built  in  the 
intervening  period.  Table  I  shows  that  the  total  number  of  bridge 
spans  over  ten  feet  in  the  clear,  counting  each  pile  and  trestle  bridge 
as  but  one  bridge,  is  at  the  present  time  1,703,  while  the  report  of 
last  year  gave  the  total  number  as  1,697. 

I  will  call  your  attention  in  the  present  report  only  to  the  work 
that  has  been  carried  on  during  the  past  year. 

Bridge  Work  duriyig  1894. 

It  was  naturally  to  be  expected  that  the  work  to  be'  done  annually 
in  repairing  and  renewing  bridges  would  decrease  from  year  to  year 
after  the  first  extensive  renewals  and  repairs  which  were  carried  on 
in  consequence  of  the  Bussey  bridge  disaster,  and  the  enactment  of 
the  law  providing  for  the  inspection  of  railroad  bridges;  During  the 
past  year,  however,  a  larger  amount  of  work  than  usual  has  been 
done  on  some  of  the  roads  in  improving  the  condition  of  structures 
which  were  somewhat  light,  and  which  required  strengthening  in 
order  to  keep  pace  with  the  steady  increase  in  weight  of  rolling  stock. 

Table  II  shows  that  39  bridges  have  been  rebuilt  or  built  new  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  Table  III  indicates  more  in  detail  the  character 
of  the  work  which  has  been  done  on  the  different  roads,  and  shows 
that  three  bridges  have  been  built  new,  all  being  iron  bridges,  while 
36  have  been  rebuilt,  25  of  these  being  of  wood,  10  of  iron  and  1  of 
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stone.  It  must  be  understood  in  interpreting  table  III,  that  the 
character  of  the  material  refers  to  the  old  bridge  and  not  to  the  new 
structure.  Of  the  25  wooden  bridges  which  have  been  rebuilt,  14 
have  been  rebuilt  in  wood  and  11  in  iron.  Of  the  10  iron  bridges 
which  have  been  rebuilt,  9  have  been  rebuilt  in  iron  and  1  in  wood. 
The  stone  bridge  has  been  rebuilt  as  a  stone  bridge.  Tables  II  and 
III  further  show  that  73  bridges  have  been  strengthened  or  exten- 
sively repaired  during  the  past  year,  38  of  these  being  wooden 
bridges  and  35  iron  bridges. 

On  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  Table  I  gives  the  total  number 
of  bridges  three  less  than  last  year.  This  is  on  account  of  the  fact 
that  three  spans  which  were  previously  combinations  of  plate  girders 
and  trusses,  and  which  were  counted  as  both,  have  been  entirely  rebuilt 
as  plate-girder  spans.  Table  II  shows  that,  in  a  total  of  253  spans, 
15  have  been  rebuilt  during  the  past  year.  Three  of  these  were 
Howe  trusses,  which  have  been  replaced  by  riveted  iron  trusses ;  2 
were  short  wooden  queen-post  trusses,  which  have  been  replaced  by 
plate  girders  ;  3  are  pile  bridges,  which  have  been  rebuilt  as  pile 
bridges  ;  3  are  plate  girders,  which  have  been  rebuilt ;  1  was  a  plate 
girder,  which  has  been  replaced  by  I-beams  ;  and  3  were  the  combina- 
tion bridges  already  mentioned,  which  have  been  rebuilt  as  plate 
girders.  The  report  of  last  year  showed  that  20  spans  were,  during 
1893,  rebuilt  on  the  Boston  &  Albany  system  ;  of  this  number,  how- 
ever. 10  were  new  structures  built  where  none  existed  before,  being 
rendered  necessary  by  the  work  of  abolishing  grade  crossings  or 
four-tracking  the  line.  During  the  present  year,  while  a  smaller 
number  have  been  rebuilt,  they  have  all  been  rebuilt  for  the  purpose 
of  strengthening,  and  none  have  been  rendered  necessary  by  the 
work  of  separating  grades.  Of  these  15  spans,  7  are  on  the  main 
line  and  8  on  branches. 

Table  II  further  shows  that  20  spans  have  been  strengthened  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  or  precisely  the  same  number  that  were  strength- 
ened in  1893.  Of  these,  9  are  riveted  trusses,  in  which  the  floor  has 
been  strengthened  ;  4  are  Howe  trusses,  in  which  the  floor  has  been 
strengthened ;  6  are  I-beam  spans,  which  have  been  strengthened  by 
putting  in  additional  I-beams  ;  and  1  is  a  plate  girder,  the  floor  of 
which  has  been  strengthened.  Eleven  of  these  spans  are  on  the  main 
line  and  9  on  the  branches. 

Of  the  253  bridges  on  this  system,  almost  one-half  have  been 
either  rebuilt  or  strengthened  since  1887.  This  is  a  very  large 
percentage  for  a  road  which  was  as  well  equipped  with  substantial 
iron  structures  as  was  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  and  it  indicates 
more  than  anything  else  the  effect  of  the  constantly  increasing  weight 
of  rolling  stock. 
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On  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  Table  I  shows  the  total  number 
of  bridges  to  be  485,  or  10  more  than  last  year.  This  is  principally 
due  to  the  fact  that  a  number  of  short  stone  arches  are  here  included 
which  have  been  hitherto  omitted.  Tables  II  and  III  show  that  10 
bridges  have  been  rebuilt  during  the  past  year,  8  being  wooden 
bridges  and  2  iron  bridges.  Of  the  8  wooden  bridges,  6  have  been 
rebuilt  in  wood  and  2  in  iron.  Of  the  iron  bridges,  1  has  been  re- 
built in  iron  and  1  as  a  Howe  truss.  Table  III  further  shows  that  2 
new  bridges  have  been  built  where  none  existed  before.  Both  of 
these  are  iron  plate  girder  bridges,  and  have  been  built  to  abolish 
grade  crossings.  Nine  bridges,  all  of  them  of  wood,  have  been 
strengthened  during  the  past  year,  7  of  these  being  on  the  Southern 
Division.  The  work  done  on  the  different  divisions  may  be  specially 
mentioned  as  follows  :  — 

On  the  Eastern  Division,  1  pile  bridge  has  been  rebuilt,  and  1  new 
plate  girder  built  to  abolish  a  grade  crossing. 

On  the  Western  Division,  2  wooden  stringers  have  been  rebuilt  as 
plate  girders,  and  1  wooden  bridge  (the  pile  bridge  at  Boston)  has 
had  considerable  work  done  upon  it. 

On  the  Southern  Division,  1  wooden  stringer  and  1  pile  bridge  have 
been  rebuilt,  and  7  wooden  bridges  have  been  strengthened. 

On  the  Central  Massachusetts  Division,  1  new  plate  girder  has  been 
built  to  abolish  a  grade  crossing,  3  wooden  stringer  bridges  have  been 
rebuilt,  and  1  riveted  lattice  has  been  replaced  by  a  heavier  structure. 
In  addition  to  these,  1  wooden  stringer  has  had  the  abutments  rebuilt. 

On  the  Worcester  &  Nashua  Division,  no  work  of  importance  has 
been  done  during  the  year. 

On  the  Connecticut  River  Division,  1  old  iron  truss,  on  a  side  track, 
has  been  rebuilt  as  a  Howe  truss. 

On  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  &  Lynn  Railroad,  the  number  of 
bridges  has  been  r-educed  from  8  to  7  by  the  filling  in  of  the  pile 
bridge  at  Orient  Heights,  813  feet  long,  which  has  been  done  during 
the  past  year.  All  of  the  bridges  on  this  road  are  now  less  than 
eight  years  old.  I  am  informed  that  it  is  probable  that  another  pile 
bridge  will  soon  be  filled  in,  still  further  materially  reducing  the 
length  of  pile  bridging  on  this  road.  It  is  a  noticable  fact  that, 
although  this  road  is  only  about  16  miles  long,  the  length  of  pile 
bridging  is  exceeded  on  but  two  railroads  in  the  State,  namely,  the 
Boston  &  Maine  and  the  Old  Colony. 

On  the  Fitchhurg  Railroad,  the  number  of  bridges  is  the  same  as 
last  year,  and  the  work  done  during  the  past  year  is  of  comparatively 
small  amount.     Table  II  shows  that  only  two  bridges   have   been 
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renewed  during  the  past  year,  one  being  a  wooden  stringer,  which  has 
been  replaced  with  heavier  stringers,  and  the  other  a  plate  girder 
bridge,  which  has  been  renewed  under  one  track  and  strengthened 
under  the  other.  Five  other  bridges  have  been  strengthened  during 
the  past  year :  one  being  a  wooden  trestle,  the  piles  of  which  have 
been  renewed ;  a  second  wooden  trestle,  which  has  been  repaired ; 
and  three  I-beams,  which  have  been  strengthened.  In  addition  to 
these  repairs,  loose  rivets  have  been  replaced  in  9  plate  girders,  and 
minor  repairs  have  been  made  on  various  other  bridges. 

On  the  Grafton  &  Upton  Railroad,  the  number  of  bridges  is  the 
same  as  last  year,  and  all  but  one  have  been  built  since  June,  1887. 
One  of  these,  a  wooden  truss,  has  been  strengthened  during  the  past 
year. 

On  the  Hoosac  Tunnel  &  Wilmington,  a  narrow-gauge  road,  the  num- 
ber of  bridges  has  been  reduced  from  8  to  7,  as  nearly  as  can  be 
ascertained.  The  bridges  on  this  road  are  gradually  being  replaced 
by  culverts  or  iron  pipes,  and  apparently  one  opening  has  been  filled 
in  during  the  past  year. 

On  the  Martha's  Vineyard  Railroad,  little  work,  if  any,  has  been 
done  during  the  past  year.  All  of  the  four  pile  bridges  have  been 
extensively  repaired  very  recently. 

On  the  Nashua,  Acton  &  Boston  Railroad,  no  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  bridges  during  the  past  year.  The  number  of  bridges  is 
the  same  as  last  year,  namely,  5,  all  of  them  being  small  structures. 
Two  of  these  have  been  rebuilt  since  1887,  and  two  have  been 
strengthened. 

On  the  New  London  Northern  Railroad,  no  bridges  have  been 
rebuilt  during  the  past  year,  and  only  one  extensively  repaired  or 
strengthened,  this  being  a  pile  bridge,  in  which  the  stringers  have 
been  partly  renewed.  The  total  number  of  bridges  on  this  line  is  54, 
of  which  21  have  been  rebuilt  and  18  repaired  since  1887. 

On  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad,  which  has  126  spans 
in  this  State,  no  bridges  have  been  rebuilt,  but  9  have  been  strength- 
ened during  the  past  year.  One  of  these  is  a  pile  bridge  ;  one  is  the 
wooden  draw  span  at  Boston  ;  one  is  a  plate  girder,  in  which  the  floor 
has  been  strengthened ;  four  are  Howe  trusses,  in  which  the  chords 
have  been  strengthened,  and  in  one  case  additional  rods  put  in  ;  one 
is  a  wooden  stringer,  and  one  a  wooden  trestle,  to  which  stringers 
have  been  added.     Table  II  shows  that  32  spans  have  been  rebuilt 
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on  this  road  since  1887,  and  30  more  strengthened.     The  percentages 
are  almost  the  same  as  for  the  Boston  &  Albany. 

New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford.  On  the  Providence  & 
Worcester  Division,  one  arch  bridge  has  been  entirely  rebuilt,  one 
wooden  stringer  bridge  has  had  the  stringers  renewed  and  made 
stronger  than  the  old  ones,  and  the  floor  of  one  iron  bridge  has  been 
strengthened.  There  are  35  bridge  spans  on  this  division  in  the  State 
of  Massachusetts.  Of  this  number  20,  or  57  per  cent,  have  been 
renewed  since  June,  1887 ;  3  more,  or  8i  per  cent,  have  been 
strengthened ;  making  a  total  of  23,  or  about  66  per  cent,  which 
have  been  strengthened  or  renewed  since  1887.  The  bridges  on  this 
line  are  now  in  excellent  condition,  the  new  structures  being  very 
heavy,  and  most  of  them  designed  to  carry  ballast  floors,  although 
only  two  of  them  are  at  present  provided  with  such  floors. 

On  the  Old  Colony  System  proper,  including  the  Providence  Divis- 
ion, 7  bridges  have  been  rebuilt  during  the  past  year,  and  1  new 
bridge  has  been  built  where  none  existed  before.  Of  the  7  bridges 
which  have  been  rebuilt,  all  were  wooden  bridges  ;  1  was  a  wooden 
queen-post  truss,  which  has  been  replaced  by  a  plate  girder  ;  one  was 
a  Howe  truss,  which  has  been  replaced  by  a  riveted  iron  bridge ;  two 
were  wooden  stringer  bridges,  in  which  the  openings  have  been 
covered  by  rails  and  the  track  filled  in  solid ;  2  were  pile  bridges, 
which  have  been  entirely  rebuilt ;  and  one  was  a  double-track  pile 
bridge,  one  track  of  which  is  new  and  the  other  of  which  has  been 
entirely  rebuilt.  In  addition  to  these,  10  wooden  bridges  have  been 
considerably  repaired  or  strengthened  ;  of  these,  1  is  a  Howe  truss,  of 
which  the  lower  chord  has  been  strengthened ;  7  are  pile  bridges, 
which  have  been  strengthened  and  repaired  in  various  ways  ;  and  2 
are  wooden  stringer  bridges,  in  which  the  stringers  have  been 
replaced.  In  addition  to  these,  minor  repairs  have  been  carried  out 
upon  several  bridges,  and  a  second  track  has  been  added  in  the  case 
of  3  bridges.  The  total  number  of  bridges  on  this  system  remains 
the  same  as  last  year,  one  wooden  stringer  bridge  having  been  dis- 
continued and  one  bridge  built  new,  as  already  stated.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  the  amount  of  work  done  this  year  is  considerably  greater 
than  that  done  in  1893.  No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  bridges 
on  the  Providence  Division.  It  will  be  seen  from  Table  II  that,  since 
1887,  165  bridges,  or  about  46  per  cent,  have  been  rebuilt  or  built 
new  on  the  Old  Colony  System,  while  37,  or  about  10  per  cent,  have 
been  extensively  strengthened  within  that  period,  making  a  total  of 
202,  or  57  per  cent,  which  have  been  either  rebuilt,  built  new  or 
strengthened. 

On  the  Housatonic  Division,  three  plate  girder  spans,  the  substruct- 
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ure  of  which  was  defective  and  was  strengthened  some  years  ago, 
have  been  still  further  strengthened  ;  one  wooden  stringer  span  has 
been  supported  upon  pile' bents,  and  the  floor  of  one  wooden  truss 
has  been  strengthened,  making  five  spans  out  of  a  total  of  48  which 
have  been  strengthened  in  1894.  No  bridges  have  been  renewed. 
Table  II  shows  that,  since  1887,  28  bridges,  or  58  per  cent,  have 
been  renewed,  these  figures  being  the  same  as  last  year,  while  16,  or 
33  per  cent,  have  been  strengthened,  making  a  total  of  44,  or  about 
92  per  cent,  which  have  been  either  rebuilt,  built  new  or  strengthened. 
On  the  Northampton  Division^  more  work  has  been  done  in  strength- 
ening than  in  any  year  since  records  have  been  kept.  A  large  num- 
ber of  plate  girders  on  this  division  were  defective  and  light,  and 
have  been  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  rivets  and  in  other  ways. 
Table  II  shows  that  no  bridges  have  been  rebuilt  during  the  year, 
but  that  12  have  been  strengthened  ;  of  these,  10  are  plate  girders, 

I  is  an  iron  truss,  and  1  a  wooden  Howe  truss.  In  addition  to  this 
work,  other  repairs  have  been  carried  on,  and  many  loose  rivets  have 
been  replaced  in  21  bridges,  19  of  which  were  plate  girders  and  2 
iron  trusses.  Since  1887,  the  number  of  bridges  rebuilt  or  built  new 
is  13,  the  same  as  last  year.  Of  these,  10  are  bridges  which  have 
been  built  new  where  none  existed  before,  2  are  arches  which  have 
been  rebuilt,  and  1  is  a  plate  girder  which  has  been  rebuilt.  The 
number  of  bridges  which  have  been  strengthened  since  1887  is  15,  or 

II  more  than  last  year,  1  bridge  which  had  been  previously  strength- 
ened having  also  been  strengthened  during  1894. 

Of  the  1,703  bridges  in  the  State,  therefore,  39  have  been  rebuilt 
or  built  new,  and  73  more  strengthened  during  1894 ;  while  566,  or 
almost  exactly  one-third,  have  been  rebuilt  or  built  new  since  1887, 
and  247  strengthened  since  that  date,  making  a  total  of  813,  or  very 
nearly  one-half,  which  have  been  either  renewed  or  strengthened 
within  the  past  eight  years. 

I  present  herewith,  in  Table  IV,  a  statement  showing  the  number 
of  bridges  on  each  road  in  the  state  which  have  been  renewed  or 
built  new,  or  which  have  been  strengthened,  in  each  year  since  1887. 
This  table  gives  a  general  synopsis  of  the  amount  of  work  which  has 
been  done  on  each  of  the  different  roads.  It  may  be  remarked  that 
the  same  bridge  has  in  many  cases  been  strengthened  several  times 
within  the  period  covered  by  the  table,  so  that  it  is  not  possible  to 
obtain  the  total  number  of  bridges  which  have  been  strengthened 
since  1887  by  adding  together  the  numbers  for  each  year. 

Bridge  Floors. 
I  have  no  remarks  to  make  with  regard  to  bridge  floors,  beyond 
those  which  were  made  in  my  last  report.     The  number  of  jack-knife 
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drawbridges  in  the  State  is  the  same  as  a  year  ago,  but  it  is  probable 
that  within  the  coming  year  one  or  more  of  these  will  be  replaced  by 
structures  of  a  different  character. 

There  have  been  no  bridge,  accidents,  properly  so  called,  within 
the  State  during  the  past  year.  One  or  two  wrecks  have  occurred  at 
or  near  bridges,  resulting  in  the  destruction  of  ties  or  track,  but  so 
far  as  I  have  been  informed  no  lives  have  been  lost.  No  bridges 
have  broken  down  or  collapsed  under  the  passage  of  trains.

Geneeal  Summaey  of  Railroad  Accidents.* 
Train  Accidents. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1894,  15  train  accidents 
were  reported  to  the  Board,  in  which  9 '  passengers,  7  em- 
ployees and  2  trespassers  were  killed,  and  49  passengers  and 
26  employees  were  injured. 

In  this  number  is  included  the  fallino;  of  the  bridge  on  the  Bos- 
ton  &  Albany  Railroad  at  Chester,  on  which  a  special  report  was 
printed  in  the  last  annual  report.  The  casualties  in  that  acci- 
dent, as  reported  to  the  Board  at  the  time,  were  9  passengers 
and  5  employees  killed,  and  14  passengers  and  6  employees 
injured ;  but  in  the  annual  return  of  the  company,  the  total 
number  of  casualties  is  given  as  13  killed,  and  87  injured  more 
or  less  seriously. 

There  were  11  collisions,  in  which  35  passengers  were  injured, 
and  2  employees  and  one  trespasser  were  killed,  and  17 
employees  were  injured ;  and  3  derailments,  in  which  3 
employees  were  injured,  and  one  trespasser  was  killed. f 

The  reports  of  accidents  from  which  the  following  statement 
is  compiled,  and  from  which  the  tables  in  the  Appendix  are 
made  up,  are  those  made  by  the  several  companies  immediately 
after  the  accidents  occur.  When  compared  in  detail  with  the 
lists  of  accidents  in  the  annual  returns,  some  discrepancies 
will  inevitably  appear.  Injuries  reported  not  fatal  sometimes 
result  fatally  after  the  report  is  made,  and  such  result  is  often 
not  reported.     In  the  case  of  train  accidents  especially,  injuries

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may  afterwards  prove  fatal ;  and  the  number  of  injured  always 
increases  as  investigation  proceeds,  or  as  the  parties  present 
claims  against  the  railroad  company.  The  Chester  bridge 
accident  is  an  instance  of  such  increase,  as  stated  above. 

Number  of  Personal  Injuries. 

The  total  number  of  persons  reported  as  killed  or  injured 
during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1894,  was  1,114,  being  337 
less  than  in  the  preceding  year.  Of  these  232  were  fatally 
injured,  and  882  were  injured  in  a  less  degree.  The  casualties 
were  divided  as  follows  :  to  passengers,  146  ;  to  employees, 
600 ;  at  grade  crossings  and  at  stations  where  there  is  passage 
across  the  tracks,  83  ;  and  to  trespassers,  285. 

*  Accidents  to  Passengers. 

Of  passengers,  9  were  killed  and  57  were  injured  by  causes 
beyond  their  own  control,  and  9  were  killed  and  71  were 
injured  by  their  own  fault  or  contributory  negligence.  The 
first  class  includes  those  killed  or  injured  by  the  falling  of 
the  bridge  on  the  Boston  &  Albany  Eailroad  at  Chester,  to 
which  reference  has  already  been  made. 

The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  during  the  year  on 
the  railroads  of  Massachusetts,  both  within  and  without  the 
State,  was  109,434,184.  Allowing  20  per  cent  (which  is  con- 
sidered a  fair  estimate)  of  that  number  for  those  whose  journey 
was  wholly  beyond  the  limits  of  Massachusetts,  those  carried 
wholly  or  partly  within  the  State  would  be  in  round  numbers 
87,500,000.  The  ratio  of  killed  or  injured  to  the  whole  num- 
ber carried,  and  to  the  total  number  of  miles  travelled,  is  shown 
in  the  table  on  the  following  page. 

Not  a  few  of  the  accidents  to  passengers  result  from  their 
haste  to  leave  a  train  before  it  comes  to  a  full  stop,  or  their 
delay  in  boarding  a  train  until  it  is  under  way.  Whether  such 
accidents  can  be  prevented  while  the  American  citizen  claims 
the  right  to  risk  life  and  limb  at  his  own  discretion,  may  be 
questioned.  On  European  roads  generally  more  care  is  exer- 
cised to  prevent  such  risks,  though  accidents  of  this  kind  are 
not  infrequent  on  English  roads.  During  the  six  months  ending 
June  30,   1894,  on  the  railroads  of  the  United  Kingdom,  12 
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Passengers  Killed  and  Injured  in  Massachusetts  in  1893  and  1894.

passengers  were  killed,  and  25  injured,  by  falling  between  cars 
and  platforms  when  getting  into  or  alighting  from  trains ;  and 
7  were  killed,  and  217  injured,  by  falling  on  the  platform  when 
getting  into  or  alighting  from  trains.  There  are  two  kinds  of 
accidents  to  passengers  in  England  which  are  due  to  the  style 
of  cars,  viz.,  from  the  closing  of  car  doors  upon  feet  or  fingers, 
and  falling  out  the  door  when  trains  are  in  motion.  In  the  six 
months  referred  to,  53  passengers  had  their  fingers  or  feet 
crushed  by  the  closing  of  doors,  and  9  were  killed,  and  17 
injured,  by  falling  out  while  the  train  was  moving. 


Accidents  to  Employees. 
Of  the  600  employees  injured,  480  were  trainmen,  and  120 
were  employed  in  other  capacities.     While  coupling  or  uncoup- 
ling cars,  4  were  killed  and  253  injured  —  a  very  favorable 
showing  compared  with  the  preceding   year,  when    18   were 
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killed  and  394  injured  from  the  same  cause.  The  decrease 
may  be  due  in  part  to  an  increased  number  of  freight  cars 
equipped  with  automatic  couplers,  and  partly  to  the  decrease 
in  railroad  traffic. 

By  coming  in  contact  with  overhead  bridges  or  other  struct- 
ures, 17  employees  were  injured,  but  none  fatally.  This  also 
is  a  very  favorable  showing  compared  with  the  preceding  year, 
when  10  were  killed  and  34  were  injured.  By  accidents  to 
trains  or  cars  when  running,  10  employees  were  killed  and  66 
were  injured ;  and  16  were  killed  and  85  injured  by  falling  or 
being  thrown  from  trains  or  engines. 

By  various  other  causes,  some  of  which  are  not  peculiar  to 
railroad  operation,  but  are  liable  to  occur  to  parties  engaged  in 
other  employment,  23  were  killed  and  126  were  injured. 

Many  of  these  accidents  were  slight,  and  not  a  few  were  due 
to  contributory  negligence  on  the  part  of  those  injured. 

Accidents  at  Grade  Crossings.    . 

The  total  number  of  persons  injured  at  grade  crossings  was  Qb. 
Of  these,  7  were  killed  and  17  were  less  severely  injured  at 
crossings  protected  by  gates  or  flags,  while  12  were  killed  and 
29  were  injured  at  unprotected  crossings.  This  is  rather  better 
than  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years,  which  was  :  at  protected 
crossings,  23  killed  and  32  injured ;  at  unprotected  crossings, 
25  killed  and  30  injured. 

The  total  number  of  grade  crossings  of  railroads  and  high- 
ways protected  by  gates  or  flagmen,  is  1,085  ;  of  unprotected 
crossings,  the  number  is  1,088. 

It  wourld  appear,  therefore,  that,  with  about  an  equal  number 
of  protected  and  unprotected  grade  crossings,  the  average  num- 
ber of  accidents  for  the  last  ten  years  was  about  the  same  for 
each  class  of  crossings ;  while  for  the  last  year  the  result  is 
favorable  to  the  protected  crossings.  It  should  be  remembered, 
however,  in  this  connection,  that  the  protected  crossings  are 
those  which  are  the  most  dangerous,  and  where  there  is  the 
greatest  amount  of  travel  on  the  highways.  If  the  number  of 
travellers  crossing  the  tracks  could  be  known,  it  would  unques- 
tionably appear  that  the  ratio  of  accidents  to  the  number  of 
persons  crossing  is  decidedly  in  favor  of  the  protected  cross- 
inofs. 
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The  grade  crossings,  especially  the  more  dangerous  ones,  are 
being  gradually  eliminated  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
1890,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  class  of  casualties  will  be 
proportionately  diminished. 

Accidents  at  Stations. 

At  stations,  where  passengers  and  others  are  allowed  to  cross 
the  tracks,  6  persons  were  killed  and  12  others  injured  not 
fatally.  Such  accidents  occur  chiefly  at  way  stations,  and  on 
double-track  roads  where  there  are  platforms  and  houses  on 
both  sides.  They  will  continue  to  occur  so  long  as  the  tracks 
are  not  separated,  and  overhead  or  underground  passages  are 
not  provided  for  going  from  one  side  of  the  road  to  the  other. 
Several  recent  fatal  accidents  at  stations  where  crossings  are 
allowed,  emphasize  the  recommendations  heretofore  made  by 
the  Board  on  this  subject.  Unfortunately,  before  action  is 
taken  by  the  railroad  companies,  municipal  authorities  or  the 
public,  the  accidents,  which  for  a  time  excite  pity  and  even 
indignation,  pass  out  of  mind  until  another  fatality  occurs.  The 
aggregation  of  such  accidents  in  the  course  of  years,  as  the 
population  increases  and  trains  multiply,  will  probably  at  some 
time  create  a  public  sentiment  that  will  demand  legislation 
requiring  adequate  provision  for  the  safety  of  life  and  limb  at 
stations. 

Accidents  to  Trespassers. 

Accidents  to  trespasssers  are  the  only  class  of  casualties 
which  show  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  —  285  over 
246,  an  increase  of  about  16  per  cent.  Of  the  total  number, 
122  were  killed  and  95  were  injured  while  standing,  walking 
or  lying  on  the  track ;  and  14  were  killed  and  54  were  injured 
by  falling  or  jumping  from  cars  on  which  they  were  unlawfully 
riding. 

The  ratio  of  trespas'sers  killed  and  injured  to  miles  of  rail- 
road is  as  follows  :  — 

Number  killed,  122 ;  miles  of  railroad  in  Massachusetts, 
2,118  ;  one  killed  to  each  17  miles  of  road. 

Number  injured,  95  ;  one  to  22  miles  of  road. 

Number  killed  and  injured,  217  ;  one  to  9.76  miles  of  road. 
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Instruction  of  Employees. 

In  the  investigation  of  a  collision  which  occurred  on  the 
Providence  division  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  at  Sharon 
Heights  *  on  the  30th  of  May  last,  the  testimony  of  the  em- 
ployees, if  it  was  to  be  believed,  proved  that  some  of  the  train- 
men did  not  possess  a  copy  of  the  book  of  rules,  while  others 
were  ignorant  on  some  important  points  connected  with  the  use 
of  signals  and  the  protection  of  trains. 

It  was  also  ascertained,  in  connection  with  the  investigation 
of  that  accident,  that  while  the  railroad  companies  of  this  State 
have  regulations  requiring  their  employees  to  procure  copies 
of  the  books  of  rules,  or  of  the  time  table  sheets  with  the 
rules  printed  on  them,  it  is  nevertheless  quite  possible  that 
some  employees  may  not  be  so  provided ;  and  it  appeared  that 
the  precautious  which  are  taken  to  make  sure  that  every  em- 
ployee does  receive  a  copy  of  the  rules,  and  that  he  moreover 
studies  and  understands  them,  are  in  some  cases,  to  say  the 
least,  insufficient. 

It  is  a  very  easy  matter  to  make  it  certain  that  every  railroad 
employee  receives  a  copy  of  the  book  of  rules,  or  of  the  time 
table  with  the  rules  appended,  namely,  by  requiring  each  em- 
ployee to  give  a  receipt  for  such  book  or  time  table.  These 
receipts  should  be  kept  and  filed ;  and  the  company  should 
make  sure,  whenever  a  new  man  is  taken  on,  or  new  rules  or 
time  tables  are  issued,  that  a  receipt  is  obtained  from  every 
employee  whose  duty  it  is  to  know  the  rules. 

To  make  it  certain  that  the  employee  not  only  receives  the 
rules,  but  also  reads  and  understands  them,  is  not  quite  so 
simple  a  matter ;  and  it  can  evidently  be  accomplished  in  only 
one  way,  and  that  is  by  examining  employees,  either  orally  or 
by  written  questions,  and  not  allowing  any  man  to  go  to  work 
in  a  responsible  position  until  he  shows  himself  familiar  with 
the  rules  which  his  position  requires  him  to  know  and  apply. 
It  seems  desirable  that  each  man  should  be  examined,  not  only 
before  he  is  employed,  but  at  intervals  thereafter  ;  and  particu- 
larly before  he  is  promoted  or  transferred  to  another  position, 
if  the  new  position  requires  a  knowledge  of  different  rules. 

*  A  special  report  on  this  accident  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 
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While  the  regulations  of  many  of  the  Massachusetts  com- 
panies state  that  all  employees  must  be  provided  with  a  copy 
of  the  rules,  and  are  expected  to  read  and  understand  them 
thoroughly,  and  that  ignorance  or  doubt  regarding  the  rules 
will  not  be  accepted  as  an  excuse,  or  relieve  the  employee 
from  responsibility  for  any  results  which  may  follow  from  a 
non-compliance  with  them,  there  does  not  appear  to  be  in  gen- 
eral practice  any  systematic  instruction  or  examination  of  em- 
ployees with  regard  to  their  knowledge  of  the  rules  ;  nor  are 
they  required  in  every  case  to  receipt  for  a  copy  of  them. 

At  the  time  of  the  Sharon  accident,  inquiry  was  made  of 
leading  railroad  companies  in  other  parts  of  the  country  with 
a  view  to  learning  what  methods  they  employ  in  the  cases 
referred  to.  It  appears  that  nearly  all  of  them  use  the  precau- 
tions which  have  been  described  above,  requiring  a  receipt 
for  the  book  of  rules  from  every  employee  who  is  required  to 
use  it,  and  an  examination,  either  oral  or  written,  before  any 
man  is  employed,  or  placed  in  a  new  position.  The  general 
manager  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  for  example, 
writes  as  follows  with  regard  to  men  in  the  train  service  : 
"  New  men  are  first  employed  in  yard  service  as  shifting  brake- 
men.  They  are  given  a  preliminary  examination,  after  making 
application  for  employment,  upon  a  regular  form.  When  these 
men  are  employed,  they  are  furnished  with  a  time  table.  This 
time  table  has  upon  its  back  such  portions  of  the  book  of  rules 
as  relate  to  signals,  train  signals,  whistle  signals,  whistle  cord 
signals,  lamp  signals,  fixed  signals,  use  of  signals,  classification 
of  trains,  movement  of  trains  and  block  signals  ;  and  they  are 
also  advised  that  their  promotion  depends  upon  their  ability  to 
pass  an  examination  upon  these  rules.  When  a  man  makes  a 
good  record  in  the  yard  as  a  freight  shifter,  he  is  chosen  to  fill 
a  vacancy  on  the  road ;  but  before  he  can  be  promoted,  he  has 
to  pass  a  thorough  examination  upon  the  rules  referred  to." 

The  general  superintendent  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad 
Company  writes,  that  "all  men  before  being  put  into  train 
service  are  subjected  to  an  examination  by  the  proper  oQicer. 
.  .  .  After  the  late  strike  on  our  road,  when  we  were 
obliged  to  employ  a  number  of  new  men  whose  experience 
and  capabilities  we  were  not  certain  of,  schools  were  instituted 
on  the  difierent  divisions,  and  men  were  required  to  attend. 
At  these  schools,  a  general  discussion  of  the  rules  in  force  took 
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place,  and  any  points  which  were  not  clear  to  the  men  were 
submitted  by  them  at  the  time  for  decision.  The  practice  of 
organizing  schools  for  the  instruction  of  new  men  is,  of  course, 
the  best  method  I  know  of  to  insure  their  having  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  rules  under  which  their  road  is  operated." 

The  general  manager  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul 
Railway  writes  :  "  Train  masters  and  division  superintendents 
of  this  company  are  required  to  examine  all  conductors,  brake- 
men,  engineers  and  firemen  as  to  their  knowledge  of  the  book 
of  rules,  and  division  master  mechanics  examine  engineers  and 
firemen  in  regard  to  their  knowledge  of  machinery.  If  their 
examination  is  satisfactory,  the  above  named  employees  receive 
certificates.  If  they  do  not  pass  the  examination,  they  are  not 
permitted  to  enter  the  service." 

The  copies  of  the  examination  papers  for  conductors  and 
trainmen  in  use  on  the  New  York  Central  &  Hudson  River 
Railroad  are  on  file  in  this  office,  and  contain  no  less  than  223 
questions.  Eight  of  these  are  personal  questions  with  regard 
to  the  applicant,  and  the  remainder  cover  the  rules  with  regard 
to  standard  time  and  time  tables,  signals  of  all  kinds,  train 
rules,  steam  heat,  air  brakes  and  other  matters. 

The  practice  of  these  companies  deserves  the  highest  com- 
mendation ;  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  whatever  expense 
such  instruction  or  examinations  might  involve,  would  be  saved 
many  times  over  in  the  greater  exemption  from  accidents  which 
are  due  to  the  ignorance  and  incompetency  of  employees. 

Automatic  Couplers. 
The  following  Resolve  (chapter  40)  was  passed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  General  Court :  — 

Resolve  relating  to  the  equipment  of  freight  cars  with  auto- 
matic COUPLERS. 
Besolvecl,  That  the  railroad  commissioners  investigate  and  report 
to  the  next  general  court  what  progress  the  railroad  companies  oper- 
ating railroads  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  have  made  in 
equipping  their  freight  cars  with  automatic  couplers,  what  percentage 
of  the  cars  of  said  railroads  are  thus  equipped,  and  what  legislation, 
if  any,  is  necessary  to  bring  about  the  prompt  equipment  with  auto- 
matic appliances  of  all  the  freight  cars  owned  by  the  railroad 
companies  operating  railroads  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 
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In  compliance  with  this  resolve,  an  effort  has  been  made  to 
ascertain  the  whole  number  of  freight  cars,  December  1,  1894, 
owned  or  leased  by  each  of  the  thirteen  corporations  operat- 
ing railroads  in  this  State,  and  the  namber  of  such  cars  which, 
in  the  terms  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  3893,  are 
"equipped  with  couplers  coupling  automatically  by  impact, 
and  which  can  be  uncoupled  without  the  necessity  of  men 
going  between  the  ends  of  the  cars." 

The  act  referred  to  was  published  with  some  comments  in  the 
last  annual  report,  pages  48-50.  It  prohibits,  under  a  penalty 
of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  violation,  the  hauling  or  per- 
mitting to  be  hauled  on  a  railroad,  on  and  after  January  1, 
1898,  any  passenger  or  freight  car  "used  in  interstate 
traffic  "  which  is  not  equipped  with  couplers  coming  within  the 
above  generic  description.  It  appears  by  the  last  published 
statistical  report  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  that 
there  were  in  use  on  the  railroads  of  the  United  States,  June 
30,  1893,  no  less  than  55  different  species  or  types  of  "auto- 
matic "  couplers  for  passenger  and  freight  cars,  and  that  there 
were  also  18  other  kinds  which  had  been  in  recent  use  ;  making 
73  varieties  of  automatic  couplers,  all  of  which  are  enumerated 
in  the  report  referred  to,  with  the  number  of  each  in  use,  as 
returned  by  the  companies  to  the  Interstate  Commission. 

The  legislative  resolve  calls  for  information  only  with  respect 
to  the  freight  cars  of  "  the  railroad  companies  operating  rail- 
roads under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth."  In  the  tables 
on  the  following  pages,  the  facts  are  given,  as  nearly  as  it  has 
been  practicable  to  ascertain  them,  in  regard  to  each  of  these 
companies.  The  annual  returns  which  they  make  to  the  Board 
state  the  whole  number  of  freight  cars  owned  and  leased  by 
them,  and  also  the  number  equipped  with  "patent  couplers." 
These  statements,  however,  cannot  be  relied  on  for  the  present 
purpose,  since  they  give  the  number  of  cars  equipped  with  all 
kinds  of  "patent"  couplers,  including  (for  example)  the 
Safford  coupler,  one  form  of  which  is  not  "automatic."  The 
figures  in  the  tables  have  therefore  been  obtained  by  special 
inquiry  of  the  companies. 

In  a  few  cases  exact  data  have  not  been  obtainable,  but  the 
figures  are  approximately  accurate.  In  order  to  make  the 
exhibit    complete,     the     narrow-gauge     roads    are    included, 
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Table  II.  —  Progress  in  Equipment  of  Freight  Cars  with  Automatic 
Couplers,  1892  to  1894.

although  only  one  of  them  does  a  regular  freight  busine.ss. 
The  different  kinds  of  automatic  couplers  used  by  the  compa- 
nies are  not  classified,  excepting  in  the  case  of  the  Master  Car 
Builders'  coupler,  so  called,  the  number  of  which  is  stated,  so 
far  as  ascertained,  in  a  separate  column. 

Table  I  shows  the  total  number  of  freight  cars  owned  and 
leased  December  1,  1894,  the  number  equipped  with  the  M.  C. 
B.  and  other  forms  of  automatic  couplers,  and  the  percentage  of 
cars  so  equipped,  for  each  of  the  thirteen  companies,  and  for 
all  of  them  combined.  Table  II  compares  these  figures  with 
similar  data  obtained  in  December,  1892,  as  regards  the  five 
principal  raih'oads  of  the  State. 

It  will  be  seen  in  the  tables  that  the  greatest  progress  in  auto- 
matic coupler  equipment  has  been  made  by  the  Boston  & 
Albany,  which  has  already  83.5  per  cent  of  its  freight  cars 
equipped  with  the  M.  C.  B.  couplers,  as.  against  65  per  cent 
in  1892.  The  other  roads  are  comparatively  far  behind,  and 
some  of  them  have  made  but  little  progress  towards  a  compli- 
ance with  the  act  of  Congress  above  cited. 
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The  Boston  &  Maine,  out  of  its  10,636  freight  cars,  has  but 
501  equipped  with  the  M.  C.  B.  coupler,  and  1,445  with  the 
SafFord  automatic  coupler  —  making  1,946  cars  (18.3  per 
cent)  automatically  equipped,  and  leaving  8,690  cars  (81.7  per 
cent)  equipped  with  the  ordinary  link  and  pin. 

The  Fitchburg  has  592  freight  cars  equipped  with  the  M.  C. 
B,  coupler,  1,088  with  the  Safford,  and  4  with  the  Miller  — 
making  in  all  1,684  out  of  a  total  of  6,351  cars  (26.5  per  cent) 
equipped  with  automatic  couplers. 

The  New  York  &  New  England  has  226  out  of  its  6,343 
freight  cars  equipped  with  M.  C.  B.  couplers,  and  1,037  with 
other  automatic  forms  —  making  1,263  in  all  (19.9  percent)  so 
equipped,  and  leaving  5,080  (80.1  per  cent)  with  link  and  pin. 

Of  the  11,724  freight  cars  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford,  3,723  (31.7  per  cent)  are  automatically  equipped, 
•wdiile  8,001  cars  (68.3  per  cent)  are  without  such  equipment. 

The  Nashua,  Acton  &  Boston  is  leased  to  and  operated  by  the 
Concord  &  Montreal,  of  New  Hampshire.  The  latter  company 
has  205  cars  equipped  with  M.  C.  B.  couplers,  and  nearly  five 
times  that  number  with  the  Saiford  automatic  ;  so  that  it  has 
in  all  48.8  per  cent  of  its  freight  cars  automatically  equipped, 
ranking  in  this  respect  next  to  the  Boston  &  Albany. 

The  Central  Yermont,  which  leases  and  operates  the  New 
London  Northern,  has  9.6  per  cent  of  its  freight  cars  equipped 
with  the  M.  C.  B.  coupler;  and  its  superintendent  states  that 
"  progress  in  this  direction  is  being  made  at  the  rate  of  20  to 
30  cars  per  month." 

Of  the  five  narrow-o;auo-e  railroads,  the  Hoosac  Tunnel  & 
Wilmington  is  practically  the  only  one  which  runs  freight 
trains  or  does  a  freight  business ;  and  its  traffic  is  principally 
of  this  character.  It  has  116  freight  cars,  but  has  done  noth- 
ing, apparently,  towards  complying  with  the  law  of  Congress, 
though  no  reply  has  been  received  to  the  inquiry  for  detailed 
statements. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  footings  of  Table  I,  that,  taking  all 
the  Massachusetts  roads  together,  out  of  a  total  of  48,935 
freight  cars,  16,164,  or  33  per  cent  of  the  whole  number,  are 
at  the  present  time  equipped  with  automatic  couplers. 

The  following  statement  is  found  in  the  statistical  report  of 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  1893,  before  cited  :  — 
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A  comparison  of  the  increase  in  cars  with  the  increase  in  cars  fitted 
with  train  brakes,  shows  no  progress  in  this  direction  daring  the  year 
covered  by  the  report.  The  showing  is  somewhat  better,  though  by 
no  means  satisfactory,  in  the  case  of  automatic  couplers  ;  30,446  out 
of  a  total  of  31,384  cars  in  the  passenger  service  are  equipped  with 
automatic  couplers,  and  the  increase  in  passenger  cars  so  fitted  was 
slightly  in  excess  of  the  increase  in  the  passenger  cars.  The  great 
dilBculty,  however,  lies  in  the  cars  assigned  for  the  freight  service  ; 
and  here  the  comparison  shows  that  only  216,923  [21.4  per  cent] 
out  of  a  total  of  1,013,307  cars  assigned  to  the  freight  service  under 
the  direct  control  of  the  roads,  are  fitted  with  automatic  couplers. 
The  increase  in  cars  of  this  class  during  the  year  was  46,309,  while 
the  increase  in  cars  fitted  with  automatic  couplers  was  61,806,  show- 
ing a  slight  gain  in  this  regard ;  but  a  full  comparison  of  the  data 
presented  in  the  summaries  pertaining  to  increase  of  equipment,  and 
increase  of  equipment  fitted  with  automatic  couplers,  warrants  the 
conclusion  that  the  railways  are  moving  very  slowly  in  this  matter. 

The  report  of  the  Commission  for  the  same  year  states  that 
"  The  accidents  of  the  year  show  little  decrease  on  account  of 
the  use  of  automatic  couplers,  and  such  a  result  is  not  expected 
until  more  uniformity  in  such  appliances  has  been  obtained." 

Table  II  shows  that  while  two  years  ago  there  were,  on  the 
five  leading  railroads  of  the  State,  10,102  freight  cars,  or  24.4 
per  cent,  equipped  with  automatic  couplers,  there  are  now  on  the 
same  five  roads  14,543,  or  34.5  per  cent,  so  equipped.  There 
has  been,  therefore,  a  gain  in  the  two  years  of  4,441  cars,  or 
at  the  rate  of  2,220  cars  a  year.  Assuming  that  the  total  num- 
ber of  cars  will  remain  the  same,  they  have  still  27,607  cars  to 
be  equipped ;  and,  if  the  law  of  Congress  is  not  violated,  all  of 
these  must  be  equipped  by  January  1,  1898,  or  within  the 
next  three  years.  This  calls  for  the  equipment  of  9,202  cars 
yearly,  or  at  more  than  quadruple  the  rate  of  the  last  two  years. 

The  only  company  which  has  made  the  progress  which,  if 
continued,  will  bring  it  within  the  act,  is  the  Boston  &  Albany. 
This  company  has  equipped  within  the  last  two  years  1,545 
additional  cars,  or  at  the  rate  of  772  annually.  Since  it  now 
has  only  1,169  more  cars  to  equip,  it  is  evident  that,  with  the 
same  rate  of  progress,  the  year  1896  will  see  the  work  com- 
pleted. 

One  consideration  which  may  have  an  important  bearing  on 
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the  future  rapidity  of  progress  in  this  direction,  must  not  be 
overlooked.  It  is  doubtless  the  fact  that  some  of  the  companies 
have  considerable  numbers  of  freight  cars  which  are  old  and 
nearly  worn  out,  and  which  it  would  not  be  worth  the  while  to 
equip  with  new  automatic  couplers.  In  such  cases,  it  may  be 
more  economical  for  the  company  to  equip  only  the  new  cars 
which  replace  the  old,  since  the  latter  will  be  broken  up  or  dis- 
carded before  January  1,  1898,  when  the  act  of  Congress  takes 
eifect.  This  view  is  confirmed  by  the  report  received  from  the 
general  manager  of  the  New  York  &  New  England,  who  states 
that  his  road  is  now  equipping  1,200  new  cars  with  the  auto- 
matic coupler,  and  hopes  to  equip  700  more  during  the  coming 
year;  and  he  adds  that  the  road  has  a  large  number  of  cars 
which  are  not  fit  for  such  equipment,  and  which  will  probably 
be  destroyed  within  a  few  years.  Similar  information  has  been 
received  with  regard  to  one  or  two  of  the  other  companies. 

From  this  point  of  view,  the  percentage  of  freight  cars 
already  equipped  may  not  be  a  fair  criterion  by  which  to  judge 
of  the  progress  which  a  company  is  making,  or  will  make  in 
the  near  future,  in  the  direction  of  compliance  with  the  statute. 
A  company  which  now  has  50  per  cent  of  its  cars  equipped,  all 
of  its  cars  being  comparatively  new,  may  not  be  as  near  the 
ultimate  full  equipment  as  another  company  which  has  only  45 
per  cent  of  its  cars  already  equipped,  but  also  has  20  per  cent 
of  old  cars  which  must  be  destroyed  and  replaced  within  the 
next  year  or  two. 

It  is  at  the  least  to  be  expected  that  all  new  freight  cars  from 
this  time  on  will  be  equipped  with  automatic  couplers ;  and 
such  is  stated  to  be  the  fact  with  the  railroads  generally 
•throughout  the  country. 

The  Board  is  advised  that  the  cost  of  equipping  a  new  car 
with  M.  C.  B.  couplers  complete,  is  about  $26.00 ;  and  for 
an  old  car,  about  $30.00,  or  a  trifle  over.  The  greater  cost  for 
the  old  car  is  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  necessary  in  applying  the 
couplers  to  take  out  material  which  when  taken  out  is  only  fit 
for  scrap.  The  cost  of  procuring  M.  C.  B.  couplers,  it  is 
stated,  varies  from  $17.00  to  $24.00  according  to  the  manu- 
facturer. 

Assuming  that  the  average  cost  for  new  and  old  cars  is 
$28.00,  it  would  cost  the  leading  companies  to  complete  the 
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equipment  of  their  freight  cars  with  automatic  couplers,  about 
as  follows :  —

This  makes  no  allowance  for  an  increase  in  the  present  num- 
ber of  cars  to  meet  the  demands  of  future  traffic. 

The  Board  is  also  instructed  by  the  resolve  of  the  General 
Court  to  report  "  what  legislation,  if  any,  is  necessary  to  bring 
about  the  prompt  equipment  with  automatic  appliances  of  all 
the  freight  cars  owned  by  the  railroad  companies  operating 
railroads  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth." 

It  seems  to  be  settled*  that  the  power  "  to  regulate  commerce 
among  the  several  States,"  which  is  conferred  by  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  upon  Congress,  is  not  only  para- 
mount but  exclusive  :  and  that  no  State  has  the  power  to  pass 
laws  regulating  interstate  commerce,  even  though  Congress 
has  not  acted  upon  the  particular  subject  matter.  In  this  case, 
moreover,  Congress  has  acted  upon  the  subject  matter.  Any 
attempt,  therefore,  to  prescribe  by  State  law  the  time  or  man- 
ner of  equipping  with  couplers  or  other  safety  appliances  such 
rolling  stock  as  is  used  in  interstate  traffic,  would  be  nugatory. 

There  are  several  Massachusetts  corporations  whose  roads 
are  wholly  within  the  State.  These,  it  is  true,  are  compara- 
tively unimportant  and,  most  of  them,  narrow-gauge  roads. 
There  is,  however,  on  all  of  the  roads,  a  regular  train  service, 
of  very  considerable  amount  which  begins  and  ends  at  points 
within  the  Commonwealth.  The  law  of  Congress  does  not 
apply  to  such  traffic.  While  it  would  apply  to  locomotives 
and  cars  run  between  Boston  and  Albany,  for  example,  it 
would  not  apply  to  such  as  are  run  between  Boston  and  Prov- 
incetown ;  nor  to  those  run  on  a  road  like  the  Boston,  Revere

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Beach  &  Lynn.  It  would  therefore  be  possible  to  use  in  rail- 
road service  within  tlie  State,  rolling  stock  not  equipped  in  the 
manner  required  for  interstate  transportation. 

It  seems,  then,  that  the  act  of  Congress  does  not  cover  the 
entire  ground ;  and  that  there  is  room  for  supplementary  legis- 
lation which  shall  apply  to  such  rolling  stock  as  is  not,  or  may 
not  be,  used  in  interstate  traffic,  but  is,  or  at  any  time  may  be, 
used  for  traffic  wholly  within  the  State.  Such  legislation 
should,  however,  in  the  view  of  the  Board,  be  in  strict  har- 
mony with  the  act  of  Congress  now  in  force.  Although  that 
act  was  less  prompt  and  imperative  in  its  requirements  than  its 
promoters  had  hoped,  nothing  would  be  gained  by  more  sum- 
mary legislation  within  the  comparatively  narrow  scope  of  State 
authority.  The  great  desideratum  is  uniformity  of  equipment 
—  not  only  within  the  State  but  throughout  the  country ;  and 
this  can  best  and  most  speedily  be  secured  by  national  regula- 
tion. It  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  State  can  do  more  or  better 
than  to  enact  that,  with  respect  to  such  equipment  as  it  has  the 
power  to  control,  the  companies  of  this  State  shall  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  1893. 

Automatic  Air  Brakes. 
Equally  important  with  the  equipment  of  freight  cars  with 
automatic  couplers,  is  their  equipment  with  automatic  air  brakes. 
The  necessity  of  having  every  locomotive  and  every  car 
equipped  with  air  brakes,  and  of  having  brake  power  applied 
to  every  wheel  of  a  train,  has  been  emphasized  in  several  reports 
of  the  Board  in  past  years.  In  connection  with  the  accident  on 
the  Old  Colony  Railroad  at  Quincy,  in  1890,  a  special  investi- 
gation of  the  subject  of  brake  power  was  made,  and  the  statis- 
tics then  collected  with  reo;ard  to  the  number  of  locomotives 
equipped  with  driving-wheel  brakes,  the  number  of  freight  cars 
equipped  with  power  train  brakes,  and  other  matters  of  a  similar 
character,  were  published  in  the  report  for  that  year  (see  table 
on  page  133,  22d  Annual  Report).  A  table  giving  similar 
statistics  was  printed  on  page  48  of  the  report  for  the  year  1892. 

LocotJiotives. 
Table  I,  on  the  following  page,  compiled  from  data  which 
may  be  found  in  the  annual  returns  of  the   companies  to  the 
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Board,  shows  the  whole  number  of  locomotives  of  all  kinds  on 
the  six  principal  railroads  of  the  State,  and  the  number  and 
percentage  of  them  equipped  with  driving-wheel  brakes,  June 
30,  for  each  of  the  last  five  years.  The  progress  shown  by  this 
table  is  remarkable. 

The  Boston  &  Albany,  which  in  1890  had  but  58  per  cent, 
now  has  91  per  cent  of  its  locomotives  equipped  with  driving- 
wheel  brakes. 

In  1890,  the  Boston  &  Maine,  out  of  a  total  of  483  locomo- 
tives of  all  kinds,  had  only  25  (or  5  per  cent)  equipped  with 
driving-wheel  brakes ;  while  in  1894,  out  of  a  total  of  570,  it 
has  279  (or  49  per  cent)  so  equipped. 

The  Fitchburg  has  advanced  from  40  to  73  per  cent,  the  New 
York  &  New  England,  which  heads  the  list,  from  95  to  100 
per  cent,  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  from  44 
to  79  per  cent.  The  New  London  Northern  has  made  the  least 
advance,  having  at  present  only  20  per  cent  of  its  locomotives 
provided  with  driving-wheel  brakes. 

Looking  at  the  totals  for  the  six  roads  combined,  we  find 
that  while  in  1890  only  39  per  cent  of  the  locomotives  were 
equipped  with  driving-wheel  brakes,  this  percentage  has  in- 
creased in  successive  years  to  43  per  cent,  57  per  cent,  67  per 
cent,  and  in  1894  to  nearly  73  per  cent.  At  the  present  time, 
the  Boston  &  Albany,  the  Fitchburg,  the  New  York  &  New 
England,  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  have 
more  than  the  average  percentage  equipped,  while  the  percent- 
ages of  the  Boston  &  Maine  and  the  New  London  Northern  fall 
below  the  average. 

Freight  Cars. 

Table  II,-  also  made  up  from  the  figures  as  given  in  their 
annual  returns  to  the  Board,  shows  the  progress  which  has 
been  made  by  the  same  six  companies  in  equipping  their  freight 
cars  with  automatic  air  brakes.  The  table  gives  the  total  num- 
ber of  freight  cars  of  all  kinds  in  use  on  the  several  roads,  and 
the  number  and  percentage  of  such  cars  equipped  with  these 
brakes,  for  each  of  the  past  five  years. 

An  examination  of  this  table  shows  that  the  Boston  &  Albany, 
as  in  the  case  of  automatic  couplers,  is  here  again  in  the  lead, 
having  nearly  45  per  cent  of  its  freight  cars  equipped  with 
automatic  air  brakes.     The  Fitchburg  stands  next  with  about 
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18  per  cent,  while  the  Boston  &  Maine  has  at  present  but  a 
very  small  percentage  (1  per  cent)  so  equipped,  and  the  New 
London  Northern  has  none.  The  general  manager  of  the  New 
York  &  New  England  writes  that  this  company  has  just  pur- 
chased 1,200  new  cars  which  are  to  be  equipped  in  this  way, 
these  cars  being  about  20  per  cent  of  its  total  equipment. 

The  remarks  which  were  made  regarding  the  equipment  of 
freight  cars  with  automatic  couplers,  to  the  effect  that  there 
may  be  a  considerable  number  of  old  cars  on  which  it  would 
not  be  worth  while  from  the  standpoint  of  economy  to  place 
new  couplers,  apply  also  to  the  matter  of  air  brakes. 

By  the  act  of  Congress  of  1893,  already  cited  in  connection 
with  automatic  couplers,  no  locomotive  after  January  1,  1898, 
can  be  used  in  moving  interstate  traffic  unless  equipped  with  a 
power  driving-wheel  brake  and  appliances  for-  operating  the 
train  brake  system ;  nor  can  any  train  after  that  date  be  run  in 
such  traffic  without  a  sufficient  number  of  cars  in  it  so  equipped 
with  power  or  train  brakes  that  the  engineer  on  the  locomo- 
tive can  control  the  speed  of  the  train  without  requiring  brake- 
men  to  use  the  common  hand  brake  for  that  purpose. 

At  their  average  rate  of  progress  since  June,  1890,  all  of  the 
six  companies,  with  the  exception  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  and 
New  London  Northern,  will  have  their  entire  number  of  loco- 
motives equipped  with  driving-wheel  brakes  ahead  of  the  date 
fixed  by  the  act  of  Congress — some  of  them  much  ahead. 
All  of  the  locomotives  of  the  New  York  &  New  England  are 
already  so  equipped. 

With  regard  to  freight  cars,  on  the  other  hand,  none  of  the  six 
companies,  with  a  single  exception,  will  have  over  25  per  cent 
(and  from  that  down  to  0  per  cent)  of  such  cars  equipped  with 
automatic  air  brakes  by  January  1,  1898.  The  Boston  & 
Albany,  at  its  rate  of  progress  since  June,  1890,  will  have 
over  83  per  cent  so  equipped. 

Railroad  Inspectoes. 
The  Board  was  authorized  by  chapter  535  of  the  Acts  of  1894 
to  "appoint  competent  inspectors,  not  exceeding  one  for  each 
one  thousand  miles  of  railroad  track,  who  shall  be  known  as 
Railroad  Inspectors,"  with  the  powers  and  duties  prescribed  in 
the  act.  Such  appointment  was  made  discretionary  with  the 
Board :  but  the  evident  and  commendable  desire  of  the  Legis- 
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lature  to  provide,  if  possible,  additional  safeguards  for  the 
security  of  public  travel  and  the  protection  of  employees  against 
personal  injury,  and  the  opportunity  presented  by  the  act  for 
establishing  a  more  direct  and  thorough  system  of  supervision 
over  the  condition  of  railroad  tracks,  equipment  and  appliances, 
as  affecting  the  safety  of  employees  and  the  public,  left  no  room 
for  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  Board  as  to  the  expediency  and 
duty  of  taking  action  under  the  statute. 

Upon  a  careful  survey  of  the  work  to  be  performed,  the 
Board  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  appointment  of  three 
inspectors,  whose  terms  of  service  should  expire  successively, 
one  each  jenr,  would  provide  a  sufficient  force,  and  at  the  same 
time  best  secure  the  requisite  permanence  and  efficiency.  From 
a  large  number  of  persons  applying  or  recommended  for  these 
positions,  the  Board  accordinglj'  selected  and  appointed  the 
three*  who,  with  the  other  necessary  qualifications,  appeared 
to  have  upon  the  whole  the  largest  practical  knowledge  and 
experience  in  the  various  lines  of  railroad  work  and  service, 
none  of  them  being  at  the  time  in  the  employment  of  any  rail- 
road corporation. 

The  inspectors  so  appointed  entered  upon  their  duties  in 
October  last.  The  statute  provides  that  they  shall  act  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board.  A  copy  of  the  preliminary  instruc- 
tions and  suggestions  given  them,  will  be  found  in  the  Appen- 
dix. Their  individual  work  has  been  assigned,  subject  at  any 
time  to  re-arrangement,  by  territorial  districts  rather  than  by 
railroad  systems,  so  that  no  inspector  shall  seem  to  sustain 
a  special  relation  to  any  particular  corporation.  They  may  also 
act  in  concert,  or  may  be  assigned  to  special  duty,  in  any  part 
of  the  State.  Regular  monthly  reports  are  made  to  the  Board, 
and  special  reports  from  time  to  time  upon  accidents  and  other 
matters  requiring  more  immediate  attention ;  and  meetings  for 
conference  are  had  at  the  office  of  the  Board. 

Judo;ino;  from  the  observation  of  the  few  months  since  the 
new  system  has  been  in  operation,  the  Board  finds  reason  to 
believe  that  it  will  prove  a  useful  auxiliary  to  the  general  s^^s- 
tem  of  railroad  supervision  in  the  State,  and  will  promote  the 
purposes  for  which  it  was  established  by  the  General  Court.

It  will  be  seen,  by  comparing  the  above  tables,  that  while 
there  was  a  gain  over  the  previous  year  of  $18,637,472.26  in 
gross  assets,  there  was  an  increase  of  $21,509,911.93  in  gross 
liabilities  —  an  excess  of  $2,872,439.67  on  the  side  of  liabilities, 
reducing  by  that  amount  the  aggregate  surplus  of  the  com- 
panies.

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The  last  table  shows  that  while  the  assets  and  liabilities  have 
each  increased  over  one  hundred  millions  of  dollars  in  the  ten 
years,  the  amount  of  surplus  has  ranged  within  narrow  limits 
from  year  to  year,  with  a  tendency  to  a  decrease  in  the  per- 
centage of  surplus  to  capital  stock.

Dividends. 

The  total  amount  of  cash  dividends  declared  the  last  year  was 
$11,204,530.20  —  an  increase  of  $372,129.90  over  the  previous 
year.  Thirty  out  of  the  forty-nine  corporations  declared  divi- 
dends ranging  from  2  to  11  per  cent  in  amount,  and  nineteen 
paid  no  dividends.

A  comparison  of  the  two  preceding  tables  shows  that  there 
was  a  falling  off  the  last  year  of  3,824,940  (6.76  per  cent)  in 
the  number  of  passengers  to  and  from  Boston,  and  of  6,520,823 
(10.32  per  cent)  in  the  number  of  other  passengers. 

Leaving  out  of  the  account  the  last  year,  which  is  clearly 
an  exceptional  one,  the  railroad  travel  to  and  from  Boston 
had  gained  during  the  ten  preceding  years  at  the  average  rate 
of  nearly  2,500,000  passengers  per  year,  notwithstanding  the 
rapid  growth  of  suburban  travel  on  the  street  railways,  whose 
lines  were  in  the  meantime  much  extended,  and  their  efficiency 
increased  by  the  introduction  and  use  of  electric  motive  power. 


Freight  Traffic. 

The  total  number  of  tons  of  freight  hauled  on  all  the  roads 
the  last  year  was  27,378,660  —  a  decrease  of  5,616,373  tons 
from  the  previous  year.  Each  ton  of  freight  was  hauled  on  the 
average  a  distance  of  79.90  miles,  making  the  total  freight 
mileage  2,187,504,182  — a  decrease  of  243,577,526  miles,  or 
tons  hauled  one  mile,  from  the  previous  year. 

The  shrinkage  in  the  freight  traffic  was  10.02  per  cent,  and 
in  the  passenger  traffic  6.87  per  cent.

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The  table  shows  a  steady  reduction  of  the  average  fare  year 
by  year  from  2.51  cents  per  mile  in  1871  to  1.85  cents  per  mile 
in  1887.

The  average  freight  rate  of  3.11  cents  per  mile  in  1871  fell, 
as  appears  in  the  table,  by  constant  and  rapid  gradations  year 
by  year  to  1.82  cents  in  1879.  With  some  after  fluctuations, 
but  on  a  gradually  descending  scale,  it  reached  the  last  year  its 
lowest  point  at  1.33  cents  per  ton  mile— -a  reduction  of  57  per 
cent  from  the  rate  of  3.11  cents  in  1871.

It  appears  by  this  table  that  the  average  freight  rate,  on  five 
of  the  leading  railroad  lines  of  the  State,  has  fallen  from  4.16 
cents  in  1865  to  1 .34  cents  in  1893  —  a  reduction  of  68  per  cent 
in  twenty-nine  years. 

It  should  be  stated  that,  in  comparing  the  present  passenger 
and  freight  rates  of  the  selected  groups  of  companies  named  in 
the  foregoing  tables  with  their  corresponding  rates  in  1865  and 
other  years  prior  to  1894,  the  business  for  those  years  of  the 
more  important  railroad  lines  which  have  since  been  consoli- 
dated with  or  leased  by  the  several  companies  named,  has  been 
included  in  the  computation  of  their  respective  rates  as  given 
in  the  tables.  This,  which  was  necessary  to  a  fair  comparison, 
may  account  for  an  apparent  discrepancy  between  some  of  the 
figures  in  these  tables  and  those  of  similar  tables  in  previous 
reports. 

Income  and  Expendituees. 

The  total  income  of  the  companies  from  all  sources,  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1894,  was  $70,421,840.45,  and  the  total 
expenditures  were  $72,245,401.63  — leaving  a  deficit  of  $1,823,- 
561.18  to  be  taken  from  surplus  account.

A  comparison  of  the  last  two  tables  will  show  that  the  balance 
of  income  from  all  sources,  after  paying  expenses  of  operation, 
was  the  last  year  $25,957,035.01  ;  and  that  the  charges  on  this 
income  balance,  on  account  of  interest,  taxes,  rentals,  etc., 
amounted  to  $16,576,065  99  ;  leaving  as  the  net  income  avail- 
able for  dividends  the  sum  of  $9,380,969.02;  which  was  less 
by  $2,679,533.17  than  the  net  divisible  income  for  1893.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  ratio  of  operating  expenses  to 
income  from  operation  has  tended  to  increase  rather  than  dim- 
inish in  the  last  decade. 

In  view  of  the  remarkable  curtailment  of  the  traffic  and 
revenues  of  the  companies  during  the  last  year,  the  earnings 
and  expenses  of  operation  of  each  of  the  five  leading  corpora- 
tions of  the  State,  as  returned  by  them  quarterly,  are  shown  in 
the  following  tables  for  each  quarter  of  the  last  two  years. 
The  figures  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  railroad  year  now 
current,  are  also  added  for  purposes  of  comparison. 

The  column  of  "net  divisible  income"  gives  the  quarterly 
balance  of  income  from  all  sources,  after  paying  operating  and 
other  expenses  and  all  fixed  and  other  charges,  which  is  left 
for  the  payment  of  dividends  on  capital  stock. 

A  similar  table  for  the  five  companies  combined  will  be  found 
on  a  previous  page  of  the  report,  with  some  comments  on  the 
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reduction  in  the  ratio  of  operating  expenses  to  income  during 
the  last  railroad  year.

Steel  Rails. 

During  the  last  year,  334.671  miles  of  track  were  laid  or 
re-laid  with  steel  rails,  as  against  299.039  miles  the  year 
before, — making  the  whole  length  of  track  now  laid  with 
steel  5,906.537  miles.  This  exceeds  the  total  length  of  main 
line  and  branches,  including  second,  third  and  fourth  track, 
by  1,145.718  miles,  —  showing  that  this  much  side  track  (nearly 
two-thirds  of  the  whole)  is  in  steel. 

The  total  amount  of  iron-rail  track  is  now  642.073  miles. 

The  length  of  steel-rail  track  laid  during  the  year,  and  the

The  relations  between  the  corporations  and  their  employees 
appear  _to  have  been  entirely  harmonious  during  the  last  year, 
and  there  has  been  no  interruption  of  railroad  service  in  this. 
State  by  strikes  or  otherwise. 
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Receipts  of  Flour  and  Grain  in  Boston. 

While  the  total  amount  of  business  and  the  transportation 
earnings  of  the  railroads  of  Massachusetts  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1894,  were  much  smaller  than  for  the  preceding  year, 
the  receipts  of  flour  and  grain  in  Boston  during  the  year  ending 
September  30,  as  appears  by  the  tables  *  on  the  following 
pages,  were  on  the  whole  larger.  Of  flour,  the  receipts  were 
slightly  below  those  of  1893,  but  were  more  than  for  any  of 
the  five  years  preceding  1893.  The  receipts  of  corn  exceeded 
the  receipts  of  1893  by  459,219  bushels,  and  have  been  equalled 
in  only  three  years  of  the  last  ten.  There  was  a  decrease  from 
the  previous  year  in  the  receipts  of  oats,  though  they  were 
above  the  average  of  the  last  ten  years.  For  the  last  three 
3^ears  there  has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  quantity  of  wheat 
brought  to  Boston.  The  receipts  for  1894  were  2,261,411 
bushels  more  than  in  1893,  but  1,234,953  bushels  less  than  in 
1892. 

There  has  been  no  marked  increase  in  the  receipts  of  flour 
in  15  years.  In  1880  the  receipts  were  2,419,000  barrels,  and 
there  have  been  no  great  fluctuations  since  that  time.  The 
largest  receipts  were  in  1884,  when  they  were  3,706,000 
barrels,  and  in  eight  years  of  the  last  fifteen  the  receipts  have 
exceeded  3,000,000  barrels. 

In  1880,  about  15,000,000  bushels  of  corn  were  received  in 
Boston;  in  1881,  14,800,000  bushels;  since  that  date  the 
receipts  have  exceeded  10,000,000  bushels  in  only  four  years, 
and  have  been  as  low  as  6,167,000  bushels. 

Of  oats,  there  were  received  3,593,000  bushels  in  1880, 
which  volume  was  doubled  in  1886,  and  from  that  date  has 
not  varied  materially  from  7,000,000  bushels. 

The  receipts  of  wheat  in  1880  were  4,297,000  bushels,  and 
the  year  previous  had  been  nearly  a  million  more.  In  1884 
they  fell  to  1,800,000,  and  in  1889  to  400,800  ;  and  since  that 
date  have  ranged  between  750,000  and  7,800,000  bushels. 
These  fluctuations  are  due  to  varying  demands  of  foreign  mar- 
kets, and  the  abundance  or  deficiency  of  crops. 


*  These  tables,  and  similar  tables  printed  in  the  annual  reports  for  more  than  twenty- 
years  past,  have  been  compiled  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board. 
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As  a  rule,  grain  for  export  from  Boston  is  purchased  at 
Chicago  or  other  western  points,  and  the  east-bound  through 
business  of  the  raih'oads  depends  largely  on  the  carrying  of 
this  grain  from  the  elevators  of  Chicago  to  the  steamships  in 
Boston  harbor.  At  times  this  business  is  very  large,  and  at 
others  is  not  sufficient  for  a  profitable  or  economical  operation 
of  the  roads.  The  regular  steamship  lines  now  sailing  from 
Boston  to  Europe  furnish  room  for  carrying  a  larger  quantity 
of  breadstuffs  and  provisions  than  can  always  be  promptly 
obtained  ;  and  the  railroads  terminating  in  Boston  are  capable 
of  bring-ino;  larg'er  volumes  of  freight,  if  it  could  be  received 
regularly  and  distributed  more  evenly  through  the  year.  If 
Boston  were  a  grain  market,  where  grain  is  stored  and  sold  for 
export  as  well  as  for  domestic  consumption,  the  railroad  trans- 
portation of  grain  would  probably  be  more  regular  and  more 
profitable. 

Of  the  3,253,680  barrels  of  flour  received  in  Boston,  1,861,- 
447  were  exported.  Of  the  8,701,875  bushels  of  corn  received, 
5,813,461  were  exported.  Of  the  6,599,623  bushels  of  wheat 
received,  3,752,358  were  exported. 

By  a  table  furnished  by  the  courtesy  of  the  Collector  of  the 
Port,  it  appears  that  the  total  value  of  the  exports  of  flour  and 
grain  during  the  year  ending  September  30,  1894,  was  $13,- 
070,791.  The  total  value  of  fresh  and  cured  meats  exported 
during  the  same  time  was  $35,004,747,  and  the  value  of  cattle 
exported  was  $11,896,047. 

All  of  the  cattle  and  a  large  part  of  the  meats  exported  are 
brought  to  Boston  by  the  railroads,  but  we  have  no  record  of 
this  transportation.  It  will  be  interesting  in  the  future  to  have 
tables  of  this  class  of  railroad  business. 

Clerical  Assistance. 
The  Board  requests  the  permission  of  the  legislature  to 
employ  an  office  clerk,  at  a  salary  not  to  exceed  $1,200  a 
year,  to  assist  in  the  clerical  and  other  office  work,  which  has 
been  considerably  increased  by  recent  legislation.  Such  a 
clerk  could  at  the  same  time  do  the  ordinary  work  of  a  stenog- 
rapher and  type-writer,  now  costing  some  $700  or  $800  a  year, 
so  that  the  additional  annual  expense  would  be  only  a  few 
hundred  dollars.     It  is  also  desirable  that  he  be  authorized,  in 
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the  absence  or  disability  of  the  official  clerk,  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  latter,  when  so  directed  by  the  Board. 

Cost  of  Abolishing  Grade  Crossings. 
The  total  estimated  cost  of  the  abolition  of  ffrade  cross ings 
of  railroads  with  public  ways,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
428  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  entitled  "An  Act  to  promote  the 
abolition  of  grade  crossings,"  in  all  the  cases  in  which  the 
special  commissions  appointed  by  the  superior  court  have 
made  reports,  now  stands  as  follows  for  the  several  years  since 
the  passage  of  the  act :  —

Private  Grade  Crossings. 
While  full  and  elaborate  provision  has  been  made  by  statute 
for  the  elimination  of  grade  crossings  of  railroads  with  public 
ways,  there  is  no  corresponding  legislation  with  respect  to 
private  ways.  The  only  provision  of  general  law  under  which 
a  private  grade  crossing  may  be  abolished,  is  found  in  chapter 
216  of  the  Acts  of  1894,  which  enacts  that  where  a  special  com- 

*  Twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  whole  cost. 
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mission  appointed  for  the  abolition  of  a  public  grade  crossing 
under  St.  1890,  c.  428,  "  is  of  the  opinion  that  public  necessity 
and  convenience  require  a  private  way  to  be  changed  or  discon- 
tinued in  connection  with  the  abolition  of  the  grade  crossing, 
they  may  change  or  discontinue  the  same."  This  provides  only 
incidentally  for  comparatively  rare  cases. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  private  ways  which  cross  a  rail- 
road at  grade  are  a  source  of  danger,  and  in  some  aspects  of 
peculiar  anxiety  and  peril,  especially  as  regards  the  safety  of 
trains  and  of  travellers  on  the  railroad.  The  Board  recom- 
mends that  the  General  Court  consider  whether,  in  the  interest 
of  increased  public  safety,  some  convenient  and  equitable 
method  cannot  be  provided  for  the  alteration  or  discontinuance 
of  such  private  grade  crossings.  Careful  and  adequate  pro- 
vision should  of  course  be  made  for  compensation  for  all  such 
damage  to  private  property  and  rights  as  may  be  caused 
thereby. 


COMMISSIONERS'    REPORT. 
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STREET  RAILWAY   COMPANIES. 


STREET    RAILWAYS. 


Number  or  Companies. 

Annual  reports  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1894^ 
have  been  received  from  sixty-eight  street  railway  companies  — 
eight  more  than  in  1893. 

The  Haverhill  &  Groveland  and  the  Merrimack  Valley,  hav- 
ing been  consolidated  the  previous  year  with  the  Lowell, 
LaAvrence  &  Haverhill ;  and  the  Whitinsville,  having  aban- 
doned the  construction  of  its  railway,  are  dropped  from  the 
list  of  companies.  Near  the  end  of  the  last  year,  under  the 
authority  of  chapter  516  of  the  Acts  of  1894,  the  Brockton  & 
Holbrook,  the  East  Side  and  the  Whitman  were  consolidated 
with  the  Brockton.  These  companies  appear,  however,  in  the 
present  report. 

Nine  new  companies  were  organized  the  last  year  under  the 
general  law  (Public  Statutes,  chapter  113)  — the  Athol  & 
Orange,  the  Braintree,  the  Bridgewater  and  East  Bridge  water, 
the  Brockton  &  Bridgewater,  the  Brockton  &  East  Bridge- 
water,  the  Brockton  &  Stoughton,  the  Gardner  Electric,  the 
Highland  (of  Westfield)  and  the  People's  Electric  (of  Hol- 
yoke).  Three  of  these  companies  had  completed  and  begun 
to  operate  their  railways,  one  was  constructing,  and  five  had 
not  commenced  construction,  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Three  new  companies  were  chartered  the  last  year  by  spe- 
cial act —  the  Boston  Elevated,  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Bicyle, 
and  the  Gonway  Electric.  The  first  two  have  not  begun  to 
build  their  railways,  and  have  made  no  report  to  the  Board. 
The  railway  of  the  Conway  Electric  was  in  process  of  construc- 
tion at  the  date  of  its  annual  report. 

No  one  of  the  seven  companies  named  in  the  last  report  of 
the  Board  as  having  been  chartered  by  special  act  in  1893,  has 
made  a  report  this  year,  or  had  begun  to  build  a  railway  up  to 
September  30,  1894,  or,  so  far  as. appears,  had  organized  under 
its  charter.  The  People's  (of  West  Newbury),  which  was  char- 
tered by  special  act  in  1892,  has  begun  its  railway  and  has 
made  its  first  annual  report. 
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At  the  end  of  the  last  year,  forty-five  out  of  the  sixty-eight 
companies  reporting  to  the  Board  were  operating  railways ; 
the  railways  of  eleven  companies  were  operated  by  other  com- 
panies under  lease  or  contract ;  the  railways  of  two  companies 
were  in  progress  of  construction  and  not  completed ;  five  com- 
panies had  organized  and  paid  in  a  portion  of  their  capital,  but 
had  not  begun  to  build ;  and  the  railways  of  five  companies 
(the  Albany  Street  Freight,  the  Attleborough,  North  Attle- 
borough  &  Wrentham,  the  Beverly  &  Danvers,  the  Milford  & 
Hopedale  and  the  Siasconset)  were  not  in  operation. 

Railway  Construction  and  Mileage. 
The  total  length  of  street  railway  September  30,  1894,  in- 
cluding second  track  but  not  sidings,*  was  928.843  miles  — 
an  increase  of  54.699  miles  over  the  preceding  year.  Of  this 
total,  824.971  miles  were  operated  in  whole  or  in  part  by  elec- 
tric power,  and  103.872  wholly  b}^  horse  power.  This  shows, 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  113.889 
miles  equipped  with  electric  power,  and  a  decrease  of  59.188 
miles  equipped  for  horse  power  only.

Dividends. 

The  whole  amount  of  cash  dividends  declared  and  paid  the 
last  year  was  $1,610,886  —  an  average  of  5.97  per  cent  on 
the  total  amount  of  capital  stock  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  as  against  6.63  per  cent  in  1893.  Computed  (as  it 
should  be)  on  the  mean  amount  of  capital  stock  outstanding 
at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year,  the  average  dividend  the 
last  year  was  6.10  per  cent,  as  against  6.94  per  cent  in  1893. 

One  company  paid  the  last  year  10^  per  cent ;  one  paid  9 
per  cent;  one  (the  West  End)  paid  8  per  cent  on  preferred 
stock  and  7|  per  cent  on  common  stock ;  six  paid  8  per  cent;

A  comparison  of  the  last  two  tables  will  show  that  the 
balance  of  total  income  from  all  sources  above  operating  ex-

It  will  be  seen  in  the  table  that  the  ratio  of  operating 
expenses  to  gross  income  from  operation  has  fallen  in  the  last 
five  years  from  78.40  to  69.51  per  cent  —  a  marked  decrease. 
The  percentage  for  the  last  year  was  about  the  same  as  that  for 
the  railroad  corporations  of  the  State,  which,  as  shown  on  pre- 
ceding page  63,  was  69.34  per  cent. 

In  the  tables  on  the  following  page,  the  relation  of  operating- 
expenses  to  gross  income  from  operation,  and  the  resulting 
net  earnings  from  operation,  are  shown  more  in  detail. 

The  first  table  gives  the  average  gross  earnings,  the  expenses, 
and  the  net  earnings  from  operation  per  mile  of  railway  owned, 
and  per  car  mile  run,  on  all  the  railways  of  the  State,  for 
each  of  the  last  ten  years.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  net 
earnings  from  operation  have  increased  on  the  average  from 
$2,829  to  $3,651  per  mile  of  railway  owned,  and  from  5.27 
to  9.23  cents  per  car  mile  run,  during  the  last  five  years. 

The  second  table  shows  in  like  manner  the  gross  earnings, 
the  expenses,  and  the  net  earnings  from  operation  per  round 
trip  run,  and  per  passenger  carried.  It  will  be  seen  in  this 
table  that  there  has  been  in  the  last  five  years  an  increase  from 
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Gross  and  Net  Earnings  from  Operation  per  Mile  of  Railway  Owned ^ 
and  per  Car  Mile  Bun,  1885-1894.

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Cost  of  Railway  per  Mile. 

The  average  cost  of  the  street  railways  of  the  State  per 
track  mile  (including  the  cost  but  not  including  the  length  of 
sidings),  as  it  stood  on  the  books  of  the  companies  September 
30,  1894,  was  $26,748.31  for  construction;  $11,527.81  for 
equipment;  and  $15,356.08  for  land,  buildings  and  other  per-- 
manent  property  —  making  a  total  average  cost  of  $53,632.20 
for  each  mile  of  main  track,  including  second  track. 

These  figures  are  of  value  as  showing  how  heavily  the  street 
railways  as  a  whole  are  capitalized,  or,  in  other  words,  the 
average  amount  per  mile  on  which  dividends  and  interest  are 
to  be  earned.  They  furnish  very  little  clue,  however,  to  the 
cost  per  mile  of  any  particular  railway  —  reference  for  which 
must  be  had  to  the  tabulations  in  the  Appendix.  The  cost,  as 
returned  by  the  several  companies,  ranges  from  $11,152  to 
$97,993  per  mile. 

It  will  be  of  especial  interest  to  note  to  what  extent  the  cost 
per  mile  of  railway  has  increased  since  the  introduction  of 
electric  motive  power,  some  six  years  ago.

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In  the  foregoing  table,  the  general  items  which  make  up  the 
cost  per  mile,  the  aggregate  cost  per  mile,  and  the. amount  of 
capital  stock  and  net  debt  outstanding  against  each  mile,  as 
returned  by  the  companies  for  each  of  the  last  ten  years,  are 
stated  as  they  average  for  all  the  railways  of  the  State. 

In  the  last  six  years,  as  seen  in  the  table,  the  average  cost 
has  advanced  from  $33,695  to  $53,632  per  mile;  and  the  in- 
crease of  capitalization  (capital  stock  and  net  debt)  has  kept 
somewhat  more  than  equal  pace  with  the  increase  in  cost. 

Review  of  the  Year. 

New  Construction. 
There  was  a  decided  slackening  of  pace  the  last  year,  as 
compared  with  the  two  or  three  preceding  years,  in  the  build- 
ing of  new  lines  and  extensions.  In  1892  there  were  82.40 
miles  built,  and  119.29  miles  in  1893.  The  last  year  there 
were  only  54.70  miles  of  new  construction,  which  is  less  than 
the  average  for  the  last  ten  years.  How  far  the  falling  off  was 
due  to  the  general  financial  condition,  and  how  far  to  a  less 
sanguine  anticipation  of  extraordinary  profits  or  speculative 
returns  from  street  railway  enterprise,  it  is  difficult  to  say. 
There  is  reason  to  believe  that  a  somewhat  more  sober  and 
rational  view  in  this  regard  has  prevailed.  There  has  been  no 
dearth  of  capital  seeking  investment.  Notwithstanding  the 
extremely  hard  year  through  which  our  railroad  corporations 
have  passed,  their  stocks  are  sought  by  conservative  investors 
at  higher  prices  to-day  than  twelve  months  ago ;  and  the  same 
is  true  of  some  of  the  street  railway  stocks. 

Volume  of  Traffic. 
The  street  railways  have  suflTered  in  their  trafiic  from  the 
general  business  depression  far  less  severely  than  the  railroads. 
While  the  number  of  passengers  on  the  railroad  lines  fell  off 
8.64  per  cent  and  the  freight  tonnage  nearly  twice  as  much, 
as  shown  on  preceding  page  7,  there  was  a  gain  of  3.24  per 
cent  in  the  volume  of  street  railway  travel ;  and  the  gross 
earnings  of  the  railway  companies  increased  3.53  per  cent, 
while  those  of  the  railroads  were  reduced  9.60  per  cent.

The  rapidity  of  the  annual  growth  of  street  railway  traffic 
was,  however,  somewhat  checked,  as  compared  with  the  average 
rate  of  advance  during  the  five  preceding  years  since  the  intro- 
duction of  electric  motive  power.  In  order  to  have  kept  up 
the  same  rate  of  progress,  taking  into  account  the  relative 
increase  in  mileage,  the  companies  should  have  carried  the  last 
year  in  round  numbers  226,250,000  passengers  instead  of 
220,500,000;  or,  to  state  it  in  another  way,  the  gain  in  the 
number  of  passengers  over  the  preceding  year  should  have 
been  12,750,000  instead  of  7,000,000.  The  fact  that  the 
actual  increase  was  so  large,  or  that  there  was  any  increase 
even,  is  evidence  of  the  remarkable  persistency  and  stability 
of  street  railway  traffic.  The  figures  of  the  last  year  demon- 
strate that  street  car  transportation  is  not  only  a  convenience, 
but  such  an  absolute  necessity  in  the  every-day  life  of  great 
masses  of  people,  that  even  the  hardest  of  times  cannot  mate- 
rially diminish  its  volume  and  growth. 

Earnings  and    Surplus. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  companies  as  a  whole,  though 
but  little  changed  from  the  previous  year,  was  changed  for  the 
better.  The  aggregate  surplus,  which  had  been  reduced  from 
15  almost  to  2  per  cent  in  the  preceding  seven  years,  was 
slightly  increased  the  last  year.  This  result  was  secured,  how- 
ever, by  a  reduction  in  the  amount  and  rate  of  dividends 
declared.  The  amount  of  dividends  declared  was  less  by  about 
$106,000  than  in  1893.  But  30  out  of  the  68  companies  paid  a 
dividend.  The  average  rate  on  the  capital  of  the  paying  com- 
panies was  7  per  cent  as  against  8.22  per  cent  the  previous 
year. 

The  floating  debt  was  reduced  about  $2,750,000;  but  this 
was  by  the  issue  of  stock  and  bonds,  and  not  by  payment 
from  surplus  earnings. 

The  ratio  of  operating  expenses  to  gross  earnings  from 
operation,  which  (as  appears  on  page  94)  had  shown  the 
remarkable  decrease  of  nearly  12  per  cent  since  the  introduc- 
tion of  electric  power,  the  last  year  made  a  slight  increase. 
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Capitalization . 

There  have  been  the  last  year,  it  is  gratifying  to  say,  no 
visible  instances  of  inflation  or  stock- watering ;  and,  so  far  as 
appears,  no  further  absorption  of  the  control  of  domestic  com- 
panies by  foreign  corporations  or  syndicates. 

During  the  two  preceding  years,  the  average  cost  and  capi- 
talization per  mile  of  railway,  as  returned  by  the  companies, 
had  increased  at  the  rate  of  over  $6,000  per  mile  a  year.  A 
considerable  increase  was  in  many  cases  entirely  legitimate,  as 
representing  the  higher  cost  of  new  electric  railway,  or  the 
additional  cost  of  equipping  with  electric  power  original  horse 
lines.  In  other  cases  the  increase  was  largely  the  result  of 
stock-watering,  pure  and  simple.  The  last  year,  on  the  con- 
trary, there  was  an  actual  reduction  in  the  average  cost  and 
capitalization  per  mile  of  railway  as  it  stood  on  the  books  of 
the  companies ;  and,  although  the  reduction  was  small  (about 
$400  per  mile),  it  indicates  a  radical  change  in  the  right 
direction. 

The  necessity  to  the  financial  success  of  the  electric  system 
of  keeping  the  cost  and  capitalization  per  mile  of  railway 
within  the  lowest  practicable  limits,  was  remarked  in  the  last 
annual  report ;  and  in  a  table  printed  on  page  107  of  that 
report,  the  net  earnings  per  mile  of  railway  and  the  cost  of  rail- 
way per  mile  in  1893,  were  compared  with  those  of  1888  — 
the  last  year  in  which  the  railways  were  operated  wholly  by

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horse  power.  A  table  is  inserted  on  the  last  page  in  which  a 
like  comparison  is  made  of  the  net  earnings  and  cost  per  mile 
in  1894  with  those  of  1888. 

By  referring  back  to  the  table  in  the  last  report,  it  will  be 
found  that  the  showing  for  1894  is  less  favorable  to  the  elec- 
tric system  than  that  for  1893.  It  appears  by  the  table  on 
the  preceding  page  that,  notwithstanding  the  large  gain  in 
net  earnings  per  single  passenger  and  per  car  mile  and  round 
trip  run,  the  net  earnings  per  total  mile  of  railway  owned 
have  increased  only  50.87  per  cent,  while  the  cost  of  railway 
per  mile  has  increased  59.17  per  cent,  and  the  capitalization 
per  mile  63.95  per  cent. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  the  figures  as  given  above, 
and  on  preceding  pages,  are  the  average  showing  for  all  the 
street  railway  companies  of  the  State.  It  follows  as  a  matter 
of  course  that  the  actual  showing  of  some  companies  is  better, 
and  of  others  not  so  good  —  as  may  be  ascertained  in  detail 
from  the  tabulations  in  the  Appendix. 

Steeet  Railway  Accidents. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  injured  in  connection  with 
street  railway  operation,  as  reported  by  the  companies  for  the 
year  ending  September  30,  1894,  was  1,341  ;  of  whom  29 
received  fatal  injuries,  and  1,312  injuries  not  fatal. 

The  number  of  passengers  injured  was  704,  of  whom  6  were 
injured  fatally.  Most  of  the  accidents  to  passengers  occurred 
as  they  were  getting  on  or  off  cars. 

The  injuries  to  employees  were  58  in  all,  of  which  3  were 
fatal.  The  number  of  injuries  to  travellers  and  others  on  the 
street  was  579,  of  which  20  were  fatal. 

Of  the  whole  1,341  injured,  at  least  65  were  children. 
The  reports  do  not  in  some  cases  indicate  whether  the  person 
injured  was  a  child  or  an  adult ;  and  it  has  been  assumed  in 
sach  cases  that  the  person  was  an  adult.  Of  the  65  children 
injured,  6  were  killed. 

The  foregoing  facts  are  shown  in  detail  by  companies  in 
the  table  on  the  opposite  page  ;  and  are  summarized  in  the 
table  on  page  102.

the  number  of  accidents  as  above  stated,  it  will  be  found  that 
one  in  313,159  of  the  passengers  carried  was  injured,  and  only 
one  in  36,744,016  was  killed;  that  street  cars  were  run  on  the 
average  63,425  miles  without  injuring,  and  1,836,149  miles 
without  killing,  any  traveller  or  other  person  on  the  street ;  and 
that  on  the  average  3,477  round  trips  were  run  without  injur- 
ing, and  160,786  round  trips  without  killing,  any  passenger, 
employee,  traveller  or  other  person.

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It  will  be  seen  that  the  fatal  accidents  were  16  less  the 
last  year  than  in  1893  ;  and  this  reduction  appears  to  have 
been  wholly  in  the  number  of  children  killed.  The  number  of 
travellers  and  others  on  the  street  who  were  fatally  injured 
was  18  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  this  class 
of  persons  killed  on  the  West  End  lines  the  last  year  was  10, 
as  against  17  in  1893.  There  seems  to  be  some  ground  for 
believing  that  the  casualties  to  persons  on  the  street,  from 
electric  cars,  have  been  diminishing  in  number,  and  certainly 
in  proportion  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  cars  run. 
Several  reasons  for  this  may  be  assigned.  Electric  cars  were 
at  first  an  unfamiliar  source  of  danger,  and  people  have  come 
to  understand  the  peril  better,  and  to  be  more  wary  in  avoid- 
ing it.  Again,  the  mechanism  for  handling  and  controlling 
electric  cars  is  more  perfect,  and  motormen  have  become  more 
experienced  and  skilful  in  its  use.  It  is  also  to  be  presumed 
that  the  protection  furnished  by  fenders  has  been  the  means  of 
preventing  serious  and  fatal  accidents. 

The  large  apparent  increase  in  the  number  of  non-fatal  acci- 
dents in  1894,  as  shown  in  the  foregoing  table,  is  explained  by 
the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  minor  injuries  has  been  reported 
the  last  year,  particularly  by  the  West  End  company,  which  it 
has  not  been  the  custom  heretofore  to  report.  Injuries  range 
all  the  way  from  a  fatal  hurt  to  a  bruise  or  scratch.  It  is  not 
easy  to  draw  the  exact  line  between  injuries  which  should,  and 
which  should  not,  be  included  in  the  list  reported  to  the 
Board.  It  may  be  said  in  general  terms,  that  not  only  the 
fatal  and  severe  injuries,  but  those  which  are  less  serious,  if 
not  so  slight  as  to  be  trivial,  should  be  included  in  the  report. 
The  West  End  company,  after  conference  with  the  Board, 
has  reported  a  ,large  number  of  injuries  of  the  latter  class, 
which  mainly  accounts  for  the  increase  of  non-fatal  accidents 
shown  in  the  table.  The  number  of  such  injuries  reported  by 
the  other  companies  also  shows  an  increase  of  124. 

Employees  and  Equipment. 

The  number  of  persons  employed  by  the  street  railway  com- 
panies, and  also  the  number  of  cars,  vehicles  and  horses  owned, 
are  given  in  the  following  table  for  each  of  the  last  ten  years. 
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The  number  of  electric  motors  owned  are  given  for  the  last  two 
years,  not  having  been  reported  prior  to  1893  :  —

In  1888,  before  the  use  of  electric  power,  11,391  horses  drew, 
in  the  course  of  the  year,  134,478,319  passengers,  or  at  the  rate 
of  11,806  passengers  per  horse.  The  last  year,  2,014  horses 
and  3,906  motors  moved  220,464,099  passengers.  Assuming 
that  each  horse  did  the  same  work  as  in  1888,  the  motors  must 
have  moved  196,686,815  passengers,  or  at  the  rate  of  50,355 
passengers  per  motor  —  indicating  that  a  motor  does  the  effect- 
ive work  of  about  four  and  one-fourth  horses. 


Fenders  for  Electric  Cars. 
The  following  Order  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  at  its  last 
session :  — 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Raih'oad  Commissioners  is  hereby 
directed  to  investigate  the  subject  of  fenders  for  electric  street  cars, 
making  practical  tests  of  such  as  are  now  in  use  or  may  be  submitted 
to  them  for  trial,  and  to  report  to  the  next  General  Court  on  or  be- 
fore January  15,  1895,  whether  any  form  of  fender  has  been  devised 
which  will  furnish  reasonable  protection  to  human  life. 

In  compliance  with  this  order,  a  public  hearing  was  adver- 
tised and  held  at  the  office  of  the  Board  on  the  22d  of  October, 
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1894.  At  this  hearins;,  which  was  attended  by  some  fifty  or 
more  persons,  thirty-four  fenders  were  presented  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Board,  either  by  model,  by  drawings,  by 
statements  concerning  actual  fenders  which  could  be  examined 
and  tested  by  the  Board,  or  by  name  simply,  preparatory  to 
more  detailed  information  later.  Those  present  at  the  hearing 
were  notified  that  the  Board  had  no  facilities  at  its  own  com- 
mand for  instituting  practical  tests,  or  the  authority  to  require 
any  railway  company  to  place  fenders  upon  its  cars  for  the  pur- 
pose of  testing  them  ;  but  that  the  members  of  the  Board  would 
be  ready  to  inspect  the  practical  working  of  any  fenders  for 
which  arrangements  should  be  made  by  the  parties  interested. 

Subsequently  to  the  hearing,  the  number  of  fenders  submitted 
to  and  considered  by  the  Board  rose  to  above  sixty,*  not  in- 
cluding several  which  were  mentioned  b}'-  name  at  or  after  the 
hearing,  but  regarding  which  full  information  has  not  been  sup- 
plied. 

The  Board  has  been  fortunate  in  having  in  this  investigation 
the  assistance  of  Mr.  George  F.  Swain,  professor  of  civil 
engineering  in  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  and 
connected  with  the  Board  as  its  bridge  engineer,  who,  in  ad- 
dition to  other  peculiar  qualifications  for  a  work  of  this  sort, 
has  on  two  previous  occasions  made  a  special  examination  of 
the  subject  of  electric  car  fenders. 

During  the  two  months  subsequent  to  the  public  hearing 
above  mentioned,  sixteen  of  the  fenders  presented  were  sub- 
mitted to  practical  tests  in  the  presence  of  Professor  Swain  and 
one  or  more  members  of  the  Board.  These  tests  were  made  at 
various  cities  and  towns,  some  of  them  forty  or  fifty  miles  from 
Boston,  namely,  at  Lowell,  Wakefield,  Quincy,  Maiden, 
Chelsea,  Marlborough,  Worcester,  Newtonville  and  Providence. 
Altogether  there  were  about  one  hundred  tests  made  of  the 
sixteen  fenders  in  question. 

Commissioner  Stevens  and  Professor  Swain  also  visited  New- 
ark, N.  J.,  and  Baltimore,  Md.,  where  fenders  have  recently 
been  prescribed  by  city  ordinance,  for  the  purpose  of  gaining 
information  as  to  the  experience  in  those  cities,  and  with  regard 

to  the  fenders  there  in  use. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board,  Professor  Swain  has  drawn  up

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the  following  report  upon  the  recent  mvestigation,  and  also  a 
statement*  of  the  details  and  results  of  the  practical  tests 
above  referred  to.  The  report  contains  besides  much  useful 
and  interesting  information  on  the  general  subject  matter :  —

Massachusetts  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,

Gentlemen  :  —  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  with 
regard  to  fenders  for  electric  street  cars,  together  with  the  results  of 
the  tests  which  have  been  made  in  the  presence  of  the  Board  at  va- 
rious times  during  the  past  two  or  three  months. 

Before  discussing  the  fenders  presented  to  the  Board,  or  giving 
the  conclusions  that  may  be  arrived  at  concerning  them,  your  atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  following  summary  of  what  has  previously  been 
done,  here  and  in  other  places,  with  regard  to  electric  car  fenders. 

Legislation  in  Massachusetts. 

Chapter  364  of  the  Acts  of  1890  provided  that  "  Street  railway 
companies  operating  cars  propelled  by  any  motive  power  other  than 
horses,  shall  equip  their  cars  with  such  fenders  and  guards  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  ;  and  said  board 
shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  modify  or  increase  such  appli- 
ances." Upon  the  passage  of  that  act,  the  Board  made  an  investiga- 
tion of  the  subject,  the  results  of  which  are  given  in  its  22d  Annual 
Report  (January,  1891)  at  pages  35-37  and  65-94. 

In  the  report  which  I  made  to  your  Board  at  that  time,  the  princi- 
ples governing  the  action  of  fenders,  and  the  requisites  which  a  suc- 
cessful fender  should  fulfil,  were  discussed  in  the  light  of  the  exper- 
iments which  had  been  made  up  to  that  time.  The  experiments  in 
connection  with  that  investigation,  which  were  carried  on  with  twelve 
different  kinds  of  fenders,  and  which  were  ninety-four  in  number, 
were  the  first  extensive  experiments  that,  so  far  as  I  know,  had  any- 
where been  made  on  this  subject.  Electric  cars  had  at  that  time  not 
been  long  in  use,  and  the  necessity  for  fenders  was  just  beginning  to 
be  felt.  In  most  of  the  cities  where  electric  lines  were  operated,  the 
fenders  in  use  consisted  simply  of  the  straight  or  V-shaped  wooden 
guards  or  pilots  furnished  by  the  makers  of  trucks.  In  a  few 
instances,  however,  —  as,  for  instance,  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  —  plat- 
forms in  front  of  the  cars,  or  other  similar  devices,  had  been 
employed  for  the  more  efficient  protection  of  persons  who  might  be 
run  into.

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The  conclusions  which  I  arrived  at  in  that  report  were,  briefly, 
that  the  best  form  of  fender  should  consist  of  two  parts  :  — 

First,  a  front  platform,  fifteen  to  eighteen  inches  from  the  rails, 
or  far  enough  above  the  ground  to  pass  over  without  injuring  a  person 
lying  flat,  but  which  would  afford  a  platform  upon  which  a  standing 
person  could  step,  or  upon  which  he  would  be  thrown,  if  run  into  by 
an  electric  car  ;  and 

Second,  some  form  of  fender  or  wheel-guard  attached  to  the 
truck,  to  save  a  person  lying  on  the  track  from  getting  under  the 
wheels. 

It  seemed  at  that  time  that  the  best  form  of  fender  to  be  attached 
to  the  truck  was  a  fixed  fender,  brought  as  close  to  the  track  as  pos- 
sible, with  a  continuous  thick  strip  of  rubber  along  its  lower  edge 
coming  down  still  closer  to  the  rails. 

In  its  report  upon  this  subject,  the  Board  made  the  following  state- 
ment :  — 

It  is  not  difficult  to  devise  a  fender  which  shall  woi'k  satisfactorily  on  a 
double-truck  car,  the  body  of  which  does  not  oscillate,  and  which  is  run  on 
a  track  where  the  space  between  the  rails  is  on  a  level  with  or  nearly  on  a 
level  with  the  top  of  the  rails,  and  is  perfectly  smooth  and  free  from 
ridges  or  depressions.  Such  conditions,  however,  do  not  prevail.  Gener- 
ally the  cars  are  single-truck  cars,  and  the  bodies  oscillate  so  that  a  fixed 
fender  attached  to  the  end  of  the  car,  and  six  inches  above  the  top  of  the 
rail  when  the  car  is  at  rest,  rriight,  when  the  car  is  in  motion,  be  raised  so 
as  to  be  a  foot  above  the  top  of  the  rails,  or  be  depressed  so  as  to  strike 
the  ground.  Then,  again,  the  road-bed  between  the  rails,  as  it  is  actually 
found,  is  uneven.  In  some  cases  its  general  level  is  above  the  top  of  the 
rails,  and  in  other  cases  several  inches  below  the  top  of  the  rails.  In  some 
cases  there  are  ridges  in  it,  and  in  other  cases  depressions.  Outside  of  our 
cities,  where  the  road-bed  is  not  paved  between  the  rails,  such  road-bed  is 
generally  considerably  below  the  level  of  the  top  of  the  rails ;  while  at 
street  crossings  and  ]3rivate  entrances  the  road-bed  between  the  rails  is  on 
a  level  with  the  top  of  the  rails.  The  difficulty  of  devising  a  fender  which 
shall  meet  all  these  differing  conditions  is  apparent ;  and,  so  far  as  the 
Boai'd  has  been  able  to  discover,  no  such  fender  has  been  or  can  be  devised. 

The  Legislature,  therefore,  imiDosed  upon  the  Board  a  task  which  it 
cannot  accomplish.  If  the  Board  could  prescribe  the  kind  of  cars  to 
be  used  and  the  nature  of  the  roadway  between  the  rails,  then  it  could 
prescribe  an  efficient  fender.  The  city  or  town  authorities  control  the 
roadway.  The  I'ailway  companies  determine  for  themselves  what  kind  of 
cars  they  will  use.  While  the  Board  can  prescribe  a  fender  which  shall  be 
better  than  nothing,  even  on  an  oscillating  car  and  on  an  uneven  road-bed, 
still,  none  has  yet  been  suggested  which  has  seemed  to  the  Board  to  give 
reasonable  assurance  of  safety  under  existing  conditions. 

If  the  Board  fails  to  prescribe  the  form  of  fender  to  be  used,  then  the 
street  railway  companies  may  by  virtue  of  the  act  be  relieved  from  the 
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obligation  to  put  on  any  fenders  at  all,  and,  in  case  of  an  accident,  may  be 
able  to  hold  up  the  act  as  a  shield  against  liability  for  damages  ;  while,  on 
the  other  hand,  if  the  Board  prescribes  a  form  of  fender  to  be  used,  no 
matter  how^  inefficient  such  fender  may  be  rendered  by  defects  of  cars 
or  of  roadway,  the  companies  can  also,  in  case  of  accident,  plead  that  they 
have  applied  the  fender  prescribed  by  the  Board  vmder  the  provisions  of 
the  act,  and  that  they  are  therefore  relieved  from  all  responsibility.  Either 
of  these  results  would  be  equally  unsatisfactory  and  unfortunate 

An  electric  car  weighs  twice  as  much  as  a  horse  car  of  the  same  size, 
while  the  new  25-foot  double-truck  box  cars  of  the  West  End  Street 
Railway  Company  weigh  eight  tons,  or  three  times  as  much  as  the  ordinary 
horse  car.  The  maximum  rate  of  speed  of  an  electric  car  is  twice  as  great 
as  that  of  a  horse  car,  and,  as  electric  power  is  developed,  the  attainable 
speed  will  be  increased.  On  the  horse  cars  the  horses  serve  as  a  fender, 
projecting  ten  feet  in  front  of  the  dasher.  A  person  struck  by  them  stands 
a  good  chance  of  being  thrown  clear  of  the  rails,  or  of  saving  himself  by 
catching  hold  of  the  harness. 

An  efficient  fender  on  electi"ic  cars  is  a  public  necessity.  The  act  of  last 
year  (Statutes  1890,  chapter  364)  should  be  amended  so  that  the  responsi- 
bility of  procuring  or  devising  such  a  fender  shall  rest,  where  it  belongs, 
upon  the  street  railway  companies. 

In  compliance  with  the  opinion  of  the  Board  expressed  as  above, 
the  Legislature  of  1891  repealed  the  act  of  1890,  but  without  substi- 
tuting anything  in  its  place. 

The  subject  of  fenders  still  continued,  however,  to  occupy  the 
minds  of  railway  managers,  and  of  members  of  the  city  governments, 
as  well  as  of  the  public. 

The  railway  companies  were  deterred  from  taking  any  active  steps 
in  the  matter  by  the  fear  that,  whatever  fender  they  might  adopt  and 
apply  to  their  cars,  the  city  governments  might  shortly  afterward 
require  them  to  remove  it  and  to  replace  it  with  some  other  fender. 
The  difficulties  in  the  way  of  devising  a  fender  which  should  be  satis- 
factory under  all  conditions,  and  which  it  would  be  practicable  to 
operate,  were  fully  realized  by  the  railway  companies,  though  fre- 
quently forgotten  by  the  public  and  by  boards  of  aldermen.  The 
companies  realized  that  no  fender  could  be  depended  upon  at  all 
times  and  under  all  conditions.  They  feared  that,  whatever  form  of 
fender  they  might  adopt,  the  occurrence  of  some  accident  might  very 
soon  raise  an  ill-advised  and  unreasonable  popular  cry  against  it; 
and  they  naturally  desired  to  have  a  form  of  fender  prescribed  by 
some  outside  authority  so  that  they  might  be  relieved  from  responsi- 
bility in  the  matter. 

The  example  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  in  declining  to  be 
responsible  for  any  particular  form  of  fender,  seemed  also  to  be  fol- 
lowed by  all  other  constituted   authorities  whose  function  it  might 
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have  been  to  act  in  the  matter.     No  form  of  fender  was  prescribed 
by  anybody. 

Action  of  the  West  End  Street  Railioay  Company. 

Realizing  that  something  ought  to  be  done  without  delay,  the  West 
End  Street  Railway  Company  in  1892  appointed  a  commission  of 
three  members,  of  which  I  had  the  honor  to  be  one,*  "  to  investigate 
the  subject,  and  to  recommend  a  form  of  fender  to  be  used  "  by  that 
company. 

This  commission  made  a  report  dated  October  3,  1892.  The  form 
of  fender  which  it  recommended  was  in  substance  the  same  which 
I  had  recommended  to  your  Board  in  the  report  of  1891,  although  in 
detail  it  was  somewhat  different.     It  consisted  — 

Firsts  of  a  platform  in  front,  essentially  the  same  as  previously 
described,  but  arranged  so  that  it  could  be  slid  underneath  the  car 
when  not  in  use.  The  commission  also  recommended  that  there 
should  be  an  elastic  buffer  in  front  of  the  dash-board,  the  meshes  of 
which  should  be  large  enough  to  enable  a  person  to  seize  it  with  his 
hands,  and  which  should  be  so  elastic  as  to  prevent  injury  to  a  per- 
son by  striking  against  the  dash-board  or  buffer. 

Second,  of  a  wheel-guard  attached  to  the  truck,  to  prevent  persons 
lying  on  the  ground  from  getting  under  the  wheels.  This  wheel- 
guard  was  different  in  form  from  that  which  I  had  previously  recom- 
mended, and  consisted  of  a  straight  piece  of  plank  shod  with  rubber, 
extending  across  the  track  in  front  of  the  wheels,  attached  to  a 
movable  arm  connected  with  the  brake  shaft  in  such  a  manner  that 
when  the  brake  was  applied,  the  fender  would.be  forced  down  close 
to  the  track,  although  normally  it  ran  at  a  distance  of  about  three 
and  one-half  inches  above  the  top  of  the  rail. 

The  front  platform  recommended  in  the  report  of  this  commission 
was  soon  applied  to  all  the  cars  of  the  West  End  company,  and  has 
since  been  applied  to  the  cars  of  the  Lynn  &  Boston  and  the  Spring- 
field companies.     The  wheel-guard,  however,  has  never  been  applied. 

Experience  with  Fenders  in  this  State. 
In  connection  with  this  investigation,  inquiry  has  been  made  of  the 
various  railway  companies  operating  electric  cars  in  this  State,  with 
regard  to  their  experience  with  fenders.  Little  information  of  any 
value,  however,  has  been  received,  except  from  a  few  of  the  larger 
companies.  The  only  companies  using  fenders  to  any  considerable 
extent  appear  to  be  the  three  just  above  named. 

*  The  other  members  of  this  commission  were  Thomas  C.  Clarke,  of  New  York, 
chairman,  and  C.  E.  A.  Bartlett,  of  Boston. 
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The  information  received  from  tlie  "West  End  company  is  of  much 
interest  and  value  in  this  connection.  This  company,  as  above 
stated,  applied  to  all  of  its  cars,  in  the  summer  of  1892,  the  front 
platform,  or  Cleveland  fender,  sometimes  called  the  Pfingst  fender, 
which  is  familiar  to  all  who  are  in  the  habit  of  using  street  cars  in 
Boston.  Statistics  furnished  by  the  company  show  that  from  October 
2,  1892,  to  December  3,  1894,  inclusive,  189  persons  were  in  colli- 
sion with  cars  provided  with  this  fender.  Of  this  number  161,  or  85 
per  cent,  either  escaped  unhurt  or  sustained  very  slight  injuries  ;  23, 
or  12  per  cent,  sustained  serious  injuries  ;  and  5,  or  not  quite  3  per 
cent,  were  either  killed  or  fatally  injured.  This  is  a  remarkable 
proof  of  the  efficiency  of  this  fender.  Inasmuch  as  the  cars  of  the 
"West  End  company  are  provided  with  no  wheel-guards,  but  only  with 
this  front-platform  fender,  these  figures  show  not  only  that  the  great 
majority  of  persons  are  struck  while  standing  up,  but  that  they  are 
safely  caught  on  this  fender.  If  the  dash-board  of  the  car  had  been 
protected  by  a  netting,  the  slight  injuries  received  in  some  cases  from 
contact  with  the  dasher  or  bunter  of  the  car,  would  have  been  pre- 
vented. If  a  wheel-guard  had  been  added  beneath  the  car,  a  large 
proportion  of  the  15  per  cent  of  cases  of  death  or  serious  injury  would 
very  likely  have  been  avoided.  It  is  not  to  be  expected,  however, 
that  any  fender  will  avail  under  all  circumstances  to  prevent  either 
serious  injury  or  death. 

Action  in  other  States  and  Cities. 

No  action  has  been  taken  or  systematic  investigations  carried  on 
with  reference  to  the  fender  question  in  this  State,  subsequently  to 
the  report  of  the  West  End  commission,  until  the  recent  experiments 
made  before  your  Board.  In  other  states,  however,  the  question  has 
continued  to  attract  attention,  and  has  led  to  municipal  I'egulation  in 
several  cities,  especially  during  the  past  year.  I  am  doubtless  not 
fully  informed  with  regard  to  everything  which  has  been  done  in  all 
parts  of  the  country.  The  following  facts,  however,  may  be  of 
interest :  — 

In  Newark,  N.  J.,  an  ordinance  was  passed  by  the  city  government 
July  26,  1894,  requiring  all  cars  to  be  equipped  before  the  first  of 
November,  1894,  with  "fenders  of  the  most  approved  pattern,  and 
so  attached  to  the  car  as  best  to  protect  from  injury  persons  and 
vehicles  using  the  streets  or  riding  on  the  said  cars."  This  ordinance 
has  been  complied  with  by  the  railway  companies,  and  all  the  cars  in 
that  city  are  now  equipped  with  fenders. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  ordinance  neither  prescribes  any  specific 
form  of  fender,  nor  does  it  state  any  conditions  which  the  fenders 
must  fulfil ;  but  leaves  the  choice  entirely  to  the  railway  companies. 
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Three  different  fenders  are  in  use;  the  "  Darrach  "  (No.  19)*,  the 
"  Consolidated  "(No.  31)*,  and  a  third  fender,  known  as  the  "  Union 
Safety "  fender,  which  was  not  submitted  to  your  Board.  The 
greater  proportion  of  the  cars  carry  the  Consolidated  fender,  which 
consists  of  a  buffer  in  front  of  the  dash-board,  with  a  platform  in 
front  of  the  car,  which  can  be  dropped  to  the  ground  by  the  motor- 
man  in  case  of  danger.  The  Darrach  fender  consists  of  an  elastic 
front  platform,  together  with  a  wheel-guard  beneath  the  car  which 
can  be  dropped  to  the  ground  by  the  motorman  or  by  raising  the  front 
platform.  The  Union  Safety  fender  somewhat  resembles  the  Con- 
solidated. 

In  Philadelphia,  some  forty  or  fifty  different  fenders  have  been 
tested  within  the  past  six  months  ;  and  the  president  of  the  Philadel- 
phia Traction  Company  informs  me  that  as  yet  he  has  "not  found 
one  that  will  answer  the  purpose."  Further  tests  are  soon  to  be 
instituted. 

In  "Washington,  various  fenders  have  been  tested  very  recently  under 
the  direction  of  the  engineer  commissioner  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
Capt.  Charles  F.  Powell,  U.  S.  A.  I  am  informed  that  the  commis- 
sioners expect  soon  to  issue  a  regulation  adopting  the  "  Blakistone  " 
front  fender  and  wheel-guard,  and  also  the  "  Brightwood"  wheel-guard 
and  the  "Smith"  wheel-guard.  The  Blakistone  fender  (No.  59)* 
was  devised  by  the  president  of  the  Central  Railway  Company, 
of  Baltimore,  and  has  been  authorized  in  that  city.  The  Smith 
wheel-guard  (No..  60)*  is  manufactured  by  the  Automatic  Car  Fender 
Company,  of  Washington.  The  Brightwood  fender  is  one  devised  by 
the  superintendent  of  the  Brightwood  Railway  Company,  of  the  same 
city. 

In  Baltimore,  an  elaborate  investigation  of  the  subject  was  carried 
on  during  the  past  year  by  a  commission  consisting  of  the  mayor,  the 
city  registrar  and  the  city  commissioner.  The  report  of  the  engineer 
to  this  commission,  Mr.  Mendes  Cohen,  is  a  valuable  document.  It 
recommends,  in  substance,  the  same  combination  recommended  in  my 
report  of  1890,  and  by  the  West  End  commission,  namely,  a  front 
fender  to  catch  persons  standing,  and  a  wheel-guard  or  fender  under- 
neath the  car  for  the  protection  of  persons  lying  or  thrown  down. 
Mr.  Cohen  did  not  specifically  recommend  any  particular  form  of 
fender,  but  mentioned  several  front  fenders  and  several  wheel-guards 
which  he  considered  reasonably  satisfactory.  No  fender  was  found 
so  mechanically  complete  and  perfect  that  it  could  be  recommended 
entirely  ;  and  it  was  deemed  better  to  lay  down  the  principles  which 
should  guide  in  the  selection  of  a  fender,  thus  leaving  the  burden  of

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responsibility  with  the  railway  companies,  and  at  the  same  time  avoid- 
ing the  creation  of  a  monopoly  in  one  fender,  when  in  fact  there 
might  be  several  between  which  there  was  little  to  choose. 

Mr.  Cohen  therefore  stated  the  requirements  to  be  fulfilled,  in  the 
following  language  :  — 

It  is  required  that  the  front  surface  of  the  car,  striking  a  standing  human 
being,  shall  be  so  ai'ranged  as  to  afford  a  reasonable  prospect  of  saving  the 
person  from  being  dashed  to  the  gi'ound ;  and  further,  so  arranged  that  it 
shall  do  the  least  possible  damage  by  its  own  impact ;  and  further,  if  it  fails 
to  do  the  duty  expected  of  it,  and  the  person  does  fall  to  the  ground,  or  is 
already  lying  there,  that  it  shall  be  so  devised  as  to  pass  over  him  without 
causing  further  injury;  and  that  there  shall  also  be  on  each  ear  a  suitably 
arranged  wheel-guard,  preferably  of  angular  or  "  pilot  "  form,  which  shall 
be  automatically  brought  in  close  contact  with  the  street  and  rails,  in  order 
to  prevent  the  crushing  of  the  victim  whom  the  front  device  has  failed  to 
save. 

Subsequently  to  Mr.  Cohen's  report,  the  following  ordinance  was 
passed  by  the  Baltimore  city  council. 

An  Ordinance  to  require  City  Passenger  Raihvay  Cars  to  use  Fenders. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  all  city  passenger  railway  companies  using  any  of  the 
streets  of  Baltimore  for  the  purpose  of  running  thereon  street  railway  cars 
propelled  by  any  species  of  mechanical  traction,  shall  provide  for  each  car 
or  train  of  cars  a  car  fender  or  fenders,  with  both  front  and  wheel  guards, 
of  a  design  which  the  mayor,  registrar  and  city  commissioner  shall  have 
cei'tified  in  Avriting  over  their  signatures  to  comply  in  their  judgment  with 
the  requirements  set  forth  in  the  rejDort  made  to  the  commission  appointed 
under  the  provisions  of  resolu.tions  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  No.  184, 
approved  April  28,  1894,  by  Mendes  Cohen,  engineer  to  said  commission. 

Sect.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  That  a  failure  on  the 
part  of  any  of  said  companies  to  comijly  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
within  three  months  after  the  date  of  its  approval,  shall  subject  each  com- 
pany so  in  default  to  a  fine  or  penal  tj^  of  five  dollars  a  day  for  each  and  every 
car  operated  without  said  fender  or  fenders,  said  fines  to  be  collected  as 
other  fines  and  penalties  for  violation  of  city  ordinances  are  collected. 

Under  this  ordinance,  the  use  of  several  fenders  has  already  been 
authorized,  one  of  them,  as  before  stated,  being  the  Blakistone. 

Requisites  of -an  Efficient  Fender. 
It  is  not  necessary  to  describe  in  detail  the  various  fenders  recently 
presented  to  your  Board.     Brief   descriptions  of  those   which  were 
tested  will   be  given   in  connection  with  the  results  of  the  tests.* 

*  See  Appendix. 
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Neither  is  it  necessary  to  enter  upon  a  detailed  discussion  of  the 
principles  governing  the  action  of  fenders.  A  few  brief  consider- 
ations will  be  sufficient  for  the  purposes  of  this  report. 

The  object  of  the  fender  is  to  prevent  injury  to  a  person  who  is 
struck  while  in  any  position,  either  standing  or  lying,  by  an  electric 
car.  A  fender  should  aim  not  simply  to  prevent  a  person's  getting 
under  the  wheels,  but  to  prevent,  if  possible,  his  getting  under  the 
car  ;  and  should  also,  so  far  as  possible,  prevent  his  being  injured  by 
the  blow.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  a  fender  should  be  somewhat 
elastic,  so  as  to  adapt  itself  to  the  inequalities  of  the  road-bed,  that 
some  part  of  it  should  project  in  front  of  the  dash-board,  and  that 
collision  with  the  latter  should  be  prevented  by  some  elastic  shield  or 
buffer.  Further,  in  order  that  a  person  lying  down  or  thrown  down 
may  not  pass  under  the  fender  and  be  run  over  by  the  wheels,  some 
portion  of  the  fender  must  evidently  be  capable  of  being  brought 
close  to  the  ground. 

It  is  not  practicable,  as  experience  has  shown,  to  have  a  fixed 
fender,  — that  is,  one  which  always  maintains  the  same  position, — 
which  shall  run  close  enough  to  the  ground  to  enable  it  to  be  service- 
able in  case  it  encounters  small  bodies  lying  flat.  Inequalities  in  the 
road-bed  and  track,  together  with  the  motion  of  the  car,  render  it  im- 
possible to  run  any  part  of  a  fender  closer  than  within  perhaps  two 
inches  of  the  rails  ;  and  even  if  such  a  fender  is  provided  on  its  lower 
edge  with  a  strip  of  rubber  or  some  elastic  material  coming  down 
closer  to  the  ground,  experience  has  shown  that  a  small  body  is  likely 
to  be  run  over.* 

It  follows  that  the  portion  of  the  fender  which  is  designed  to  pre- 
vent a  car  from  running  over  a  person  lying  down  or  thrown  down, 
must  be  movable.  Further,  when  this  portion  of  the  fender  is  lowered 
to  the  ground,  it  must  be  held  down  so  that  it  cannot  be  raised  suf- 
ficiently to  pass  over  the  body  of  a  person,  though  it  must  possess 
sufficient  elasticity  to  pass  over  ordinary  obstructions  in  the  track. 

There  are  several  ways  in  which  such  a  fender  may  be  made 
movable  :  — 

First,  this  portion  of  the  fender  may  be  arranged  to  run  normally 
at  a  sufficient  distance  from  the  ground  to  clear  all  obstructions,  but 

*  In  my  report  to  your  Board,  dated  September  24,  1890, 1  stated  that  I  believed  such 
a  fender,  attached  to  the  truck,  could  be  made  to  operate ;  but  subsequent  tests  and  ex- 
perience showed  that  such  was  not  the  case.  For  this  reason,  the  West  End  fender  com- 
mission of  1892  recommended  a  fender  which  was  brought  close,  to  the  ground  by  the 
motion  of  the  brake  handle.  This  commission  made  the  following  statement:  "Our 
experience  shows  that,  if  fixed  high  enough  to  avoid  the  usual  irregularities  of  a  street 
track,  they  [fixed  fenders  attached  to  the  truck]  would  pass  over  an  arm  or  leg,  or  a 
small  body  lying  upon  the  track.  If  low  enough  to.  prevent  this,  they  would  soon  be 
injured  or  destroyed  in  regular  service." 
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may  be  held  by  springs  or  otherwise  in  such  a  manner  that,  when  it 
encounters  an  obstacle,  the  blow  or  pressure  will  force  it  downward 
to  the  ground.  Fenders  of  this  class,  while  they  will  work  in  many 
cases,  are  in  my  opinion  open  to  the  objection  that,  when  they  strike 
the  obstacle,  they  are  at  their  highest  position,  and  in  being  forced 
down  they  may  very  likely  crush  a  hand  or  a  limb  or  some  part  of 
the  body  ;  or,  if  the  blow  happens  to  be  struck  in  precisely  the  right 
manner,  they  may  even  run  over  the  body  without  being  forced  down. 
Moreover,  if  free  to  be  forced  down,  they  are  equally  free  to  be 
forced  up.  They  are  liable,  therefore,  to  be  raised  so  as  to  pass 
over  an  exposed  body.  If,  however,  a  fender  of  this  class  has  separate 
fingers  or  parts,  which  move  independently,  it  seems  probable  that 
the  above  objections  may  be  largely  obviated.  No  fenders  of  this 
kind  have  been  tested  before  your  Board,  but  Nos.  50  and  56  in  the 
list*  submitted  are  of  this  description. 

Second,  a  fender  may  be  made  movable  by  arranging  it  so  that 
while  ordinarily  it  runs  at  a  sufficient  height,  a  blow  releases  it  and 
causes  it  to  drop  at  once  to  the  ground.  With  regard  to  such 
fenders  the  remarks  just  made  may  also  apply.  They  are  not  likely, 
in  my  opinion,  to  prove  efficient.  It  is  essential  to  the  most  effective 
action  that  the  fender  should  be  down  before  it  strikes  the  obstacle. 

Third,  a  fender  may  be  made  automatic  by  having  a  tripping 
device  in  front  of  it,  which,  upon  striking  the  obstacle,  lowers  the 
fender.  The  fender  may  be  lowered  either  by  being  released  and 
dropping  by  its  own  weight,  or  by  its  own  weight  aided  by  springs, 
or  it  may  be  arranged  so  as  to  be  locked  down  automatically  as  soon 
as  it  drops.  Some  fenders  of  this  class  are  connected  with  the 
tripper  by  a  rod  in  such  a  way  that  when  the  tripper  is  swung  back- 
ward, the  fender  is  lowered,  while,  when  the  tripper  assumes  its  verti- 
cal position,  the  fender  rises  again.  Fenders  of  this  last  description 
will,  of  course,  fail  to  accomplish  the  results  desired. 

Fourth,  the  fender  may  be  lowered  by  the  motorman  by  means  of 
a  pedal  to  be  stepped  upon,  or  a  lever  to  be  pressed  with  the  knee, 
or  some  other  device  requiring  a  special  motion  on  his  part.  Fenders 
of  this  kind  are  to  some  extent  objectionable,  because  of  the  fact 
that  they  impose  additional  labor  upon  the  motorman ;  and,  in 
previous  reports  on  this  subject,  I  have  been  disposed  to  consider 
this  point  so  important  that  fenders  of  other  kinds  have  been  pre- 
ferred. Further  experiments  and  consideration  have,  however,  led 
me  to  modify  my  previous  conclusions  in  this  respect.  Several  of 
the  most  successful  fenders  which  we  have  tested  belong  to  this 
class  ;  and,  while  it  may  be  argued  with  reason  that  in  case  of  acci- 

*•  See  list  offenders  in  Appendix. 
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dent  the  motorman  has  enough  to  occupy  his  attention  in  shutting  off 
his  power,  putting  on  his  brake  and  applying  sand,  it  is  nevertheless 
true  that  many  motormen  would  be  able  to  attend  to  dropping  a 
fender  in  addition  to  their  other  duties,  and  would  feel  a  greatly 
increased  sense  of  security  in  the  consciousness  that  the  operation  of  an 
efficient  fender  was  within  their  power  and  under  their  control.  I  have 
seen  experiments  with  fenders  of  this  kind  in  which  the  motorman  for- 
got to  drop  his  fender,  and  the  dummy  was  run  over.  In  some  cases 
also  the  fender  has  not  worked,  though  the  motorman  endeavored  to 
operate  it.  While  such  cases  are  no  doubt  likely  to  occur,  it  seems 
probable  that  in  the  majority  of  cases,  provided  the  dropping  of 
the  fender  was  arranged  to  be  done  by  the  motorman's  foot  or  knee, 
he  would  be  able  to  operate  it  successfully. 

There  is  another  point  which  has  an  important  bearing  upon  the 
use  of  some  fenders  of  this  kind,  and  that  is,  whether  passengers 
are  allowed  to  occupy  the  front  platform.  A  fender  operated  by  a 
pedal  would  probably  be  impracticable  if  the  front  platform  were 
allowed  to  be  crowded  full  of  passengers,  as  is  the  case  in  Boston. 
This  is  not  allowed  in  some  cities,  as,  for  instance,  in  Newark,  N.  J. 
A  fender  to  be  operated  by  the  knee  of  the  motorman  appears  in 
many  respects  the  most  practicable.  When  the  direction  of  the  car 
is  reversed,  it  can  be  covered  by  a  box  hung  on  the  dash-board,  so 
that  it  cannot  be  tampered  with  by  passengers  on  the  rear  platform. 
On  no  account  should  a  fender  of  this  kind  be  operated  by  a  separate 
handle. 

Fifths  the  fender  may  be  lowered  by  the  operation  of  putting  on 
the  brake.  A  fender  of  this  kind  was  the  one  recommended  by  the 
West  End  feuder  commission  ;  but,  as  already  stated,  it  has  not 
been  applied,  nor  is  such  a  fender  anywhere  in  use,  so  far  as  I  have 
been  able  to  ascertain.  The  objections  to  it  are  that  it  is  put  down 
every  time  the  brake  is  applied,  and,  if  arranged  to  come  down  close 
to  the  track,  it  may  be  broken  or  worn  out  before  being  called 
upon  to  act  in  time  of  need.  Its  obvious  advantages  are  that, 
although  under  the  control  of  the  motorman,  it  requires  no  separate 
movement  on  his  part,  and  the  harder  he  puts  on  the  brake,  the 
tighter  it  will  be  forced  down  to  the  track.  No  fenders  of  this  class 
have  been  presented  to  your  Board  at  this  time. 

Positioyi  of  the  Fender. 
A  fender  may  be  entirely  in  front  of  the  car,  or  partly  in  front 
and  partly  under  the  car.     It  should  not  be  entirely  under  the  car, 
for  the  reason  that  such  a  fender  would  not  satisfy  the  condition  of 
preventing  injury  to  a  person  who  is  run  into  while  standing  up. 
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If  the  fender  is  entirely  in  front  of  the  car,  it  may  easily  be  arranged 
so  that  it  will  in  almost  every  case  safely  catch  a  person  run  into 
while  standing  up.  There  are  numerous  forms  of  nets  and  platforms 
which  will  satisfactorily  accomplish  this  object.* 

If  there  is  no  fender  beneath  the  car,  the  front  fender  must  of 
course  be  so  arranged  that  it  can  be  dropped  to  the  track  in  case  of 
emergency.  Most  of  the  fenders  of  this  class  depend  simply  upon 
the  weight  of  the  fender  to  hold  it  down,  although  in  some  cases 
springs  are  added.  As  already  stated,  it  is  very  easy,  especially  upon 
an  uneven  pavement,  for  a  fender  to  pass  over  a  small  obstacle,  such 
as  the  body  of  a  child.  Attention  has  been  called  to,  the  fact  that  the 
fender  must  be  sufficiently  elastic  to  pass  over  inequalities  in  the 
track  and  road-bed.  In  passing  over  an  uneven  road-bed  it  therefore 
acquires  an  up-and-down  motion  ;  and,  if  a  child  should  happen  to  be 
lying  in  a  slight  depression  in  the  track,  it  is  astonishing  how  a  fender 
will  in  some  cases  pass  over  it.  In  the  early  experiments  made  by 
your  Board,  and  by  the  West  End  commission,  I  have  seen  dummies 
run  over  by  fenders  which  hugged  the  ground  so  closely  that,  until 
the  fact  was  demonstrated,  none  of  the  witnesses  would  have  believed 
it  possible.  The  front  end  of  a  car  has  more  vertical  motion  than  the 
part  nearer  the  truck,  and  there  is  here  the  greatest  tendency  for  the 
fender  to  acquire  a  vertical  motion. 

The  difficulty,  therefore,  with  fenders  which  are  entirely  in  front 
of  the  car,  is  likely  to  be  that,  while  they  provide  for  the  case  of  per- 
sons struck  while  standing  up,  they  are  liable  to  fail  in  the  case  of 
persons  thrown  down  or  lying  down  when  struck.  Some  fenders  of 
this  kind,  however,  by  being  made  quite  heavy  in  front,  or  by  being 
held  down,  or  by  having  the  forward  edge  so  arranged  as  to  make  it 
difficult  to  pass  over  a  body,  will  undoubtedly  do  excellent  service. 

Wheel- Guards. 
Perhaps  the  most  common  form  of  fender  consists  of  two  parts, 
one  in  front  of  the  car,  the  other  beneath  the  car.  In  this  case,  the 
part  in  front  of  the  car  should  be  designed  to  provide  only  for  cases 
where  persons  are  struck  while  standing  up.  This  portion  of  the 
fender  should  therefore  be  free  to  rise  and  pass  over  an  obstruction, 
or  it  should  be  permanently  placed  at  a  sufficient  height  to  pass  over 
a  body.     If  the  fender  is  so  arranged,  it  is  essential  that  it  should  be 

*  A  fender  may,  of  course,  be  so  arranged  as  to  be  carried  normally  entirely  under  the 
car,  but  to  be  projected  forward  by  the  niotorman  if  a  person  is  in  danger  of  being  run 
into,  — as,  for  instance,  the  Clark  fender.  In  such  case,  however,  the  front  of  the 
dash-board  should  be  protected  by  a  netting  of  some  kind,  so  that  in  reality  part  of  this 
fender  is  in  front  of  the  car  and  part  beneath. 
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supplemented  by  a  wheel-guard  beneath  the  car ;  although,  as  the 
majority  of  persons  are  struck  while  standing  up,  an  efficient  forward 
fender  will  suffice  to  prevent  the  great  majority  of  injuries.  The  por- 
tion of  the  fender  beneath  the  car  must,  as  has  already  been  stated,  be 
movable  ;  and,  from  what  has  been  said,  it  appears  that  it  should  be 
movable  by  either  the  third,  fourth,  or  fifth  of  the  methods  previously 
enumerated  ;  that  is,  it  should  either  be  automatic,  or  it  should  be 
operated  by  the  motorman  by  a  special  lever  or  by  the  application 
of  the  brake. 

The  experiments  which  have  been  made  have  shown  that  there 
are  several  forms  of  wheel-guard  which  can  be  depended  upon 
with  reasonable  expectation  that  they  will  prove  efficient.  Whether 
these  fenders  should  be  automatic  or  should  be  operated  by  the 
motormen,  is  a  question,  I  think,  to  be  decided  by  the  railway  com- 
panies. It  depends  somewhat  upon  the  character  of  the  motormen 
and  upon  the  character  of  the  traffic  and  track. 

One  further  feature  of  the  question  deserves  mention.  Experi- 
ments have  shown  that  when  a  dummy  is  run  into  by  a  car,  especially 
if  the  dummy  is  lying  on  one  rail  or  near  one  side  of  the  track,  it  may 
frequently  be  swung  around  sideways  in  such  a  manner  that,  while 
thrown  from  the  track,  the  legs  or  arms  get  in  front  of  the  wheels. 
Some  form  of  protection  along  the  side  of  the  car,  extending  back- 
ward from  the  fender  and  enclosing  the  wheels,  appears  to  be  very 
desirable.  Such  a  guard  might  easily  be  added  to  many  of  the 
fenders  experimented  with.  In  the  case  of  the  Bay  State  fender,  the 
car  was  provided  with  such  side  guards,  and  their  efficiency  appeared 
undoubted,  constituting  one  advantage  which  this  fender  possessed, 
in  the  form  in  which  it  was  presented  to  the  Board,  over  any  other 
fender  which  was  tried. 

Conclusions. 

Replying  specifically,  then,  to  the  terms  of  the  order  in  compliance 
with  which  this  investigation  has  been  made,  it  may  be  stated  :  — 

First,  that  several  fenders  have  been  devised  which  appear  to  afford 
reasonable  protection  in  case  of  accident. 

Second,  that  the  proper  form  of  fender  appears  to  be  either  a 
fender  entirely  in  front  of  the  car,  which  can  be  dropped  and  held 
close  to  the  track  in  case  of  emergency,  or,  preferably,  a  combination 
of  a  fender  in  front  of  the  car,  designed  to  provide  for  cases  in  which 
persons  are  struck  while  standing  up,  with  a  wheel-guard  beneath  the 
car,  which  shall  be  dropped  to  the  ground  automatically  or  by  the 
motorman,  in  case  of  an  accident. 

Third,  there  are  several  fenders,  differing  in  detail,  which  appear 
to  be   almost   equally  efficient ;    and,    so  long  as    the   fundamental 
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conditions  necessary  in  a  successful  fender  are  fulfilled,  it  does  not 
seem  desirable  that  any  action  should  be  taken  which  requires  the 
adoption  by  all  the  railway  companies  in  the  Commonwealth  of  one 
form  of  fender  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others.  Some  room  should  be 
left  for  the  companies  to  exercise  their  judgment  in  the  matter,  and 
to  take  account  of  such  special  circumstances  as  may  properly  affect 
the  choice. 

Of  front  platforms  or  nets  designed  to  catch  persons  standing  up, 
but  to  pass  over  persons  lying  down,  there  are  many  forms  which 
will  prove  effective, — so  many,  indeed,  that  it  is  not  expedient  to 
specify  any  by  name.  Considerations  of  simplicity,  economy,  and 
facility  in  applying  them  to  cars,  will  govern  the  selection. 

Of  front  fenders  designed  to  be  dropped  to  the  ground,  and  thus 
to  provide  for  the  emergency  of  running  into  a  person  lying  down, 
there  are  several  forms  which  will  be  likely  to  prove  generally 
efficient,  —  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  Foster  &  Brown  (No. 
5),*  the  Rice  (No.  8),  the  Clark  (No.  16),  the  Hipwood  (No.  24), 
and  the  Consolidated  (No.  31).  All  of  these,  as  well  as  some 
others,  have  good  points,  but  most  of  them  will  need  some  modifica- 
tion before  they  can  be  considered  as  perfected.  Most  of  them,  too, 
have  never  been  in  use,  and  the  dimensions  and  sizes,  as  well  as  the 
general  arrangement,  may  require  modification  in  the  light  of  experi- 
ence. The  Foster  &  Brown  is  different  in  type  from  any  of  the 
others,  consisting  of  a  revolving  cylinder  with  rubber  fingers  pro- 
jecting therefrom.  The  fender  is  brought  to  the  ground  by  the 
operation  of  the  brake  handle,  and  the  cylinder  is  caused  to  revolve 
by  two  wheels  which  run  along  the  ground,  one  on  each  side  of  the 
track.     This  fender  gave  unexpectedly  favorable  results  in  our  tests. 

Of  fenders  which  are  normally  held  up  by  springs,  and  which  yield 
to  a  blow  or  pressure  and  are  thus  forced  to  the  ground,  there  are 
several  forms,  —  such  as  the  Bridgeport  (No.  32),  the  Lyford  (No. 
43),  the  Crawford  (No.  44),  and  the  Holmes  (No.  51),  which 
may  be  effective  in  many  cases.  I  believe,  however,  as  before  stated, 
that  a  fender  should  be  down  before  it  strikes  the  body  to  be  pro- 
tected. 

Of  wheel-guards  only,  there  are  also  a  number  which  promjse  to 
give  good  satisfaction  in  operation,  —  such  as  the  Parmenter  (No. 
12),  and  the  Bay  State  (No.  13),  both  of  which  gave  very  good 
results  in  our  tests.  A  further  feature  of  excellence  in  the  Bay 
State  fender  was  the  side  guards  for  protection  from  the  wheels, 
extending  from  one  end  of  the  car  to  the  other.  Wheel-guards 
should,  of  course,  be  supplemented  by  platforms  or  nets  in  front  of 
the  car  to  catch  persons  standing  up.

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Of  combinations  of  front  fenders  and  wheel-guards,  several  may 
be  mentioned  which  are  good  in  principle  and  likely  to  prove  efficient 
in  practice,  though  some  of  them  need  some  modification  in  detail,  — 
namely,  the  Barrett  (No.  11),  the  Darrach  (No.  19),  the  O'Brien 
(No.  50),  the  Groshans  (No.  56),  and  the  Blakistone  (No.  59).  Of 
these,  the  one  which  has  apparently  been  the  best  tested  in  actual 
service  is  the  Blakistone,  which  has  been  applied  to  all  the  cars 
of  the  Central  Railway  in  Baltimore,  of  which  Mr.  Blakistone  is 
president.     It  will  probably  be  adopted  also  in  Washington. 

I  have  made  and  submit  herewith  a  list  *  of  the  fenders  presented 
for  your  consideration,  in  the  order  of  their  presentation,  giving  the 
name  of  the  fender  or  of  the  person  or  company  presenting  the  same  ; 
and  also  a  statement  *  of  the  results  of  the  experiments  in  the  case  of 
the  sixteen  fenders  which  were  submitted  to  practical  test.

The  foregoing  report  of  Professor  Swain  covers  the  ground 
80  thoroughly,  and  expresses  so  satisfactorily  the  views  and 
conclusions  of  the  Board  upon  the  fender  question,  that  no 
further  discussion  or  recommendation  seems  to  be  necessary. 

Safety  on  Open  Cars. 

Chapter  76  of  the  Resolves  of  1894  reads  as  follows  :  — 

Resolved^  That  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  be  and  they 
are  hereby  directed  to  investigate  the  methods  used  by  street  railway 
companies  for  the  protection  of  passengers  getting  on  and  off  open 
cars,  and  any  other  proposed  methods  for  the  same  purpose,  and 
report  the  results  of  such  investigation  to  the  next  general  court. 

In  the"  same  line  of  inquiry,  the  Board  was  instructed  by  a 
joint  order,  passed  earlier  in  the  session  of  1894,  to  report 
"  what  accidents  have  taken  place  during  the  last  three  years 
upon  open  cars  and  upon  closed  cars  operated  on  street  rail- 
ways, and  what  remedy  they  would  propose  to  overcome  such 
accidents."  The  statistics  called  for  by  this  order  were  imme- 
diately obtained,  and  a  special  reportf  was  made  to  the  Legis- 
lature, March  12,  1894,  the  material  portions  of  which  will  be 
found  in  the  Appendix.  It  is  unnecessary,  therefore,  to  repeat 
here  the  facts  or  statements  contained  in  that  report,  which  is

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respectfully  referred  to  as  having  a  bearing  on  the  matter  now 
in  hand. 

In  compliance  with  the  resolve  above  cited,  circulars  asking 
for  information  were  again  addressed  to  all  the  street  railway 
companies  of  the  State.  Replies  have  not  been  received  from  a 
few  of  them  ;  but  it  may  be  stated  without  hesitation  that  there 
are,  in  this  State,  no  special  "methods  used  by  street  railway 
companies  for  the  protection  of  passengers  getting  on  and  off 
open  cars."  When  open  cars  are  entered  and  left  by  platforms 
at  the  ends  of  the  car,  and  not  by  running  boards  along  the 
sides,  the  methods  of  protection  by  gates  are  in  general  the 
same  as  for  closed  or  box  cars. 

The  dangers  specially  attending  the  use  on  double-track 
railways  of  open  cars  which  admit  of  side  entrance  and  exit, 
arise  simply  from  the  fact  that  persons  can  get  on  and  off,  and 
can  ride  standing  on  the  running  board,  on  either  side  of  the 
car.     Both  of  these  sources  of  danger  may  be  obviated. 

Passengers  may  be  prevented  from  getting  on  or  off  the  left 
hand  side  (next  to  the  parallel  track)  by  the  use  of  gates,  bars, 
or  other  devices  which  may  serve  to  shut  up  the  spaces  between 
the  ends  of  the  seats.  Several  devices  of  this  sort  have  been 
proposed,  but  the  Board  has  not  been  able  to  ascertain  that  any 
one  of  them  has  ever  come  into  extensive  use. 

Again,  passengers  may  be  prevented  from  riding  on  the  left 
hand  running  board,  by  the  use  of  a  board  which  folds  or  turns 
up.  Such  a  device  has  been  suggested,  but  no  case  has  come 
to  our  knowledge  in  which  it  has  been  used  to  any  consider- 
able extent,  or  indeed  to  any  extent  in  practice. 

A  fair  consideration  of  the  matter  would  seem  to  indicate  that 
the  danger  from  the  sources  referred  to,  is  (relatively  at  least) 
often  exaggerated.  It  is  more  dangerous  to  leave  a  closed 
car  from  the  left  hand  side  of  the  rear  platform,  than  it  is  to 
leave  an  open  car  on  the  left  hand  side,  for  the  obvious  reason 
that,  in  the  case  of  the  closed  car,  the  view  of  the  adjoining- 
track  is  obstructed ;  while,  in  the  case  of  the  open  car,  the 
view  in  both  directions  is  unobstructed.  A  passenger  leaving 
a  closed  car  in  this  way,  might  step  directly  in  front  of 
an  approaching  car  on  the  other  track  without  having  had  a 
chance  to  see  it.  This  could  hardly  happen  in  leaving  an  open 
car.     The   danger    in  entering  cars,    though   much    less    than 
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in  leaving  them,  is  practically  the  same  with  either  kind  of  car. 
No  person  would,  however,  be  likely  to  attempt  to  board  an 
open  car  on  the  left  hand  side,  unless  the  approaching  car  on 
the  other  track  was  some  distance  ofi". 

By  section  42  of  chapter  113  of  the  Public  Statutes,  both  the 
driver  and  the  company  are  liable  to  a  penalty*  if  a  car  passes 
at  a  rate  of  speed  faster  than  a  walk,  another  car  standing  on 
a  parallel  track  to  receive  or  deliver  passengers. 

As  regards  the  danger  from  riding  on  the  left  hand  running 
board,  it  may  be  said  that  the  persons  who  do  this  are  invaria- 
bly men,  who  are  usually  agile  and  able  to  avoid  injury.  In 
response  to  an  inquiry  on  this  point,  the  general  manager  of 
the  West  End  company  has  furnished  a  statement  of  the  num- 
ber of  accidents  by  reason  of  passengers  and  conductors  riding 
on  the  running  boards  of  open  cars,  during  the  summer  seasons 
of  1893  and  1894.     The  fia^ures  are  as  follows  :  —

One  other  consideration  is  not  to  be  lost  sight  of,  namely, 
the  delays  which  would  result  if  passengers  on  open  cars  were 
required  in  all  cases  to  enter  and  leave  the  car  from  one  side 
only.  Impatient  as  our  people  proverbially  are  of  any  restraint 
upon  their  freedom  of  personal  movement,  and  of  any  practi- 
cal imputation  upon  their  ability  under  all  ordinary  circum- 
stances to  take  care  of  themselves,  it  is  more  than  probable 
that  such  a  restriction  would  provoke  warm  remonstrance  if  not 
open  revolt. 

The  results  of  the  investigation  imposed  by  the  resolve  may 
be  summed  up  as  follows  :  — 

1.  No  special  means  are  used  by  the  street  railway  compa- 
nies of  this  State  for  the  protection  of  passengers  getting  on 
or  off  open  cars. 

*  Ten  dollars  for  the  driver,  and  twenty  dollars  for  the  company. 
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2.  If  special  precautions  are  taken  elsewhere,  they  are  not, 
so  far  as  it  has  been  possible  to  ascertain,  in  use  to  any  con- 
siderable extent. 

3.  The    danger   from  this   source  does  not  appear  to   be. 
relatively  or  actually  so  great  as  is  popularly  supposed. 

4.  Obvious  and  simple  devices  are  practicable,  if  deemed 
necessary  and  expedient,  to  prevent  persons  from  getting  on  or 
off  the  car,  or  from  riding  on  the  running  board,  on  the  side 
next  to  the  adjacent  parallel  track. 

5.  The  adoption  and  enforcement  of  such  restrictions  would 
involve  increased  delays  in  travel  on  open  cars. 

Recommendations. 

Issues  of  Bonds. 

By  the  general  law  of  the  State  (Pub.  Sts.  c.  112,  §  62)  no 
railroad  corporation  can  issue  bonds,  coupon  notes,  or  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  payable  at  periods  of  more  than 
twelve  months  from  their  date,  to  an  amount  which,  includ- 
ing all  previous  issues,  exceeds  the  capital  stock  of  the  corpo- 
ration actually  paid  in  at  the  time. 

The  Board  desires  to  repeat  the  recommendation  made  in  its 
last  two  reports  (see  24th  Annual  Report,  pp.  109,  110;  25th 
Annual  Report,  pp.  116-118),  and  for  the  reasons  therein  set 
forth,  that  a  similar  limitation  be  imposed  upon  the  issues  of 
bonds  by  street  railway  companies.

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Grade  Crossings. 
The  Board  again  calls  attention  to  the  need  of  legislation  in 
regard  to  the  crossing  of  railroads  and  electric  street  railways 
on  the  same  level.  It  seems  little  less  than  absurd  to  pursue 
further  the  costly  policy  of  trying  to  get  rid  of  the  grade 
crossings  of  railroads  with  highways,  the  Commonwealth  con- 
tributing heavily  to  the  expense,  while  the  crossings  of  steam 
and  electric  roads  at  grade  are  multiplying  on  every  hand 
without  any  systematic  regulation  or  eifective  restraint.

REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Bepresentaiives. 

In  compliance  with  a  joint  order  requesting  the  Board  of  Raih'oad 
Commissioners  "  to  investigate  the  rates  of  passenger  fares  on  subur- 
ban trains  to  points  within  twelve  miles  of  Boston,  and  report  to  this 
Legislature  how  such  fares  compare  with  rates  to  other  points  on 
railroads  in  this  State,"  the  following  report  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  the  order,  steps  were  at  once  taken  to  obtain 
complete  sets  of  the  local  and  other  passenger  tariffs  on  the  several 
railroads  which  have  a  terminus  in  the  city  of  Boston.  These  were 
promptly  furnished  by  the  railroad  corporations,  and  are  transmitted 
with  this  report  for  the  use  of  any  who  may  desire  to  make  a  more 
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minute  comparison  of  passenger  rates  than  is  practicable  in  a  con- 
densed or  tabulated  statement. 

While  there  is  a  general  similarity,  there  is  also  a  considerable 
diversity,  in  the  kinds  of  tickets  sold,  and  in  the  adjustment  of  rates, 
on  the  different  roads.  Not  only  do  the  rates  vary  for  the  same  dis- 
tances, but  the  same  kinds  of  tickets  are  sold  for  different  distances 
or  on  different  conditions. 

The  order  does  not  call  for  a  comparison  of  the  passenger  fares  on 
the  several  railroads  with  each  other,  but  for  a  comparison  of  the 
suburban  rates  with  those  for  longer  distances  from  Boston.  In  the 
following  table  an  attempt  has  been  made  —  taking  the  varieties  of 
passenger  tickets  in  more  common  use  —  to  show  with  substantial 
accuracy  the  average  price  per  ticket  for  shorter  and  longer  distances 
to  and  from  Boston,  and  the  average  rate  of  fare  per  total  mile  which 
may  be  travelled  under  each  form  of  ticket,  on  the  five  standard-gauge 
railroads  having  a  terminus  in  Boston,  taken  as  a  group.  The  kinds 
of  tickets  selected  for  tabulation  are  the  single  ticket,  package  or  com- 
mutation tickets  for  5,  10,  50  and  100  rides,  and  season  tickets  for  1 
and  3  months.  The  distances  selected  are  5,  10  and  12  miles  from 
Boston,  coming  within  the  suburban  limit  named  in  the  order,  and  20, 
40,  60,  100  and  150  miles  from  Boston,  extending  beyond  that  limit.

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In  addition  to  the  tickets  specified  in  the  table,  1,000-mile  tickets 
are  sold  on  each  of  the  five  railroads  for  $20,  or  at  a  uniform  rate  of 
2  cents  per  mile,  without  regard  to  distance  or  route.  There  are  also 
sold,  on  some  one  or  more  of  the  roads,  package  or  commutation 
tickets  for  4,  8,  12,  16,  30,  60  and  65  rides  ;  season  tickets  for  two 
months  and  other  desired  periods  ;  scholars'  or  "  educational"  season 
tickets  at  reduced  rates  varying  according  to  age  ;  half-fare  tickets 
for  children ;  and  regular  excursion  and  round-trip  tickets  at  special 
rates  during  certain  seasons  of  the  year.  Other  varieties  or  modifi- 
cations in  the  form  or  conditions  of  tickets  may  perhaps  be  found  in 
the  transmitted  passenger  tariffs.  As  the  rates  on  all  the  forms  of 
ticket  (except  the  1,000-mile)  are  graduated  by  the  several  compa- 
nies on  substantially  the  same  scale  as  regards  distance  from  Boston, 
it  has  not  been  thought  necessary  to  include  the  sub-varieties  above 
named  in  the  foregoing  tabulation. 

The  table  speaks  for  itself,  and  seems  to  require  no  explanation  or 
special  comment.  The  average  passenger  fare  per  mile  on  the  lines 
of  all 'the  Massachusetts  railroads,  as  shown  in  the  recent  annual 
report  of  the  Board  (page  15),  is  1.83  cents,  and  1.82  cents  on  the 
five  railroads  now  in  question.  The  highest  fare  per  mile  shown  in 
the  appended  table  is  2  cents  and  5  mills,  and  the  lowest  4  mills,  — 
the  former  on  a  single  ticket,  and  the  latter  on  a  3-months  ticket, 
each  for  150  miles. 

It  will  be  observed  in  the  table,  generally,  that  while  the  rates  per 
mile  on  single  and  commutation  tickets  are  lower  for  the  shorter  dis- 
tances, the  rates  per  mile  on  season  tickets  are  lower  for  the  longer 
distances.

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Petition  of  the  Selectmen  of  Wellesley  for  Revision  of  Pas- 
senger Rates  on  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  between 
Wellesley  and  Boston. 

Hearings,  after  public  notice,  October  11  and  23,  and  November  5^ 
1894.  Linus  M.  Child,  Esq.,  for  petitioners;  Samuel  Hoar,  Esq., 
for  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Company. 

There  are  four  railroad  stations  in  the  town  of  Wellesley,  all  on 
the  Boston  &  Albany  railroad.  The  Newton  Loiver  Falls  station  at 
the  terminus  of  the  branch  of  that  name,  11.81  miles  from  Boston, 
is  within  the  limits  of  Wellesley,  though  near  the  Newton  boundary 
line.  No  fault  is  found  with  the  rates  to  and  from  that  station. 
The  other  three  stations,  which  are  on  the  main  line  of  the  railroad, 
are  Wellesley  Farms  (formerly  called  Rice's  Crossing),  12.27  miles, 
Wellesley  Hills,  13.19  miles,  and  Wellesley,  14.43  miles,  respectively 
from  Boston.  The  petitioners,  in  behalf  of  the  people  of  Weliesley, 
complain  that  the  passenger  fares  between  these  stations  and  Boston 
are  (1)  disproportionate  to  those  charged  on  other  railroads  for  like 
service,  and  (2)  excessive  as  compared  with  those  charged  to  other 
stations  on  the  same  railroad. 

1.  In  support  of  the  first  allegation,  a  comparison  was  instituted 
between  the  fares  in  question  and  those  on  other  railroads  for  sched- 
uled distances  of  12,  13  and  14  miles  out  from  the  city.  In  the 
selection  of  these  distances,  the  fraction  of  a  mile  in  the  case  of  the 
several  Wellesley  stations  was  ignored.  By  the  rate  system  of  the 
Boston  &  Albany,  such  fraction  is  accounted  a  mile.  The  practice 
of  the  other  companies  in  this  regard  was  not  definitely  shown. 
The  comparison  was  therefore  based  on  distances  rated  a  mile  less, 
and  doubtless  in  many  cases  actually  less,  than  those  to  the  Wellesley 
stations.  By  the  tables  thus  compiled  and  submitted  by  the  peti- 
tioners, the  rates  on  the  other  roads  for  single  and  10-ride  tickets 
appear  to  be  generally  somewhat  lower,  and  the  season-ticket  rates  in 
a  majority  of  cases  as  high  or  higher,  than  the  corresponding  Wellesley 
rates. 

It  is  not  proposed  to  state,  or  discuss  the  differences  of  rate  shown 
or  claimed  as  above,  because,  even  if  they  exist,  they  do  not  lead  to 
any  certain  or  reliable  conclusion  with  respect  to  the  justness  of  the 
rates  now  in  controversy.  While  there  is  a  general  similarity  of 
system  or  basis  for  the  fixing  of  rates  on  the  several  railroads,  there 
may  well  be  differences  of  detail.  Without  taking  into  careful  account 
all  the  facts  and  conditions  which  may  properly  influence  the  rates  on 
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different  roads,  no  safe  conclusion  can  be  drawn  from  the  mere  fact 
that  the  rate  on  one  is  apparently  in  excess  of  that  on  another. 
From  that  fact  alone,  it  may  as  readily  be  inferred  that  the  lower  rate 
is  too  low,  as  that  the  higher  rate  is  too  high,  relatively  to  other  rates 
on  the  respective  roads  and  to  each  other. 

By  the  returns  for  the  last  railroad  year,  ending  June  30,  1894,  the 
average  passenger  fare,  on  the  five  standard-gauge  railroads  terminat- 
ing in  Boston,  ranges  from  1.76  to  1.96  cents  per  mile.  The  average 
for  the  five  roads  grouped  together  is  1.80  cents  per  mile.  That  of 
the  Boston  &  Albany  is  1.79  cents.  Taking  into  account  the  charac- 
ter of  the  service  on  this  road  —  which  the  petitioners  admit  to  be 
excellent  —  and  the  fact  that  the  passenger  rates  in  Massachusetts 
are  lower  than  in  any  other  State  or  section  of  the  country,  it  must  be 
assumed  that  the  rates  of  this  company  as  a  whole  are  reasonable. 
That  being  the  case,  the  pertinent  inquiry  seems  to  be  whether  the 
rates  now  in  question  are  adjusted  as  fairly  as  they  may  be  to  other 
rates  on  the  same  road,  rather  than  how  they  compare  with  the  rates 
on  other  roads. 

2.  In  this  view,  a  comparison  has  been  made  between  the  rates 
from  Boston  to  the  three  Wellesley  stations,  and  those  to  the  inter- 
mediate stations  on  the  Boston  &  Albany  main  line.  Omitting  the 
stations  within  four  miles  of  Boston,  the  rates  appear  to  be  as  shown 
in  the  following  tables  :  —

It  will  be  noticed  that  50  and  100-ride  tickets  are  sold  to  the  inter- 
mediate stations,  but  not  to  the  Wellesley  stations ;  while  season 
tickets  for  one,  two  and  three  months  are  sold  to  the  latter  and  not  to 
the  former  stations.  The  rate  per  total  mile  which  may  be  travelled 
on  the  several  kinds  of  tickets  is  also  seen  to  be  perceptibly  higher 
for  the  Wellesley  stations  than  for  the  adjacent  intermediate  stations, 
except  in  the  case  of  the  two  and  three-months  season  tickets.  The 
difference  of  rate  in  favor  of  the  latter  tickets  seems  to  be  more  than 
offset,  however,  for  purposes  of  general  use,  by  the  fact  that  the 
season  ticket  is  good  only  to  the  purchaser,  and  that,  in  order  to 
realize  the  lower  rate  per  mile  shown  in  the  table,  all  of  the  season- 
ticket  rides  must  be  taken  within  the  time  limited  in  the  ticket.  The 
50  and  100-ride  tickets,  on  the  other  hand,  are  transferable  at  pleas- 
ure, and  are  good  until  used  ;  and  these  tickets  are  earnestly  desired 
by  the  petitioners. 

The  above  differences  are,  of  course,  admitted  by  the  railroad 
company  ;  and  they  are  all  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  intermedi- 
ate stations  are  within  the  "  suburban  limit"  as  now  fixed  by  the 
company,  while  the  three  Wellesley  stations  are  outside  that  limit. 
This  raises  the  question  —  and  it  seems  to  be  the  substantial  ques- 
tion in  the  case  —  whether  or  not  the  people  using  the  three  stations 
referred  to  are  reasonably  entitled  to  the  advantages  of  the  suburban 
ticket  and  rate  system. 
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This  system  is  now  too  familiar,  and  too  firmly  ingrafted  upon  the 
railroad  policy  of  the  State,  to  require  explanation  or  discussion  of 
its  merits.  The  underlying  motive,  from  the  public  standpoint,  is  to 
enable  and  induce,  by  cheap  transportation,  persons  whose  daily 
occupations  are  in  the  city,  to  establish  their  homes  outside  of  the 
limits  of  the  city  proper,  where  land  is  more  abundant  and  the  con- 
ditions for  family  residence  more  attractive  and  wholesome.  The 
railroad  company,  on  the  other  hand,  finds  its  compensation  for  the 
lower  fare  in  the  increased  volume  of  suburban  travel.  The  distinc- 
tive feature  of  the  system,  so  far  as  it  involves  a  discrimination  in 
rates,  was  first  directly  sa,nctioned  by  chapter  348  of  the  Acts  of 
1872,  now  section  183  of  chapter  112  of  the  Public  Statutes,  which 
provides  for  "  cheap  morning  and  evening  railroad  trains  to  and  from 
Boston  ;  "  and  the  limitation  of  the  service  enjoined  by  that  statute 
to  "distances  not  exceeding  fifteen  miles"  out  from  Boston,  is  ap- 
proved by  reason  and  general  usage  as  a  proper  limit,  is  by  fair  infer- 
ence the  intended  statutory  limit,  and  is  to  be  accepted  by  the  Board 
as  the  established  limit,  for  suburban  railroad  service.  Of  course  it 
does  not  follow  that  every  station  within  fifteen  miles  of  Boston, 
without  regard  to  the  character  and  volume  of  its  traffic,  is  a  "  subur- 
ban "  station  in  the  sense  here  contemplated. 

Wellesley  has  a  population  of  about  4,000.  Its  area  is  not  large, 
and  the  density  of  population  is  much  above  the  average  of  towns. 
It  is  connected  with  Boston  by  continuous  macadamized  streets,  side- 
walks, gas  and  electric  lights,  water  supply,  and  other  improvements 
usually  found  within  the  line  of  suburban  occupation.  The  town  has 
many  attractions  for  residence,  and  the  present  and  prospective  use 
of  its  territory  is  almost  exclusively  for  that  purpose.  It  has  no 
manufactories  or  local  industries.  The  business  affairs  and  employ- 
ments of  the  people  are  in  Boston,  and  the  life  of  the  town  is  in  all 
respects  closely  identified  with  that  of  the  city.  There  is  in  con- 
sequence a  constant  stream  of  travel  to  and  from  Boston,  much  of  it 
regular  daily  travel.  Wellesley  is  moreover  the  seat  of  a  large  and 
flourishing  college,  too  well  known  to  need  description,  which,  with 
its  allied  schools,  gives  rise  directly  and  indirectly  to  much  travel  to 
and  from  the  city.  The  same  reasons  which  have  induced  the  rail- 
road companies,  greatly  to  their  credit,  to  sell  "  scholars'  tickets  "  at 
extremely  low  rates,  entitle  this  traflflc  to  at  least  favorable  considera- 
tion. 

The  passenger  earnings  of  the  three  stations  in  question  for  the 
twelve  months  ending  June  30,  1893,  were  $38,441.32.  For  the 
year  ending  May  31,  1894,  there  were  sold  for  passage  between  these 
stations  and  Boston  72,021  single  tickets,  1,737  ten-ride  tickets,  and 
50  one-month,  61  two-months,  and  722  three-months  season  tickets. 
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There  were  also  sold  2,989  ten-ride  tickets  between  these  stations 
and  the  Riverside  and  Auburndale  stations,  most  of  them  presumably 
for  use  in  combination  with  the  cheaper  tickets  between  the  latter 
stations  and  Boston.  All  of  the  above  described  tickets  call  for 
245,533  trips  a  year  between  the  three  Wellesley  stations  and  Bos- 
ton —  an  average  of  about  800  for  each  secular  day. 

All  of  these  stations  are  within  15  miles  of  Boston,  the  most  remote 
being  a  little  less  than  14^  miles.  The  Newton  Lower  Falls  station, 
which,  as  before  stated,  is  in  Wellesley,  and  which  accommodates,  it 
is  said,  about  one-q,uarter  of  the  passenger  traffic  of  the  town,  is 
already  accorded  the  privileges  of  a  suburban  station  ;  and  the  same 
was  formerly  true  of  the  Wellesley  Farms  station.  It  does  not 
appear  that  the  revenue  of  the  company  from  Wellesley  travel  would 
be  materially  affected  if  all  of  the  stations  were  included  within  the 
suburban  limit. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  several 
stations  in  question  may  be  properly  ranked  as  suburban  stations, 
and  that  the  people  using  them  are  fairly  entitled  to  the  same  forms 
of  tickets,  and  to  rates  graduated  upon  the  same  basis,  as  now  estab- 
lished by  the  company  for  the  intermediate  stations  on  its  main  line. 
It  was  asked  in  the  opening  of  the  case,  though  afterwards  left  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Board,  that  these  stations  might  also  continue  to 
have  the  season  tickets.  This  would  be  making  an  exception  in 
favor  of  Wellesley  for  which  no  good  reason  could  be  given.  The 
town  cannot  justly  expect  the  special  advantages  of  both  systems. 

The  Board  therefore  recommends  that,  on  and  after  the  first  day  of 
January,  1895,  all  of  the  Wellesley  stations  be  included  in  the  subur- 
ban ticket  and  rate  system  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Company.

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SPECIAL   REPORTS    ON   RAILROAD   ACCIDENTS. 


Collision  on  the  Providence  Division  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  at  Sharon  Heights,  May  30, 
1894. 

This  was  a  head  collision  of  a  freight  or  berry  train,  bound  north 
to  Boston,  with  a  southbound  local  freight  train  which  was  standing 
at  the  time,  detached  from  its  engine,  on  the  northbound  main  track. 
The  accident  occurred  shortly  after  midnight  on  the  morning  of  May 
30,  1894.  The  fireman  and  head  brakeman  of  the  berry  train  were 
killed,  as  also  a  trespasser  who  was  stealing  a  ride  between  the  cars  ; 
and  there  was  a  bad  wreck  of  engine  and  freight  cars. 

An  investigation  was  had  by  the  Board  June  4,  1894.  The  circum- 
stances were  found  to  be  these  :  The  southbound  local  freight  train 
No.  205  left  Boston  on  the  evening  of  May  29th  at  about  8.25  p.m., 
or  twenty  minutes  behind  its  schedule  time.  It  was  due  at  Sharon 
Heights  at  9.25  p.m.,  but  was  delayed  from  various  causes  so  that  it 
did  not  arrive  there  until  about  12.10  a.m.,  or  nearly  three  hours  late. 
This  train  was  followed  closely  by  an  extra  freight  train,  while 
behind  the  latter  was  the  midnight  mail  train  for  New  York,  which 
was  due  to  pass  the  Sharon  Heights  station  at  about  12.30  a.m. 

The  point  of  collision  was  some  1,350  feet  south  of  the  station. 
Just  before  reaching  the  station,  going  south,  there  is  a  siding,  about 
1,350  feet  long,  which  switches  off  from  the  southbound  main  track. 
About  1,475  feet  south  of  the  station,  there  is  another  siding  of 
nearly  the  same  length,  which  also  switches  off  from  the  southbound 
track,  in  connection  with  a  "  Y  "  leading  to  an  ice  house.  Both  of 
these  sidings  are  entered  by  backing  from  the  southbound  track. 
Just  south  of  the  switch  leading  to  the  last  mentioned  siding,  there  is 
also  a  crossover  which  connects  the  southbound  with  the  northbound 
main  track. 

On  the  night  in  question,  the  local  freight  train  consisted  of 
engine,  tender,  27  cars  and  caboose.  The  train  was  therefore  about 
1,000  feet  in  length,  or  not  too  long  to  be  backed  onto  either  siding, 
provided  the  siding  were  free.  The  conductor  knew  that  he  was 
closely  followed  by  the  extra  freight,  but  passed  by  the  first  siding 
just  north  of  the  station  without  backing  onto  it  as  he  might  have 
done,  and  kept  on,  intending  to  back  his  train  onto  the  siding  south 
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of  the  station,  where  he  had  shifting  to  do,  and  to  let  the  extra 
freight  and  the  mail  train  go  by  him  there.  On  arriving  at  the 
southerly  siding,  however,  he  found  it  occupied  by  eight  or  ten 
freight  cars,  some  of  which  were  to  be  switched  ®ut  and  taken  onto 
his  own  train.  Seeing  that  there  was  not  sufficient  room  on  the 
siding,  he  stopped  his  train  on  the  main  track,  and  the  rear  flagman 
went  back  to  protect  it  against  the  extra  freight  behind. 

The  engine  was  then  uncoupled  and  backed  onto  the  siding,  and 
the  cars  which  were  to  be  taken  on  were  switched  out  and  placed  on 
the  ice  track.  The  extra  freight  having  in  the  meantime  arrived, 
and  waiting  to  pass,  the  engine  of  the  local  freight  was  re-coupled 
to  its  train,  and  the  conductor  gave  orders  to  the  engineer  to  pull 
ahead  and  then  to  back  the  train  over  the  crossover  onto  the  north- 
bound main  track.  As  the  train  moved  forward  over  the  crossover 
switch  preparatory  to  backing,  the  conductor,  who  was  on  the 
ground,  gave  orders,  as  the  engine  passed  him,  to  "  put  out  a  flag." 
The  engineer  and  head  brakeman  testified  that  they  did  not  hear  the 
conductor  give  this  order.  It  was  heard,  apparently,  only  by  the 
the  fireman,  who  informed  the  engineer. 

The  fireman,  accordingly,  just  before  the  train  began  to  back  over 
the  crossover,  took  a  red  lantern,  got  off  the  engine,  placed  the 
light  on  the  ground  abreast  the  engine  between  the  rails  of  the  north- 
bound main  track,  left  it  there,  and  returned  to  his  post  on  the 
engine.  The  light  was  placed  about  1,200  feet  beyond  (or  south) 
of  the  crossover.  The  engineer  saw  the  fireman  leave  the  lantern 
on  the  track  and  return  to  the  engine.  The  brakemen  on  the  train 
all  saw  the  light  set  out,  but  could  not  tell  whether  a  man  stayed 
with  it.  The  conductor  also  saw  a  light  carried  out,  but  did  not  know 
and  did  not  assure  himself  that  a  flagman  remained  in  charge  of  it. 

The  train  was  then  backed  over  the  crossover  onto  the  northbound 
main  track,  and  the  southbound  extra  freight  passed  by  on  the  other 
track.  The  midnight  mail  was  also  due  to  pass  in  a  few  minutes. 
Taking  advantage  of  this  interval,  the  conductor  and  engineer  of  the 
local  freight  again  uncoupled  the  engine  and  resumed  their  shifting 
operations  on  the  siding  and  ice  track,  leaving  the  body  of  their 
train  standing  on  the  northbound  main  track.  Meantime  the  mail 
train  passed  by.  Just  as  the  engine  of  the  local  freight  was 
coupling  onto  the  cars  on  the  ice  track  which  were  to  be  taken  onto 
this  train,  the  berry  train  bound  north  to  Boston  came  up  at  full 
speed  on  the  north  bound  track,  and  crashed  into  the  cars  of  the 
local  freight  train  left  standing  there  as  above  described,  involving, 
as  before  stated,  the  loss  of  three  lives  and  a  serious  destruction  of 
property. 
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The  investigation  disclosed  a  greater  or  less  degree  of  carelessness 
or  negligence  on  the  part  of  all  who  were  at  the  time  cliarged  with 
the  responsible  management  or  protection  of  the  two  colliding  trains  ; 
and  also  an  astonishing  ignorance  of  the  rules  on  the  part  of  some  of 
the  engine  and  train  men. 

In  the  first  place,  the  conductor  of  the  local  freight  should  have  set 
off  his  train  on  the  first  siding  north  of  the  station,  and  thus  have 
avoided  any  occasion  for  obstructing  the  northbound  main  track. 
His  reason  for  not  doing  so  was  probably  because,  being  already 
much  behind  time,  he  did  not  want  to  lose  more  time  by  stopping  on 
a  siding  where  he  had  no  shifting  to  do.  He  therefore  ran  by  this 
siding,  hoping  to  find  room  for  his  train  on  the  southerly  siding,  and 
to  be  able  to  proceed  with  his  shifting  there  while  waiting  for  the 
extra  freight  and  mail  trains  to  go  by.  He  testified  that  he  usually 
set  off  his  train  on  the  latter  siding,  and  should  have  done  so  on  this 
occasion  had  he  found  that  there  was  room  enough  for  it.  Finding 
this  siding  occupied,  he  was  right,  however,  in  not  then  attempting 
to  back  his  train  back  to  the  northerly  siding  in  the  face  of  the 
approaching  extra  and  mail  trains.  The  alternative  was  to  back  it 
over  the  crossover  on  to  the  north  bound  main  track.  This  course  he 
adopted,  taking,  as  he  then  supposed,  sufficient  precaution  to  protect 
the  train  by  ordering  out  a  signal. 

There  was,  however,  a  serious  failure  properly  to  protect  the  train 
by  the  signals  required  in  such  an  emergency.  In  placing  the 
responsibility  for  this  neglect,  the  following  extracts  from  the  rules 
for  the  protection  of  trains,  are  in  point :  — 

Rule  96.  In  case  of  accident  or  delay,  or  of  obstruction  of  the  track,  or 
when  crossing  from  one  ti'ack  to  another,  employees  must  not  fail  to  bear 
in  mind  that  extra  trains  are  at  all  times  to  be  expected,  and  therefore 
the  most  careful  compliance  with  the  precautions  for  safety  is  necessary. 
Trains  tnust  not  cross  from  one  main  track  to  or  over  the  other,  unless 
thoroughly  protected  by  the  proper  signals. 

Rule  97;  When  a  train  is  detained  at  any  of  its  usual  stops,  where  the 
rear  of  the  train  can  be  plainly  seen  from  a  train  following  at  a  distance  of 
at  least  one  mile,  or  if  any  stoj?  is  made  where  the  rear  may  be  seen  by  any 
following  train  at  that  distance,  the  flagman  must  go  back  with  the  danger 
signals  not  less  than  one-fourth  mile  (nine  telegraph  poles),  and  as  much 
farther  as  grade  or  other  circumstances  may  render  it  necessary  for  the 
proper  protection  of  his  train ;  but  if,  by  reason  of  grade,  curve,  storm, 
fog,  darkness  or  other  cause,  the  rear  of  his  train  cannot  be  plainly  seen  at 
a  distance  of  at  least  one  mile,  the  flagman  must  go  back  not  less  than  one- 
half  mile  (eighteen  telegraph  poles),  and  then  must  be  governed  by  Rule 
No.  99.  When  it  is  necessary  to  protect  the  front  of  the  train,  the  same  pre- 
cautions must  be  observed  by  the  front  brakeman  or  firemayi ;  and  the  engine- 
man  must  see  that  it  is  done. 
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Rule  99.  When  a  train  is  stopped  by  an  accident,  obstruction,  or  other- 
wise detained,  the  flagman  must  immediately  go  back  with  the  danger 
signals  to  stop  any  train  following,  as  required  by  Rules  Nos.  96  and  97. 
At  a  point  one-fourth  mile  (nine  telegraph  poles)  from  his  train  he  must 
place  one  torpedo  on  the  rail ;  he  must  then  continue  to  a  distance  of  one- 
half  mile  (eighteen  telegraph  poles)  from  his  train  and  place  tivo  torpedoes 
on  the  rail  ten  yards  apart  (one  rail  length),  when  he  may  return  to  a 
point  one-fourth  mile  (nine  telegraph  poles)  from  his  train,  and  he  must 
remain  there  until  recalled  by  the  proper  whistle  from  his  engine.  When 
he  comes  in,  he  will  remove  the  torpedo  nearest  to  the  train,  but  the  two 
torpedoes  must  be  left  as  a  caution  signal  to  any  following  train. 

Rule  100.  Freight  or  working  trains  having  work  to  do  on  any  other 
track  may  cross  over  if  no  passenger  train  is  due,  provided  no  approaching 
freight  train  is  in  sight ;  and  also  provided  that  a  flagman  has  been  sent 
with  danger  signals,  as  provided  in  Rule  No.  99,  not  less  than  one  mile  in 
the  direction  of  the  expected  train. 

Rule  120.  Conductors  and  enginer)ien  will  be  held  equally  responsible  for 
the  violation  of  any  of  the  rules  governing  the  safety  of  their  trains,  and 
they  must  take  every  precaution  for  the  protection  of  their  trains,  even  if 
not  provided  for  by  the  rules. 

It  is  evident,  as  already  said,  that  there  was  a  failure  properly  to 
comply  with  these  rules  in  the  present  case.  It  will  be  seen,  however, 
from  the  clauses  italicized  in  the  rules  as  printed  above,  that,  while  the 
conductor  and  engineer  are  held  equally  responsible  for  the  proper 
protection  of  trains,  it  is  made  the  specific  duty  of  the  engi^ieer, 
when  the  front  of  a  train  is  to  be  protected,  to  see  that  the  re- 
quired signals  are  given  by  the  head  brakeman  or  fireman.  That 
was  the  case  here.  The  front  of  the  train  required  to  be  protected. 
The  fireman  undertook  to  do  it,  and  the  engineer  was  expressly 
bound  by  the  rules  to  see  that  it  was  properly  done.  The  conductor 
was  at  the  time  on  the  gi'ound  at  or  near  the  rear  of  the  train,  and 
his  attention  was  occupied  with  other  duties.  He  saw  the  red  light 
carried  out  from  the  engine,  and  had  a  right  to  presume  that  the 
engineer  would  properly  attend  to  the  signals  for  warning  approach- 
ing trains.  The  only  blame  which  seems  justly  to  attach  to  the  con- 
ductor, is  the  fact  that  he  did  not  set  off  his  train,  as  he  might  and 
should  have  done,  on  the  first  siding  he  reached,  north  of  the  station, 
and  thus  insure  beyond  a  question  the  safety  of  all  concerned. 

The  engineer  and  fireman  of  the  local  freight,  on  the  other  hand, 
were  clearly  guilty  of  negligence  in  not  properly  protecting  the  train. 
The  red  light  should  not  have  been  set  down  and  left  on  the  track. 
The  engineer  should  have  sent  a  man,  either  the  fireman  or  head 
brakeman,  forward  with  it,  and  with  torpedoes,  to  warn  the  approach- 
ing train.  The  light,  moreover,  was  placed  at  a  point  only  about 
1,500  feet  (llA  telegraph  poles)  in  front  of  the  obstructing  train. 
The  fireman  testified  that  he  knew  they  were  going  to  back  onto  the 
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northbound  main  track,  but  that  he  thought  the  light  was  placed  far 
enough  ahead,  as  the  night  was  clear.  He  did  not  know,  he  said, 
that  it  was  the  duty  of  a  flagman  in  protecting  his  train  to  go  half  a 
mile  (18  telegraph  poles)  away  from  it.  The  head  brakeman  is  not 
blamable,  as  he  was  not  ordered  to  take  the  light.  The  blame  in  this 
case  rests  chiefly  if  not  solely  on  the  engineer  for  not  seeing  to  it 
that  the  proper  signals  were  given.  The  rules  are  specific  on  this 
point,  and  his  duty  was  clear. 

But  whatever  the  degree  of  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  conductor, 
fireman  or  engineer,  of  the  local  freight  in  not  properly  handling  or 
protecting  their  train,  a  more  direct  responsibility  for  the  collision 
rests  on  the  engineer  of  the  berry  train.  The  latter  claimed  not  only 
that  there  was  no  red  light  on  the  track,  but  that  the  electric  signal 
which  protects  the  block  in  which  the  accident  occurred,  and  which  is 
located  about  four-fifths  of  a  mile  back  (or  south)  from  the  point  of 
collision,  was  at  safety  when  he  approached  it.  Neith-er  of  these 
claims  is  sustained  by  the  evidence  in  the  case. 

All  of  the  crew  of  the  local  freight  train  saw  the  red  light  carried 
out,  and  the  crossing  tender  at  Talbot's  crossing,  which  is  2,371  feet 
south  of  the  point  of  collision,  saw  it  burning  as  the  berry  train  drew 
near.  The  fact  is  that  the  engineer  of  the  berry  train  ran  over  the 
lighted  lantern  without  seeing  it.  After  the  accident  its  fragments 
were  found  on  the  track  by  one  of  his  own  brakemen,  at  the  point 
where  the  fireman  of  the  local  freight  had  left  it,  1,500  feet  back 
from  the  point  of  collision. 

The  engineer  of  the  berry  train  also  failed  to  heed  the  continuous 
automatic  block  signals  with  which  this  portion  of  the  road  is  equipped. 
These  signals  are  of  the  type  manufactured  by  the  Union  Switch  & 
Signal  Company.  The  last  block  signal  passed  by  him,  No.  372,  was 
4,394  feet  back  (or  south)  from  the  point  of  collision.  The  rule 
governing  the  observance  of  these  signals  by  engineers  is  as  fol- 
lows :  — 

Rule  64  e.  The  block  signals  should  change  from  "  white  "  to  "  red  "  in 
the  face  of  the  engineman  as  he  ai^proaches  within  about  100  feet  of  the 
signal.  If  he  finds  a  signal  "  white,"  and  it  does  not  change  on  passing  it, 
he  may  know  that  it  is  out  of  order,  and  it  should  govern  him  the  same  as 
if  it  were  at  '■^danger.''"'  There  m,ust  not  he  any  failure,  on  the  part  of  the 
engineman,  to  observe  whether  the  signals  turn  from  white  to  red. 

The  engineer  of  the  berry  train  testified  that  signal  No.  372,  as  he 
approached  it,  was  white  or  at  safety  ;  but  he  admitted  that  some- 
thing in  the  cab  attracted  his  attention,  and  that  he  looked  away 
from  the  signal  and  did  not  observe,  as  he  should  have  done,  whether 
or  not  it  turned  to  red  in  his  face.     He  stated  that  his  fireman  told 
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him  that  the  signal  was  all  right.  The  fireman  unfortunately  was 
killed,  so  that  this  statement  could  not  be  corroborated.  In  spite  of 
the  testimony  of  the  engineer,  there  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt, 
upon  all  the  evidence,  that  the  signal,  at  the  time  he  approached  it, 
was  red  or  at  danger.  Probably  the  engineer,  if  he  saw  the  signal 
at  all,  gave  no  attention  to  it.  After  the  accident,  he  and  tlie  gen- 
eral superintendent  of  the  road  went  back  together  and  found  the 
signal  at  danger.  An  examination  of  the  signals  along  this  portion 
of  the  line,  made  after  the  accident  by  the  electrical  engineer  of  the 
road  and  by  the  engineer  of  the  Union  Switch  &  Signal  Company, 
showed  that  they  were  all  in  proper  working  condition.  When  the 
cars  which  had  not  been  wrecked  were  pulled  back  out  of  the  section 
or  block  protected  by  the  signal  in  question,  the  signal  changed  from 
danger  to  safety  —  showing  conclusively  that  it  was  in  working 
order.  It  was  observed,  however,  that  one  pair  of  drivers  of  the 
wrecked  engine  were  still  apparently  on  the  rails ;  and  the  engineer 
based  on  this  fact  a  claim  that  the  signal  was  not  woi'king  properly, 
inasmuch  as  a  single  pair  of  wheels  on  the  track  at  the  place  of  the 
wreck,  should,  if  they  had  closed  the  circuit,  have  kept  the  signal  at 
danger.  The  fact  that  they  did  not  keep  it  so,  merely  shows  that 
they  did  not  close  the  circuit.  It  appeared  that  the  engine  drivers 
had  been  got  back  onto  the  rails  by  the  the  use  of  wooden  blocks  ; 
and  the  probable  explanation  is  that  they  were  resting  one  or  both 
on  pieces  or  slivers  of  wood  in  such  a  way  as  to  prevent  the  direct 
contact  with  the  rails  necessary  to  close  the  circuit. 

Whether,  however,  the  block  signal  was  at  safety  or  at  danger 
when  the  engineer  approached  it,  and  even  assuming  that  he  was 
correct  in  stating  that  it  was  at  safety,  he  admits  that  he  neglected 
to  observe  whether  or  not  it  turned  to  danger  in  his  face  ;  and  he  was 
therefore  guilty  by  his  own  confession  of  gross  negligence  in  dis- 
regarding a  regulation  which  duty  and  safety  required  him  to  obey. 

He  also  claims  that  he  was  prevented  from  seeing  the  train  in 
front  of  him  until  the  very  instant  before  he  struck  it,  by  the  exhaust 
steam  from  the  local  freight  engine,  which  was  standing  on  the  ice 
track,  and  by  the  glare  of  its  headlight.  However  that  may  be,  it  is 
impossible  to  find  any  adequate  excuse  not  only  for  his  neglect  duly 
to  observe  the  block  signal,  but  still  more  for  his  failure  to  see  and 
heed  the  red  light  on  the  track.  This  light  was  distinctly  seen  by 
the  crossing  tender  at  Talbot's  crossing  just  before  the  engineer  ran 
over  it.  It  could  and  should  have  been  seen  as  well  by  the  engineer 
when  approaching  that  crossing ;  and  that  was  half  a  mile  back  from 
the  point  of  collision. 

The  failure  to  see  and  heed  both  or  either  of  these  danger  signals 
can  be  accounted  for  only  on  the  ground  of  criminal  inattention  to 
duty.     Gross  negligence  like  this  on  the  part  of  one  employee,  finds 
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no  sufHcient  excuse  in  carelessness  or  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of 
some  other  employee.  Failing  utterly  to  see  or  heed  the  signals 
which  he  had  for  his  warning,  and  which  with  ordinary  vigilance  on 
his  part  were  ample  to  avert  the  disaster,  the  engineer  of  the  berry 
train  cannot  be  heard  to  plead  in  his  own  defence  that  he  would 
probably  have  seen  and  heeded  some  different  signal  if  only  it  had 
been  given.  The  responsibility  cannot  thus  be  shifted  on  the  men  of 
the  other  train.  The  direct  and  most  weighty  responsibility  for  the 
disaster  remains  with  the  engineer  of  the  berry  train. 

No  one  else  on  that  train,  unless  it  may  have  been  the  fireman  or 
the  head  brakenian,  both  of  whom  were  on  the  engine  and  were 
killed  in  the  wreck,  appears  to  have  been  in  any  way  at  fault. 

The  investigation  of  this  accident,  as  already  suo-gested,  developed 
a  remarkable  ignorance  of  the  rules  on  the  part  of  some  of  the 
employees.  The  conductor  and  engineer  of  the  local  freight  train, 
for  example,  although  they  had  copies  of  the  rules,  did  not  know 
them  thoroughly,  and  were  confused  in  regard  to  the  proper  manner 
of  flagging  trains  ;  while  the  fireman  and  head  brakeman,  as  well 
as  one  brakeman  on  the  berry  train,  testified  that  they  had  never 
received  a  copy  of  the  rules,  and  had  never  asked  for  one.  Whatever 
knowledge  they  had  regarding  the  distance  which  it  was  necessary  to 
go  forward  or  back  in  flagging  a  train,  etc.,  was  derived  from  com- 
mon talk  among  their  fellows. 

The  disastrous  results  of  such  ignorance  in  this  case,  and  in  too  many 
similar  cases  of  train  accident,  emphasize  the  importance  of  adopting 
some  method  by  which  it  may  be  made  certain  that  all  railroad 
employees,  in  the  operating  department,  shall  not  only  receive  a  copy 
of  the  rules,  but  shall  study  and  understand  them.  Every  such 
employee  should  be  furnished  with  or  required  to  procure,  and  should 
give  a  receipt  for,  a  copy  of  the  book  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  operating  employees  ;  and  a  record  or  list  should  be 
kept  by  which  it  may  be  known  in  each  case  that  this  has  been  done. 

It  would  seem  to  be  also  highly  desirable,  in  the  interest  of  cor- 
porate economy  as  well  as  of  public  safety,  that  some  systematic 
means  should  be  adopted  for  the  instruction  of  employees  in  the 
meaning  and  practical  application  of  the  rules  to  their  several  lines 
of  duty.  The  saving  in  destruction  of  property,  to  say  nothing  of 
loss  of  life,  would  with  hardly  a  doubt  more  than  overbalance  the 
cost  of  such  a  system  of  instruction.     (See  pages  32-34,  ante.)

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Collision  at  Crossing  of  Fitchburg  and  Boston  &  Maine  Rail- 
roads, IN  Charlestown,  April  17,  1894.

The  Massachusetts  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners^ 

Hon.  John  E.  Sanford,  Chairman. 

Gentlemen  : —  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  with 
regard  to  the  accident  which  occurred  April  17th,  at  the  crossing  of 
the  Fitchburg  Railroad  with  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  in  Charles- 
town.  At  your  request  I  have  looked  over  the  ground  and  examined 
the  interlocking  system  recently  put  in  operation,  with  the  special 
object  of  determining  whether  there  was  evidence  of  any  fault  in  the 
operation  of  the  signals. 

I  need  not  detail  the  circumstances  of  the  accident,  as  they  are 
already  well  known  to  yourselves.  Briefly  stated,  a  switching  engine 
coming  inward  on  track  No.  4  crossed  the  Fitchburg  tracks  and  came 
to  a  stop  on  the  crossing  at  Austin  Street.  The  engineer  desired  to 
proceed  from  this  point  by  means  of  the  cross-over  switches  to  track 
No.  1,  and  then  to  back  into  the  engine  house.  He  waited  upon  the 
crossing  until  the  dwarf  signal  governing  the  cross-overs  was  cleared. 
While  waiting,  this  dwarf  signal  was  against  him,  and  as  soon  as  it 
was  cleared  he  proceeded  through  the  cross-overs  as  indicated.  Be- 
fore being  able  to  back  into  the  round  house,  it  is  necessary  to  pro- 
ceed on  track  No.  1  over  the  Fitchburg  tracks,  this  point  being 
protected  by  a  semaphore  signal  which  is  interlocked  with  the  Fitch- 
burg signals  and  derails.  The  engineer  of  the  switcher,  Mr.  Stone, 
was  apparently  proceeding  at  a  considerable  speed  through  the  cross- 
overs, and  collided  with  a  Fitchburg  passenger  train  passing  outward 
on  the  middle  Fitchburg  track. 

Stone  asserts  that,  while  standing  on  the  Austin  Street  crossing, 
both  the  dwarf  signal  and  the  semaphore  signal  were  against  him  ; 
that  he  waited  until  the  dwarf  signal  was  cleared,  and  then  started 
to  go  through  the  cross-overs,  and  that  the  semaphore  signal  was  also 
cleared.  He  saw  the  Fitchburg  train  upon  the  crossing  when  a  short 
distance  off.  He  reversed  his  engine,  but  did  not  apply  sand.  The 
engine  was    not   provided   with   driving-wheel    brakes.     The  result 
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appears  to  have  been  that  the  reversing  caused  the  wheels  to  slide, 
and  he  was  unable  to  avoid  a  collision.  The  time  at  his  disposal  was 
no  doubt  short,  or  he  would  have  thought  to  apply  sand  ;  and  it 
seems  reasonable  to  conclude  that  he  was  probably  running  at  a 
somewhat  higher  rate  of  speed  than  was  usual  under  the  circum- 
stances. 

The  main  point  in  connection  with  this  accident  is  the  question 
whether  the  semaphore  signal  governing  track  No.  1  was  clear,  as 
Stone  asserts.  If  it  was  clear,  the  fault  lies  in  the  signal  system  ; 
if  blocked,  the  fault  lies  with  Stone. 

The  signals  at  this  crossing  are  interlocked  in  such  a  way  that,  if 
they  are  obeyed,  no  accident  is  possible.  Moreover,  should  a  signal 
governing  a  Fitchburg  track  be  disobeyed,  derailing  switches  would 
throw  off  the  train.  Should  a  signal  on  the  Boston  &  Maine  be  dis- 
obeyed, derailing  switches  would  in  certain  cases  be  operated  ;  but,  in 
the  case  of  the  movement  which  Stone  was  executing,  no  derailing 
switch  is  provided  or  is  easily  feasible.  The  dwarf  signal  governing 
the  cross-overs  is  not  interlocked  with  the  semaphore  signal  which  gov- 
erns an  engineer  desiring  to  cross  the  Fitchburg  track  on  track  No.  1, 
for  the  reason  that  these  two  signals  are  some  distance  apart,  and  it 
is  often  necessary  to  carry  on  various  shifting  movements  through  the 
cross-overs  south  of  the  semaphore,  even  when  the  passage  across  the 
Fitchburg  tracks  is  blocked  by  the  semaphore.  If  the  dwarf  signal 
and  semaphore  signal  were  interlocked,  such  movements  would  be 
impossible,  unless  the  passage  across  the  Fitchburg  tracks  were  clear, 
and  these  various  shifting  movements  between  Austin  Street  and  the 
crossing  would  be  hampered. 

It  is  certain  that  the  signal  governing  the  west-bound  track  on  the 
Fitchburg  was  cleared  before  the  passage  of  the  Fitchburg  train. 
When  this  signal  was  cleared  the  semaphore  governing  the  Boston  & 
Maine  tracks,  and  which  should  have  governed  Stone's  movement, 
must,  have  been  blocked.  As  already  stated.  Stone  claims  that,  as 
he  approached  the  signal,  it  was  at  safety.  After  the  accident,  how- 
ever, he  looked  at  it  and  it  was  at  danger.  Other  employees  of  the 
road  feel  sure  that  the  semaphore  was  against  Stone  all  the  time.  My 
investigation  leads  me  to  conclude  without  any  question  that  Stone 
must  have  made  a  mistake  ;  that  when  the  dwarf  signal  was  given 
him,  he  started  through  the  crossing  without  looking  at  the  sema- 
phore ;  that  he  proceeded  quite  rapidly  ;  and  that  the  semaphore  was 
against  him  all  the  time. 

As  already  stated,  there  is  a  derailing  switch  on  the  Fitchburg 
track.  The  point  of  this  switch  is  about  160  feet  from  the  point 
where  the  collision  occurred.     The  Fitchburg  train  consisted  of  an 
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engine,  tender,  combination  car  and  two  coaches.  Stone  struck  the 
combination  car  at  about  its  middle.  Allowing  50  feet  for  the  length 
of  each  coach  and  60  feet  for  the  combination  car,  the  rear  of  the 
Fitchburg  train,  when  Stone  struck  it,  must  have  been  at  least  130 
feet  back  of  the  crossing,  or  say  30  feet  beyond  the  point  of  the 
derail.  The  operator  in  the  tower  states  that  after  the  accident  the 
rear  car  was  upon  the  detector  bar  of  the  derail,  instead  of  beyond 
it.  If  this  is  correct,  the  semaphore  which  governed  Stone  could  not 
possibly  liave  been  cleared.  The  rear  car  of  the  Fitchburg  train  was 
not  derailed ;  therefore  the  derailing  switch  must  have  been  set  in 
proper  position  for  the  passage  of  the  train  at  the  time  that  this  car 
passed  over  it.  Now,  when  this  switch  is  set  in  proper  position  for 
the  passage  of  a  train,  the  semaphore  signals  governing  the  Boston  & 
Maine  tracks  must  be  blocked. 

Moreover,  the  operator  at  the  tower  states  that,  at  the  time  of  this 
accident,  not  only  had  the  route  been  cleared  for  the  out-bound 
Fitchburg  train,  but  the  route  had  also  been  cleared  for  an  approach- 
ing in-bound  Fitchburg  train.  In  order  to  clear  the  Boston  &  Maine 
semaphore,  it  would  therefore  have  been  necessary  to  throw  the 
derail  on  the  out-bound  Fitchburg  track  and  to  block  the  in-bound 
Fitchburg  track,  after  which  the  Boston  &  Maine  semaphore  could  be 
cleared. 

Now,  since  the  rear  truck  of  the  Fitchburg  train  had,  when  the 
accident  occurred,  gone  not  over  30  feet  beyond  the  derailing  switch, 
it  follows  that,  if  the  Boston  &  Maine  semaphore  was  clear,  as  Stone 
says  it  was,  these  movements  must  have  been  executed  during  the  time 
that  it  took  the  Fitchburg  train  to  travel  30  feet. 

I  have  measured  the  time  necessary  to  throw  the  out-bound  Fitch- 
burg derail  and  clear  the  Boston  &  Maine  semaphore ;  and  these  two 
movements  appear  to  require  about  five  seconds.  To  execute  the  pre- 
liminary movements  which  would  have  been  necessary  at  the  time  in 
question,  before  the  Maine  semaphore  could  have  been  cleared, 
would  no  doubt  require  more  than  five  seconds. 

The  time  which  it  would  take  a  train  travelling  at  even  as  slow 
a  speed  as  five  miles  an  hour  (and  the  Fitchburg  train  was  no 
doubt  going  faster  than  this)  to  go  30  feet,  would  be  only  about 
four  seconds.  It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  it  would  be  practically 
impossible  to  clear  the  Maine  signal  after  the  Fitchburg  train  was 
given  the  right  of  way;  and,  as  Stone  says  that  the  semaphore  was 
against  him  when  he  was  standing  on  Austin  Street,  I  think  it  must 
have  been  against  him  all  the  time,  and  that  he  made  a  mistake,  or 
else  did  not  observe  the  semaphore  after  the  dwarf  signal  was  cleared 
for  him. 
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One  further  point  deserves  mention  in  connection  witli  this  acci- 
dent. It  has  ah-eady  been  stated  that  the  switching  engine  was  not 
provided  with  brakes  on  the  driving  wheels,  and  that,  according  to 
Stone's  statement,  when  he  reversed  the  engine  the  wheels  slipped, 
and  he  was  unable  to  stop  in  time  to  prevent  the  collision.  It  is,  of 
course,  impossible  to  say  how  fast  he  was  running,  or  how  far  distant 
he  was  from  the  Fitchburg  train  at  the  time  when  he  reversed  ;  but 
there  is  every  probability  that,  if  his  engine  had  been  provided  with 
driving-wheel  brakes,  he  would  have  been  able  to  stop  in  time  to  pre- 
vent the  collision,  or  at  all  events  he  could  have  made  it  much  less 
serious  than  it  was.  This  instance  is  another  which  shows  the  neces- 
sity of  providing  on  engines  and  trains  the  most  efficient  brake  power 
possible.

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RATES  FOR  THE  TRANSPORTATION   OF  MILK. 


Petition  of  Frank  P.  Todd  for  Revision  of  Milk  Tariff  on  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad. 

The  petition,  which  was  filed  November  29,  1893,  is  as  follows  :  — 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  Massachusetts. 

Eespectfully  represents  the  undersigned,  Frank  P.  Todd  of  Rowley,  in 
the  County  of  Essex  in  said  Commonwealth,  that  he  is  a  milk  producer, 
and  desires  to  forward  milk  by  the  can  over  the  Eastern  division  of  the- 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  from  said  Rowley  to  Swamj)scott  in  said  County 
of  Essex,  a  distance  not  exceeding  twenty  miles. 

That  he  is  at  present,  and  for  some  time  past  has  been,  forwarding  milk 
by  the  can  over  said  line  of  railroad ;  that  said  railroad  corporation  receives, 
forwards  and  delivers  milk  in  large  quantities  under  contract,  lease,  hiring 
of  cars  and  otherwise,  over  said  portion  of  its  line,  for  others,  and  for  so- 
doing  furnishes  and  allows  certain  facilities  and  advantages  as  regards- 
time,  care  and  preservation  of  the  milk,  and  return  of  the  empty  cans, 
without  at  the  same  time  furnishing  or  providing  the  same  or  equal  facili- 
ties and  advantages  to  your  jDetitioner  for  receiving,  forwarding  and  deliv- 
ering milk  by  the  can,  and  without  establishing  a  tariff  for  milk  by  the 
can  which  is  fairly  pro23ortionate  with  the  rate  or  price  which  it  charges 
and  receives  as  aforesaid  for  milk  in  large  quantities ;  and  that  said  tariff 
rates  for  milk  by  the  can  are  unreasonably  high  as  compared  with  the  rates 
charged  and  received  by  said  railroad  corporation  for  milk  in  lai'ge  quan- 
tities. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioner  prays  that  jonr  honorable  Board  ascertain 
and  compare  the  tariff  established  as  aforesaid  for  milk  by  the  can,  with 
the  rate  or  price  charged  or  received  by  said  corporation  as  aforesaid  for 
milk  in  large  quantities,  over  said  portion  of  said  railroad,  and  revise  said 
tariff  rates  for  milk  by  the  can,  and  fix  the  same  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Board  may  be  fairly  proportionate  with  the  rate  or  price  for  milk  in  large 
quantities,  including  the  same  cai'e  and  px'eservation  of  the  milk  and  return 
of  the  empty  cans,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  210  of  the 
Acts  of  1893,  relating  to  the  transportation  of  milk.

Notice  of  the  petition  and  of  the  time  of  hearing  thereon  was  given 
to  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  ;  and  both  parties  appeared  and 
were  fully  heard  on  January  3  and  12,  and  February  9,  1894.  James 
A.  McGeough,  Esq.",  counsel  for  the  petitioner,  and  Sigourney  But- 
ler, Esq.,  for  the  railroad  corporation,  at  the  several  hearings. 

The  petitioner  is  a  producer  and  forwarder  of  milk  from  Rowley  to 
Swampscott,  a  distance  of    19   miles,  over  one  of  the   lines   of  the 
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respondent  corporation.  The  average  daily  quantity  sliipped  by  him 
is  43  cans.  The  milk  is  transported  in  the  ordinary  baggage  car  of 
a  regular  passenger  train,  and  the  empty  cans  are  returned  in  the 
same  way. 

The  petitioner  concedes  that  the  "facilities  and  advantages" 
which  are  furnished  him  for  "receiving,  forwarding  and  delivering" 
his  milk,  as  "  regards  time,  care  and  preservation  of  the  milk  and  the 
return  of  the  empty  cans,"  are  satisfactory.  His  complaint  is  that 
the  rate  or  price  which  he  is  charged  for  "  milk  by  the  can"  is  not 
"fairly  proportionate,"  and  is  "unreasonably  high,"  as  compared 
with  the  rate  or  price  charged  by  the  railroad  company  for  the  trans- 
portation of  "  milk  in  large  quantities  "  over  the  same  line  or  portion 
of  its  road. 

The  statute  of  1893,  chapter  210,  under  which  this  petition  is 
brought,  gives  the  Board  no  authority  to  prescribe  or  revise  the  rates 
which  a  railroad  company  may  charge  for  the  transportation  of  milk 
in  large  quantities.  The  power  of  the  Board  under  the  statute  is 
limited  to  the  fixing  of  such  rates  for  milk  by  the  can  as  in  its  judg- 
ment are  fairly  proportionate  with  those  which  are  charged  by  the 
company  for  milk  in  large  quantities.  In  order  to  make  such  com- 
parison the  Board  must  ascertain  what  the  latter  rates  are,  though 
it  cannot  change  them. 

The  statute  repeatedly  uses  the  phrase  "  milk  by  the  can  "  in  con- 
tradistinction to  "  milk  in  large  quantities,"  but  without  defining 
these  terms.  Milk  by  the  can  must  evidently  mean  milk  in  small 
quantities.  Milk,  as  merchandise,  is  uniformly  transported  on 
the  railroads  of  this  State  in  cans.  A  large  or  small  quantity  of 
milk,  in  the  contemplation  of  the  statute,  must  therefore  be  a  large  or 
small  number  of  cans  of  milk  ;  and  whatever  the  tariff  or  price  for  the 
transportation  of  milk  in  any  case  may  be,  or  however  fixed,  it  is 
reducible,  if  not  so  expressed,  to  a  rate  by  the  can. 

Milk  is  transported  on  the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad  in  two  ways  : 
in  baggage  cars  on  passenger  trains,  as  in  the  case  of  the  petitioner; 
and  in  milk  cars,  so  called,  used  solely  for  the  conveyance  of  milk, 
and  run  in  connection  with  freight  trains.  The  latter  are  fitted  up 
with  closets,  shelves  and  other  special  conveniences  for  the  carriage 
and  preservation  of  milk  in  cans.  The  cars  are  built  and  owned  by  the 
railroad  company,  but  are  leased  to  milk  contractors,  so  called,  with 
the  right  of  exclusive  use.  Three  such  cars  are  run  daily  over  the 
same  division  and  line  of  railroad  as  that  on  which  the  petitioner's 
milk  is  carried  :  one  from  Northampton,  N.  H.,  to  Boston,  a  distance 
of  51  miles,  and  two  from  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  to  Lynn,  a  distance  of 
46  miles. 

The  conditions  as  well  as  the  methods  of  transportation  are  differ- 
ent.    The  petitioner  brings  his  cans  of  milk  to  the  Rowley  station 
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and  places  them  on  a  railroad  truck  ;  and  there  his  personal  connec- 
tion with  the  transportation  ceases.  The  cans  are  loaded  into  the 
baggage  car,  taken  charge  of  while  in  transit,  unloaded  and  delivered 
at  Swampscott,  and  the  empty  cans  are  loaded,  returned  and  delivered 
to  him  at  the  home  station,  by  the  employees  and  at  the  sole  cost  of 
"the  railroad  company ;  and  the  car  is  warmed  at  its  expense  in  cold 
weather.  The  petitioner's  milk  is  not  iced  in  summer,  either  by  him 
or  by  the  company. 

For  the  contractor,  on  the  other  hand,  the  railroad  company 
merely  furnishes  and  hauls  the  car.  For  this  the  contractor  pays  the 
company  $3,000  a  year.  To  put  the  contractor  on  the  same  footing 
with  the  petitioner,  there  must  evidently  be  added  to  this  sum  the 
cost  to  the  contractor  of  doing  for  himself  what  the  company  does 
for  the  petitioner,  in  the  handling  and  caring  for  the  milk  and  empty 
oans,  as  above  described,  and  in  warming  the  car.  The  total  cost  of 
this  corresponding  service  for  a  3'ear,  —  taking  the  items  of  such  cost 
as  given  at  the  hearings  by  one  of  the  contractors,  and  adding  thereto 
his  estimate  of  the  extra  loss  from  spilled  milk  by  reason,  as  alleged, 
of  the  more  violent  jerking  and  jolting  of  freight  trains,  — is  $2,566.80. 
Calling  it  in  round  numbers  and  for  liberal  allowance  $2,750.00,  the 
cost  of  railroad  transportation  to  the  contractor  for  a  year,  including 
the  rent  of  the  car,  is  $5,750.00  per  car. 

The  shelf  capacity  of  the  car,  taking  no  account  of  the  additional 
floor  room,  is  770  cans  per  day,  or  281,050  cans  per  year.  The 
actual  number  of  cans  carried  the  last  year  in  the  milk  car  in  ques- 
tion was  251,375.  If  the  number  of  cans  first  named  be  taken  as 
the  measure  of  the  transportation  furnished  by  the  railroad  company, 
the  rate  per  can  to  the  contractor  ($5,750.00  -^  281,050)  is  2.05 
cents.  Taking  the  actual  number  of  cans  carried,  his  rate  ($5,750.00 
-f-  251,375)  is  2.29  cents  per  can. 

The  petitioner  pays  for  his  milk  in  accordance  with  the  tariff  estab- 
lished by  the  company  for  milk  transported  on  passenger  trains. 
This  tariff  is  graduated  to  distances  of  less  than  20,  50  or  100  miles, 
and  100  miles  or  more,  and  to  daily  quantities  of  less  than  20,  30, 
40,  50,  75  or  100  cans,  and  100  cans  or  more.  The  limited  numbers 
of  cans  specified  in  the  tariff,  up  to  100  cans,  may  be  regarded  for 
the  present  purpose  as  small  quantities,  and  the  unlimited  numbers 
■of  cans  (100  cans  or  more)  as  large  quantities.  The  rates  for  the 
smallest  quantity  named  (20  cans  or  less)  scale  according  to  distance 
from  5  to  8  cents  per  can  ;  and  the  rates  for  large  quantities,  from  3 
to  6  cents  per  can.  The  rates  for  intermediate  quantities  range,  of 
course,  between  these  extremes.  The  average  rate  paid  by  the  peti- 
tioner, whose  distance  is  19  miles  and  average  daily  quantity  43  cans, 
is  4.33  cents  per  can. 

The  above  tariff  is  based  substantially  on  the  company's  excess 
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baggage  rate,  and  that  again  is  based  on  the  passenger  ticket  rate ;. 
but  the  price  of  a  single  ticket,  and  not  the  rate  per  ride  or  trip  on  a 
commutation  or  season  ticket,  is  taken  as  the  basis.  The  price  of  a 
single  ticket  between  Rowley  and  Swampscott  is  49  cents  ;  while  the 
rate  per  ride  on  a  3-months  ticket,  is  about  14  cents.  In  framing  the 
milk  tariff,  no  account  seems  to  have  been  taken  of  the  fact  that  the 
shipper  of  milk,  like  the  season  ticket  passenger,  is,  and  under  that 
tariff  must  be,  a  daily  customer  of  the  company. 

As  already  stated,  the  petitioner's  milk  is  transported  19  miles, 
and  that  of  the  contractor  from  46  to  51  miles.  In  the  above  tariff, 
a  difference  of  a  cent  per  can  is  made  between  distances  of  19  miles 
and  49  miles.  On  the  other  hand,  the  petitioner's  average  daily 
quantity  is  43  cans,  while  that  of  the  contractor  is  a  car  load  of  770 
cans  more  or  less.  The  petitioner's  milk  is  carried  on  a  passenger 
train,  and  that  of  the  contractor  on  a  freight  train. 

For  good  and  obvious  reasons,  the  railroad  rate,  as  a  rule,  is  lower 
for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  distance,  and  higher  in  proportion  for 
smaller  than  for  larger  daily  quantities ;  and  higher  also  for  merchan- 
dise carried  on  passenger  than  on  freight  trains.  There  is,  however, 
no  established  or  uniform  scale  by  which  to  graduate  the  rate  to  dif- 
ferences of  distance,  quantity,  or  mode  of  transportation.  In  actual 
practice,  it  is  rather  a  matter  of  approximate  judgment,  depending 
on  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  the  particular  case,  than  of  nice 
and  exact  computation. 

Upon  a  careful  consideration  and  comparison  of  all  the  facts  and 
conditions  in  the  present  case,  the  Board  has  reached  the  conclusion 
that  the  rate  charged  the  petitioner  is  too  high  to  be  fairly  propor- 
tionate with  that  paid  by  the  contractor,  or  with  that  fixed  for  large 
quantities  of  milk  in  the  passenger-train  tariff  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany ;  and  so  much  of  that  tariff  as  applies  to  the  case  of  the 
petitioner,  namely,  so  much  as  governs  the  rate  per  can  for  distances 
of  less  than  20  miles,  is  modified  as  follows  :  —

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It  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  of  3  cents  per  can  for  large  quantities 
of  milk  (100  cans  or  more),  as  fixed  by  the  present  tariff,  is  left 
unchanged. 

The  counsel  for  the  railroad  company  objected  to  the  admission  or 
consideration  by  the  Board  of  any  evidence  relating  to  the  conditions 
or  rates  for  the  transportation  of  milk  in  large  quantities  from  points 
in  New  Hampshire  to  points  in  this  State,  on  the  ground  that  this  is 
interstate  traffic.  The  Board  admitted  the  evidence  against  the  ob- 
jection, holding  that  it  was  competent  for  the  Board  to  ascertain 
those  rates  for  the  purpose  of  comparing  with  them,  in  the  manner 
provided  in  the  statute,  the  rate  charged  the  petitioner  for  milk  by 
the  can  transported  within  the  State  over  the  same  line  of  railroad. 
No  evidence  was  offered  tending  to  show  that  the  former  rates  or  con- 
ditions of  transportation  are  in  any  wise  affected  by  the  fact  that 
portions  of  the  route  lie  in  two  States. 

The  evidence  in  question  is  not,  however,  deemed  essential  to  the 
■decision  of  the  case.  Rejecting  it  altogether,  if  it  be  incompetent, 
and  basing  the  decision  solely  on  a  comparison  of  the  rates  estab- 
lished by  the  company  for  large  and  small  quantities  of  milk  in  its 
passenger-train  tariff,  and  on  the  facts  and  evidence  pertinent  to  that 
alone,  the  Board  arrives  at  the  same  conclusion  as  above  stated. 

The  Board  has  been  strongly  impressed  with  the  importance,  both 
to  the  producer  and  the  public,  of  railroad  rates  sufficiently  low  to 
permit  and  encourage  the  transportation  of  milk  direct  from  the 
country  farm  to  the  city  or  town.  It  has  at  the  same  time  carefully 
endeavored  to  avoid  fixing  such  rates  as  would  be  unjust  to  the  rail- 
road company  or  unfair  to  the  dealer  in  large  quantities  of  milk.

The  following  order  was  passed  by  the  Board  in  the  above  case  :  — 

In  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  March  28,  1894. 
On  the  petition  of  Frank  P.  Todd,  dated  November  27,  and  filed  November 
29,  1893,  setting  forth  in  substance,  among  other  allegations,  that  he  desires 
to  forward  milk  by  the  can  over  the  Eastei*n  division  of  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad  from  Rowley  to  Swampscott  in  this  State,  a  distance  not  exceed- 
ing 20  miles ;  and  that  the  tariff  established  by  said  railroad  corporation 
for  milk  by  the  can  is  unreasonably  high  as  compared  with  the  rate  or  price 
charged  or  received  by  said  corporation  for  ^the  transportation  of  milk  in 
large  quantities  over  the  same  portion  of  its  railroad ;  and  praying  the 
Board,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  210  of  the  Acts  of  1893, 
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■entitled  "  An  Act  in  relation  to  the  transjiortation  of  milk,"  to  ascertain  and 
<3onipai"e  the  tariff  established  as  aforesaid  for  milk  by  the  can  with  the  rate 
or  price  charged  or  received  as  aforesaid  for  milk  in  large  quantities,  and 
to  revise  said  tariff  and  to  fix  such  rates  for  milk  by  the  can  as  in  its  judg- 
ment are  fairly  proportionate  with  tlie  aforesaid .  rate  or  price  for  milk  in 
large  quantities,  incl.uding  in  both  cases  the  same  care  and  preservation  of 
milk  and  the  return  of  the  empty  cans  ; 

Notice  of  said  petition  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing  thereon  hav- 
ing been  given  to  the  said  Boston  &  Maine  Raili'oad,  and  the  petitioner  and 
said  railroad  corporation  having  appeared  by  their  respective  counsel  and 
been  fully  heard,  and  the  Board  having,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  said  statute,  ascertained  and  compared  the  aforesaid  tai'iff  for  milk 
by  the  can  with  the  rate  or  price  charged  as  aforesaid  for  milk  in  large 
quantities,  and  the  former  being,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  unreasona- 
bly high  as  compared  with  the  latter :  jSTow,  therefore,  under  and  pursuant 
to  the  said  statute,  it  is 

Ordered  by  the  Board,  That  so  much  of  the  aforesaid  tariff  as  aj^plies  to 
the  transportation  of  milk  by  the  can  in  passenger  trains  over  the  line  of 
said  railroad  corporation  between  Rowley  and  Swampscott,  a  distance  of 
less  than  20  miles,  to  wit,  about  19  miles,  be  revised,  and  that  the  rates  for 
the  transportation  of  milk  by  the  can  as  aforesaid  between  said  points,  be 
modified  and  fixed  as  follows  :  —

Provided,  always,  that  the  charge  for  any  shipment  of  milk  shall  not  be 
more  than  for  a  larger  shipment  at  a  lower  rate ;  and  that  the  rates  as  above 
fixed  shall  in  all  cases  cover  the  return  of  the  empty  cans.

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Petition  of  Albert  Littlefield  and  Others  for  Revision  of  Milk 
Tariff  on  the  Fitchburg  Railroad. 

The  petitioners,  thirty-two  in  number,  are  residents  and  milk  pro- 
ducers in  the  towns  of  Acton  ,-Boxborough,  Littleton  and  Stow,  in  thi& 
State.  They  desire  to  forward,  and  for  some  years  past  have  been 
and  are  now  forwarding,  milk  by  the  can  over  the  Fitchburg  railroad 
from  the  Littleton,  South  Acton  and  Whitman's  Crossing  stations  to 
the  city  of  Boston.  The  allegations  and  prayer  of  the  petition  are 
otherwise  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  Todd  and  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad.* 

The  petition  was  filed  December  14,  1893.  After  due  notice  to 
the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  the  parties  were  fully  heard 
January  11  and  25,  and  February  12,  1894.  James  A.  McGeough, 
Esq.,  appeared  as  counsel  for  the  petitioners,  and  George  A.  Torrey^ 
Esq.,  for  the  railroad  company. 

The  grievance  of  the  petitioners  is  in  regard  to  the  rate  charged,, 
rather  than  the  facilities  furnished,  for  the  transportation  of  their 
milk.  The  only  question  in  the  case  is  whether  the  rate  which  they 
pay  for  milk  by  the  can,  or  in  small  quantities,  is  fairly  proportionate 
with  the  rate  or  price  charged  for  the  transportation  of  milk  in  large 
quantities  over  the  same  line  of  railroad. 

The  transportation  of  milk  on  the  Fitchburg  railroad  is  mainly  con- 
ducted under  a  contract  made  a  year  or  more  ago  with  the  Boston 
Dairy  Company.  The  railroad  company  furnishes  to  this  contractor 
eight  milk  cars  specially  fitted  up  for  the  carriage  of  milk  in  cans. 
Two  of  these  cars  are  run  from  Ayer  Junction  to  Boston,  one  each 
from  Littleton,  West  Acton,  Hudson,  Greenfield  and  Bellows  Falls  to 
Boston,  and  one  from  Winchendon  to  Worcester. 

The  contractor  is  not,  however,  entitled  to  the  exclusive  use  of 
these  cars.  It  is  obliged  by  the  contract  to  receive  and  convey  in 
them  all  milk  which  producers  desire  to  forward  on  their  own 
account,  and  to  handle,  care  for  and  deliver  the  same,  and  to  return 
the  empty  cans,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  does  its  own.  Nor  is  the 
producer  compelled  to  make  terms  with  the  contractor  for  such  trans- 
portation. The  railroad  company  sells  to  the  producer  at  the  several 
milk  stations,  at  an  established  and  uniform  price  per  can,  tickets  for 
such  number  of  cans  as  he  wishes  to  forward.

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Assumibg  the  rate'-to  the  producer  to  be  a  fair  one,  there  are  mani- 
fest advantages  in  this  arrangement,  both  for  the  producer  and  the 
consumer.  The  contractor  gets  no  monopoly  of  the  milk  business  as 
against  either.  The  railroad  company  can  afford  to  furnish  better 
and  cheaper  facilities  to  both.  No  system  which  would  more  advan- 
tageously provide  for  the  marketing  of  all  the  milk  produced  on  the 
line  of  the  railroad  has  been  suggested.  The  contractor  must  either 
buy  the  milk  at  a  price  satisfactory  to  the  producer,  or  carry  it  to 
market  for  the  producer,  on  the  same  car  and  with  the  same  care  as 
its  own,  at  the  established  rate.  So  far  as  facilities  for  transporta- 
tion are  concerned,  the  producer  on  the  one  hand  and  the  purchaser 
or  consumer  on  the  other,  are  thus  enabled  to  compete  with  the  con- 
tractor on  equal  terms. 

This  is  on  the  assumption  that  the  rate  to  the  producer  is  "  fairly 
proportionate  "  with  the  rate  of  the  contractor  ;  and  that  is  the  point 
in  controversy. 

The  railroad  company  furnishes  and  hauls  the  eight  milk  cars,  and 
supplies  fuel  for  warming  them  in  the  winter,  at  a  gross  rental  of 
$3,820  per  month,  or  $45,840  per  year  —  an  average  per  car  of  $5,730 
per  year.  All  other  expenses  incident  to  the  transportation,  care  and 
preservation  of  the  milk,  and  the  return  of  the  empty  cans — those 
of  the  producer  as  well  as  its  own  —  are  borne  by  the  contractor. 

The  producer  delivers  the  milk  tickets  to  the  contractor  with  his 
milk,  and  the  railroad  company  redeems  them  at  their  face  in  the 
monthly  settlements  with  the  contractor  for  the  rent  of  the  cars.  The 
rate  of  four  cents  per  can  applies  to  all .  stations  on  the  routes  of  the 
milk  cars,  without  regard  to  the  number  of  cans  or  length  of  haul. 
If  the  producer  desires  to  have  his  milk  iced  in  summer,  it  is  done  by 
the  contractor  at  one-half  a  cent  per  can.  It  is  agreed  that  this  is  a 
fair  and  reasonable  charge.  This,  however,  is  a  matter  between  the 
producer  and  contractor.  The  railroad  company  ices  the  milk  of 
neither.  "  It  is  material  only  as  showing  that  the  producer  has  equal 
advantages  with  the  contractor  for  the  "  preservation"  of  his  milk. 

The  shelf  capacity  of  the  eight  cars  (at  920  cans  per  car)  is  7,360 
cans  per  day,  or  2,686,400  cans  per  ^^ear.  The  total  number  of  cans 
actually  carried  the  last  year,  was  1,667,732;  of  which  number 
341,857  cans  were  shipped  by  producers. 

Adding  to  the  car  rental  the  necessary  expense  incurred  by  the 
contractor  in  the  handling  and  care  of  the  milk  and  empty  cans,  as 
above  described,  and  making  such  other  allowances  on  the  one  side 
or  the  other  as  the  facts  and  conditions  of  the  case  seem  to  require, 
the  Board  does  not  find  that  the  tariff  rate  established  by  the  com- 
pany for  milk   by  the  can  is  "unreasonably  high  "  or  not  "fairly 
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proportionate"  with  the  rate  or  price  received  for  milk  in  large 
quantities. 

The  rate  of  four  cents  per  can  to  the  producer,  as  before  stated, 
is  uniform  for  all  distances.  The  average  distance  of  the  petitioners 
is  about  30  miles,  while  some  of  the  contractor's  routes  are  over  100 
miles  in  length.  The  question  of  the  graduation  of  the  rate  for  milk 
by  the  can  according  to  distance  or  otherwise,  was  not  raised  at  the 
hearings  and  is  not  before  the  Board.  If  four  cents  per  can  is  a  fair 
average  rate,  it  cannot  be  justly  reduced  for  shorter  distances  with- 
out being  at  the  same  time  raised  for  longer  distances.  The  more 
remote  producers,  who  would  be  prejudiced  by  the  latter  change, 
have  not  been  notified  or  heard  upon  this  question,  and  the  Board  has 
given  it  no  consideration  in  the  decision  of  the  case. 

It  ought,  perhaps,  to  be  stated  that  about  a  year  ago  the  railroad 
company  voluntarily  reduced  the  rate  to  the  producer  from  five  cents 
per  can  to  the  present  rate  of  foxir  cents  per  can. 

The  Board  gives  the  petitioners  leave  to  withdraw  their  petition.

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LOCATION    OF  PASSENGER   STATIONS. 


Location  op  New  Passenger  Station  at  Ashmont,  on  the  Shaw- 

MUT  Branch  of  the  Old  Colony  System  of  the  New  York,  New 

Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad. 

This  is  a  petition  of  residents  of  Ashmont,  Ward  24,  Boston,  rep- 
resenting that  the  public  convenience  requires  the  erection  there  of  a 
new  railroad  passenger  station,  with  enlarged  and  improved  accom- 
modations ;  and  requesting  the  Board  to  inform  the  railroad  corpora- 
tion of  the  changes  which  it  considers  to  be  proper. 

Public  hearings,  after  due  notice,  were  given  January  24,  February 
8  and  March  1,  and  a  view  was  taken  by  the  Board  March  16,  1894. 
The  main  point  in  issue  is  the  location  of  the  new  station  —  whether 
it  shall  be  on  Talbot  Avenue,  or  on  the  Church  lot,  so  called.  Those 
in  favor  of  the  former  site  were  represented  by  Francis  W.  Kittredge, 
Esq.,  and  those  in  favor  of  the  latter,  by  N.  Sumner  Myrick,  Esq. 
The  railroad  company  appeared  by  its  counsel,  J.  H.  Benton,  Jr., 
Esq.,  but  without  joining  issue  upon  the  question  of  location. 

It  is  agreed  that  there  must  be  a  new  station  and  a  change  of  loca- 
tion. Talbot  Avenue,  as  laid  out  and  now  in  process  of  construction 
by  the  city  of  Boston,  takes  a  part  of  the  present  location,  its  east- 
erly line  running  through  the  station  house. 

The  station  is  now  located  in  the  northwesterly  angle  of  Dorchester 
Avenue  and  Ashmont  Street.  The  railroad,  which  here  runs  north 
and  south,  passes  under  these  highways  at  the  point  of  their  intersec- 
tion. The  present  station  house  stands  at  the  northerly  end  of  the 
overhead  highway  bridge,  on  a  level  with  the  bridge,  and  directly 
over  the  railroad  track. 

Both  of  the  proposed  new  sites  are  on  the  west  side  of  the  railroad. 
The  Talbot  Avenue  site  is  570  feet  north  of  the  present  station,  and 
contains  about  22,203  square  feet  of  land.  The  Church  lot  site  is 
480  feet  south  of  the  present  station,  fronting  on  Dorchester  Avenue, 
and  has  an  area  of  22,626  square  feet.  The  former  site  is  on  the 
same  side  of  Dorchester  Avenue  and  Ashmont  Street  as  the  present 
station.     The  latter  is  on  the  opposite  side  of  both  thoroughfares. 

Of  the  two  locations,  that  which  is  on  the  whole  the  more  conven- 
ient for  the  public,  and  the  more  suitable  for  station  purposes,  ought 
to  be  selected. 
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The  station  should  be  placed  as  near  as  may  be  to  the  centre  of 
population  and  travel.  The  centre  of  Ashmont,  for  the  present  pur- 
pose, is  at  the  intersection  of  Dorchester  Avenue  and  Ashmont  Street. 
If  it  were  practicable  to  put  the  station  at  the  point  where  the  middle 
lines  of  these  two  thoroughfares  cross  each  other,  the  convenience  of 
the  Ashmont  people  as  a  whole  would  be  best  served.  The  Talbot 
Avenue  site  is  about  745  feet  north,  and  the  Church  lot  site  about 
305  feet  south,  of  this  central  point.  As  the  streets  are  laid  out,  all 
of  the  people  living  east  of  the  railroad  must  pass  this  point  in  going 
to  and  from  a  station  on  either  site.  For  their  convenience,  there  is, 
then,  a  difference  of  440  feet  in  favor  of  the  Church  lot.  This  site 
is  still  more  convenient,  in  point  of  average  distance,  for  the  people 
living  west  of  the  railroad.  It  is  at  least  an  eighth  of  a  mile  nearer 
the  present  and  prospective  centre  of  population  on  this  side  of  the 
•railroad,  than  the  Talbot  Avenue  site. 

The  stations  on  the  Shawmut  Branch  average  less  than  half  a  mile 
apart.  The  next  station  north  of  Ashmont  is  Shawmut,  distant  2,521 
feet.  The  next  station  south  is  Cedar  Grove,  distant  2,715  feet.  It 
is  obviously  better  to  move  the  Ashmont  station  480  feet  south  than 
570  feet  north. 

The  Ashmont  district  has  many  attractions  for  suburban  residence, 
and  has  been  handsomely  improved  for  such  use.  There  is  a  strong 
and  natural  desire  on  the  part  of  its  inhabitants  that  the  site  for  the 
station,  which  is  used  only  for  passenger  purposes,  shall  be  as  agreea- 
ble as  may  be  in  its  character  and  surroundings.  The  Church  lot  has 
manifest  advantages  in  this  regard. 

When  the  railroad  was  built,  in  1871,  the  owner  of  a  large  tract 
north  of  Ashmont  Street  gave  the  land  for  the  present  station  ;  and 
it  was  urged  in  favor  of  the  Talbot  Avenue  site  that  the  station  ought 
in  justice  to  remain  on  that  estate,  a  portion  of  which  is  still  unsold. 
In  answer  to  this  claim,  it  was  shown  that  the  owner  of  a  large  tract 
on  the  south  side  of  Ashmont  Street  gave  a  considerable  sum  of 
money  in  aid  of  the  railroad.  Both  donors  have  been  amply  repaid 
by  the  enhanced  value  and  sale  of  their  lands,  and  there  appears 
to  be  no  further  obligation  in  either  direction. 

It  was  objected  that  the  owners  and  occupants  of  stores  and  other 
buildings  on  Dorchester  Avenue,  near  the  present  station,  would  be 
prejudiced  by  its  removal  to  the  Church  lot.  If  this  apprehension  is 
not  wholly  groundless,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  effect  would  be 
materially  different,  or  the  injury  less,  if  the  station  were  moved  to 
Talbot  Avenue. 

A  large  majority  of  the  residents  of  Ashmont,  who  have  no  interest 
distinct  from  the  general  public  interest,  prefer,  and  strongly  prefer, 
the  Church  lot  site. 
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The  relative  cost  of  the  two  locations  to  the  railroad  company  is 
entitled  to  consideration.  The  owners  of  the  respective  lots  have 
voluntarily  filed  with  the  Board  agreements  in  writing  to  sell  and  con- 
vey to  the  railroad  company  at  a  specified  price.  The  price  named  for 
the  Church  lot  is  the  higher  ;  but  citizens  of  Ashmont  who  desire  this 
location  have  raised  and  put  on  deposit  a  liberal  sum  which  will 
reduce  the  cost  to  the  railroad  company  to  within  a  few  hundred  dol- 
lars of  the  price  asked  for  the  other  lot. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  new  station  should  be  located 
on  the  Church  lot,  and  so  recommends  to  the  railroad  company.

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Discontinuance  of  Old  Stations  and  Location  of  New  Station 
AT  Norwood,  on  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad. 

In  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  June  25,  1894. 

Whereas,  certain  powers  were  conferred  on  the  Board  by  chapter 
211  of  the  Acts  of  1891,  relative  to  the  discontinuance  of  either  or 
both  the  Norwood  and  Norwood  Central  passenger  stations  on  the 
line  of  the  New  York  and  New  England  Railroad  Company  in  the 
town  of  Norwood,  and  the  location  of  a  new  station  on  said  line  in 
lieu  of  either  or  both  of  said  stations,  or  otherwise  the  construction 
of  a  new  station-house  at  said  Norwood  Central  station,  etc.,  as  is 
fully  set  forth  in  said  act ;  and 

Whereas,  the  said  railroad  company,  and  also  twenty  and  more 
legal  voters  of  said  town,  have  petitioned  the  Board  to  order  the  dis- 
continuance of  both  of  said  passenger  stations,  and  to  locate  a  new 
station  in  lieu  of  both  of  said  stations  at  an  intermediate  point  on  the 
line  of  said  railroad  in  said  town  ;  and 

Whereas,  the  Board  has  caused  notice  of  said  petitions,  and  of  the 
time  and  place  of  hearing  thereon,  to  be  given  by  public  advertise- 
ment and  otherwise  to  all  parties  in  interest,  and  said  railroad  com- 
pany has  appeared  by  its  counsel,  and  the  selectmen  and  many  of  the 
inhabitants  of  said  town  have  also  appeared  by  their  respective  coun- 
sel or  in  person,  and  all  of  said  parties  have  been  fully  heard  at  said 
hearing  and  the  several  adjournments  thereof ;  and 

Whereas,  the  Board,  upon  a  full  consideration  of  all  the  facts, 
arguments  and  considerations  affecting  the  interests  of  said  railroad 
company,  of  the  people  of  said  town,  and  of  persons  travelling 
through  said  town  on  the  line  of  said  railroad,  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  public  convenience  and  interest  will,  on  the  whole,  be  best  sub- 
served by  discontinuing  both  of  said  stations  and  locating  a  new  sta- 
tion in  lieu  of  both  of  the  same  at  an^,intermediate  point  on  the  line 
of  said  railroad  in  said  town  ; 

Now,  therefore,  it  is  Determined  and  Ordered  by  the  Board  :  — 

1.  That,  upon  the  completion  of  a  new  passenger  station  as  here- 
inafter provided,  both  the  said  Norwood  and  Norwood  Central  pas- 
senger stations  be  discontinued. 

2.  That  a  new  passenger  station,  in  lieu  of  both  of  said  stations, 
be  located  on  the  lot  or  area  of  land  in  said  town  which  is  bounded 
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easterly  by  said  railroad,  southerly  by  the  southerly  line  of  Day  Street 
extended,  westerly  by  Broadway,  and  northerly  by  the  northerly  line 
of  Vernon  Street  widened  and  extended ;  said  area  being  about  330 
feet  long  north  and  south,  and  about  142  feet  wide  east  and  west. 
Reference  maybe  had  for  more  particular  description  to  a  plan,  dated 
April  27,  1889,  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board. 

3.  That  said  railroad  company  construct  on  said  new  location  a 
new  station-house  such  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonably  commo- 
dious, and  furnish  the  same  for  the  use  of  passengers  ;  and  that,  in 
case  (as  is  proposed)  a  clear  title  to  the  land  for  said  new  location, 
and  also  for  a  suitable  approach  thereto  from  Foundry  Street,  be  do- 
nated to  Said  railroad  company,  then  said  company  shall  erect  on  said 
location  a  commodious  station  house  of  granite  or  other  stone  mate- 
rial, the  cost  of  which  to  said  company,  including  platforms  and  fur- 
nishings, and  exclusive  of  any  moneys  which  may  be  donated  toward 
the  cost  thereof,  shall  be  not  less  than  $7,000. 

4.  That  the  expense,  of  grading  the  new  station  grounds,  and  of 
laying  out,  constructing  and  grading  a  suitable  approach  from  Foun- 
dry Street  to  said  station  on  the  easterly  side  of  said  railroad,  be 
apportioned  to  and  paid  by  said  railroad  company. 

5.  That  the  expense  of  laying  out,  extending,  or  changing  the 
grade  of  any  street  or  highway  on  the  westerly  side  of  said  railroad 
in  said  town,  rendered  necessary  by  the  location  and  construction  of 
said  station  on  said  new  location  to  make  it  reasonably  convenient  of 
access,  be  apportioned  to  and  paid  by  said  town. 

6.  That  the  Board  reserves  the  right,  upon  the  application  of  any 
interested  party  and  notice  to  other  interested  parties,  to  pass  any 
further  order  or  orders,  which  it  may  have  authority  to  pass  under 
the  act  aforesaid  or  otherwise,  respecting  the  plans  and  manner  and 
cost  of  construction  of  said  station  and  station  house  on  the  new 
location  aforesaid  ;  and  respecting  the  laying  out,  change  of  grade 
or  extension  of  any  street,  highway  or  other  approach,  rendered 
necessary  by  the  location  and  construction  of  said  new  station  to 
make  it  reasonably  convenient  of  access,  or  the  expense  thereof  ;  and 
respecting  any  other  matter  of  detail  or  question  which  may  properly 
be  raised  in  the  course  of  the  execution  of  the  foregoing  order.

Petition  of  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  for  P'"urther  Time 
IN  the  Matter  of  the  New  Bedford  and  Fairhaven  Ferry. 

The  petition,  which  was  filed  October  1,  1894,  is  as  follows  :  — 

To  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

The  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  respectfully  requests  that  after  hear- 
ing you  will  prescribe  such  further  time  for  delay  in  oj)eratmg  a  ferry 
between  New  Bedford  and  Fairhaven,  under  chapter  392  of  the  Acts  of 
the  year  1894,  as  may  appear  to  you  to  be  reasonable.

Hearing,  after  public  notice,  October  15,  1894.  J.  H.  Benton,  Jr., 
Esq.,  for  petitioner;  Thomas  M.  Stetson  and  Lemuel  LeB.  Holmes, 
Esqs.,  for  city  of  New  Bedford  and  other  remonstrants. 

Chapter  392  of  the  Acts  of  1894  requires  the  Old  Colony  Railroad 
Company  to  provide  and  operate  a  ferry  across  the  Acushnet  river 
between  the  city  of  New  Bedford  and  the  town  of  Fairhaven.  The 
statute  is  mandatory  in  its  terms,  and  bears  the  evidence  on  its  face, 
if  the  fact  did  not  otherwise  appear,  that  its  framers  had  reason  to 
believe  that  the  railroad  company  did  not,  and  without  an  appeal  to 
the  courts  probably  would  not,  concede  the  power  of  the  legislature 
to  impose  upon  it  the  duty  or  service  in  question.  It  was  accord- 
ingly enacted  in  section  2,  that 

Said  company  shall  forfeit  to  the  Commonwealth  one  hundred  dollars  a 
day  for  each  day's  delay  in  ojjerating  such  ferry  after  the  first  day  of  August 
in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  or  after  the  expiration  of  such 
further  time  as  the  railroad  commissioners  may  upon  hearing  prescribe ; 
and  the  supreme  judicial  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  equity,  upon  a 
petition  of  ten  or  more  citizens  of  the  city  of  New  Bedford  or  of  the  town 
of  Fairhaven,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Two  remedies  were  thus  provided — a  forfeiture  of  Si 00  for  each 
day's  delay  in  operating  the  ferry  after  a  day  named,  with  a  dis- 
cretionary power  in  the  Board  to  postpone  the  time  when  the  for- 
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feiture  should  begin  to  run ;  and  a  right  to  invoke  the  aid  of  the 
supreme  judicial  court,  by  petition  of  any  ten  citizens  of  New  Bedford 
or  Fairhaven,  to  compel  a  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  act.  The 
latter  was  obviously  the  more  direct  and  effective  remedy  in  case  it 
were  desired  as  speedily  as  possible  to  ascertain  the  binding  force  of  the 
statute,  and  at  the  same  time  to  secure  the  establishment  of  the  ferry, 
if  found  to  be  obligatory  upon  the  company  ;  and  this  remedy  was 
promptly  availed  of.  On  petition  of  the  requisite  number  of  citi- 
zens, proceedings  were  duly  instituted  in  the  supreme  judicial  court  by 
bill  in  equity  on  the  18th  of  August  last.  The  answer  of  the  rail- 
road company  has  been  filed.  The  attorney-general  was  also  made  a 
party,  and  has  answered  in  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth ;  and  there 
is  no  apparent  reason  why  the  case  should  not  proceed  to  final  judg- 
ment without  unnecessary  or  unusual  delay. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  railroad  company  asks  for  a  sus- 
pension of  the  forfeiture  prescribed  in  the  act.  The  grounds  of  the 
request  are,  in  substance,  that  all  the  questions  touching  the  obliga- 
tion of  the  company  to  establish  and  maintain  the  ferry  are  in  issue 
in  the  pending  suit ;  that  it  has  a  just  and  constitutional  right  to 
have  these  questions  judicially  determined  ;  and  that  it  ought  not, 
while  in  the  due  exercise  of  this  right,  and  pending  such  determina- 
tion, to  be  amenable  to  an  onerous  and  cumulative  penalty  as  for  a 
default  in  duty  and  a  contempt  of  law. 

It  is  not  the  province  of  the  Board  to  deal  with  the  questions  in 
issue  between  the  parties  ;  and  it  would  be  out  of  place  to  discuss 
them  here,  or  to  attempt  to  forecast  the  probable  result  of  the  suit. 
It  is,  however,  pertinent  to  say,  that  after  careful  attention  to  the 
statements  of  the  learned  counsel  and  an  examination  of  the  plead- 
ings in  the  case,  the  questions  raised  by  the  respondent  company  do 
not  appear  to  be  stale  or  frivolous  and  intended  merely  for  delay ; 
and  they  were  not  so  characterized  at  the  hearing  before  the  Board. 

It  is  evident  that  the  General  Court  contemplated  the  probable 
occurrence '  of  conditions  under  which  it  would  be  reasonable  and 
proper  to  suspend  the  running  of  the  forfeiture.  Otherwise,  express 
provision  for  such  suspension  would  not  have  been  made.  The  con- 
tingencies which  were  had  in  mind  are  not  specified  in  the  act.  It  is 
the  duty  of  the  Board  to  discover  as  nearly  .as  may  be  what  the  intent 
of  the  Legislature  was,  and  to  be  guided  by  it  in  the  exercise  of  the 
discretion  to  which  appeal  is  now  made. 

Two  remedies  were  prescribed  in  the  act,  and  express  provision 
was  made  for  the  suspension  of  one  of  them.  Why  was  this  done? 
The  suggestion  that  the  forfeiture  was  meant  to  be  suspended  only  in 
case  of  some  accident  or  other  miscarriage  of  such  nature  as  to  make 
it  physically  impossible  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  act,  is  not 
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an  adequate  answer,  because,  in  that  view  alone,  both  remedies 
should  have  been  suspended.  The  more  satisfactory  solution  appears 
to  be  that,  among  other  contingencies,  it  was  distinctly  foreseen  and 
recognized  that  in  case  the  remedy  by  compulsory  suit  in  equity  were 
pursued,  it  not  only  would  be  superfluous,  but  might  be  oppressive, 
to  enforce  at  the  same  time  the  forfeiture.  This  was  the  condition 
the  most  likely  to  arise  under  the  statute  ;  and,  as  it  seems  to  the 
Board,  it  must  have  been  one,  and  perhaps  the  most  cogent,  of  the 
contemplated  reasons  or  occasions  for  the  suspension  of  the  forfeit- 
ure.    , 

By  the  prescription  of  two  remedies,  —  the  most  stringent  known 
to  the  law,  but  unlike  in  their  character  and  appropriate  use, 
—  it  was  doubtless  intended  to  provide  for  every  phase  which  the 
subject  matter  was  likely  to  assume.  The  one  remedy  was  designed 
and  adapted  to  supplement  the  other.  In  case  the  obligation  to 
provide  and  operate  the  ferry  were  not  called  in  legal  question  by  the 
railroad  company,  or  had  been  established  beyond  question  by  judi- 
cial decree,  the  heavy  forfeiture  prescribed,  accumulating  at  the  rate 
of  $36,500  a  year,  was  deemed  a  suitable  penalty  for  a  wilful  neglect 
or  contumacious  refusal  to  obey  the  legislative  or  judicial  mandate. 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  legal  obligation  of  the  company  were  strenu- 
ously denied,  and  resort  were  had  to  the  court  to  settle  and  enforce 
by  summary  procedure  the  rights  and  duties  of  the  parties  under  the 
statute,  —  as  there  was  good  reason  to  expect  would  be,  and  as  has 
been,  the  case, — it  cannot  be  justly  supposed  that  there  was  any 
purpose  to  deprive  the  respondent  of  a  full  and  fair  opportunity  to 
be  heard,  or  to  subject  it  to  an  accruing  penalty,  as  for  an  estab- 
lished and  current  offence,  while  seeking  by  constitutional  methods 
and  in  due  course  of  law  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  an  offence  exists. 
If  there  were  otherwise  room  for  doubt,  a  fair  interpretation  of  the 
language  of  the  statute  disproves  such  intention. 

It  is  therefore  deemed  to  be  in  harmony  with  the  just  purpose  of 
the  Legislature,  and  within  the  scope  of  the  discretion  given  to  the 
Board,  to  postpone  the  running  of  the  forfeiture  for  a  period  which, 
as  now  appears,  may  be  sufficient  for  the  determination  of  the  pend- 
ing suit ;  giving  the  parties  leave  to  apply  respectively  for  further 
postponement,  if  hereafter  shown  to  be  necessary  and  proper,  or  for 
a  vacation  of  the  order  now  granted,  if  there  should  appear  to  be 
obstruction  or  undue  delay  on  the  part  of  the  respondent  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  suit.

Ordered,  That,  under  and  pursuant  to  the  j)rovisions  of  section  2  of  the 
act  aforesaid,  the  first  day  of  February,  1895,  be  prescribed  as  the  day  after 
which,  instead  of  after  the  first  day  of  August,  1894,  the  said  Old  Colony 
Eailroad  Company  shall  forfeit  to  the  Commonwealth  one  hundred  dollars 
a  day  for  each  day's  delay  in  operating  a  ferry  across  the  Acushnet  river 
between  the  city  of  New  Bedford  and  the  town  of  Fairhaven,  as  provided 
in  said  act ;  with  leave  to  the  petitioner  to  apply  for  further  postponement 
of  time,  and  with  leave  to  any  ten  or  more  citizens  of  said  city  or  town  to 
apply  for  a  vacation  of  this  order,  for  respective  cause  shown,  and  after 
notice  and  hearing  on  such  application.

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EXPRESS   FACILITIES. 


Petition   of  Henry  C.   Smith   for   the   recommendation   of  the 
Board   for   a   Local   Express    Business    over   the   Boston    & 
Maine  Railroad  between  Manchester  and  Boston. 
Hearings  September  25  and  26,  1894.     Isaac  F.  Sawyer,  Esq., 
counsel  for  petitioner,  Sigourney  Butler,  Esq.,  for  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad,  and  George  P.  Sanger,  Esq.,  for  Frederick  J,  Merrill,  pro- 
prietor of  Smith's  Express. 

The  petitioner  represents  that  he  wants  to  secure  express  facilities 
between  Boston  and  Manchester  in  this  State,  over  the  line  of  the 
Eastern  division  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  ;  that  he  has  applied 
to  the  railroad  company  for  such  facilities,  and  has  been  refused ; 
and  that  he  desires  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  therefor,  under 
chapter  469  of  the  Acts  of  1894. 

For  about  twenty  years  prior  to  1891,  the  petitioner  had  the  mo- 
nopoly of  the  express  business  between  Manchester  and  Boston.  In 
July  of  that  year,  he  sold  out  to  Frederick  J.  Merrill  all  his  horses, 
wagons,  and  other  equipment,  fixtures,  and  property  used  in  the 
express  business,  with  the  right  to  continue  the  use  of  the  name 
"  Smith's  Express  Company  ;  "  and  Mr.  Merrill  has  since  carried  on 
the  business  under  that  name,  adding  to  his  equipment  from  time  to 
time  as  the  demands  of  the  business  required.  For  the  last  two 
years,  the  American  Express  Company  has  also  conducted  a  local 
express  business  between  Manchester  and  Boston  ;  so  that  the  public 
has  already  the  service,  and  whatever  benefit  it  may  derive  from  the 
competition,  of  two  independent  lines. 

The  Board  is  satisfied,  upon  all  the  facts  shown,  that  the  people  of 
Manchester  and  its  vicinity  are  now  adequately  supplied  with  express 
accommodations  ;  and  that  more  is  likely  to  be  lost  than  gained  by 
the  further  subdivision  of  a  business  which  in  the  aggregate  is  not 
very  large,  even  in  the  summer  season,  and  during  the  winter  months 
hardly  pays  its  way.  If  any  considerations  other  than  those  of  public 
convenience  are  to  have  weight  with  the  Board,  the  equities  of  the 
case,  as  between  the  two  parties  most  nearly  concerned,  are  rather 
against  than  in  favor  of  the  petitioner ;  and  the  Board  finds  no  good 
and  sufficient  reason,  on  either  public  or  personal  grounds,  for  giving 
the  recommendation  sought.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives. 

In  response  to  a  joint  order  requesting  the  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners to  report  to  the  Legislature  "what  accidents  have  taken 
place  during  the  last  three  years  upon  open  cars  and  upon  closed  cars 
operated  on  street  railways,  and  what  remedy  they  would  propose  to 
overcome  such  accidents,"  the  following  report  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. 

As  soon  as  the  order  was  received,  steps  were  taken  to  procure 
from  the  several  street  railway  companies  detailed  lists  of  the 
accidents  occurring  to  passengers  and  employees  while  riding  on,  or 
getting  on  or  off,  the  box  cars  and  the  open  cars  run  on  their 
respective  lines,  during  the  calendar  years  1891,  1892  and  1893. 
The  reports  received  up  to  date  may  be  summarized  as  follows  :  —

It  appears  that  the  whole  number  of  passengers  injured  during  the 
three  years,  on  the  lines  of  the  37  companies  which  have  reported, 
was  896,  of  whom  492  were  passengers  on  box  cars  and  404  on  open 
cars.  The  number  of  car  employees  injured  was  64,  of  whom  45 
were  in  service  on  box  cars  and  19  on  open  cars. 

The  total  number  of  injuries  to  both  passengers  and  employees  was 
960,  of  which  537  were  received  in  connection  with  box  cars  and  423 
with  open  cars.  The  number  of  fatal  injuries  was  22,  of  which  14 
were  the  result  of  box-car  accidents  and  8  of  open-car  accidents.  Of 
the  938  injuries  not  fatal,  much  the  greater  part  appear  to  have  been 
comparatively  slight. 

The  passengers  and  employees  of  the  West  End  Street  Eailway 
Company  constitute  about  five-eighths  of  those  on  all  the  street  rail- 
ways of  the  State  ;  and  its  reported  accidents  bear  nearly  the  same 
ratio.  The  injuries  received  on  the  lines  of  that  company  do  not 
differ  essentially  in  their  causes  or  character  from  those  on  the  other 
railways  ;  and  they  may  be  approximately  classified  as  in  the  table  on 
the  following  page. 

It  will  be  observed  that  391,  or  about  61  per  cent,  of  the  638 
injuries  on  the  West  End  Railway  were  received  by  persons  who  were 
taking  or  leaving  a  car.  Very  many  of  these  were  doubtless  either 
cases  of  pure  accident,  or  were  due  to  recklessness  in  getting  or 
jumping  on  or  off  cars  while  in  motion.  It  does  not  appear  that  any 
large  number  of  them  were  caused  by  being  struck  by  other  cars  or 
vehicles  just  before  getting  on  or  just  after  getting  off  a  car. 

The  number  of  injuries  on  the  West  End  Railway  due  to  collision 
of  cars  with  other  cars  and  vehicles,  and  to  falling  or  being  thrown 
from  cars  while  riding,  appears  to  have  been  199,  or  over  31  per  cent 
of  the  whole  number.  It  may  be  presumed  that  a  very  considerable 
proportion  of  these  accidents  happened  to  persons  who  were  standing

on  the  platforms  and  steps  of  box  cars,  or  on  the  foot-boards  of  open 
cars. 

The  37  companies  from  which  reports  have  been  received,  own  or 
run  2,021  box  cars  and  1,760  open  cars.  Of  the  box  cars,  1,601 
(about  80  per  cent)  are  equipped  with  platform  gates,  1,487  with 
two  gates,  one  for  each  platform,  and  114  with  three  gates,  two  for 
the  front  and  one  for  the  rear  platform.  The  two  gates,  on  double- 
track  railways,  are  especially  intended  to  prevent  persons  entering  or 
leaving  the  car  on  the  side  of  the  second  track ;  while  the  third  gate 
serves  the  additional  purpose  of  preventing  altogether  the  use  of  the 
front  platform  for  taking  or  leaving  a  car. 

With  regard  to  cars  which  are  entered  and  left  by  end  platforms, 
the  value  of  the  platform  gate  as  a  safeguard  against  imprudence  in 
getting  on  or  off  the  wrong  side,  and  against  the  danger  of  falling  or 
being  thrown  from  the  platform,  seems  to  be  proved  by  experience 
and  the  fact  of  its  so  general  adoption.  There  is  also  a  manifest 
advantage,  in  point  of  safety,  in  having  two  gates  on  the  front  plat- 
form, so  that  the  car  can  be  entered  or  left  only  on  the  least  exposed 
side  of  the  rear  platform.  The  entrance  and  exit  of  passengers  by 
the  front  platform  are,  for  obvious  reasons,  more  dangerous,  and  are 
liable  to  interfere  with  the  duties  or  to  distract  the  attention  of  the 
driver  or  motorman.  The  danger  is  reduced  to  the  minimum  by  requir- 
ing passengers  to  enter  and  leave  only  on  the  safer  side  of  the  rear 
platform,  under  the  eye  and  direction  of  the  conductor. 
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With  regard  to  open  cars  with  cross  seats,  which  can  be  entered 
only  at  the  ends  of  the  seats  by  foot-boards  extending  the  whole 
length  of  the  car,  the  problem  is  not  so  simple.  Several  devices  have 
been  suggested  for  diminishing  the  dangers  which  attend  the  use  of 
such  cars  ;  but  the  Board  has  not  had  an  opportunity  to  investigate 
their  usefulness  or  practicability,  and  is  not  prepared  to  make  any 
recommendation  with  respect  to  safeguards  for  cars  of  this  description, 
corresponding  to  platform  gates  on  box  cars.

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METHODS   OF   OPERATION. 


Petition  fok  a  Change  in  the  Mode  of  Operating  the  Union 
Street  Railway  between  Fairhaven  and  New  Bedford. 

This  petition,  which  is  signed  by  more  than  fifty  citizens  and  tax- 
payers of  the  town  of  Fairhaven,  sets  forth  in  substance  that  the 
petitioners  and  all  other  persons  using  the  street  railway  line  between 
Fairhaven  and  New  Bedford,  a  distance  of  about  two  miles,  are  now 
compelled,  going  in  either  direction,  to  change  cars  midway  between 
the  two  places,  without  good  and  sufficient  reason  therefor  ;  and  relief 
is  sought  from  the  inconvenience,  annoyance  and  delay  caused  thereby. 

The  petition  was  filed  March  21,  and  after  due  notice  a  public  hear- 
ing was  given  April  9,  1894.  Hosea  M.  Knowlton,  Esq.,  appeared 
as  counsel  for  the  petitioners,  and  the  railway  company  was  repre- 
sented by  its  general  manager  and  some  of  its  directors  ;  and  both 
parties  were  fully  heard. 

The  Union  Street  Railway  Company,  by  consolidation  under  St. 
1887,  c.  91,  has  succeeded  to  all  the  franchises,  privileges  and  duties 
of  the  New^  Bedford  &  Fairhaven  Street  Railway  Company.  The  lat- 
ter company  was  chartered  by  St.  1872,  c.  11,  "  to  construct,  main- 
tain and  operate  a  railway  on  and  over  any  street  or  streets  in  said 
city  of  New  Bedford  and  town  of  Fairhaven,  with  the  right  to  cross 
on  and  over  the  bridge  road  connecting  the  said  places."  A  main 
object  of  the  charter  was  evidently  to  provide  a  direct  and  convenient 
line  of  -street  railway  communication  between  the  said  city  and  town. 

The  centre  of  population  in  Fairhaven  and  the  business  centre  of 
New  Bedford  are  less  than  two  miles  apart  via  the  bridge  over  which 
the  railway  runs.  From  the  establishment  of  the  railway  in  1872  up 
to  about  the  first  of  January  in  the  present  year,  passengers  had 
always  been  carried  between  these  two  centres  without '  change  of 
cars.  Since  the  latter  date,  all  passengers  on  this  line  have  been 
compelled  to  change  cars  at  a  meeting  point  on  the  bridge  where 
there  is  a  turn-out.  The  two  cars  are  brought  to  a  stop  on  the  main 
track  and  turn-out  abreast  of  each  other,  meanwhile  entirely  obstruct- 
ing the  bridge,  and  passengers  pass  from  one  car  to  the  other  on 
planks  laid  across  from  step  to  step.  Each  car  then  returns  in  the 
direction  from  which  it  came. 
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A  compulsory  change  of  cars  on  a  direct  and  continuous  railway 
route  no  longer  than  that  now  in  question,  is,  so  far  as  known  to  the 
Board,  without  precedent.  A  change  of  this  sort,  under  the  most 
favorable  arrangements,  is  inconvenient  and  annoying,  especially  to 
aged  and  infirm  people,  and  to  women  with  children  or  parcels.  In 
the  present  case,  the  point  of  transfer  is  peculiarly  ill-chosen  and  un- 
suitable for  the  purpose.  It  is  a  bleak  and  wholly  unsheltered  place, 
exposed  to  the  full  sweep  of  the  winds  on  the  river,  and  to  the  dash 
of  the  water  over  the  bridge  and  cars  at  high  tide.  A  more  unfit 
place  could  hardly  be  found. 

The  railway  company  operates  a  portion  of  its  lines  in  New  Bed- 
ford by  electricity.  The  use  of  this  motive  power  has  not  been  au- 
thorized in  Fairhaven,  where  horses  are  still  used.  The  company  has 
extended  the  trolley  system  along  the  bridge  from  the  New  Bedford 
end  to  the  Fairhaven  boundary  line,  where  the  electric  and  horse  cars 
now  meet  at  the  turn-out  on  the  bridge  as  above  described  ;  and  this 
is  the  reason  assigned  by  the  company  for  the  transfer  of  passengers 
at  that  point. 

The  company  does  not  deny  the  discomfort  to  passengers  from  this 
arrangement,  but  insists  that  the  remedy  lies  with  Fairhaven,  whose 
authorities  should,  as  it  claims,  consent  to  the  use  of  the  trolley 
system  in  that  town.  By  the  general  law  and  established  policy  of 
the  State,  the  board  of  selectmen  is  empowered  and  left  free  to  de- 
termine the  kind  of  railway  motive  power  which  may  be  used  within 
the  limits  of  a  town.  The  exercise  of  this  discretionary  power  in 
the  present  case  is  not  a  proper  subject  of  discussion  or  revision  by 
this  Board.  Nor  is  it  one  of  the  legitimate  functions  of  a  street 
railway  company  to  enforce  an  obnoxious  regulation  as  a  practical 
argument  in  favor  of  a  compliance,  or  as  a  method  of  discipline  for 
non-compliance,  with  its  own  views,  however  well  intended,  in  regard 
to  the  manner  in  which  the  interests  of  any  municipality  may  be  best 
subserved.  It  is  the  paramount  duty  of  the  corporation  to  exercise 
its  franchise  at  all  times  for  the  reasonable  convenience  of  the  public, 
in  accordance  with  the  intent  of  its  charter  and  the  policy  of  the 
laws  by  which  its  methods  of  operation  must  be  governed. 

The  centre  of  the  street  railway  system  of  New  Bedford  and  Fair- 
haven, where  all  of  the  lines  meet,  cross  and  diverge,  is  at  or  near 
the  intersection  of  Purchase  and  William  streets  in  New  Bedford, 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  city  hall  and  post-oflSce.  This  is  also  practically 
the  business  centre  of  the  city.  Passengers  on  the  Fairhaven  line 
have  been  carried  to  and  from  this  central  point  for  a  long  series  of 
years  without  change  of  cars.  The  practicability  of  so  doing  is  not 
a  novel  or  open  question.     The  use  of  electric  motive  power  on  the 
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New  Bedford  side  of  the  river  does  not  prevent  and  may  be  made 
auxiliary  to  such  transportation. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  board,  there  are  no  facts  or  reasons  shown 
sufficient  to  justify  the  change  of  cars  now  required  on  the  Fairhaven 
line.  The  Board  therefore  adjudges  that  the  complaint  of  the  peti- 
tioners is  well  founded,  and,  in  compliance  with  the  statute  in  such 
case  provided,  so  informs  the  respondent  railway  company. 

It  is  provided  in  the  railway  consolidation  act  before  cited  (St. 
1887,  c.  91,  §  4),  that  "Upon  the  complaint  in  writing  of  not  less 
than  ten  persons  residing  upon  the  route  of  such  consolidated  cor- 
poration, that  such  corporation  is  not  furnishing  to  the  public  suffi- 
cient travelling  accommodations,  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
shall  investigate  such  complaint,  and  may,  after  due  notice  and  hear- 
ing, order  such  corporation  to  furnish  such  additional  accommodation 
as,  in  the  opinion  of  said  board,  the  public  travel  may  require  ;  .  .  . 
and  all  orders  made  by  said  board  under  this  section  may  be 
enforced  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  63  of  chapter  113  of 
the  Public  Statutes."  The  Board  has  not  been  asked  to  make  any 
formal  order  under  the  above  section  in  the  present  case.

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JOINT  USE  OF  TRACKS. 


Petition  of  the  Highland  Street  Railway  Company  for  Ap- 
proval OF  Authority  to  enter  upon  and  use  the  Woronoco 
Street  Railway. 

Hearing,  after  public  notice,  November  1,  1894.  Henry  W.  Ely, 
Esq.,  for  the  petitioner ;  John  C.  Hammond,  Esq.,  for  the  Woronoco 
Street  Railway  Company  in  remonstrance  ;  and  Arthur  S.  Kneil,  Esq., 
for  certain  stockholders  of  the  last-named  company  in  aid  of  the 
petition. 

Both  of  the  railways  in  question  are  located  wholly  within  the 
town  of  Westfield.  The  Woronoco  is  about  If  miles,  and  the  High- 
land a  little  over  2  miles,  in  length.  The  former  runs  through  the 
centre  of  the  town,  and  the  latter  extends  out  into  the  country  to 
Woronoco  Park,  so  called.  The  two  together  form  one  continuous 
line.  Both  are  single-track  railways,  operated  by  horse  power.  The 
Woronoco  has  been  running  about  three  years,  and  the  Highland 
since  the  last  of  June  in  the  present  year. 

On  the  16th  of  October,  the  selectmen  of  Westfield,  acting  under 
Pub.  Sts.  c.  113,  §  48,  voted  to  authorize  the  Highland  company  to 
enter  upon  and  use  with  its  horses  and  cars  the  tracks  and  turnouts 
of  the  Woronoco  from  the  point  where  the  two  railways  meet  to  the 
Boston  &  Albany  railroad  station ;  and  the  Board  is  now  asked  to 
approve,  under  St.  1888,  c  278,  the  authority  so  given.  To  warrant 
such  approval,  it  must  appear  that  "  the  public  necessity  and  con- 
venience require  "  the  proposed  entry  and  use. 

Woronoco  Park  is  an  attractive  and  popular  resort  during  the  out- 
of-door  season  of  the  year.  The  Highland  railway  was  built  to  carry 
people  to  and  from  this  park,  and  incidentally  to  develop  the  outlying 
land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  park  and  along  the  line  of  the  railway. 
The  number  of  passengers  transported  during  the  three  months  end- 
ing September  30,  was  about  36,000.  There  is  at  present  no  popu- 
lation on  the  two-thirds  (more  or  less)  of  the  line  nearest  the  park, 
and  but  little  on  the  other  third  nearest  the  village.  It  was  stipu- 
lated in  the  grant  of  location  that  the  company  should  equip  its 
railway  "with  sufficient  open  cars  for  summer  travel;"  and  that  it 
should  "  not  be  required  to  run  its  cars  or  operate  its  tracks  during 
the  months  of  November,  December,  January,  February,  March  and 
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April  in  each  year,  until  the  selectmen  shall  otherwise  order."  It 
was  evidently  the  judgment  of  the  local  board  —  and  its  opinion  on 
this  point  is  entitled  to  much  weight  —  that  for  a  number  of  years  the 
winter  travel  would  not  be  sufficient  to  warrant  the  operation  of  the 
railway. 

There  has  been  as  yet  no  apparent  change  in  the  conditions  affect- 
ing the  probable  amount  of  travel  during  the  six  months  named ; 
and  the  recent  action  of  the  selectmen  appears  to  have  been  in- 
fluenced by  other  considerations.  On  the  5th  of  October  they  gave 
a  formal  notice  in  writing  to  the  Woronoco  company,  that  unless  it 
made  on  or  before  the  11th  of  that  month  arrangements  with  the 
"  Mekarski  Compressed  Air  Motor  Company  "  by  which  "  compressed 
air  cars "  could  be  tested  on  and  run  over  its  railway,  they  would 
grant  —  as  they  have  since  done  —  the  petition  of  the  Highland  com- 
pany to  run  over  its  tracks.  As  explained  at  the  hearing,  there  was 
a  desire  to  secure  the  location  of  the  works  of  the  above-named  motor 
company  in  the  town  of  Westfield  ;  and  the  assured  use  by  that  com- 
pany of  the  two  railways  as  an  experimental  line  for  the  test  and 
exhibition  of  the  compressed  air  system  of  motive  power,  was  deemed 
important  in  that  view. 

The  motive  was  doubtless  a  good  one,  if  there  was  no  miscon- 
ception of  the  scope  and  intent  of  the  statute  which  authorizes  and 
governs  the  action  of  the  local  board,  and  of  this  board,  in  such 
cases.  The  function  of  a  street  railway  company  is  "the  convey- 
ance of  passengers."  By  the  general  policy  of  the  law,  each  com- 
pany is  entitled  to  the  sole  and  exclusive  use  of  its  railway  for  con- 
ducting such  transportation.  The  only  ground  on  which  one  company 
can  be  lawfully  empowered  to  enter  upon  and  use  the  tracks  of  another 
without  consent,  is  the  paramount  convenience  of  public  travel.  The 
conditions  under  which  this  privilege  is  to  be  granted  are  clearly 
indicated  in  the  statute.  The  entering  company  must  not  only  own 
and  operate  at  least  two  consecutive  miles  of  track,  but  the  character 
and  volume  of  travel  on  its  own  line  must  be  such  as  to  create  a  pub- 
lic necessity  for  the  continuous  carriage  of  its  passengers  over  the 
connecting  line. 

In  the  present  case,  the  company  desiring  to  enter  is  not  required 
by  the  terms  of  its  location,  or  by  any  apparent  demand  of  public 
travel,  to  operate  its  own  railway  during  the  half-year  now  just  begun. 
The  action  of  the  local  board  in  allowing  such  exemption  appears  to 
be  fully  justified  in  the  light  of  the  present  facts.  So  long  as  the 
exigencies  of  public  travel  are  not  sufficient  to  require  a  company  to 
operate  its  own  railway,  it  seems  very  clear  that  there  can  be,  within 
the  meaning  of  the  statute,  no  such  public  necessity  and  convenience 
as  require  it  to  enter  upon  and  use  the  tracks  of  another  railway. 
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The  Board  is  therefore  constrained  to  withhold  the  approval  which 
is  now  asked.  As  already  indicated,  this  conclusion  is  based  on  the 
facts  and  conditions  which  are  shown  to  exist  at  the  present  time, 
and  which  are  likely  to  continue  at  least  until  the  opening  of  the  next 
season  of  summer  travel.  It  cannot  be  foreseen  what  the  volume  of 
traffic,  or  what  the  relations  or  arrangements  between  the  two  railway 
companies,  may  then  be  ;  and  it  is  unnecessary  now  to  consider  what 
the  public  necessity  and  convenience  may  at  that  time  require.

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RUNNING     OF     ELECTRIC     CARS     OVER     THE     BRIDGE 
ACROSS    TAUNTON    RIVER,    AT    FALL    RIVER. 


Report  by  Prof.   George  F.  Swain. 

Boston,  December  14,  1894. 
The  Massachusetts  Board  of  Bailroad  Commissioners, 

Hon.  John  E.  Sanford,  Chairman. 

Gentlemen  :  —  In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  submit  the  fol- 
lowing statement  regarding  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  bridge  across 
the  Taunton  River  at  Fall  River,  with  special  reference  to  the  ques- 
tion of  the  expediency  of  allowing  electric  cars  to  be  run  over  the 
highway  portion  of  the  structure. 

The  history  of  the  bridge  is  as  follows  :  It  was  built  in  1874  by 
the  American  Bridge  Company,  at  that  time  one  of  the  largest  and 
best  bridge  companies  in  the  United  States.  The  plans  and  specifica- 
tions were  approved  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  bear- 
ing the  signature  of  A.  D.  Briggs,  a  civil  engineer  and  then  a 
member  of  the  Board.  There  is  no  question  that  the  officers  of  the 
railroad  company  supposed  that  they  were  getting  as  good  a  bridge 
as  money  could  buy ;  and  this  was  very  likely  true,  considering  the 
condition  of  the  science  of  bridge  building  at  that  time.  The  bridge 
is,  in  many  respects,  a  very  good  structure  ;  but  while  the  main 
members  were  generously  proportioned,  many  of  the  details  were 
very  poorly  designed,  and,  in  fact,  appear  to  have  been  constructed 
without- any  study  of  their  strength. 

For  this-  reason,  soon  after  I  was  appointed  engineer  of  your 
Board,  I  called  your  attention,  and  through  you  the  attention  of  the 
railroad  company,  to  the  necessity  of  strengthening  certain  parts  of 
the  structure,  viz.,  the  parts  directly  carrying  the  railroad  floor, 
together  with  the  pins  in  the  upper  chord  of  the  structure.  The  sug- 
gestion was  all  that  was  necessary,  and  the  railroad  company  pro- 
ceeded without  delay  to  carry  out  an  extensive  sytem  of  strengthen- 
ing, on  the  lines  indicated.  The  result  of  this  was  to  make  the 
bridge,  in  my  opinion,  perfectly  safe  for  the  traffic  of  the  road  added 
to  the  ordinary  traffic  of  the  highway  beneath.  Nevertheless,  con- 
sidering that  it  was  nearly  twenty  years  old,  and  still  somewhat  light 
in  certain  parts,  it  has  not  been  considered  desirable,  even  though  it 
might  be  safe,  to  load  the  bridge  indiscriminately  with  the  heaviest 
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rolling  stock  in  use.  In  other  words,  the  bridge  has  been  somewhat 
spared,  and,  since  it  has  been  strengthened,  the  traffic  over  it  has 
been  operated  under  certain  restrictions  as  to  the  weight  of  the 
engines  to  be  run. 

Since  that  time,  the  railroad  company,  whenever  it  contemplated 
running  a  new  type  of  engine  over  the  structure,  has  always,  I 
believe,  applied  to  your  Board  for  information  as  to  the  desirability 
of  doing  so,  and  has  only  done  so  upon  your  statement  that  it  was 
expedient. 

The  question  now  arises  as  to  the  expediency  of  allowing  electric 
cars  to  be  run  over  the  highway  portion  of  the  structure. 

With  reference  to  this,  I  will  say  that  my  examination  of  the 
bridge  has  included  not  simply  the  upper  floor,  but  all  of  the  other 
parts  of  the  structure,  including  the  highway  floor  beneath.  I  am 
not  informed  as  to  whether  it  is  proposed  to  carry  one  or  two  street 
railway  tracks  over  the  bridge,  or  where  these  tracks  are  to  be 
placed  ;  but  there  is  no  question  that,  in  any  case,  the  lower  floor  of 
the  structure  is  entirely  inadequate,  in  its  present  condition,  to  carry 
such  traflSc. 

The  weight  of  a  loaded  electric  car  amounts  to  something  like 
1,000  pounds  per  running  foot,  and  two  tracks  would  therefore 
amount  to  2,000  pounds  per  running  foot,  or  very  nearly  as  much  as 
the  maximum  loads  usually  allowed  on  one  railroad  track  at  the  time 
this  structure  was  erected.  It  would  very  likely  be  necessary,  if 
street  cars  were  run  across  the  bridge,  to  have  a  turnout  at  some 
point,  even  if  there  were  but  one  track  ;  and  if  such  cars  are  allowed 
to  run,  it  is  necessary  to  assume  that,  at  some  time,  an  entire  span  of 
the  bridge  may  be  covered  with  these  cars,  owing  to  a  blockade  or 
breakdown,  or  to  the  opening  of  the  draw.  No  such  loads  were  con- 
templated when  the  structure  was  built. 

I  would  add  that,  although  possibly  the  highway  portion  of  this 
structure  may  be  legally  subject  to  other  jurisdiction  than  that  of  this 
Board,  the  structure  as  a  whole  is,  nevertheless,  distinctly  a  railroad 
bridge,  carrying  a  steam  railroad.  Inasmuch  as  this  Board  has  juris- 
diction over  all  railroad  bridges  with  reference  to  the  matter  of  their 
strength,  it  seems  to  me  that  this  structure,  as  a  whole,  should 
legally  be  subject  to  your  approval  as  regards  the  matter  of  loads  and 
its  strength  generally. 

If  electric  cars  are  allowed  to  be  run  over  the  structure  in  its 
present  condition,  or  if  the  loads  are  substantially  increased,  without 
being  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  your  Board,  I  must  respectfully 
decline  to  be  responsible  for  the  structure.

Of  the  sixty-four  fenders  in  the  foregoing  list,  tests  of  the  follow- 
ing have  been  made  in  the  presence  of  the  Board :  —

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These  tests  are  described  in  the  following  notes,' with  regard  to 
which  it  should  be  mentioned  that  in  each  case  the  speed  of  the  car 
was  not  measured,  but  estimated  by  the  eye. 

Particular  attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  the  conditions  under 
which  the  experiments  were  made  were  not  in  all  cases  alike.  In  some 
cases  the  dummies  were  of  wood,  in  other  cases  they  were  of  soft 
material ;  in  some  cases  they  were  large,  in  others  small ;  in  some 
cases  the  roadbed  was  higher,  in  others  lower  ;  in  some  cases  it  was 
rough,  in  others  smooth.  It  does  not  follow,  therefore,  that  a  fender 
which,  according  to  these  tests,  succeeded  in  every  case  in  preventing 
the  dummy  from  being  run  over,  would  necessarily  succeed  under 
other  conditions.  In  some  cases  the  conditions  under  which  the  tests 
were  made  were  extremely  favorable,  and  in  most  cases,  it  should  be 
said,  they  were  qutte  favorable.  In  no  case  were  they  as  unfavorable 
as  in  the  tests  made  by  the  West  End  fender  commission,  or  in  the 
previous  experiments  of  the  Board.  The  reason  for  this  is,  that  all 
of  these  tests  were  conducted  in  suburban  towns  or  cities,  instead  of 
in  Boston.  In  these  suburban  towns  and  cities  the  pavement  was 
generally  new,  or,  where  the  tests  were  made  upon  earth  roadbeds, 
the  roadbed  was  high  and  smooth.  In  large  cities,  where  the  streets 
are  subjected  to  the  traffic  of  heavy  teams,  the  pavement  between 
the  rails  is  much  more  uneven  and  much  more  unfavorable  for  suc- 
cessful tests  than  in  any  of  the  cases  referred  to  in  the  following 
experiments.  It  must  therefore  be  distinctly  understood  that  these 
tests  simply  afforded  the  members  of  the  Board  an  opportunity  of 
judging  in  a  general  way  of  the  chai'acteristics  and  probable  mode 
of  action  of  the  different  fenders,  and  that  they  are  not  to  be  inter- 
preted rigidly  and  in  detail  as  applying  in  general. 

Roomy  Fender  {No.  T). 
[Tested  at  Lowell,  November  16,  1894.] 

This  fender  consists  of  two  iron  side  bars,  made  of  two  parts  at  right 
angles  and  hinged,  one  of  them  extending  up  in  front  of  the  dash-board, 
and  the  other  nearly  horizontal.  The  fender  is  fixed  in  front  of  the  dash- 
board by  four  arms,  two  attached  to  side  rods  of  dash-boai'd,  and  two  to 
the  bottom  of  the  platform.  The  fender  runs  ordinarily  about  three  inches 
above  the  ground,  but  is  let  down  by  the  motorman,  who  releases  a  catch. 
When  down,  the  front  of  fender  runs  on  two  wheels.  Between  the  iron  side 
bars,  springs  are  stretched  across,  and  also  wooden  braces  under  and 
between  the  springs. 

In  the  fender  tested,  the  front  bar  was  of  two-inch  iron  pipe,  inside  of 
which  was  a  shaft.  The  wheels  ran  on  each  end  of  this  shaft,  with  sjirings 
between  them  and  the  side  bars  to  allow  Ihem  to  be  moved  laterally. 
These  wheels  were  heavy  iron  flanged  wheels,  which  were  expected  to  run 
upon  the  track.     The  fender  was  raised  by  turning  a  sj)ecial  vertical  shaft 
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by  means  of  the  brake  handle,  which  wound  up  two  iron  wires  attached  to 
the  front  of  the  fender,  folding  the  front  horizontal  part  up  against  the 
vertical  part. 

The  tests  were  made  at  the  car  stables,  on  a  stone  block  pavement  quite 
high  between  the  rails.  The  dummy  used  was  made  of  cloth,  inside  of 
which  were  springs,  sawdust,  etc.,  but  it  was  not  at  all  flexible.  Eight  tests 
were  made  with  this  fender.  In  three  of  them  the  dummy  was  standing, 
and  was  caught  on  the  fender,  though  in  one  case  it  rolled  off.  In  five  tests 
the  dummy  was  lying  on  the  track.  In  two  of  these  it  was  pushed  along 
without  getting  under  the  fender.  In  two  others  part  of  the  dummy  got 
under  the  fender.  In  another  the  motorman  did  not  succeed  in  dropping  the 
fender,  and  the  car  ran  over  the  dummy.  The  speed  was  in  all  cases  about 
six  miles  per  hour. 

The  fender  tested  was  defective  in  the  fact  that  its  forward  edge  did  not 
come  close  enough  to  the  track,  and  that  this  edge  was  too  flexible,  so  that 
it  could  ride  over  the  dummy.  The  front  wheels  of  the  shaft  were  very 
heavy,  the  fender  being  held  down  only  by  its  weight. 

Since  these  tests,  the  fender  has  been  altered  by  replacing  the  iron  wheels 
by  light  rubber  wheels  without  flanges,  intended  to  run  on  the  ground  and 
not  on  the  rails.  The  front  part  of  the  fender  has  also  been  curved  so  as 
to  be  concave  upward,  in  order  to  bring  the  front  edge  closer  to  the  track 
than  in  the  fender  tested.  The  raising  apparatus  has  also  been  altered 
so  that  the  fender  is  raised  by  pushing  down  a  lever  back  of  the  dash- 
board. 

Foster  &  Brown  Fender  (No.  5). 
[Tested  at  Quincy,  December  5,  1894.] 

This  fender  consists  of  a  revolving  cylinder  on  which  are  fastened  rub- 
ber chair  tii^s  in  several  longitudinal  roAvs.  The  fender  is  carried  normally 
at  a  sufficient  height  above  the  ground  to  clear  all  obstacles.  When  the 
brake  is  ai^plied,  a  chain  is  wound  up  which  lowers  the  fender  to  the 
ground.  Two  rollers,  one  on  each  side  of  the  track,  are  geared  with  a 
crossed  chain  to  the  revolving  cylinder,  the  motion  of  which  is  therefore 
independent  of  the  motion  of  the  car  axle. 

Tests  were  made  on  the  bridge  at  Quincy,  the  floor  of  Avliich  is  of  Avood 
on  a  level  with  the  top  of  the  rails.  The  dummy  was  quite  large,  but  light, 
and  provided  Avith  arms  and  legs.  Eight  or  ten  tests  Avere  made.  The  fender 
worked  satisfactorily,  and  picked  up  the  dummy  each  time,  at  various  speeds 
and  under  varying  conditions.  Only  once  did  one  limb  get  partly  under  the 
fender. 

Perry  Fender  {No.  6). 

[Tested  at  Wakefield,  November  21,  1894.] 

This  fender  is  an  inclined  platform  in  front  of  the  car,  running  with  its 
front  four  or  five  inches  above  the  rails.  When  it  strikes  a  body  the  bloAv 
unhooks  it  and  it  drops. 

The  tests  were  made  near  the  car  stable,  on  an  earth  road.  The  street 
was  muddy  and  it  Avas  raining.  The  dummies  used  Avere  simply  bags  filled 
with  chips  or  other  like  material.  They  did  not  therefore  represent  in  any 
way  a  human  body.     Four  tests  Avere  made,  in  two  cases  with  the  bag  on 
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end,  and  in  two  cases  with  tlie  bag  lying  flat.  In  one  case  only  was  the 
bag  caught  on  the  fender.  In  the  three  remaining  cases  the  fender  and  car 
went  over  it. 

Bice  Fende?-  (No.  8) . 
[Tested  at  Worcester,  November  14,  1894.] 

This  fender  consists  of  a  net  in  front  of  the  car,  supported  by  curved 
arms  at  the  sides.  The  fender  runs  normally  five  or  six  inches  above  the 
ground,  and  is  dropped  by  the  motorman  stepping  on  a  catch.  When  down, 
the  fender  rolls  along  the  track  on  wooden  rollers  fixed  to  the  forward  end. 
There  is  also  a  net  in  front  of  the  dash-board,  and  the  fender  can  be  folded 
up  to  a  nearly  vertical  position. 

The  tests  were  made  on  a  stone  pavement  without  any  low  spots  between 
the  rails.  It  was  raining  and  the  street  was  muddy.  Two  tests  were  made 
with  dummies  of  squared  timber,  with  jointed  arms  and  legs,  and  with 
clothes.  In  the  first  test,  the  forward  part  of  the  fender  was  broken  and 
the  dummy  was  not  picked  up.  In  the  second  test,  the  small  dummy  was 
not  picked  up,  and  got  partly  under  the  fender. 

Duncan  Fender  (No.  10). 
[Tested  near  Broadway  stables  of  Lynn  &  Boston  Ptailroad,  November  9,  1894.] 

This  fender  consists  of  a  horizontal  platform  in  front  of  car,  almost 
exactly  like  the  fender  used  in  Boston.  It  can  be  pushed  back  under  the 
car  when  not  in  use,  and  the  front  edge  is  protected  by  rubber  tubing. 
When  ready  for  use,  it  is  so  arranged  that  a  blow  on  the  front  of  the  fender 
unhooks  it,  and  it  drops  till  the  front  edge  slides  along  the  ground.  It  is 
raised  by  the  motorman  by  means  of  a  chain  or  rope. 

The  tests  were  made  with  a  wooden  dummy  about  eight  inches  square 
and  two  feet  long.  Eight  or  ten  tests  were  made,  but  the  fender  was  not 
in  good  working  order,  and  the  guides  spread  somewhat,  so  that  the  fender 
did  not  drop  satisfactorily. 

Barrett  Fender  (No.  11). 
[Tested  at  Linden,  on  Lynn  &  Boston  Railroad,  November  2,  1894.] 

The  fender  tested  is  a  wheel-guard  under  the  car,  though  it  can  be 
arranged  so  as  to  pi'oject  in  front  of  the  dash  board.  It  is  a  scoop  with 
a  continuous  edge,  and  is  dropped  by  the  motorman  by  means  of  a  special 
lever.     When  released,  it  falls  by  its  own  weight. 

Tests  were  made  with  a  large  dummy,  very  hard  and  unyielding,  measur- 
ing about  eighteen  inches  across  the  shoulders  and  ten  inches  thick.  The 
track  where  the  tests  were  made  was  paved  recently,  and  was  high.  Seven 
tests  were  made.  In  each  case  the  fender  picked  up  the  dummy  success- 
fully, in  one  case,  however,  tearing  his  clothes  badly. 

Since  these  tests,  the  fender  has  been  modified  in  such  a  way  that  it  is 
dropped  by  means  of  a  pedal  which  the  motorman  steps  on,  and  when 
dropped  it  is  locked  down.  A  front  platform  projecting  in  front  of  the 
dash-board,  with  netting  extending  up  along  the  dash-board,  has  also  been 
added,  together  with  a  tripping  arrangement  by  which  a  blow  on  this  fi'ont 
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platform  trips  the  wheel  guard.     The  wheel  guard  is  raised  by  a  special 
lever.     The  tests  made  witli  this  fender  were  very  favorable. 

Parmenter  Fender  {No.  12). 
[Tested  at  Providence,  R.  I.,  November  22,  1894.] 

This  fender  consists  of  an  automatic  scoop  underneath  the  car,  operated 
automatically  by  a  tripper  which,  when  moved  backward,  pulls  down  the 
fender  with  a  positive  motion.  The  fender  is  locked  when  down  in  jjosi- 
tion,  and  is  counterweighted  so  that  it  rises  when  the  lock  is  removed. 
The  scoop  is  similar  to  the  Barrett  fender,  but  the  forward  edge  has  riveted 
to  it  a  flat  strip  of  rubber  four  to  six  inches  wide. 

The  tests  were  made  on  a  track  well  paved  and  fairly  regular,  with  no 
depressions  of  consequence.  Two  dummies  were  used,  made  of  canvas 
filled  with  sawdust  and  sand,  the  larger  measuring  eight  inches  through 
the  chest  and  ten  inches  across,  the  smaller  six  inches  through  the  chest 
and  seven  inches  across.  Nine  tests  were  made,  at  speeds  varying  from 
three  to  eight  miles  jier  hour,  and  with  the  dummies  in  various  positions. 
In  every  case  but  one  the  fender  operated  successfully.  In  one  case  a  leg 
of  the  dummy  got  under  the  fender. 

The  principle  of  this  fender  is  excellent,  but  the  dimensions  of  the 
fender  tested  were  not  such  as  to  secure  the  greatest  efficiency.  By  a 
slight  modification  of  dimensions,  a  considerable  improvement  could  be 
effected. 

Bay  State  Fe7ider  (No.  13). 

[Tested  at  Wakefield,  November  21,  1894.] 

This  fender  is  a  very  flat  wire  netting,  which  is  nearly  horizontal  when 
down.  It  is  normally  three  or  four  inches  above  the  gx'ound,  and  is 
dropped  by  the  motorman,  who  stej^s  on  a  pedal.  When  down,  the  fender 
is  locked.  This  fender  is  simply  a  wheel-guard,  and  is  entirely  under  the 
car.    In  front  of  the  dash-board  there  is,  however,  a  wire  netting. 

Nine  tests  were  made,  on  an  earth  road  nowhere  below  the  level  of 
the  top  of  the  rails,  and  sometimes  above  that  level.  The  road  was  muddy 
and  it  was  raining.  Three  dummies  were  used,  made  with  arms  and  legs, 
and  stuffed  with  sand  and  sawdust.  In  each  case  the  fender  operated  suc- 
cessfviUy,  picking  up  the  dummy  in  seven  cases,  while  in  two  cases,  in 
which  the  dummy  was  on  one  side  of  the  track,  it  worked  off  to  one  side, 
and  was  prevented  by  the  side  guard  from  getting  under  the  wheels.  This 
side  guard  consists  of  wooden  planks  outside  of  the  wheels,  extending 
along  the  entire  side  of  the  car,  connected  at  each  end  with  the  fender,  and 
two  inches  above  the  rails. 

Two  experiments  were  made  on  a  paved  street,  the  surface  being  high 
and  quite  even.  In  one  case  the  medium  sized  dummy  was  picked  up.  In 
the  other  case  the  small  dummy  was  picked  up,  but  one  hand  got  under  the 
scoop. 

Clark  Fender  (No.  16). 

[Tested  at  Marlborough,  November  15,  1894.] 
This  fender  consists  of  an  inclined  wire  net,  with  front  corners  rounded 
off,  and  pi'otected  with  rubber  hose  or  a  pneumatic  tube.     Two  inclined  gas 
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pipes  are  hung  to  the  car  body  by  four  hangers,  two  on  each  side.  In  these 
gas  pipes  slide  the  rods  which  form  the  sides  of  the  fender  frame.  A  hori- 
zontal sj)iral  spring  forces  the  fender  forward  when  the  motorman  releases 
a  catch.  The  fender  is  drawn  back  by  turning  a  special  shaft.  When  re- 
leased, the  fender  is  forced  forward  and  downward  until  it  touches  the 
ground.  The  fender  tested  had  a  movement  of  about  two  and  one-half 
feet.  By  varying  the  spring  the  fender  can  be  forced  to  the  ground  with 
greater  or  less  pressure,  and  the  curved  front  allows  the  fender  to  go 
down  somewhat  between  the  rails  if  the  ground  is  low. 

The  tests  were  made  near  the  car  stables,  on  an  earth  roadway  high 
between  the  rails.  Seven  tests  were  made,  with  two  dummies,  one  well 
made  to  repi'esent  a  child,  the  other  made  of  meal  bags  stuifed  with  saw- 
dust without  anything  to  represent  arms  or  legs.  The  speed  of  the  car 
was  from  five  to  eight  or  ten  miles  per  hour.  Four  tests  were  made  with 
the  small  dummy,  and  in  each  case  it  was  either  picked  up  or  pushed  along 
in  a  satisfactory  manner.  Three  tests  were  made  with  the  large  dummy ; 
in  one  it  was  picked  up  nicely ;  in  another  it  was  pushed  along ;  in  the 
third  it  was  somewhat  crushed,  the  fender  having  been  partly  forced  back. 

Barrack  Fender  (No.  19). 
[Tested  at  Newtonville,  November  19,  1894.] 

This  fender  consists  of  a  front  platform  and  buffer,  combined  with  a  wheel- 
guard.  The  front  fender  is  made  of  springs,  and,  when  raised  in  passing 
over  a  body,  it  trips  the  wheel-guard,  which  falls  by  its  own  weight  aided 
by  a  spring,  and  is  locked  down.  There  is  also  an  automatic  tripper  for 
the  wheel-guard.  The  wheel-guard  is  made  of  flat  springs  with  a  wire 
rope  connecting  the  front  edges. 

Seven  tests  were  made  with  this  fender,  at  varying  speeds.  The  dummy 
was  made  of  bagging  stuffed  with  sand  and  sawdust.  The  street  was  paved 
between  i-ails,  and  was  quite  high  and  uniform.  In  two  tests  the  dummy 
was  standing  up  and  fell  on  the  front  platform,  but  rolled  off  and  was  picked 
up  by  the  scoop.  In  the  five  other  tests  the  dummy  was  lying  on  the  track  ; 
in  three  of  these  it  was  picked  up  on  the  scoop  ;  in  the  remaining  two  the 
scoop  worked  over  it.  These  unfavorable  results  were  partly  due  to  defects 
in  the  construction,  but  not  in  the  principle,  of  the  fender ;  and  moreover,  to 
the  fact  that  .the  dummy  was  quite  soft,  and  could  easily  be  rolled  up  and 
run  over. 

Woods  Fender  (No.  23). 
[Tested  at  Worcester,  November  14,  1894.] 

This  fender  consists  of  a  light  front  platform,  together  with  a  fixed  wheel- 
guard  underneath  the  car.  The  wheel-guard  consists  of  a  triangular 
wooden  frame  fixed  to  the  truck,  one  side  being  parallel  to  and  nearly  over 
one  rail,  and  the  other,  or  long  side,  sloping  at  a  small  angle  with  the  track. 
This  frame,  which  forms  the  fender,  is  hung  by  four  links  to  a  similar  fi'ame 
rigidly  attached  to  the  truck,  When  in  use,  the  fender  is  intended  to  be 
down  in  its  lowest  position.  The  sides  forming  it  are  made  of  wood  with 
the  lower  edge  protected  by  rubber,  which  is  intended  to  run  within  one- 
half  inch  of  the  ground.    The  lower  edge  of  this  rubber  is  protected  from 
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wear  by  a  narrow  iron  strip,  flexible  enough  to  pass  over  obstructions  in 
the  track.  When  the  car  is  running  in  the  opposite  direction,  the  fender  is 
raised  from  its  lowest  position  and  fastened  at  a  greater  height  from  the 
ground,  swinging  on  the  links  which  hold  it. 

Two  tests  were  made  with  this  fender,  with  a  dummy  made  of  squared 
timber,  jointed  to  represent  a  man.  In  each  case  the  dummy  was  thrown  off 
to  one  side  of  the  track. 

On  account  of  the  fact  that  the  working  side  of  this  fender  is  so  oblique 
to  the  track,  its  tendency  is  to  throw  a  body  to  one  side  and  prevent  its  get- 
ting under  the  wheels.  Both  in  these  tests  and  in  others  previously  made 
by  me  with  this  fender,  it  was  very  efficient,  especially  at  high  sjaeeds.  It 
acts,  moreover,  as  an  efficient  snow  plow.  With  a  soft  dummy,  however, 
or  a  human  body,  if  the  point  of  the  fender  should  strike  it  in  the  right 
manner,  I  should  fear  it  would  result  disastrously ;  and  this  fender,  being 
run  in  a  fixed  position,  cannot  of  course  be  carried  as  close  to  the  track  as  a 
movable  fender  which  is  dropped  to  the  track  only  in  case  of  danger. 

Hipivood  Fender  (No.  24). 
[Tested  at  Newtonville,  December  6,  1894  ] 

This  fender,  which  is  quite  complicated,  consists  of  a  wire  netting  form- 
ing a  platform  in  front  of  the  car,  with  a  buffer  in  front  of  the  dash-board, 
which  can  be  folded  down  to  a  horizontal  position  and  the  whole  pushed 
under  the  car.  The  fender  is  dropped  to  the  ground  in  case  of  emergency 
by  the  motorman,  and  is  so  constructed  that  it  is  able  to  pass  over  obstruc- 
tions in  the  track,  while  the  forward  edge  is  held  down  to  the  track  by 
springs,  with  any  desired  pressure.  The  front  edge  is  not  continuous, 
being  made  of  five  broad  wooden  or  metal  plates,  any  one  of  which  may 
be  pushed  back  independent  of  the  others. 

Ten  tests  were  made  with  this  fender.  The  dummy  used  was  made  of 
canvas,  of  medium  size,  but  quite  light.  It  had  arms  and  legs,  but  no 
fingers,  and  the  arms  and  legs  were  thick  and  could  not  be  laid  flat  upon 
the  ground.  The  track  was  of  earth,  very  even  and  high  between  the 
rails.  In  three  cases  the  dummy  was  standing  and  was  caught  on  the 
fender.  In  seven  cases  the  dummy  was  lying,  and  was  either  picked  up  or 
pushed  along. 

Modemami  Fender  (No.  27). 
[Tested  at  Lowell,  October  29,  1894.] 

This  fender  consists  of  an  inclined  wire  net,  extending  from  about  the  mid- 
dle of  the  dash-board  downward  to  within  a  short  distance  of  the  track.  At 
the  bottom  is  a  rubber  roller  extending  across  the  track.  The  side  bars 
are  hinged  in  such  a  way  that  when  the  fender  is  struck  it  collapses  and 
assumes  the  shape  of  a  right  angle,  the  intention  being  to  catch  upon  the 
net  anybody  so  striking  the  fender. 

Only  one  test  was  made  with  this  fender.  A  man  stood  on  the  track  and 
the  car  aj^proached  at  a  speed  of  about  six  miles  per  hour  The  man 
threw  himself  against  the  fender ;  it  collapsed  and  caught  him. 
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Flanders  Fender  {No.  29). 
[Tested  at  Wakefield,  November  21  and  26,  1894.] 

This  fender  consists  of  two  fiat  frames  of  wire  netting  liinged  together, 
one  of  tliem  standing  vei'tically  in  front  of  the  dasli-board,  the  other  in- 
clining downward  and  forward,  the  sides  of  tlie  latter  being  extended, 
backward  and  hinged  to  the  car  body.  The  fender  is  raised  and  lowered 
by  the  motorraan,  and  when  dropped  to  the  track  it  slides  on  the  rails. 
The  front  edge  is  shod  with  rubber,  and  the  fender  can  be  transferred 
from  one  end  of  the  car  to  the  other,  or  can  be  folded  up  in  front  of  tlae 
dash-board. 

The  fender  was  tried  on  a  level  earth  road,  high  between  the  rails.  The 
dummies  used  were  two  in  number,  stuffed  with  sand  and  sawdust,  with 
arms  and  legs ;  the  smaller  weighed  about  forty-five  pounds,  the  heavier 
about  eighty-five  pounds. 

On  November  21,  the  fender  was  not  in  order,  and  the  inventor  was  not 
pi'esent.    But  one  test  was  therefore  made. 

On  November  26,  twelve  tests  were  made,  at  speeds  of  from  four  to  ten 
miles  per  hour,  five  of  them  being  with  the  small  dummy,  and  seven  with 
the  large  dummy.  In  the  five  tests  with  the  small  dummy,  it  was  either 
caught  or  picked  up  by  the  fender  in  every  case ;  in  one  case,  however,  its 
arm  got  partly  caught  under  the  fender.  In  the  seven  tests  with  the  large 
dummy,  it  was  either  caught  or  pushed  along  in  every  case  but  one.  In 
this  case  it  was  lying  diagonally  on  one  rail,  and  was  pushed  off  the  track 
and  got  partly  under  the  car.  The  side  board  already  referred  to  in  con- 
nection with  the  Bay  State  fender,  which  had  not  been  removed  from 
this  car,  prevented  its  being  run  over.  These  experiments  were  very 
favorable,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  ground  was  frozen,  and  very 
high  and  uniform  between  the  rails.  As  this  fender  is  only  held  down  by 
its  own  weight,  it  is  probable  that  on  an  uneven  pavement  it  might  pass 
over  a  body. 

Crawford  Fender  (No.  44). 

[Tested  at  Worcester,  November  14,  1894.] 

Many  different  forms  of  the  Crawford  fender  are  manufactured  by  the 
company.  The  essential  principle  of  all  of  these  fenders  is  that  they 
consist  of  a  platform,  either  horizontal,  inclined,  or  in  some  cases  nearly 
vertical,  which  is  held  by  springs  at  such  a  height  as  to  ride  over  ordinary 
obstructions  in  the  track,  but  when  struck  by  a  blow  is  forced  backward 
and  downward  to  the  track.  The  one  tested  was  a  nearly  vertical  fender  in 
front  of  the  dash-board. 

Only  one  test  was  made  with  this  fender.  A  lai"ge  wooden  dummy  was 
placed  in  the  centre  of  the  track  and  struck  by  the  car  at  a  sjieed  of  about 
five  miles  per  hour.  The  dummy  was  pushed  along,  but  its  leg  got  under 
the  fender. 

Bragg  Fender  (No  61). 

[Tested  at  Worcester,  November  14,  1894.] 
This  fender  consists  of  two  horizontal  platforms,  one  above  the  other. 
The  upper  one  is  fixed,  the  side  pieces  being  extensions  from  the  truck.    The 
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forward  part  of  this  fender  is  held  by  a  nearly  horizontal  rod,  with  turn- 
buckle  attached,  to  the  top  of  the  truck  frame,  by  which  the  front  of  the 
fender  can  be  raised  or  lowered.  Below  the  upper  fender,  and  sliding  under 
it,  is  a  second  and  similar  fender,  held  back  by  a  latch.  This  fender  projects 
slightly  beyond  the  upper  one,  and  when  struck  by  a  blow  the  latch  is 
released,  and  the  spring  forces  the  lower  fender  out  about  eight  inches, 
though  it  may  be  arranged  to  go  a  greater  distance.  The  platforms  are  of 
wire,  the  forwai*d  edge  jjrotected  by  rubber.  The  fender  is  intended  to  run 
at  a  sufficient  height  above  the  ground  to  clear  all  obstacles.  It  is  pro- 
loosed  to  add  a  net,  to  be  fastened  in  front  of  the  dash-board. 

Three  tests  were  made  with  this  fender,  with  small  wooden  dummies, 
jointed  and  with  limbs.  In  the  first  test,  the  speed  being  about  eight  miles 
an  hour,  the  blow  did  not  release  the  lower  platform.  The  dummy  fell 
backward,  struck  on  the  buffer,  then  fell  off  the  jolatform  and  was  broken 
in  tAvo.  In  the  second  test,  the  platform  again  failed  to  be  released,  but  the 
dummy  M'as  caught  and  carried  along  on  the  platform  In  the  third  test, 
made  with  a  large  dummy  of  squared  timber,  lying  on  the  track,  it  was 
jjushed  along,  the  platform  being  so  close  to  the  ground  as  to  jirevent  the 
squared  timber  from  passing  beneath  it.  A  human  body  would,  of  course, 
have  been  run  over.

Company  may  be  united  and  consolidated,  and  may  constitute  one  cor- 
poration, — 
Now.  therefore,  the  said  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  the  said  Brookline 
&  Pepperell  Railroad  Company,  the  said  Brookline  Railroad  Company  and 
the  said  Brookline  &  Milford  Railroad  Company,  by  their  resjaective  presi- 
dents and  directors,  have  agreed  upon  a  union  and  consolidation  of  said 
corporations  in  the  manner  hereinfter  set  forth,  and  upon  the  folloAving 
terms  and  conditions,  the  same  to  be  and  become  valid  and  binding  when 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  for  the  Commonwealth

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Upon  such  consolidation,  each  and  every  share  of  the  preferred  capital 
stock  of  the  present  Fitchburo;  Railroad  Company  shall  at  once  be  and 
become  a  share  of  the  preferred  capital  stock  of  the  consolidated  com- 
pany, and  each  and  every  share  of  the  common  capital  stock  of  the 
said  present  Fitchburg  Eailroad  Company  shall  at  once  be  and  become 
a  share  of  the  common  capital  stock  of  the  consolidated  company.

delivered  to  the  shareholders  of  the  Brookline  &  Milford  Railroad  Company 
cei'tificates  for  1,750  shares  of  the  prefei'red  capital  stock  of  the  new  or  con- 
solidated company.  Such  shares  sliall  be  distributed  to  the  shareholders  of 
the  Brookline  &  Pepperell  Railroad  Company,  the  Brookline  Railroad  Com- 
pany and  the  Brookline  &  JVlilford  Railroad  Company, pro  rata,  according  to 
the  number  of  shares  held  by  them  at  the  time  of  such  surrender,  so  that 
each  holder  of  one  share  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Brookline  &  Pepperell

Article  5.  Whenever  the  consolidation  shall  have  been  effected  under

Milfoi'd  Railroad  Company  shall  cease  to  have  any  voting  power  or  partici-

Directions  to  the  Railroad  Inspectors  appointed  by  the  Board. 

Your  powers  and  duties  are  defined  in  Chapter  535  of  the  Acts  of 
1894,  as  follows  :  — 

Section  3.  The  inspectors  shall  hare  power  to  examine  the  machinery, 
cars  and  locomotives  employed  in  moving  trains,  and  tracks  of  railroads, 
under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners. 

Section  4.  Whenever  the  machinery,  cai-s,  locomotives  or  roadbed,  of 
any  railroad  are  considered  by  any  inspector  to  be  dangerous  to  the  safety 
of  public  travel,  or  to  the  employees  of  said  railroad,  such  inspectors  shall 
so  report  in  writing  to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners.  .  .  . 

Section  5.  An  inspector  shall  attend  the  inquests  held  in  all  cases  of 
death  by  accident  upon  a  railroad,  and  may  cause  all  persons  having  knowl- 
edge of  the  circumstances  concerning  such  death  to  be  summoned,  by  some 
pei'Sdn  authorized  by  law  to  summon  witnesses,  to  attend  and  testify  at  the 
inquest.  .  .  . 

It  is  your  province,  therefore,  under  sections  3  and  4,  to  ascertain 
by  personal  examination  the  condition,  in  point  of  safety,  of  the 
machinery,  cars,  locomotives,  roadbed  and  tracks,  of  railroads;  and, 
in  case  you  find  them,  or  any  of  them,  in  a  condition  which  you  con- 
sider dangerous  to  public  travel  or  to  railroad  employees,  so  to  report 
to  the  Board.  Such  reports  are  required  by  the  statute  to  be  in  writ- 
ing, and  should  specify  in  detail  the  defects  or  faults  which  you 
regard  as  the  source  of  danger. 

The  Bridge  Engineer  of  the  Board  has  the  supervision,  under 
another  statute,  of  all  railroad  bridges  of  more  than  ten  feet  clear 
span  between  abutments.  Bridges  of  ten  feet  span  or  less  are  sub- 
ject to  your  inspection  as  a  part  of  the  roadbed. 

There  are  specific  provisions  of  law  with  respect  to  certain  matters 
of  construction  and  equipment ;  as,  for  example,  the  blocking  of  frogs, 
switches  and  guard  rails  (St.  1894,  c.  41)  ;  bridge-guards  (Pub.  Sts. 
c.  112,  §  160)  ;  brakes  (Pub.  Sts.  c.  112,  §  170)  ;  drawbridge  sig- 
nals (Pub.  Sts.  c.  112,  §  151)  ;  switches  (Pub.  Sts.  c.  112,  §  159)  ; 
equipment  of  cars  with  tools  (Pub.  Sts.  c.  112,  §  171  ;  St.  1882,  c. 
54)  ;  methods  of  heating  and  lighting  passenger  cars  (Pub.  Sts.  c. 
112,  §  172;  Sts.  1887,  c.  362;  1891,  c.  249)  ;  etc.  Your  examina- 
tion of  railroad  machinery,  cars,  locomotives,  roadbed  and  tracks, 
should  not,  however,  be  limited  to  such  required  safeguards  and 
appliances.  It  should  extend  to  all  points  and  details  which  may 
affect  the  safety  of  public  travel  or  of  railroad  employees. 
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Until  further  notice,  the  Board  specially  assigns  to  Inspector 
Wheeler,  for  examination  as  aforesaid,  the  railroads  in  Berkshire, 
Franklin,  Hanapden,  Hampshire  and  Worcester  Counties  ; 

To  Inspector  Paige,  the  railroads  in  Essex  and  Middlesex  Coun- 
ties, and  the  lines  of  the  Boston  &  Maine,  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach 
&  Lynn,  the  Fitchburg,  and  the  Union  Freight  railroads,  within  the 
County  of  Suffolk ; 

To  Inspector  Upton,  the  railroads  in  Barnstable,  Bristol,  Dukes, 
Nantucket,  Norfolk  and  Plymouth  Counties,  and  the  lines  of  the 
Boston  &  Albany,  the  New  York  &  New  England,  and  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  railroads,  within  the  County  of  Suf- 
folk. 

It  is  expected  that  you  will  consult  and  cooperate  with  each  other 
in  the  performance  of  your  duties,  as  occasion  may  seem  to  require. 
Two  or  more  inspectors  may  arrange  for  a  joint  examination  upon 
any  railroad  line,  and  the  Board  may  at  any  time  direct  such  exam- 
ination. 

It  is  also  made  your  duty,  by  section  5,  to  attend  inquests  in  cases 
of  fatal  railroad  accident.  The  statute  requires  the  magistrate  hold- 
ing such  inquest  to  notify  the  Board  of  the  time  and  place  thereof ; 
and  such  notice  will  be  transmitted  to  one  of  you.  The  object  of 
your  attendance  is  that  you  may  assist  in  obtaining  and  producing 
such  evidence  as  will  enable  the  magistrate  to  make  a  full  and  true 
report  of  the  circumstances  and  causes  of  the  accident,  and  to  place 
the  responsibility  where  it  justly  belongs.  The  magistrate  will  un- 
doubtedly, upon  your  suggestion  and  request,  issue,  or  cause  to  be 
issued,  subpoenas  for  such  witnesses  as,  you  have  reason  to  believe, 
have  knowledge  of  the  circumstances  concerning  the  death  under 
investigation. 

Each  inspector  will  keep  a  concise  record  of  his  official  doings, 
with  the  day  and  date  thereof,  and  transmit  to  the  Board  during  the 
first  ten  days  of  each  month  a  transcript  of  such  record  for  the  pre- 
ceding month.

Street  Railway  Consolidations. 

Consolidation  of  the  Brockton  and  the  Brockton  &  Holbrook  Street 

Railway  Companies. 

In  the  matter  of  the  joint  petition  of  the  Brockton  Street  Railway 
Company  and  the  Brockton  &  Holbrook  Street  Railway  Company  for 
the  approval  by  the  Board  of  the  terms  of  a  proposed  purchase  and 
sale  by  and  to  said  first-named  company  of  all  the  property,  rights 
and  franchises  of  said  last-named  company,  — 

It  appearing,  after  a  public  hearing,  of  which  notice  was  given  by 
public  advertisement  pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  Board,  that  such 
purchase  and  sale  have  been  authorized  by  chapter  516  of  the  Acts  of 
1894 ;  that  the  terms  proposed,  as  set  forth  in  the  copy  of  agreement 
hereto  annexed,  have  been  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  directors, 
and  duly  approved  at  meetings  called  for  that  purpose  by  a  majority 
in  interest  of  the  stockholders,  of  each  of  the  corporations  aforesaid  ; 
that  the  price  or  consideration  proposed  to  be  paid  ($100,000)  does 
not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  now  outstanding  capital  stock  ($70,000) 
and  bonded  debt  ($30,000)  of  the  selling  corporation,  so  that  no  in- 
crease of  capitalization  will  result ;  and  that,  by  virtue  of  an  existing 
lease  for  ninety-nine  years  from  April  1,  1893,  authorized  by  chap- 
ter 58  of  the  Acts  of  1893,  said  purchasing  corporation  is  already 
bound  to  pay  an  annual  dividend  of  six  per  cent  on  the  said  capital 
stock,  and  also  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  said  bonded 
debt ; 

Now,  therefore,  it  appearing  to  the  Board,  upon  the  facts  and  for 
the  reasons  above  stated,  that  the  terms  are  reasonable  and  not  in-

This  Agreement,  made  this  twenty-first  day  of  August,  A.D,,  1894,  by  and 

between  the  Brockton  Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Brockton  & 

Holbrook  Street  Railway  Company,  corporations  duly  organized  and 

existing    under    the   laws  of  the   Commonwealth   of  Massachusetts, 

witnesseth  as  follows : 
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First.  Said  Brockton  &  Hoi  brook  Street  Railway  Company  agrees 
forthwith  to  sell  and  convey  to  said  Brockton  Street  Railway  Company  all 
its  railways,  equipments,  locations,  real  and  personal  property,  rights  and 
franchises,  of  every  nature  and  description  now  owned  by  it,  the  same 
being  at  the  present  time  in  the  possession  of  said  Brockton  Street  Railway 
Company  under  a  lease  for  ninety-nine  years  from  said  Brockton  &  Hol- 
brook  Street  Railway  Company,  dated  April  1st,  1893. 

Second.  In  consideration  of  said  sale  and  conveyance,  said  Brockton 
Street  Railway  Company  agrees  to  pay  to  said  Brockton  &  Holbrook  Street 
Railway  Company  the  sum  of  $100,000,  of  which  |70,000  shall  be  paid  in 
cash,  and  $30,000  by  assuming  the  outstanding  bonds  of  said  Bi'ockton  & 
Holbrook  Street  Railway  Company.  Said  Brockton  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany agrees  that  it  will  retire  said  $30,000  of  bonds  as  fast  as  possible, 
substituting  therefor  its  own  mortgage  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  516  of  the  Acts  of  1894. 

Third.  From  and  after  the  date  of  said  conveyance,  all  liability  of  said 
Brockton  Street  Railway  Company  under  said  lease  from  the  Brockton  & 
Holbrook  Street  Railway  Company,  dated  April  1st,  1893,  shall  cease ;  and 
it  shall  be  under  no  further  obligation  to  make  the  payments  to  said  Brock- 
ton &  Holbrook  Street  Railway  Company  therein  stipulated,  except  that 
said  Brockton  Street  Railway  Company  shall  pay  the  principal  and  interest 
of  the  outstanding  $30,000  of  bonds  of  said  Brockton  &,  Holbrook  Street 
Railway  Company  as  provided  in  said  lease  and  as  herein  provided,  or 
retire  or  renew  the  same  by  its  own  bonds.

Report  of  Accidents  to  Employees  and  Others  on  the  Boston  &  Al- 
bany Railroad  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts  during  the  Year 
ENDING  June  30,  1894. 

July  1,1893. — Unknown  man:  jumped  from  train  No.  110  about  one- 
quarter  of  a  mile  west  of  Dalton  to  save  a  short  walk ;  he  fell  and  was  cut 
on  lower  part  of  face ;  went  to  work  as  usual. 

July  2.  — John  Burke,  about  three  years  old  :  was  crossing  tracks  at  freight 
house  crossing  at  Dalton,  and  was  struck  by  train  No.  15  and  killed. 

Julys.  —  J.  G.  "Walsh,  freight  brakeman :  there  were  ten  cars  of  air  in 
train,  and  hose  burst  on  fourth  car  from  engine;  train  stopped  suddenly, 
and  Walsh  was  thrown  from  caboose  on  to  brake  on  rear  car,  hurting  his 
side.     Accident  happened  at  Westfleld. 

Jidy  3.  —  Unknown  man  :  was  walking  on  track  between  Centre  and  Wash- 
ington streets,  Newton  ;  stepped  on  track  No.  2  directly  in  front  of  train  No, 
164;  was  struck  and  killed. 
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July  4.  —  Isabelle  Holland  of  Boston:  as  train  No.  15  was  drawing  up  to 
water  tank  at  "Worcester,  she  was  either  in  doorway  or  on  platform ;  train 
stopped  suddenly,  throwing  her  down  on  platform,  hurting  her  head  and  knee. 

July  7. — E.  M.  Earle,  freight  brakeman:  arm  caught  between  hunters  and 
crushed,  while  coupling  cars  at  Eocky  Hill  Quarry  switch,  near  Milford. 

July  7. — W.  H.  Edwards,  freight  brakeman:  was  holding  train  coming 
down  Warren  grade,  and  was  struck  by  second  bridge  west  of  Warren.  Said 
he  fell  down  between  the  cars,  but  caught  on  draw-bars  and  got  on  top  again. 
Face  and  nose  cut  and  head,  back  and  chest  injured.  Said  he  forgot  about 
the  bridge. 

July  8.  — Thos.  Mullen  of  Newton,  about  fifteen  years  old  :  as  train  No.  626 
was  backing  off  at  Newton,  this  boy  tried  to  go  between  the  cars  and  got  his 
foot  caught  and  crushed  between  deadwoods.  Crossing  gates  were  down  at 
the  time. 

July  10.  — James  McCarty,  carpenter:  was  working  under  a  car  on  turnout 
at  Westfleld.  Two  cars  were  set  off,  and  they  struck  the  cars  on  this  track, 
shoving  them  along ;  McCarty  was  knocked  down.  He  grasped  the  rail  and 
wheel  went  over  his  hand ;  index  finger  had  to  be  amputated.  He  had  no  flag 
out. 

July  10. — John  Chappell,  freight  brakeman:  as  train  was  leaving  West 
Brookfield,  he  was  going  down  side  ladder  of  car  and  was  struck  by  spout  of 
water  tank  and  thrown  to  the  ground,  bruising  his  hip  and  thigh. 

July  10.  — H.  Sullivan,  freight  brakeman  :  finger  bruised  by  getting  caught 
while  cutting  off  pusher  from  train  at  Hinsdale. 

July  12. — Alfred  T.  Lombard  of  Warren:  his  body  was  found  about  six 
feet  from  the  outside  rail  of  south  main  track  near  Brookfield ;  had  a  bruise 
on  head  and  side. 

July  13.  —  Thos.  Kelly  of  Charlestown :  engine  No.  12  of  extra  freight 
struck  crossiug  gate  at  Brookline  Street,  Cottage  Farm,  forcing  gate  open, 
and  as  it  swung  across  sidewalk  it  struck  Kelly,  bruising  his  foot. 

July  14.  —  J.  C.  Arndt,  freight  conductor :  thumb  on  right  hand  crushed  by 
getting  caught  while  coupling  cars  at  South  Framingham. 

July  14.  —  M.  Corcoran,  freight  brakeman  :  top  of  thumb  smashed  by  getting 
caught  while  coupling  cars  at  North  Adams  Junction. 

July  15.  — A.  Roberts,  freight  brakeman  :  engine  was  attached  to  wire  cable 
and  was  drawing  it  side  of  train.  Roberts  got  on  motor  car  after  they  com- 
menced stretching  cable ;  the  cable  tripped  him  and  he  fell  oflf  car,  hurting  his 
back.     Accident  happened  at  North  Wilbraham. 

July  15. — W.  Burns,  freight  brakeman:  while  going  down  to  pull  pin  at 
Springfield  freight  yard,  he  fell  to  the  ground ;  complained  of  pain  in  his  back. 

July  15. — Mrs.  James  DeVarney:  claims  to  have  slipped  and  fallen  on 
steps  of  car  No.  256  while  leaving  train  No.  87  at  Riverside,  spraining  her 
back.  She  had  two  children  with  her.  Conductor  helped  one  child  from  car 
to  station  platform,  and  when  he  turned  around  Mrs.  DeVarney  was  sitting  on 
lower  step  with  her  feet  on  platform.     Steps  were  in  good  condition. 

July  18.  —  John  Tyrell,  freight  brakeman  :  thumb  on  right  hand  bruised  by 
getting  caught  while  coupling  engine  to  car  at  Cottage  Farm. 

July  19.  —  Michael  Glennon  of  North  Brookfield :  was  walking  on  north 
main  track  at  Charlton,  and  when  train  No.  75  came  along  he  stepped  off,  but 
did  not  get  far  enough  away,  and  the  train  struck  him.  His  head  Avas  cut  and 
he  complained  of  his  left  side  and  arm. 
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Julij  19.  — Joseph  Dacey,  freight  brakeman :  hand  caught  and  two  fingers 
crushed  while  pulling  pin  between  engine  and  car  at  Bacli  Bay,  Boston. 

Juhj  19.  —  "W.  J.  Cline,  freight  conductor:  went  out  on  platform  of  caboose 
to  give  motion  to  another  train,  and  while  there  his  train  ran  into  the  wreck  of 
trains  of  engines  Nos.  146  and  52.  Cline  was  thrown  back  into  caboose,  strik- 
ing the  stove,  spraining  his  shoulder  and  hurting  him  internally.  Accident 
occurred  near  Ashland. 

Julyl^.  —  Gi.  H.  Colgrove,  freight  conductor;  Geo.  Baird,  freight  brake- 
man  :  train  No.  626,  engine  No.  52,  ran  into  the  rear  section  of  a  train  that 
had  separated  near  Ashland.  Colgrove  was  thrown  down  the  bank,  and  his 
knee  fractured ;  Baird's  hand  was  cut  slightly. 

July  21.  — Albert  Dawnes  of  Natick  :  three  tramps  were  on  top  of  train  No. 
307,  and  conductor  told  them  to  get  off  at  next  station.  Afterward  one  of 
them  told  conductor  that  this  man  took  hold  of  brake  to  stand  up,  car  swayed 
and  he  fell  off  and  was  killed.  Accident  happened  about  one  mile  west  of 
East  Brookfleld. 

July  22.  — James  Howe  :  drove  his  milk  team  against  side  of  train  No.  60  as 
it  was  going  over  crossing  at  Cordaville.  Horses  were  killed,  wagon  demol- 
ished, and  Howe  was  injured  so  that  he  died  in  a  short  time. 

July  22.  —  E.  H.  Lucier,  freight  brakeman:  seven  cars  in  train  were  to  be 
left  at  Springfield  freight  house.  Conductor  told  Lucier  to  pull  pin  after 
train  stopped,  then  went  to  forward  end  of  train.  Engine  and  head  cars 
stopped,  and  conductor  then  saw  that  train  was  in  two  sections.  When  they 
came  together  Lucier  was  caught  between  two  cars  and  killed.  Accident  hap- 
pened on  Springfield  grade. 

July  22.  — M.rs.  H.  C.  Ludgate  of  AUston:  got  off  train  No.  79  at  AUston 
after  it  had  started,  and  fell  on  track  No.  3.     Eight  knee  hurt  slightly. 

July  24.  —  H.  A.  Edison,  freight  brakeman :  hand  bruised  by  getting  caught 
behind  pin  while  coupling  cars  at  North  Wilbraham. 

July  25  —  John  Hughes  of  Milford,  Mass. :  was  stealing  a  ride  on  a  freight 
train,  and  fell  off  just  west  of  Athol  Junction.  Was  riin  over,  and  died  in  a 
short  time. 

July  26.  —  W.  E.  Barton,  freight  conductor:  train  No.  307  broke  apart  be- 
tween West  Brimfleld  and  West  Warren,  and  when  the  two  sections  came 
together  Barton  was  knocked  down  on  top  of  car ;  side  hurt  and  head  bruised. 

July  21.  —  H.  N.  Merritt,  freight  conductor:  was  standing  on  a  fiat  car 
loaded  with  steel  rails,  and  when  the  engineer  shut  off  steam  at  Wellesley 
Farms  the  rails  slid  and  Merritt's  foot  was  caught  and  crushed  between  rails 
and  end  of  next  car. 

July  27.  —  Cesar  Busch  of  Colony  Surinam,  South  America:  got  off  train 
No.  2  at  Worcester,  thinking  he  was  in  Boston ;  discovered  his  mistake  as 
train  started,  ran  for  and  got  hold  of  rail,  but  train  was  moving  so  fast  he 
lost  his  hold  and  fell,  dislocating  his  shoulder. 

July  28.  — Unknown  man  :  was  standing  on  south  side  of  tracks  near  thirty- 
ninth  mile-post,  apparently  watching  a  sleeper  train  on  ti'ack  No.  1 ;  when 
train  No.  110  was  within  three  hundred  or  four  hundred  feet  of  him  he  started 
to  cross  track  No.  2  as  if  he  was  going  to  get  on  the  sleeper  train  ;  whistle  was 
sounded  and  bell  rung,  but  he  paid  no  attention,  and  was  struck  and  killed. 

July  29.  —  Wm.  Smith,  freight  brakeman:  thumb  and  forefinger  badly 
crushed  by  getting  caught  between  deadwoods  while  coupling  cars  at  South 
Framingham. 
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July  29.  —  Ellery  Reed :  wMle  crossing  track  at  Athol  was  struck  by  engine 
of  train  No.  474  and  killed.  Bell  was  ringing  at  the  time,  but  his  view  may 
have  been  obstructed  by  a  Fitchburg  pusher  that  stood  near  by.  Not  at  a 
crossing. 

July  31.  — Geo.  Dougherty,  laborer:  tried  to  get  on  a  moving  freight  train 
at  Becket,  lost  his  hold  and  fell  under  car;  was  run  over  and  killed. 

August  1.  —  Thos.  Donohue  :  took  the  4.50  p.m.  train  on  New  York  and  New 
England  Railroad  at  Worcester  for  New  Britain.  Found  he  had  made  a  mis- 
take, and  left  train  at  South  Worcester.  Started  to  walk  back  on  track,  and 
when  near  Franklin  Street  was  overtaken  by  local  freight.  Train  No.  75  was 
passing  at  same  time,  and  in  trying  to  get  out  of  way  of  freight  train  he 
was  struck  by  some  of  the  cars  of  No.  75,  knocked  down  and  shoulder  dislo- 
cated.    He  had  been  drinking  some. 

August  2.  —  E.  Lord,  fireman:  train  No.  635,  engine  No.  49,  was  making  a 
run  of  a  car  in  Worcester  yard.  Lord  went  on  top  of  car  and  told  head  man 
to  pull  pin  and  he  would  ride  car  in.  He  did  not  hold  the  car,  and  it  struck 
another,  throwing  Lord  to  the  ground,  cutting  the  back  of  his  head. 

August?,. — Lawrence  Killian,  freight  brakeman :  middle  finger  split  open 
by  getting  caught  while  coupling  in  AUston  yard. 

August  i:.  —  T.  Sweeney,  freight  conductor:  as  train  was  leaving  West 
Springfield  yard  the  air  hose  burst  on  car  No.  22958,  New  York  Central. 
Sweeney  was  in  caboose,  and  sudden  stop  of  train  threw  him  against  stove, 
hurting  his  hip  and  spine. 

August  5.  —  J.  Cotter,  freight  brakeman :  while  switching  at  Cottage  Farm 
he  was  found  under  train  with  one  leg  cut  off  and  hurt  internally;  died  on  way 
to  hospital.     It  is  supposed  he  was  struck  by  signal  pole  and  thrown  off  train. 

Augusts.  —  M.  Sampson,  freight  brakeman:  right  arm  bruised  by  getting 
caught  between  deadwoods  while  coupling  cars  at  West  Pittsfield. 

August  5.  —  Robert  Rogerson,  freight  brakeman  :  getting  down  from  car  at 
wharf,  Boston,  slipped  and  fell  on  the  tender,  then  rolled  to  the  ground ;  back 
injured  and  head  cut. 

August  6.  —  Philias  Adams  of  South  Framingham :  as  train  No.  102  was 
takiug  siding  at  long  siding  west  of  South  Framingham,  this  man  stepped  in 
front  of  engine;  was  struck  and  fatally  injured. 

Augusts.  —  C.  Desloury,  freight  brakeman:  while  going  up  ladder  of  car 
No.  5595,  Boston  &  Albany,  at  North  Adams  Junction,  the  second  round  of 
ladder  pulled  out  and  he  fell  to  the  ground,  striking  and  bruising  his  hip  on 
moulding  of  tender. 

August  12.  —  Patrick  Norton,  freight  conductor :  as  his  train  w^as  switching 
at  North  Adams  Junction  he  was  caught  between  two  cars  and  squeezed,  hui't- 
lug  him  about  the  hips  and  bowels.  He  says  he  was  reaching  over  hunters  to 
turn  air  cock,  when  some  one  gave  motion  to  back  up. 

August  12. — J.  E.  Campbell,  freight  brakeman:  he  was  pulling  a  pin  at 
Charlton,  and  when  slack  of  train  came  back  his  finger  was  caught  and  split. 

August  12.  — J.  Collins  of  Mittineague  :  as  conductor  Giles'  train  was  leav- 
ing Mittineague  he  heard  some  one  shouting,  and  found  this  young  man  on 
caboose  with  his  leg  broken ;  must  have  struck  it  in  some  way  in  getting  on 
caboose. 

August  13. — E.  E.  Carver,  freight  brakeman  :  two  fingers  and  thumb  badly 
crushed  by  getting  caught  while  coupling  engine  to  train  at  Cottage  Farm. 

August  14.  —  W.  Cronin,  freight  brakeman :  engine  and  one  car  separated 
from  train  while  making  it  up  in  West  Springfield  yard.    Cronin  was  on  fourth 
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head  car,  and  started  toward  head  end,  thinking  that  only  the  engine  had 
broken  away.  He  walked  off  end  of  car  and  fell  to  the  ground,  spraining  his 
wrist. 

August  15.  — J.  M.  Anthony,  freight  brakeman  :  thumb  bruised  by  getting 
caught  while  pulling  pin  between  engine  and  car  at  Noi'th  Wilbraham. 

August  16. — H.  Wakefield,  freight  brakeman:  one  finger  badly  bruised  by 
getting  caught  while  coupling  cars  in  West  Springfield  yard. 

August  16.  — Mrs.  Louis  Perry  of  Natick  :  between  West  Newton  and  Au- 
burndale  flagman  threw  a  lantern  through  a  window  of  coach  in  ti'ain  No.  167. 
Mrs.  Perry,  who  sat  on  opposite  side  of  car,  was  slightly  cut  about  her  face 
by  pieces  of  glass. 

August  16.  —  T.  A.  Jones,  freight  brakeman :  night  switcher  with  six  cars 
stood  behind  another  freight  on  outward  main  track  between  bridges  10  and 
11,  Boston,  when  Jones  either  lost  his  balance  or  made  a  misstep  and  fell  off 
car,  spraining  his  back  and  left  ankle  and  bruising  his  thigh. 

August  17. — E.  Gallup,  fireman:  was  looking  out  of  cab  window,  and 
struck  his  head  against  semaphore  pole  D  401 ;  was  knocked  out  of  window, 
striking  battery  shute,  then  the  forward  truck  of  tender,  which  knocked  him 
back,  against  the  tracks,  hurting  his  head,  shoulder,  one  hand  and  limb.  Acci- 
dent happened  at  east  end  of  Springfield  yard. 

August  18.  —  J.  McDonald:  after  the  Webster  train  had  passed  South 
Worcester,  going  east,  this  man  started  to  cross  tracks  and  was  struck  by 
train  No.  1,  receiving  a  bad  cut  in  head. 

August  19.  — A.  Butler  :  train  No.  402  found  this  man  at  4.20  a.m.  lying  be- 
tween the  main  tracks  east  of  North  Wilbraham.  Did  not  seem  to  know  how 
he  v/as  hurt ;  said  he  had  been  on  the  Boston  excursion. 

August  19.  —  S.  J.  Howarth,  freight  brakeman  :  while  going  down  side  lad- 
der of  a  car  to  make  a  coupling,  in  West  Springfield  yard,  he  was  struck  by  a 
car  standing  on  next  track  and  bruised  about  the  head  and  shoulder. 

August!^.  —  James  Arnold  of  Vermont:  while  trying  to  get  on  a  moving 
freight  train  at  Somerville,  slipped  and  fell  and  one  arm  was  cut  off. 

August  19.  —  James  Doyle  :  trying  to  get  on  train  No.  567  at  Riverside  after 
it  had  started,  he  fell  in  front  of  car  and  one  arm  was  run  over.  Appeared  to 
be  under  the  infiuence  of  liquor. 

August  20.  —  J.  J.  Lavalley  of  Springfield  ;  was  walking  on  track  just  east 
of  Riverside  station,  and  was  struck  by  train  No.  228.  Right  foot  crushed, 
left  leg  fractured,  bad  scalp  wound  and  internal  injuries. 

August  20. — John  Potter,  freight  brakeman:  thumb  broken  and  hand 
bruised  by  getting  caught  while  pulling  pin  in  West  Springfield  yard. 

August  21. — David  Jones,  brakeman:  he  gave  engineer  all-right  motion, 
and  then  stepped  in  between  the  cars  of  train  No.  44  to  fasten  cut-off  chain; 
when  train  started  he  jumped  out,  striking  the  switch  house  as  he  did  so,  re- 
ceiving a  cut  about  two  and  one-half  inches  long  in  his  head  and  bruising  his 
knee.     Accident  happened  in  Boston  yard. 

August  22.  —  Henry  Fisher,  freight  brakeman:  while  going  down  between 
engine  and  car  to  pull  pin,  at  Palmer,  his  foot  slipped  and  went  between 
knuckle  lever  and  brake  staff,  and  when  engine  set  back  to  push  car  in  it 
squeezed  his  foot. 

August  22.  —  Harry  Booth,  brakeman :  while  stepping  out  of  the  way  of 
switcher  in  Boston  yard  he  was  struck  by  milk  car  and  knocked  down. 

August  23.  —  Jos.  Bennett,  freight  brakeman  :  he  went  in  between  two  cars 
at  Natick  to  pull  pin,  his  foot  caught  in  a  switch,  throwing  him  on  his  face; 
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one  car  and  one  pair  of  trucks  of  another  passed  over  him  lengthwise  of  his 
body,  Idlling  him  instantly. 

August  23. — J.  W.  Chamberlain,  engineer:  as  train  No.  16  was  between 
AUston  and  Cottage  Farm,  he  had  his  head  out  of  cab  window  and  was  struck 
by  a  flying  piece  of  broken  eccentric  on  engine,  receiving  a  cut  over  left  eye. 

August  24.  — T.  Moriarty,  freight  brakeman :  toes  on  left  foot  jammed  by 
getting  caught  between  lip  on  draw-bar  and  head  block  of  car,  at  Cottage 
Farm. 

August  25.  —  Michael  Mulderia,  freight  brakeman:  as  train  was  leaving 
Boston  he  was  struck  by  bridge  No.  1,  knocked  down  and  rolled  off  car  to  the 
ground,  striking  a  rail;  hip  and  face  badly  bruised  and  leg  cut. 

August  26.  —  Coleman  Geary,  section  man :  standing  outside  of  track  at 
Cottage  Farm,  waiting  for  train  to  pass,  when  a  door  of  a  refrigerator  car 
swung  open  and  struck  him,  cutting  his  face  and  stunning  him. 

August  27.  —  Patrick  Tulley,  trespasser :  when  train  No.  327  stopped  at  Hins- 
dale for  water,  this  man  got  on  to  steal  a  ride ;  when  about  half  a  mile  west 
of  station  he  attempted  to  get  off;  as  he  went  down  ladder  he  put  his  foot 
around  for  the  step,  lost  his  hold  and  fell  on  track.     One  arm  cut  off. 

August  28. — E.  L.  Elliott,  freight  brakeman:  first  finger  on  left  hand 
smashed  by  getting  caught  while  coupling  cars  at  West  Brookfield. 

August  28.  —  J.  Kelley,  freight  brakeman  :  was  going  to  take  water  at  tank 
between  Fairfield  and  Eussell;  Kelley  took  hold  of  spout,  and  as  he  pulled  it 
down  it  swung  around  and  pulled  him  so  that  he  lost  his  balance  and  fell  off 
engine;  sprained  one  wrist  and  complained  of  his  left  side  and  shoulder. 

August  29.  —  E.  Slattery,  freight  brakeman  :  was  stepping  from  a  coal  car 
to  a  box  car  in  West  Springfield  yard  when  train  started  ahead ;  he  fell  to  the 
ground,  receiving  a  scalp  wound. 

August  29.  —  J.  McNamara,  freight  brakeman:  train  stopped  at  Cottage 
Farm  for  water,  and  McNamara  got  on  tender  to  look  out  for  signals.  While 
there,  an  engine  running  light  struck  the  train  in  the  rear,  and  he  was  thrown 
forward  and  caught  between  water  tank  and  box  car  next  to  tender,  and  had 
two  ribs  broken. 

August  31.  — Train  No.  16  went  through  bridge  No.  131,  about  one  mile  east 
of  Chester,  at  12.35  p.m.,  with  the  following  result:  Killed.  —  E.  C.  Hitch- 
cock of  Bellows  Falls ;  Miss  Susan  Cotting  of  Boston ;  Miss  Emma  Deterly 
of  Columbus,  O. ;  J.  E.  DeWitt  of  Portland,  Me. ;  Mrs.  Jane  S.  Bispham  of 
Philadelphia;  John  C.  Stackpole  of  Haverhill,  Mass. ;  Thos.  Kelly  of  Boston; 
H.  C.  Ives  of  Chicago;  Mrs.  Sumner  of  Boston;  Frank  E.  Sedgwick,  ex- 
press messenger;  Geo.  N.  Morse,  Wagner  car  conductor;  Jas.  H.  Murray, 
baggage  master ;  James  McMaster,  brakeman.  Injured. — W.Hawkins;  Mrs. 
Hawkins;  Mrs.  Eich;  Miss  Sumner;  Dr.  Alice  Littell;  Mrs.  E.  Cummings; 
Sumner  Cummings;  Mrs.  E.  B.  Adams;  W.  H.  Wade;  M.  T.  Leach;  Mrs. 
J.  N.  Winchell;  Mrs.  H.  E.  Whitney;  Eosa  Stephan ;  Mary  Mike  or  Mary 
Sadie;  J.  W.  Johnson;  John  D.  Carson;  Ethel  Carson;  John  Emerson; 
Mrs.  J.  T.  Eldridge;  John  Piatt  and  wife;  Mrs.  H.  E.  Eowley;  Mrs.  Eev.

September  1. — Mrs.  Dennis  Devenney  of  Watertown,  Mass.:  in  alighting 
from  train  No.  229  at  Newton,  she  fell  from  car  platform  to  depot  platform 
and  was  severely  shaken  up.     She  said  she  caught  her  dress  on  something. 

Septemher  2.  —  Taylor  Callahan,  a  tramp  :  was  walking  on  track  about  one 
and  one-half  miles  east  of  West  Brookfield,  and  was  struck  by  train  No.  13. 
Extent  of  injuries  not  known. 

September  2.  —  Mrs.  Hannah  C.  Hardy  of  Boston  :  left  her  seat  in  train  No. 
27  and  walked  toward  door  of  car  before  train  had  stopped  at  South  Fram- 
ingham,  and  when  it  stopped  she  lost  her  balance  and  fell  on  car  floor;  inju- 
ries slight.  Had  a  dog  under  her  right  arm  and  a  bag  in  her  left  hand,  which 
prevented  her  saving  herself. 

Septemher  4. — James  Campbell:  was  walking  on  track  between  Warren 
and  West  Warren.  The  end  of  crosshead  of  engine  on  train  No.  75  struck 
him  and  knocked  him  into  the  ditch ;  slightly  cut  and  bruised. 

September  4.  —  John  Delaney  of  Hartford  :  was  run  over  by  switch  engine 
No.  2  just  east  of  station  at  Springfield,  and  both  legs  cut  off;  died  same  night. 

September  5.  — James  Mehan  of  Pittsfleld  :  found  dead  beside  track  by  Thos. 
Doyle,  section-man,  about  one-quarter  mile  east  of  Eichmond  station,  at  6.50 
A.M.  Eight  leg  cut  off  at  knee,  left  leg  cut  off  at  ankle ;  body  lay  down  a 
steep  embankment.  Unable  to  determine  whether  he  was  struck  by,  or  fell 
from,  a  train. 

September  5. — John  Pugh,  freight  conductor:  attempted  to  get  on  his 
train  while  it  was  in  motion  at  North  Adams  Junction,  fell  between  cars,  and 
had  arms  and  hands  badly  crushed  and  was  badly  cut  about  head  and  shoul- 
ders.    Died  in  about  two  hours. 

September  6.  —  Ed.  Van  Buren,  freight  brakeman :  air  hose  on  C.  M.  &  H. 
P.  No.  40827  burst  while  train  was  in  motion,  about  two  miles  west  of  Ches- 
ter, and  Van  Buren  was  thrown  against  caboose,  striking  on  his  back  and 
side. 

September  7.  —  F.  Kizzer,  freight  brakeman :  was  missed  from  train  between 
Hinsdale  and  Dalton.  His  body  was  found,  badly  mangled,  near  the  distant 
signal  at  Hinsdale. 

September  7.  —  Edward  Putnam,  clerk  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad:  tried  to 
get  on  engine  No.  656  at  Maverick  Street,  East  Boston,  slipped,  and  his  foot 
went  under  tender;  one  toe  broken  and  two  bruised. 

Septembers. — E.  J.  Hogan,  gravel  train  conductor:  was  found  at  11.24 
P.M.,  by  train  No.  209,  lying  between  rails  of  outward  track  at  Brookline 
Hills.     Supposed  to  have  been  killed  by  some  preceding  train. 

September  8.  —  Vil  McCommick,  section-man:  jumped  from  caboose  while 
train  was  in  motion,  at  Wellesley,  and  fell,  striking  on  his  head,  receiving  a 
severe  scalp  wound. 
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September  9.  —  Andrew  Cheyne,  thirteen  years  old  :  trying  to  get  on  a  mov- 
ing train  at  Cambridgeport,  lost  liis  hold,  and  one  foot  went  under  wheels 
and  was  badly  crushed. 

September  12.  — Joe.  Gilmore,  brakeman,  gravel  train  :  engine  backing  onto 
train  to  hitch  on ;  Gilmore  got  on  tender  to  get  a  pin ;  stood  on  draw-bar, 
and  got  his  foot  caught  between  draw-bar  on  engine  and  that  on  car ;  broke 
his  foot.     Accident  occurred  at  Riverside. 

September  13.  — T.  Higgins,  freight  brakeman:  rode  a  car  of  lumber  back 
while  switching  in  West  Springfield  yard,  and  when  it  struck  other  cars  on 
same  track  the  lumber  slid  and  caught  his  foot  between  lumber  and  brake- 
dog,  squeezing  his  foot  badly. 

September  16.  —  Jonas  Bettis  of  Spencer:  was  walking  on  track  about  one 
mile  east  of  Brookfleld,  and  was  struck  by  engine  of  train  No.  15;  ai'm 
broken. 

September  IB. — Unknown  man:  tried  to  cross  tracks  ahead  of  train  No. 
36  at  first  crossing  east  of  Newton,  and  was  struck  by  engine  and  killed. 
Gates  wex'e  down  and  bell  ringing.  Gateman  tried  to  stop  him,  but  could 
not. 

September  19.  — J.  Caldon,  freight  brakeman  :  as  train  was  coming  to  a  stop 
on  main  track  at  Westfleld,  Caldon  was  getting  down  from  top  of  car,  and  as 
air  brake  was  put  on  the  jar  made  him  lose  his  hold,  and  he  fell  to  the  ground ; 
side  bruised,  and  complained  of  his  back. 

Septeonber  24.  —  J.  Emery,  freight  brakeman :  train  stopped  at  tank  at 
Palmer  to  take  water.  Emery  was  standing  on  tender,  and  reached  for 
water  spout;  his  foot  slipped,  and  he  fell  to  the  ground;  complained  of  his 
back. 

September  24.  —  P.  Gardner,  laborer :  as  gravel  train  was  setting  ofi"  cars 
loaded  with  ties  at  Brookline  Junction,  section  men  were  riding  on  them,  and 
tried  to  get  off  while  train  was  in  motion.  Gardner  fell  between  the  cars, 
and  one  pair  of  trucks  passed  over  his  body;  one  leg  was  crushed,  and  he 
received  internal  injuries  from  which  he  died  in  a  short  time. 

September  27.  — Hugh  Murray,  switchman:  while  making  a  running  switch 
of  train  No.  18  at  Harrison  Avenue  into  stone-yard  at  Boston,  Murraj'  stepped 
out  of  shanty  in  front  of  train,  was  knocked  down  and  run  over;  left  leg  and 
right  hand  fingers  cut  off. 

September  28.  —  H.  Sullivan,  freight  brakeman:  was  getting  from  an  oil- 
tank  car  to  a  box  car  at  North  Adams  Junction,  and  when  he  stepped  on  the 
ladder  a  rung  broke  and  he  fell  to  the  ground,  bruising  his  arm. 

September  2^. — F.  McNally,  freight  brakeman:  he  was  pulling  the  pin  on 
head  car  at  North  Adams  Junction,  and  the  back  casting  on  engine  lapped 
over  the  pin  head  and  caught  him,  injuring  little  finger  and  palm  of  hand. 

September  2>0.  —  I.  Edgerly,  freight  brakeman:  was  getting  down  from  car 
at  "Worcester  freight  yard,  and  was  struck  by  switch  frame.  Switch  was  not 
connected  with  tower, — thrown  by  hand  fi-om  ground.  Complained  of 
injury  to  his  left  leg. 

October  2.  —  Cornelius  Sullivan,  a  boy :  jumping  on  a  freight  train  at  West 
Warren,  fell  under  wheels,  and  his  left  leg  was  cut  off  below  the  knee. 

October  Q. — Willie  Dumars,  trespasser:  switcher  No.  208  backed  up  to 
Grafton  Street  crossing,  Worcester,  to  do  some  switching,  and  started  to  come 
ahead.  Dumars  stepped  on  front  end  of  engine  and  put  his  foot  between 
draw-bar  of  engine  and  draw-bar  of  car,  to  get  across,  and  his  foot  was 
caught  and  jammed. 
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October  8.  —  Henry  West,  a  boy:  while  playing  about  cars  in  West  Spring- 
field yard,  slipped  and  fell  under  train;  one  leg  run  over  below  the  knee  and 
one  foot  crushed.     Accident  happened  at  2.40  p.m.     He  died  at  about  7  p.m. 

October  8.  —  C.  E.  Martin,  brakeman :  right  arm  crushed  and  left  side  of 
head  cut.  He  was  going  over  the  train  about  one-half  mile  west  of  Brighton, 
and  fell  between  the  cars,  five  cars  passing  over  him. 

Octobers.  —  C.  E.  Hall,  passenger:  jumped  ofi"  train  No.  193  before  it  had 
stopped  at  South  Framingham,  and  fell  between  car  and  station  platform ; 
hand  run  over  and  head  injured. 

October  9.  —  L.  Fiuiano,  trespasser:  struck  by  engine  of  train  No.  16  at 
Pittsfleld  station;  head  cut,  shoulder  and  leg  bruised;  injuries  slight.  Tried 
to  go  across  track  just  before  train  stopped. 

October  11.  —  L.  Bickford,  brakeman  :  while  coupling  cax's  at  Back  Bay  yard, 
Boston,  he  fell  from  the  top  of  a  box  car,  bruising  his  hip  and  foot. 

October  12.  —  Mrs.  M.  M.  Millis  of  North  Grafton  :  train  No.  54  stopped  for 
signal  west  of  station  at  North  Grafton.  This  woman  thought  they  had  ar- 
rived at  station,  left  her  seat,  went  out  onto  platform  and  stepped  oQ"  just  as 
train  started.     She  said  her  side  felt  a  little  lame. 

October  13.  —  H.  M.  Worden,  freight  conductor:  was  on  rear  platform  of 
caboose,  about  one-quarter  mile  east  of  Trap  Rock  quarry,  Westfleld,  when 
train  separated,  caused  by  the  uncoupling  of  two  cars  equipped  with  Janney 
draw-bars,  and  when  they  broke  apart  the  air  hose  burst,  stopping  train  sud- 
denly, throwing  Worden  against  caboose  and  bruising  his  nose  and  forehead, 

October  18.  —  Geo.  Logan,  brakeman  :  was  coupling  engine  to  car  in  Boston 
yard,  and  got  his  thumb  caught  between  the  pin  and  the  lumber  on  the  car; 
injuries  slight. 

October  li. — John  Mack,  conductor;  Patrick  Courtney,  brakeman ;  Frank 
Kenyon,  brakeman :  Mack  and  Courtney  badly  injured,  Kenyon  cut  on  head 
and  hip  dislocated.  As  west-bound  local  freight  was  leaving  trestle  bridge 
No.  131,  east  of  Chester,  an  east-bound  freight  ran  into  caboose  sideways, 
where  the  tracks  intervolve,  and  knocked  it  otf  track  and  down  the  bank.  The 
men  that  were  injured  were  in  caboose.     Courtney  died  October  16. 

October  14.  — John  MulbufT,  brakeman :  switcher  was  setting  a  car  of  staves 
on  Mill's  track,  old  yard.  East  Boston.  Mulbuff  set  the  brake  and  was  com- 
ing down,  when  he  slipped  and  fell;  was  bleeding  from  the  mouth  and  un- 
conscious when  picked  up. 

October  16.  —  Louis  Pelchant  of  Worcester  :  was  crossing  tracks  in  Worces- 
ter yard,  and  was  struck  by  engine  of  train  No.  39,  and  fatally  injured. 

October  17. — D.  Sullivan,  freight  brakeman:  was  just  getting  down  from 
a  car  at  Washington,  holding  onto  brake- wheel,  when  brake  flew  off,  bruising 
his  finger. 

October  17. — M.  Farrell,  employee:  was  found  lying  between  track  and 
abutment  of  Tremont  Street  bridge,  Boston,  doubled  up.  Supposed  to  have 
been  caught  between  train  and  abutment.  Complained  of  pain  in  right  side 
of  chest,  and  thei-e  was  a  little  blood  on  back  of  his  left  hand. 

October  17. — Ed.  Bedard,  brakeman:  while  coupling  cars  to  put  in  repair 
yard,  at  West  Springfield  yard,  he  claims  he  was  struck  by  a  bolt  head  or 
something  of  that  kind,  and  had  a  rib  cracked  or  bruised. 

October  18. — Italian  laborer.  No.  6:  was  getting  on  gravel  train  at  Lake 
crossing  between  two  cars,  and  got  his  finger  caught  between  draw-bars; 
flesh  wound,  no  bones  broken. 

October  20.  —  Geniao  Roernio,  trespasser:  was  walking  on  track  No.  1, 
about  one-half  mile  west  of  West  Warren  ;  a  freight  train  was  going  east  on 
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track  No.  2.  He  was  struck  by  engine  of  train  No.  109,  tlirown  down  the 
bank  and  instantly  killed. 

October  21.  —  G.J.  Rose,  brakeman  :  cap  to  joint  broken  and  ankle  out  of 
joint,  kicking  cars  in  Worcester  yard.  Rose  was  on  top,  and  was  tlirown  to 
the  ground,  striking  on  his  feet. 

October  25.  —  F.  Atwater,  brakeman  :  right  arm  and  face  bruised.  Was  out 
with  a  flag  west  of  Huntington,  and  when  tram  pulled  out  he  tried  to  get  on 
engine,  hand  slipped  and  he  fell,  striking  his  arm  and  face. 

October  26.  —  Eddie  Scudder,  a  boy :  was  on  an  east-bound  freight  train, 
and  was  either  getting  off  or  missed  his  footing  and  fell;  went  under  wheels, 
and  both  legs  were  badly  mangled.  Accident  happened  about  one-quarter 
mile  Avest  of  Dalton  station,  at  4.25  p.m.     He  died  same  night. 

October  27. — John  McSwain,  brakeman:  riglit  thumb  jammed  by  getting 
caught  behind  pin  while  cutting  off  a  car  from  engine  at  Woodland  gravel  pit. 

October  28.  —  Colemore,  a  boy :  trying  to  get  on  a  moving  freight  train, 
about  one-quarter  mile  west  of  arch  at  Worcester,  slipped  and  lost  his  hold, 
throwing  him  under  cars ;  left  arm  and  right  leg  run  over. 

October  SO.  —  Geo.  Fisher,  brakeman:  was  on  a  side  ladder  when  he  was 
struck  by  the  warning  boards  at  culvert,  one  mile  south  of  Winchendon,  and 
knocked  oif  train ;  hurt  his  leg  and  back. 

October  30.  —  Wm.  McMonegle,  brakeman  :  was  getting  on  car  at  Charlton 
by  putting  his  foot  on  brake  beam  and  catching  ladder  at  same  time.  He  fell 
astride  the  rail,  and  the  wheel  ran  up  against  him,  pushing  him  along  on  the 
rail.     Privates,  leg  and  bowels  injured. 

October  31.  —  Geo.  Baker,  brakeman:  left  hand  badly  crushed  by  getting 
caught  between  deadwoods  while  coupling  cars  in  Back  Bay  yard,  Boston. 

October  SI.  —  T.  F.  Maroney,  brakeman:  while  setting  brake  on  N.  Y.  C. 
No.  26413  at  Brookfleld,  the  brake  staff  broke  and  he  fell  against  the  iron 
frame  and  bruised  his  knee. 

November  1.  — J.  E.  Murray,  freight  brakeman  :  while  standing  on  side  step 
of  car  and  stooping  over  to  turn  up  handle  of  trojan-bar  to  uncouple  at 
North  Adams  Junction,  he  was  struck  by  signal  stand  and  thrown  under  car, 
which  ran  over  his  right  foot,  crushing  it. 

November  1.  —  M.  L.  Brown,  freight  brakeman:  while  on  a  L.  S.  &  M.  S. 
hay  car,  was  struck  by  bridge  No.  225,  Brigliton,  and  had  his  skull  fractured. 

Novembers.  —  W.  F.  McNamara,  freight  brakeman:  while  pulling  pin  be- 
tween engine  and  car  in  Worcester  yard,  draw-bar  shoved  under,  catching  his 
thumb  between  deadwood  and  pin;  first  joint  of  thumb  gone. 

November  3. — J.  Coyle,  freight  brakeman:  thumb  of  left  hand  burst. 
Coupling  car  to  caboose  at  Cottage  Farm,  draw-bars  passed  by  and  caught 
his  thumb  between  pin  and  end  sill  of  caboose. 

November  i.  —  B.  B.  Ross,  freight  brakeman:  engine  No.  146,  conductor 
Calgrove,  was  backing  up  for  train  at  No.  2  house,  Boston.  Caboose  did  not 
clear  cars  on  another  track,  and  they  struck,  breaking  the  caboose  and  injur- 
ing Ross.  He  complained  of  his  side,  and  examination  showed  he  had  a 
broken  rib. 

November  5.  —  Will  Edwards,  freight  brakeman :  while  coupling  cars  in 
West  Springfield  yard,  got  his  hand  caught  between  deadwoods  and  received 
a  flesh  wound. 

Novembers.  —  T.  F.  Leonard,  freight  brakeman:  while  coupling  cars  at 
Worcester  the  stake  iron  of  one  car  caught  him  in  the  back  and  pushed  him 
against  the  next  car,  squeezing  him  and  hurting  his  back. 
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November  11. — Wm.  Frasser,  freight  brakeman :  coupling  engine  to  car 
at  new  yard,  East  Boston,  got  his  left  hand  caught,  badly  injuring  two 
fingers. 

November  13. — J.  C.  Grant,  brakeman:  forefinger  on  left  hand  jammed 
by  getting  caught  between  end  of  link  and  draw-bar,  while  coupling  cars  at 
Worcester  yard. 

November  14.  —  Geo.  Lyman,  trespasser  :  passed  under  gates  at  Newtonville 
to  get  a  pet  dog  oQ"  the  track,  and  was  struck  by  engine  of  train  No.  627; 
right  side  of  head  crushed  in  badly. 

November  20.  —  Unknown  man :  jumped  from  train  No.  185  between  Allston 
and  Brighton;  was  found  lying  on  track  unconscious,  and  was  sent  to 
Boston. 

November  21. — John  Powers,  brakeman  :  thumb  and  finger  taken  off"  and 
hand  badly  bruised.  Was  coupling  engine  to  car  in  West  Springfield  yard, 
and  was  guiding  the  link  into  the  draw-bar  of  car,  when  switcher  working  on 
east  end  of  same  track  pushed  the  cars  against  the  engine,  and  Powers'  hand 
was  caught  between  draw-bar  of  car  and  casting  on  engine. 

November  21.  — F.  A.  Wilson,  brakeman:  left  foot  jammed.  Was  switch- 
ing a  car  of  lumber  in  Worcester  yard ;  rail  was  frosty  and  brake  did  not  hold 
good,  and  when  car  struck  others  on  same  track  the  lumber  slid  and  caught 
his  foot  between  lumber  and  catch  on  brake. 

November  22.  —  J.  M.  Wright,  passenger  brakeman :  while  hitching  up  train 
in  Boston  yard  another  brakeman  asked  him  if  he  was  all  ready  to  pull  out, 
and  he  said  "yes."  Train  started,  and  his  hand  was  caught  in  safety  chain; 
thumb  and  forefinger  smashed. 

November  2Z.  —  Chas.  Owens,  brakeman:  hand  caught  and  badly  crushed 
by  getting  caught  between  draw-bar  of  car  and  casting  on  front  end  of  en- 
gine, while  coupling  in  old  yard,  East  Boston. 

November  25.  — Mrs.  Kern  of  Westborough,  Mass.  :  attempted  to  cross  the 
main  tracks  from  station  at  South  Framingham,  and  was  struck  by  engine 
of  train  No.  39,  receiving  severe  wounds  on  the  head.  She  died  in  a  short 
time.     Was  blind  in  right  eye. 

November  25.  —  J.  Perking  (colored)  of  Cambridge,  Mass.  :  got  ofi"  train  No. 
75  as  It  was  running  slowly  into  Springfield,  and  was  thrown  down  ;  hand 
sprained  and  face  bruised.     Said  he  thought  train  had  stopped. 

November  2Q. — Thos.  Kelly,  branch  tender:  engine  No.  105  was  backing 
onto  caboose  at  North  Adams  Junction ;  Kelly  was  making  coupling,  when 
his  right  hand  was  caught,  smashing  two  of  his  fingers. 

November  29.  —  Jno.  S.  Lacey,  trespasser :  was  crossing  between  two  cars 
at  Back  Bay,  Boston ;  cars  came  together  and  crushed  his  foot. 

November  30.  — 11.  Wakefield,  brakeman:  end  of  finger  smashed.  Was 
pulling  pin  in  West  Springfield  yard,  and  caught  his  finger  between  head  of 
pin  and  end  sill  of  car. 

December  1.  —  S.  Blake,  brakeman:  was  caught  between  cars  while  coup- 
ling at  East  Cambridge,  and  squeezed  through  the  breast. 

December  2.  —  Ciias.  Austin,  brakeman :  while  going  over  train  at  Millbury 
Junction  he  slipped  and  fell  between  the  tracks  and  was  struck  by  an  east- 
bound  freight ;  both  wrists  sprained  and  back  hurt. 

December  3.  — J.  Fitzgibbons,  brakeman :  claims  he  was  caught  and  squeezed 
between  two  P.  E.R.  cars  while  coupling  in  West  Springfield  yard. 

December  1.  —  Chas.  Stickles,  brakeman :  train  started  to  pull  off"  side 
track  at  Itussell  while  switch  was  set  for  them  to  do  so ;  engineer,  seeing  it 
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changed,  applied  air  brake  with  such  force  that  Stickles  was  thrown  against 
stove  in  caboose,  hurting  his  hand. 

December  5.  —  T.  Costello,  brakeman  :  right  leg  broken  and  badly  jammed 
between  ankle  and  knee.  Told  man  at  tower  No.  42  (West  Springfield  yard) 
to  let  caboose  go  on  track  No.  16  and  engine  on  track  No.  6.  Caboose  was 
cut  ofi"  and  run  onto  track  No.  16,  and  brakeman  Butterfield,  who  was  on  rear 
of  caboose,  says  he  gave  engineer  stop  motion ;  but  engine  followed  and  struck 
caboose  with  such  force  that  it  broke  the  platform,  and  Costello,  who  was  on 
platform,  was  caught  in  the  wreckage  and  injured  as  stated  above. 

December  6.  —  H.  Edwards,  brakeman  :  ball  of  middle  finger  on  right  hand 
broken  open  by  getting  caught  while  pulling  pin  between  engine  and  car  at 
North  Adams  Junction. 

December  6.  —  J.  Westwill,  brakeman :  while  switching  in  Worcester  yard 
he  was  riding  three  cars ;  and  the  brakes  being  covered  with  ice  and  snow,  he 
was  unable  to  hold  them,  and  they  struck  some  other  cars.  He  fell  ofl",  strik- 
ing some  part  of  car  and  receiving  severe  bruises  and  a  scalp  wound. 

December  7.  —  Geo.  Payne,  brakeman  :  flesh  of  one  finger  burst  open.  Was 
coupling  engine  to  car,  and  got  his  finger  caught  between  head  of  pin  and  en- 
gine bunter  casting.     Accident  occurred  in  West  Springfield  yard. 

December  7.  —  John  Jennings,  freight  conductor :  train  had.  stopped  at 
Chester  to  take  water,  started  again  and  was  going  in  on  turn-out.  Part  of 
the  train  had  become  detached  and  ran  into  the  forward  section,  striking  it 
with  such  force  that  Jennings  was  thrown  out  of  engine,  striking  his  back  on 
tank  and  then  fell  to  the  ground ;  back  badly  hurt.  Draw-bar  pulling  out 
caused  train  to  separate. 

December  11.  — John  Darcey,  brakeman  :  was  about  to  make  a  coupling  in 
Boston  yard,  but  cars  came  back  so  fast  that  he  stepped  out  and  was  caught 
between  these  cars  and  those  on  opposite  track,  breaking  his  collar-bone  in 
two  places. 

December  11.  —  E.  Fritch,  brakeman:  hand  jammed;  no  bones  broken. 
Caught  while  coupling  engine  to  caboose  in  AVorcester  yard. 

December  12.  —  A.  J.  Peney,  brakeman  :  while  coupling  cars  at  Allston,  he 
claims  draw-bars  pushed  under  and  he  was  caught  between  cars,  breaking  his 
collar-bone. 

December  13.  —  J.  M.  Anthony,  brakeman :  right  heel  badly  injured,  also 
flesh  wound  on  leg.  Cut  off"  two  cars  to  leave  at  North  Wilbraham,  and  sig- 
naled all  right.  Was  just  about  on  top  of  car  when  engineer  started,  and 
Anthony  either  slipped  or  lost  his  hold  and  fell  to  the  ground,  and  wheel  went 
over  his  heel.     He  died  at  Springfield  hospital. 

December  1'^.  —  F.  E.  Bisson,  brakeman:  while  coupling  cars  at  Palmer, 
draw-bars  pushed  by  and  caught  his  hand  between  them,  crushing  a  hole 
through  the  palm  of  his  hand. 

December  14.  —  Alex.  Graham,  brakeman :  was  kicking  three  cars  back  on 
track  No.  33,  Back  Bay  yard,  Boston,  and  Graham  was  riding  them.  He  was 
afterwards  found  on  track,  cut  in  two ;  must  have  fallen  between  cars. 

December  14.  —  W.  Coleman,  brakeman  :  was  kicking  three  cars  ofl"  on  track 
No.  27,  Back  Bay  yard,  Boston.  Coleman  went  in  between  to  couple.  A 
draw-bar  broke  on  one  car,  and  he  was  caught  in  the  small  of  the  back;  not 
dangerously  injured. 

December  1^.  —  Geo.  Lasher,  brakeman:  face  cut  and  bruised  by  being 
struck  by  bridge  at  West  Chester  Park,  Boston,  while  switching. 
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December  15.  —  C.  C.  Barrett,  brakeman  :  was  uncoupling  engine  from  train 
at  South  Framingliam.  As  the  air  released  from  the  train,  the  slack  caused 
the  engine  to  move  back  about  two  feet ;  Barrett's  left  leg  was  strained  by- 
getting  caught  under  brake  beam. 

December  18.  —  Howard  Ranard,  engineer :  engine  No.  48  drew  off  track  No. 
3  toward  track  No.  1  in  West  Springfield  yard,  and  collided  with  train  No. 
309,  and  in  some  way  threw  reverse  lever  back,  jamming  Ranard's  leg  between 
tool  box  and  lever,  bruising  his  leg. 

December  18.  —  Victor  Gerricke,  passenger :  a  freight  train  drawing  off 
track  No.  3  toward  track  No.  I  in  West  Springfield  yard  collided  with  train 
No.  309,  and  threw  rear  wheels  of  head  truck  of  combination  car  off  the  track. 
Gerricke  claims  his  hip  was  injured. 

December  20.  —  Harry  Blood  of  Wellesley :  was  walking  on  track  about 
seventy-five  or  one  hundred  feet  east  of  crossing  at  Crane's  Shop,  Newton 
Highlands,  and  was  struck  by  engine  of  train  No.  143  and  killed. 

December  20.  —  W.  W.  Stockwell,  brakeman:  was  walking  to  brake  on  top 
of  car  No.  9031,  M.  D.,  and  was  struck  by  bridge  No.  140,  one  mile  east  of 
Middlefield,  and  knocked  down,  receiving  a  scalp  wound  on  back  of  head. 

December  21.  —  A.  Perkins,  brakeman:  thumb  crushed  by  getting  caught 
while  coupling  engine  to  a  flat  car  at  Boston. 

December  22.  —  J.  T.  Kelley,  brakeman :  back  of  hand  bruised  by  getting 
caught  while  coupling  engine  to  car  at  Hinsdale. 

December  22.  — J.  H.  Farrell;  C.  Gavin  :  were  walking  on  track  near  Brigh- 
ton, and  were  struck  by  engine  of  train  No.  229.  Gavin  was  killed  and  Far- 
rell seriously  injured. 

December  25.  —  Bridget  Welsh  of  Roxbury  :  as  train  No.  186  was  approach- 
ing the  first  bridge  east  of  Brookline,  this  woman  was  standing  between  No.  2 
track  and  siding.  Engineer  applied  brake  and  whistled ;  she  then  threw  her- 
self in  front  of  engine ;  one  hand  crushed  and  face  bruised. 

December  25.  —  Carl  Daniels  :  was  standing  beside  track  about  one-eighth 
mile  east  of  Richmond  station,  looking  at  a  train  going  east,  and  was  struck 
by  engine  of  train  No.  311,  receiving  a  bad  cut  on  head. 

December  26.  —  -J.  Archabald,  brakeman :  lost  his  right  thumb  by  getting 
caught  while  coupling  engine  to  car  in  Boston  yard. 

December  1%.  —  T.  Calbert,  brakeman:  two  fingers  and  thumb  smashed  by 
getting  caught  while  coupling  cars  at  Charlton. 

January  1,1894.  —  Wm.  Whitman,  freight  brakeman  :  was  coupling  engine 
to  D.  L.  &  W.  car  No.  42334  at  West  Springfield  yard,  and  was  caught  and 
squeezed  between  engine  casting  and  deadwoods  of  car. 

Jamiary  1.  —  H.  A.  Preston,  brakeman:  finger  jammed  by  getting  caught 
while  coupling  engine  to  car  at  Riverside. 

January  1. — Wm.  Goldsmith,  freight  brakeman:  a  running  switch  of  one 
car  was  being  made  on  to  Wilder  &  Puffer's  track,  at  Springfield.  Goldsmith 
had  thrown  the  switch  only  half  over,  when  the  car  struck  the  handle  of  it 
and  his  thumb  was  caught  between  truck  of  car  and  handle  of  switch  and 
badly  bruised. 

January  1.  — A.  Martin  of  Brighton  :  helped  an  intoxicated  man  on  to  train 
No.  115  at  Brighton.  After  train  No.  115  had  started  train  No.  190  pulled 
into  station.  Think  Martin  stepped  off  rear  end  of  train  No.  115  in  front  of 
engine  of  train  No.  190,  which  struck  him  and  knocked  him  over  on  to  plat- 
form between  tracks  Nos.  3  and  4.  Only  apparent  injury  was  a  cut  on  left 
side  of  head,  over  the  ear. 
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January  1.  —  Michael  Casey  of  Milford :  as  train  No.  642  was  pulling  eight 
cars  off  New  York  &  New  England  track  at  Milford,  this  boy  got  on  side 
of  car  and  rode  as  far  as  east  end  of  coal  track,  and  either  fell  or  was 
knocked  off  by  car,  and  fell  between  cars ;  both  legs  cut  off  below  the  knee. 

January  2.  — J.  H.  Mansfield,  freight  brakeman  :  two  fingers  on  right  hand 
jammed  by  getting  caught  while  coupling  engine  to  car  at  Allston  yard. 

January  3.  — Wm.  Smith,  freight  brakeman  :  was  riding  down  a  lot  of  cars 
in  West  Springfield  yard,  and  they  struck  some  other  cars  on  same  track, 
throwing  him  down  on  top  of  car,  spraining  his  ankle. 

January  4.  —  Irving  Nichols  of  "West  Springfield :  was  found  lying  on  the 
track  in  West  Springfield  yard  at  5.50  p.m.,  Avith  his  head  on  rail  and  feet 
tangled  up  among  semaphore  wires ;  had  a  cut  on  face  and  head  bruised. 

January  5.  — T.  Burlingame,  freight  brakeman:  right  hip  injured.  While 
switching  at  North  Adams  Junction,  he  gave  motion  to  stop,  and  engineer 
applied  air  brake.  The  sudden  stop  made  him  lose  his  balance,  and  as  he  was 
standing  near  end  of  rear  car  he  fell  off,  striking  his  hip  as  he  fell. 

January  6.  — D.  Connor,  freight  brakeman:  thumb  on  right  hand  smashed 
by  getting  caught  while  coupling  engine  to  caboose  in  West  Springfield  yard. 

January  6.  —  Chas.  Davis  of  Ludlow  :  was  walking  on  the  track  about  two 
miles  east  of  North  Wilbraham,  and  was  struck  and  instantly  killed  by  engine 
of  train  No.  109.  There  was  a  freight  train  passing  at  the  time,  and  it  was 
snowing. 

[gjJanuary  10.  —  Wm.  Underhand:  fell  off  train  No.  143  before  it  stopped  at 
Newton  Centre,  and  received  some  bruises  about  the  head,  back  and  legs. 

January  12.  — Thos.  Shannon  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  tramp  :  tried  to  jump  on 
caboose  of  a  passing  freight  train  in  Pittsfield  yard,  caught  rear  hand  rail, 
missed  steps,  could  not  hold  on,  and  fell  on  tracks ;  hip  and  back  bruised. 

January  13.  —  John  Hudson,  freight  brakeman :  back  hurt  and  bruised 
badly.  Went  to  throw  a  switch  on  the  coal  dump  at  Cottage  Farm,  and  was 
struck  by  the  corner  of  engine  of  train  No.  3. 

January  13.  —  John  Riley,  freight  brakeman  :  left  hand  badly  crushed.  He 
was  going  up  ladder  of  car  in  East  Boston  yard,  missed  his  hold  on  top  grab- 
iron,  and  fell  between  the  cars.  His  left  hand  fell  on  rail,  and  one  wheel  went 
over  it. 

January  15.  — B.  E.  Halladay,  brakeman  :  end  of  one  finger  bruised  by  get- 
ting caught  while  coupling  engine  to  car  in  Springfield  freight  yard. 

January  IQ. — A.  L.  Ranney,  freight  brakeman:  complained  of  right  arm 
and  side.  As  train  was  coming  into  Charlton,  engineer  applied  air  brake  with 
such  force  that  Ranney,  who  was  in  caboose,  was  thrown  over  on  to  the  stove. 

January  19. — Dennis  Hassett,  freight  bi'akeman :  one  finger  jammed  and 
bone  broken  in  right  hand ;  caught  between  draw-bars  while  coupling  cars  in 
Springfield  freight  yard. 

January  20. — Herbert  Lindsey,  car  inspector:  finger  jammed.  Brake 
wheel  of  car  came  against  vestibule  of  Wagner  sleeper  while  switching  for 
train  No.  2  at  Springfield  station. 

January  20.  —  Chas.  Duba,  freight  brakeman :  ankle  badly  sprained,  and 
possibly  bone  fractured.  He  was  riding  a  car  in  on  freighthouse  track  at 
North  Adams.  There  was  a  car  standing  on  track,  and  Duba  jumped  on  to 
it.  When  they  came  together  his  foot  slipped,  cars  separated,  and  he  fell 
between  them. 

January  22.  —  Dan  Ryan  of  Sprhigfield :  was  found  on  track  near  West 
Brookfield  about  6.55  p.m.,  and  claims  that  he  was  pushed  ofl' freight  train 
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No.  306  by  a  tramp.     Badly  bruised  about  the  hips   and   face,   and   ankle 
sprained. 

January  22. — J.  T.  McKenna  of  Boston:  body  found  beside  track  just 
west  of  second  bridge  west  of  Ashland ;  supposed  to  have  been  struck  by  a  train. 

January  23. — J.  E.  Potter,  freight  brakeman;  arm  bruised  by  getting 
caught  between  deadwoods  while  coupling  cars  at  West  Springfield  yard. 

January  23.  — Harry  Bull,  aged  17:  caught  on  a  freight  train  at  Hinsdale, 
and  jumped  off  about  twenty  rods  west  of  bridge  No.  160  and  fell,  cutting 
himself  badly  and  breaking  his  knee  pan. 

January  24.  —  E.  Gwinnell  of  Hinsdale  :  found  dead  beside  track  about  two 
rods  west  of  second  crossing  west  of  Hinsdale  station.  Had  evidently  been 
struck  by  an  engine. 

January  29.  —  F.  Atwater,  brakeman :  back  and  shoulder  bruised.  Engi- 
neer stopped  train  west  of  water  tank  at  Chester  with  air  brake.  Atwater 
was  applying  hand  brake  on  head  car;  brake  head  was  frosty,  his  hands 
slipped,  and  he  fell  between  engine  and  head  car,  striking  on  his  back  across 
the  rail. 

January  29.  —  H.  G.  Vrooman,  freight  brakeman  :  while  switching  out  air 
at  North  Adams  Junction  he  was  stepping  from  one  car  to  another,  when  train 
separated,  and  he  fell  to  the  ground,  striking  on  his  feet,  spraining  his  left 
ankle. 

January  29.  — Frank  Powell,  freight  brakeman  :  while  running  two  cars  at 
Cottage  Farm,  Powell  pulled  pin  between  engine  and  car,  and  engine  had  just 
left  the  cars  when  he  slipped  off  footboard  on  to  the  rail,  and  one  truck  of 
head  car  passed  over  his  right  leg,  crushing  it. 

February  3.  —  C.  E.  Stickles,  freight  brakeman :  head  bruised  by  bridge 
No.  132.  Was  standing  on  K.  C.  F.  S.  &  M.  car  No.  10536;  supposed  he  had 
passed  over  the  entire  bridge,  rose  up,  and  was  struck  by  last  span. 

February  2,. — J.  Morrell,  freight  brakemau :  slightly  injured  in  coupling 
work  cars  Nos.  103  and  104  of  the  road  department,  at  Boston.  The  draw- 
bars shot  by,  squeezing  him  just  enough  to  make  it  painful  to  attend  to  his 
duty  on  the  train. 

February  6. — John  Bon nell,  freight  conductor:  was  riding  off  three  cars 
on  track  No.  24,  at  Worcester,  and  they  struck  some  cars  that  had  been 
backed  off  east  end  of  track  No.  16  by  a  west  end  train,  and  when  they 
struclv,  Bonnell  was  thrown  down  on  top  of  car,  hurting  his  chest  and  back 
slightly. 

February  9.  —  Unknown  man :  was  walking  on  track  about  five  hundred 
feet  east  of  Red  House  crossing,  near  Dalton,  and  was  struck  by  engine  of 
train  No.  3  and  killed. 

February 'd.  —  L.  D.  Bates,  freight  brakeman:  finger  bruised  while  pulling 
pin  in  West  Springfield  yard.  Pin  was  only  part  way  in,  and  when  engine 
backed  up  to  ease  pin  his  finger  was  caught  between  casting  on  engine  and 
head  of  pin. 

February  10.  —  John  Shea,  laborer  on  wood  train  :  switch  train  was  cross- 
ing from  turn-out  on  south  side  of  West  Springfield  yard  to  north  main  track, 
with  cars.  Shea  was  walking  east  on  south  main  track,  stepped  over  onto 
north  main,  and  was  struck  by  engine ;  complained  of  his  right  side  and 
shoulder. 

February  10.  —  Jas.  Meade,  engineer :  train  was  just  leaving  West  Springfield 
yard  when  two  cars  separated  and  set  the  air  brakes,  and  the  slack  jerked 
Meade  against  side  of  engine,  bruising  his  spine. 
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February  11.  —  Andrew  Ballard,  deaf  and  dumb  :  was  walking  along  station 
platform  at  Westborough.  Wind  was  blowing,  and  he  was  holding  his  hat 
on.  Was  struck  by  some  part  of  train  No.  10  (probably  step  of  car) ,  knocked 
down,  and  his  right  arm  cut ;  no  bones  broken. 

February  17. — M.  J.  Shea,  freight  brakeman :  was  going  down  ladder  of 
car  at  Indian  Orchard,  ladder  was  covered  with  ice.  He  slipped  and  fell  to 
the  ground,  and  wheel  of  car  ran  over  the  toes  of  his  left  foot. 

February  18.  —  C.  Vincent,  freight  brakeman :  struck  by  Washington 
Street  bridge,  Boston,  from  top  of  caboose  No.  50,  and  fell  to  the  ground, 
receiving  a  bad  cut  in  the  forehead. 

February  20.  —  Geo.  Biney,  freight  brakeman :  scalp  wound  in  back  of 
head ;  had  three  stitches  put  in  at  Emergency  Hospital.  Struck  by  Harrison 
Avenue  bridge,  Boston,  while  riding  cars  up  to  No.  3  house. 

February  21.  —  D.  Tardiff,  freight  brakeman:  fell  between  the  cars  while 
making  a  running  switch  at  Ashland,  and  was  run  over  and  killed.  He 
stood  on  ladder  of  N.  Y.,  L.  E.  &  W.  car  No.  22879  while  cutting  the  cars 
apart. 

February  28.  —  Harry  Burdett,  brakeman :  was  coupling  engine  to  car  at 
new  yard.  East  Boston ;  car  had  a  Gould  coupler.  Burdett  had  set  the  pin  on 
car,  and  as  shackle  entered,  the  force  threw  the  pin  up  and  it  struck  Burdett 
over  the  eye,  making  quite  a  wound. 

Ilarch  3.  —  John  J.  McNeil  of  West  Newton  :  got  off  train  No.  51  at  West 
Newton,  and  started  to  cross  tracks  at  Highland  Street  crossing,  ahead  of 
train  No.  11;  was  struck  by  tlae  engine  and  instantly  killed.  Gates  were 
down  and  whistle  sounded. 

March  6.  —  Clarence  Ellis,  four  years  old :  was  playing  in  new  yard,  East 
Boston,  between  Porter  and  Marion  streets,  started  to  run  across  track  ahead 
of  train,  was  struck  and  his  left  leg  cut  off  below  the  knee. 

March  7.  —  Geo.  Guyette,  conductor  switch  train:  both  legs  cut  off  and  one 
arm  run  over;  died  of  injuries.  Engine  No.  173  was  backing  down  on  long 
turn-out  at  West  Springfield  yard.  Guyette  was  standing  on  this  track, 
watching  brakeman  Fitzgibbons  let  some  cars  down  on  the  coal  dump  track, 
and  did  not  see  engine  No.  173 ;  was  knocked  down  and  run  over. 

March  10. — Patrick  Carroll,  brakeman;  two  fingers  on  left  hand  crushed. 
While  coupling  cars  in  old  yard.  East  Boston,  got  his  hand  caught  between 
deadwoods. 

March  11.  — L.  H.  Bossard  freight  brakeman  :  thumb  and  two  fingers  badly 
bruised  by  getting  caught  while  coupling  cars  at  North  Adams  Junction. 

March  14.  —  B.  J.  Sharkey  of  Springfield:  flesh  wound  on  left  foot.  Was 
stealing  a  ride  on  freight  train,  and  while  train  was  switching  at  North  Ad- 
ams Junction  his  foot  was  caught  between  draw-bars. 

March  14.  — John  Dunn,  yard  brakeman  :  skin  torn  on  two  fingers  of  right 
hand,  and  one  finger  nail  taken  off.  Hand  caught  while  coupling  engine  to 
baggage  car  of  "  Limited  Mail  Company"  at  Springfield  station. 

March  16.  —  L.  S.  Betters,  freight  brakeman :  was  coupling  engine  to  car 
in  West  Springfield  yard,  and  was  caught  between  casting  on  tender  and 
draw-bar  of  car ;  complained  of  pain  in  right  hip. 

March  20. — John  Berne  of  Natick :  slightly  injured  on  head,  right  side 
and  hip.  Was  alighting  from  train  No.  4  just  as  it  got  into  motion  leaving 
Wellesley  Hills,  and  fell  on  station  platform. 

March  20.- — J.  Gasway,  freight  brakeman  :  hand  jammed;  caught  between 
draw-bar  of  car  and  casting  on  head  end  of  engine  while  coupling  at  Boston. 
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3Iarch  21.  —  H.  Bokelman,  yard  brakeman :  was  going  down  ladder  of  a 
car  in  Back  Bay  yard,  Boston,  when  the  second  round  from  tlie  top  gave  way 
and  he  fell  to  the  ground,  liurting  his  back  and  leg. 

March  21.  —  John  Sweeney,  conductor :  fell  from  gravel  train  at  crossing  in 
Newtonville,  and  in  falling  struck  a  giii  or  woman,  knocking  her  down,  but 
not  injuring  her.  Sweeney  was  picked  up  unconscious  and  taken  to  Cottage 
Hospital  at  Woodland. 

March  24.  — Harold  Shaw  of  Newton  Highlands,  fifteen-year-old  boy  :  went 
under  gates  at  crossing  at  Newton  Highlands  in  front  of  engine  of  train  No. 
52,  and  had  his  right  foot  crushed. 

March  24.  —  Joseph  Carey,  a  boy :  one  foot  crushed  by  conductor  West's 
train.  No  one  saw  the  accident,  but  it  is  supposed  that  the  boy  tried  to  get 
on  the  train,  and  fell  with  one  foot  on  rail.  Conductor  heard  a  cry,  and  look- 
ing out  saw  boy  beside  track.  Accident  happened  near  Armory  Street 
crossing,  Springfield. 

March  27.  —  Wm.  Goldsmith,  yard  brakeman:  one  finger  badly  cut  and 
jammed  by  getting  caught  while  coupling  cars  in   Springfield  freight  yard. 

ilfarc/i  28. —Edward  Nolan,  a  boy:  was  stealing  a  ride  on  a  freight  train 
at  Chester,  and  when  he  got  ofi"  he  fell  and  one  leg  and  one  arm  were  run 
over. 

March  28. — M.  E.  Willis,  freight  brakeman:  palm  of  right  hand  bruised 
and  fiesh  broken;  caught  between  pin  and  deadwood  while  uncoupling  at 
Worcester. 

March  28.  —  H.  M.  Murray,  colored:  as  train  was  standing  at  Broadway 
crossing,  Everett,  this  man  attempted  to  cross  between  the  cars.  Train 
backed  up  a  few  feet,  and  his  foot  was  caught  and  crushed  between  couplings. 

March  29.  —  J.  Gilpoyle  and  team  :  Gilpoyle  received  a  slight  bruise  on  the 
head;  hind  wheels  and  body  of  wagon  completely  demolished.  Struck  by 
engine  of  train  No.  253  at  Heywood  Street  crossing,  Milford,  9.34  a.m. 
Whistle  was  sounded  and  bell  rung.     No  gates  or  flagman  at  this  crossing. 

March  29.  —  L.  Courtney,  yard  brakeman:  two  fingers  jammed  by  getting 
caught  while  coupling  cars  in  Springfield  freight  yard. 

April  1.  —  Wm.  Lacey  of  Westfield  :  trying  to  get  on  a  moving  freight  train 
in  West  Springfield  yard,  was  struck  by  a  switch  stand,  thrown  under  the 
wheels  and  instantly  killed. 

4pyii  1- -^ Unknown  man:  supposed  to  be  James  J.  Palmer  of  Norwich, 
Conn.  Two  men  were  standing  on  track  about  one-eighth  mile  east  of  Brook- 
field  station,  watching  an  east-bound  freight  train.  One  of  them  was  struck 
and  instantly  killed  by  train  No.  19.  AVhistle  was  sounded,  bell  rung  and  air 
brake  applied. 

April  3.  —  W.  L.  Vorce,  freight  brakeman :  was  on  front  end  of  caboose, 
coming  through  Boston  yard,  when  they  ran  into  engine  No.  49.  He  jumped 
off  in  front  of  engine  No.  193,  was  thrown  against  the  wall  and  badly  bruised. 

Aprils.  —  Stewart  Haggerty,  a  child:  was  playing  on  track  about  three 
miles  north  of  Webster,  and  was  run  over  by  an  extra  coal  train ;  left  hand 
severed  from  wrist  and  slight  bruise  on  head. 

April  5. — E.  Nedreau,  fireman :  bad  cut  on  back  of  head.  Was  looking 
-out  of  side  of  engine  to  get  a  signal  from  head  brakeman,  who  was  cutting 
ofi"  engine,  and  was  struck  by  signal  No.  22  just  west  of  Beacon  Street, 
Boston. 

April  10.  — Earl  Burtt,  freight  brakeman  :  train  stopped  suddenly  at  North 
Adams  Junction,  and  threw  him  off,  hurting  his  shoulder  and  ankle. 
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April  13>.  —  E.  Peltier,  freight  braliemaa :  one  finger  bruised.  Was  pull- 
ing in  between  engine  and  car,  at  Worcester,  and  when  engine  eased 
back  to  loosen  pin  his  finger  was  caught  between  head  of  pin  and  deadwood 
of  car.

April  16. — Michael  Carmody  of  Bondsville :  while  conductor  Cliff'ord's 
train  was  standing  at  Bondsville,  Carmody  attempted  to  cross  between  cars. 
Train  started  back,  and  his  foot  was  caught  and  bruised  between  the  handle 
that  opens  knuckle  and  the  deadwood  of  car. 

Ap)ril  19.  —  Thos.  Eagan,  trespasser:  fell  off  a  freight  train  about  a  mile 
east  of  State  line.  Was  picked  up  by  conductor  Kowling's  train,  and  taken 
to  Pittsfield.  Was  apparently  under  the  infiuence  of  liquor.  No  bones 
broken. 

April  20.  —  Philip  Walsh :  went  under  gate  at  Webster  Street,  East  Bos- 
ton, and  attempted  to  cross  tracks  ahead  of  engine  No.  99 ;  was  struck  by 
tender  and  knocked  down.

May  2.  —  H.  W.  Bokelman,  freight  conductor :  left  leg  and  back  hurt. 
Grab-iron  on  Boston  &  Albany  No.  6024  pulled  out,  and  he  fell  to  the 
ground.

May  4.  —  John  Gallagher :  attempted  to  cross  tracks  at  North  Grafton  sta- 
tion ahead  of  freight  train  No.  629 ;  was  struck  by  engine  and  instantly  killed.

May  5.  —  Geo.  W.  Partington,  brakeman  :  left  foot  crushed.  While  attempt- 
ing to  get  on  front  end  of  engine,  at  Cottage  Farm  yard,  he  slipped  "and  his 
foot  was  run  over.

May  14.  —  James  Donohue,  brakeman:  forefinger  of  right  hand  cut  and 
other  parts  of  hand  bruised  by  getting  caught  while  pulling  pin  between  cars 
at  Palmer. 

May  16. — Frank  Dagle,  freight  brakeman:  right  leg  badly  bruised  about 
the  knee.  Was  getting  on  a  moving  coal  car  at  Milford,  missed  his  footing 
in  foot  strap,  and  was  struck  by  a  pile  of  sleepers  beside  track. 

May  25.  — Norman  Allen  (17)  of  Warren :  while  local  freight  was  switching 
at  Warren,  Allen  attempted  to  make  a  coupling.  Other  cai'S  struck  the  car  he 
was  coupling,  and  he  was  knocked  down  and  run  over ;  died  in  a  short  time.

Statement  of  Accidents  on  the  Fitchburg  Railroad,  in  the  State  of 
Massachusetts,  for  the  Year  ending  June  30,  1894. 

July  4,  1893.  —  At  Concord  Junction  :  George  "Watson,  freight  brakeman,  on 
top  of  moving  freight  train,  struck  by  overhead  bridge;  head  badly  cut. 

July  S.  —  At  Greenfield:  Wesley  Emerson  of  Hunting's  Circus,  coupling 
freight  cars  (not  cii'cus  cars),  right  arm  caught  and  badly  crushed  between 
deadwoods. 

July  10.  —  At  Somerville :  William  Shield,  Thomas  Menedy  and  Thomas 
D.  Kennedy,  driving  over  Dane  Street  crossing,  struck  by  train  and  slightly 
injured. 

July  14.  —  At  Weston  :  Mr.  Henry  White,  with  his  wife  and  son,  while  driv- 
ing over  a  private  farm  crossing,  struck  by  express  train  ;  Mrs.  White  killed, 
Mr.  White  badly  injured,  son  also  seriously  injured. 

July  20.  —  At  Hoosac  Tunnel :  badly  mangled  body  of  man,  supposed  to  be 
John  Gallagher,  found  by  section  men  in  Hoosac  Tunnel ;  head  cut  off,  and 
other  injuries.     How  accident  happened  is  not  known. 
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July  20.  — At  Weston:  W.  M.  Tatro,  freight  brakeman,  on  top  of  moving 
train,  struck  by  overhead  bridge;  head,  side,  arm,  hand  and  leg  hurt  some. 

July  21.  — At  Zoar  :  J.  Higgins,  freight  brakeman,  fell  from  moving  freight 
train ;  leg  broken. 

July  22.  —  At  Worcester:  P.  Azard,  walking  on  track,  struck  and  instantly 
killed  by  engine ;  apparently  saw  engine,  but  paid  no  heed. 

—  At  Fitchbui-g:  D.  W.  McEvoy,  freight  brakeman,  uncoupling  air 
hose,  left  hand  badly  bruised  between  draw-bars  of  engine  and  car.

—  At  North  Adams  :  Thomas  Richmond  fell  off"  circus  train  and 
was  badly  hurt;  employee  of  circus  company. 

August  14.  —  At  Wachusett :  Andrew  Saunders,  trespasser,  trying  to  couple 
cars,  had  hand  injured  so  that  part  of  thumb  and  two  fingers  had  to  be  ampu- 
tated.

Amesbury  Railroad  for  the  year  1893 ;  and  shall,  at  its  own  cost,  defend  all  suits  or 
legal  proceedings  of  whatever  character  against  said  West  Amesbury  Railroad  and  in- 
demnify it  against  all  judgments  therein,  and  pay  the  same  as  if  rendered  against  said 

Maine  Railroad. 

III. 

The  Maine  Railroad  shall  issue,  sell  and  deliver  to  said  West  Amesbury  Railroad 
bonds  amounting  to  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  (^100,000),  — one  hundred  bonds  of 
the  par  value  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  each, —bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of 
four  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  running  fifty  years  from  Aug. 
1,  1893,  and  shall  issue  the  same  in  the  purchase  of  said  West  Amesbury  Railroad  in  the 
following  manner.  It  shall  issue  to  the  bondholders  of  the  said  West  Amesbury  Rail- 
road, bonds  of  the  said  Maine  Railroad  to  the  amount  of  fifty-seven  thousand  dollars 
($57,000)  in  exchange,  par  for  par,  for  the  bonds  to  the  amount  of  the  like  sum  of  fifty- 
seven  thousand  dollars  ($57,000)  of  the  said  West  Amesbury  Railroad;  and  it  shall 
issue  to  the  stockholders  of  the  said  West  Amesbury  Railroad  in  exchange  for  their 
present  holdings  forty-three  fifty-sevenths  (43/57)  of  a  bond  of  the  said  Maine  Railroad 
for  each  ten  (10)  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  said  West  Amesbury  Railroad ;  the  said 
bonds  and  the  said  shares  of  stock,  together  with  certificates  thereof,  of  the  said  West 
Amesbury  Railroad  so  exchanged,  to  be  transferred  and  delivered  to  said  Maine  Rail- 
road.   Said  exchanges  shall  be  effected  as  of  the  first  day  of  July,  1893. 

IV. 

This  agreement  shall  be  efiectual,  and  a  proper  conveyance  of  the  purchased  road, 
franchises  and  property  be  made  by  the  West  Amesbury  Railroad  to  the  Maine  Rail- 
road upon  the  approval  of  said  agreement  by  stockholders  as  required  by  law. 

From  and  after  the  making  of  said  conveyance,  the  salaries  of  any  otficers  or  em- 
ployees of  the  West  Amesbury  Railroad,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  any  existing  con 
tracts  respecting  the  same,  shall  cease  and  be  terminated. 

V. 

The  conveyance  of  said  West  Amesbury  Railroad  shall  stipulate  that  it  shall  make, 
execute  and  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  made,  executed  and  delivered  to  said  Maine  Railroad 
at  any  and  all  times  any  such  other  contract,  conveyance  or  instrument  of  further  assur- 
ance as  shall  be  reasonably  required  and  be  advised  by  counsel  as  necessary  to  com- 
pletely execute  and  accomplish  the  objects  and  purposes  of  this  agreement. 

In  witness  whereof  the  parties  to  this  and  one  other  instrument  have  caused  their 
corporate  seals  to  be  affixed  and  the  same  to  be  executed,  the  said  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad  by  Frank  Jones,  the  chairman  of  its  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  said  West 
Amesbury  Branch  Railroad  Company  by  W.  H.  Haskell,  its  president,  each  thereunto 
duly  authorized  this  sixteenth  day  of  May,  A.D.  1893.

Lease  of  Sabbatia  Park. 

This  Indenture,  made  this  twenty-first  day  of  June,  A.D.  1894,  by  and  between 
John  N.  Beckley,  Ira  L.  Otis  and  S.  M.  Thomas,  parties  of  the  first  part,  and  the 
Taunton  Street  Railway  Company,  party  of  the  second  part. 

WITNESSETH :  That  the  parties  of  the  first  part,  in  consideration  of  (|50,000)  fifty 
thousand  dollars  to  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  the  receipt  whereof  is  hereby 
acknowledged,  and  of  the  covenants  and  agreements  hereinafter  contained  to  be  kept  and 
performed  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  has  leased,  demised  and  let,  all  the  tract  of 
land,  with  all  the  buildings  thereon,  situated  on  the  shores  of  Sabbatia  Lake  in  said  city 
of  Taunton,  which  said  tract  of  land  is  known  as  Sabbatia  Park,  and  is  bounded  and 
described  as  follows  :  — 

Beginning  in  the  westerly  line  of  Scadding  Street  at  the  northerly  end  of  the  recent 
widening  of  said  street ;  thence  northerly  by  the  street  about  fourteen  hundred  eighty- 
eight  and  four-tenths  feet  to  a  stone  bound,  thence  by  land  recently  sold  by  B.  J.  Smith, 
to  Silas  C.  Hall  and  others,  N.  54°  10'  W.  about  three  hundred  fourteen  feet  (314)  to  the 
lake ;  thence  by  the  lake  southerly  and  westerly  to  the  land  of  L.  H.  Goward,  at  a  point 
marked  by  a  stone  bound  placed  on  the  shore;  thence  S.  15°  25'  W.  running  through 
the  last-named  stone  bound  about  three  hundred  fifty-three  (353)  feet  to  a  stone  bound: 
thence  S.  81°  45'  E.  two  hundred  ninety-three  and  one-half  (293.50)  feet  to  a  point  of 
beginning ;  and  also  all  the  property,  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  now  owned  bj'  the 
parties  of  the  first  part,  in  and  to  the  said  park,  together  with  all  the  franchises,  equip- 
ment and  property  connected  with  said  park,  or  held  and  enjoyed  by  the  parties  of  the 
first  part  therein,  that  is  to  say,  the  land,  tenements,  fixtures,  goods  and  chattels  of  the 
said  parties  of  the  first  part,  together  with  their  rights  of  way,  property,  franchises  ^ 
rights,  privileges,  interest  and  estate  of  every  nature  and  description,  its  rents,  reserva- 
tions and  reversions  of  every  nature,  including  all  the  property  which  said  parties  of  the 
first  part  now  own,  or  may  hereafter  acquire  in  connection  with  said  park,  together  with 
all  the  rights  of  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  in  and  to  the  waters  of  Sabbatia  Lake  and 
the  lands  adjacent  thereto;  also  the  benefits  arising  from  any  or  all  contracts  or  agree- 
ments which  said  parties  of  the  first  part  have  made,  or  may  hereafter  make  or  ac- 
quire, or  may  hereafter  be  entitled  to  receive  by  law  or  equity;  also  all  tolls,  rents, 
profits,  incomes,  interest  or  issues  which  may  hereafter  accrue  to  said  parties  of  the  first 
part,  from  any  source  whatever  in  connection  with  said  park. 

To  have  and  to  hold  said  demised  property  and  premises  aforesaid  unto  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for,  and  during  the  term  of  fifty  years  from 
the  day  of  the  date  hereof,  yielding  and  paying  rent  therefor  as  hereinafter  provided. 

And  in  consideration  of  the  premises,  the  party  of  the  second  part  has  covenanted 
and  agreed  and  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree,  for  itself,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
with  the  parties  of  the  first  part,  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  that 
the  partj'  of  the  second  part  at  all  times  during  the  continuance  of  the  said  term  of  this 
lease,  shall  and  will  maintain,  manage,  use  and  operate  and  keep  in  good  order,  condi- 
tion and  repair  at  its  own  expense,  the  entire  park  as  far  and  as  fast  as  completed,  and 
all  buildings  and  structures  now  and  hereafter  to  be  built  in  said  park,  and  all  the  fixt- 
ures and  appurtenances  thereof,  so  that  the  business  of  the  park  shall  be  encouraged  and 
developed,  and  reasonable  accommodations  shall  be  given  to  the  public,  and  shall  and 
will  deliver  up  said  park  and  all  the  buildings,  fixtures  and  appurtenances  thereon,  at 
the  expiration  of  said  lease  in  good  order  and  repair. 
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That  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  pay  all  the  taxes  and  assessments  hereafter 
imposed  on  said  property  demised,  and  shall  further  pay  to  the  parties  of  the  first  part,  as 
rent  in  gross,  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  for  the  period  for  which  this 
lease  is  to  run. 

That  the  party  of  the  second  part  will  assume  and  pay  all  damages,  demands  and  lia- 
bilities which  may  arise  or  be  incurred  by  reason  of  any  injury  or  damage  to  person  or 
to  personal  or  other  property,  and  all  other  damages  whatsoever  resulting  from,  or  grow- 
ing out  of  the  maintenance,  repair  and  operation  of  the  park,  by  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  and  will  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  their  heirs, 
executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  against  all  expense,  loss  and  damage  and  cost, 
by  reason  of  any  of  the  matters  and  things  aforesaid. 

And  in  consideration  of  the  premises  the  parties  of  the  first  part  for  themselves,  their 
heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with  the  party 
of  the  second  part,  its  successors  and  assigns,  give,  make,  execute  and  deliver  such  fur- 
ther and  other  conveyances  and  assurances,  papers  and  instruments  as  may  be  necessary 
or  proper  to  carry  into  full  force  and  effect  all  the  objects  and  purposes  of  this  indenture, 
at  any  time  upon  the  request  of  the  party  of  the  second  part,  its  successors  and  assigns. 
That  they,  the  parties  of  the  first  part,  are  well  and  lawfully  possessed  of  the  premises 
herein  demised,  and  have  full  power  to  convey  the  same  as  aforesaid,  and  the  same  in 
the  quiet  enjoyment  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  its  successors  and  assigns  shall 
warrant  and  defend. 

And  for  the  consideration  aforesaid  we.  Belle  P.  Beckley,  Charlotte  R.  Otis  and  Emily 
H.  Thomas,  do  hereby  release  unto  the  said  grantee  and  its  successors  and  assigns  all 
right  of  or  to  both  dower  and  homestead  in  the  granted  premises. 

In  witness  whereof,  to  this  and  to  other  instrument  of  like  tenor  and  date,  the  said 
parties  of  the  first  part  have  hereunto  set  their  hands  and  seals,  and  the  said  Belle  P. 
Beckley,  Charlotte  R.  Otis  and  Emily  H.  Thomas,  in  token  of  their  release  of  dower 
and  homestead  in  the  demised  premises  have  set  their  hands  and  seals,  and  the  said 
Taunton  Street  Railway  Company  has  caused  its  corporate  seal  to  be  hereto  affixed  and 
these  presents  to  be  signed  in  its  name  and  behalf  by  Sylvanus  M.  Thomas,  its  treasurer, 
the  day  and  year  first  above  written.
